Never  before  in  America  has  so  much  dirt  been  excavated,  by  so 
many,  so  feverishly.  The  fear  of  radioactive  fallout  from  an 
atomic  war  has  itself  settled  on  our  land  like  a  deadly  fog. 
But  blind  fear  is  no  answer — nor  is  the  foolish  faith  of  the 
ostrich.

We  are  not  experts  on  blast  range,  safe  radiation  levels,  or  shelter 
construction.  Civil  Defense  authorities  (today  more  capable  and  better  organized  than  in  the  past)  are  your 
best  source  for  this  kind  of  "technical"  salvation.  Exhaust  these  technical  sources.  Learn  everything  there  is 
to  learn.  Take  every  logical  precaution.  And  never  forget  that  the  ultimate  answer  will  come  from  a  greater 
Source.  That  Source  is  reached  by  prayer.  Millions  of  prayers.  Prayers  for  everlasting  peace. 


Mr.  Babcock's  Folly...

J_he  next  best  thing  to  eternal  salvation  is  temporal  salvation, 
and  you  can't  blame  a  man  in  the  prime  of  life,  or  a  little  past, 
for  wondering  what  he  might  do  for  himself  in  case  of  nuclear 
war.  I'd  spent  some  time  wondering  lately,  until  I  saw  a  head- 
line in  the  local  paper:  "County  Man  Builds  A-Bomb  Shelter." 
The  second  paragraph  of  the  story  went  like  this: 

"Eager  to  share  his  experience  in  building  a  shelter  for  pro- 
tection from  nuclear  blast  and  fallout,  yet  reluctant  to  pinpoint 
the  location  of  the  shelter,  its  owner  declined  to  be  named.  In 
event  of  nuclear  attack,  or  even  panic  due  to  rumor,  he  does  not 
wish  his  family  shelter  mobbed  by  persons  less  well-prepared." 

\\  ithin  an  hour-and-a-half  (never  mind  how),  I  had  the  name 
and  address  of  the  man  with  the  shelter.  It  was  Henry  T. 
Babcock,  and  he  lived  about  two  miles  from  me. 

I  drove  over  to  Babcock's  without  ceremony.  He  and  I  were 
acquaintances — as  people  are  in  small  towns — but  just  acquaint-

ances.  I  knew  he  was  scientifically  trained  and  a  successful,  re- 
spected practitioner  of  his  profession.  Nice  fellow.  We  don't  meet 
at  the  same  parties — but,  then,  I  don't  get  out  much  any  more. 

He  was  working  in  the  garden,  and  he  said  he  was  glad  to  see 
me.  I  told  him  I  was  interested  in  his  bomb  shelter.  "Everybody 
is,"  he  said.  "There  doesn't  seem  to  be  any  way  to  keep  it  quiet." 

"I  guess  it's  the  only  one  in  the  County,"  I  said. 

"I  guess  so,"  said  Babcock.  "I've  asked  Civil  Defense,  but 
they  don't  know.

it  stands  to  reason  that  there  will  be  war.  There  always  has  been." 

"I  suppose  the  cost  is  a  problem,"  I  said. 

"I  suppose  so,"  said  Babcock.  "It  cost  me  four-thousand-some 
dollars,  just  for  a  hole  in  the  ground." 

"You  could  build  a  nice  swimming  pool  for  that,"  I  said. 

"You  can  say  that  again,"  said  Babcock,  but  I  didn't.  I  was 
beginning  to  think  Babcock  wasn't  completely  happy  about  the 
whole  thing,  though  I  couldn't  see  why.  Here  was  his  family — 
nice  fellow,  nice  wife,  three  nice  children — all  nicely  sheltered 
from  nuclear  attack.  But  as  Babcock  himself  said:  "It's  like  in- 
surance. If  you  have  it,  you  don't  need  it.  If  you  need  it,  you 
don't  have  it." 

"Well,  you've  got  it,"  I  said. 

"I  guess  so,"  said  Babcock.  "But  there  are  problems,  lots  of 
problems." 

Babcock  excused  himself  to  get  the  old  Geiger  counter  and  a 
pick — which  he  said  he  might  as  well  put  down  there  because 
he  had  no  use  for  it  in  the  house,  and  you're  supposed  to  have 
some  tools  in  the  shelter.

There  were  no  bookshelves  visible,  but  the 
coffee  table  had  a  book  on  it,  dealing  with  Babcock's  profession, 
and  several  copies  of  Life,  Time,  and  Reader's  Digest.  My  host  re- 
turned with  the  pick  and  the  Geiger  counter  and  said,  "Well, 
let's  go." 

I  followed  him  out  of  the  house  and  across  the  back  yard. 

"I  should  have  built  the  shelter  under  the  house,"  said 
Babcock  thoughtfully,  as  we  crossed  the  yard. 

"Did  you  build  it  yourself?"  I  asked  him. 

"No,"  said  Babcock,  "it  was  built  by  a  contractor." 

"But  you  designed  it?"  I  said. 

"No,"  said  Babcock,  "we  had  an  architect  design  it." 

_Lhe  shelter  was  about  forty  feet  from  the  house  (which  was 
made  of  wood)  and  ten  feet  from  the  wooden  two-car  garage. 
There  were  three  protrusions  from  the  ground :  an  air  intake 
pipe  (capped  with  a  filter),  an  air  exhaust  pipe,  and  a  tilted 
entrance  hatch.  The  intake  was  about  five  feet  from  the  wooden 
fence  surrounding  the  house  and  garage,  and  the  exhaust  was 
surrounded  by  a  large  pile  of  kindling. 

"Well,"  said  Babcock,  "this  is  what  it  looks  like  from  the  out- 
side. Here,"  pointing  to  the  capped  intake,  "is  where  the  air 
goes  in.  We  draw  it  in  with  a  blower  in  the  shelter." 

"What  if  the  fence  was  on  fire?"  I  said. 

"What  if  what?" 

"What  if  the  fence  was  on  fire,  or  the  garage,  or  the  kindling?" 

"Oh,"  said  Babcock.  "Yes.  That  would  be  bad.  We'd  be  draw- 
ing the  smoke  right  down  into  the  shelter.  That  would  be  bad." 

"What's  the  kindling  around  the  vent  for?"  I  said. 

"That's  just  our  kindling  pile,"  said  Babcock.  Then  he  said, 
"I  suppose  I  ought  to  move  it  away,  but  there's  so  darned  much 
to  do  all  the  time." 

"Of  course,"  I  said,  "if  you  have  a  real  fire-storm  above 
ground,  with  everything  burning,  I  suppose  the  fire  would  suck 
the  oxygen  right  out  of  the  shelter.  That's  what  happened  to  the 
Germans  in  World  War  II,  during  the  ten-night  raid  on  Ham- 
burg. The  people  in  the  shelters  were  asphyxiated." 

"That  would  be  bad,  all  right,"  said  Babcock. 

We  went  over  to  the  iron  hatch-lid  set  in  concrete.  It  took  a 
lot  of  lifting.  "Pretty  sturdy,"  I  said.  "Yes,"  said  Babcock, 
"pretty  sturdy."  The  lid  had  a  heavy  hasp  for  a  padlock  on  the 
outside,  but  there  was  no  padlock.  I  asked  if  the  hatch  could  be 
locked  from  the  inside,  and  Babcock  said  it  couldn't  be.  I  thought 
about  this  and  said.  "Then  the  whole  town  could  follow  you  into 
the  shelter,  couldn't  it?"

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at  the  bottom  of  the  stairs.  Once  we  got  into  the  shelter  itself, 
we  could  lock  ourselves  in." 

"Then  somebody  might  snap  a  lock  on  the  hatch  from  the 
outside,"  I  said,  adding,  "but  nobody  would  do  that." 

"I  hope  not,"  said  Babcock. 

"Of  course,"  I  said,  "you  couldn't  let  everyone  in." 

"No,"  said  Babcock,  "there's  just  room  for  Nettie  and  me  and 
the  kids.  It's  not  much  more  than  a  five-man  shelter  really." 

"I  suppose  you  might  have  to  stand  off  some  of  the  people  who 
wanted  in,"  I  said.  "You  know  how  people  are,"  I  added. 

"Well,  that's  a  problem,"  said  Babcock.  "Everybody  would 
want  to  get  in.  I  don't  know  what  we'd  do  about  that.  One 
fellow  said  I'd  need  a  gun." 

"It  might  take  a  lot  of  shooting,"  I  said.  Babcock  didn't  sav 
anything  for  a  bit,  and  then  he  said,  "The  trouble  is,  you  can't 
figure  out  everything." 

J.  he  inside  of  the  hatch-lid  was  lined  with  sponge,  and  I  asked 
Babcock  why.  "Well,"  he  said,  frowning,  "theoretically  it's  to 
keep  the  lid  from  sweating."  He  emphasized  the  "theoretically." 
The  wooden  stairs  to  the  floor  of  the  shelter  were  steep,  but  the 
stairway  had  an  iron  handrail.  I  was  surprised  to  learn  that  the 
roof  of  the  shelter  was  covered  by  only  three  feet  of  earth,  but 
Babcock  explained  that  the  deeper  you  dig  the  more  it  costs.  Writh 
its  seven-foot  ceiling,  and  its  foot-thick  floor,  the  bottom  of  the 
hole  was  eleven  feet  nine  inches  deep.  (The  roof  was  nine  inches 
thick.)  The  construction  was  all  steel-reinforced  concrete  except 
for  the  hatch-lid,  the  stairs,  and  the  door  at  the  bottom  of  the  stairs. 

At  the  foot  of  the  stairs  was  a  180-degree  turn  to  the  shelter 
door.  Babcock  said  that  it  was  the  only  idea  he  had  ever  been 
able  to  get  from  Civil  Defense,  and  that  every  time  he  had  tried 
to  find  out  anything  from  Civil  Defense  he  ran  into  a  stone  wall  of 
red  tape.  Whatever  else  made  him  unhappy,  there  was  no  doubt 
about  Civil  Defense.  But  there  seemed  to  be  something  more  than 
that  weighing  on  him.  The  local  paper  had  described  him  as  eager 
to  share  his  experience;  I  found  him  willing  rather  than  eager. 
His  manner  was  that  of  a  real  estate  agent  showing  a  property 
he'd  just  as  soon  the  client  didn't  buy. 

"What  was  Civil  Defense's  idea  about  the  180-degree  turn?"  I 
asked.  "Well,"  he  said,  "the  radioactivity  is  supposed  to  travel  in 
straight  lines,  so  it  can't  turn  the  corner."  I  thought  that  was  in- 
teresting, and  said  so.  Babcock  said  nothing. 

The  door  of  the  shelter  itself  was  made  of  wood,  with  steel 
trim.  I  opened  and  closed  it  a  few  times  and  asked  if  it  was  air- 
tight. "I  don't  know,"  said  Babcock.  "It's  snug,  but  I  guess  you 
wouldn't  call  it  airtight."  "I  was  just  wondering,"  I  said.  I  was 
thinking  about  poison  gas,  and  whether  bacteria,  once  you  took 
them  off  the  leash,  would  turn  180-degree  corners. 

J.  don't  know  why,  but  I  had  expected  the  shelter  would  con- 
sist of  two  or  three  rooms,  at  least.  It  consisted  of  one  clammy 
concrete  bunker  eight  by  ten  feet.  Very  clammy.  My  host  began 
mopping  up  the  dew  with  small  bags  scattered  around  the  floor. 
"They're  supposed  to  absorb  the  moisture,  and  then  you  bake 
them  out  in  the  oven."  I  said  they  didn't  seem  to  work  too  well, 
and  he  said,  no,  they  didn't.  He'd  heard  there  were  some  cans  of 
stuff  that  worked  better,  but  he  didn't  know  what  it  was  called 
or  where  you  got  it. 

The  decor  of  the  shelter  was  simplicity  itself.  There  was  one 
naked  light,  some  shelves  of  tinned  and  packaged  food,  a  bunk 
spring  (without  legs)  leaning  upright  against  the  wall,  a  plastic 
garbage  can,  a  slender  cylinder  of  oxygen  about  two  feet  tall  and 
six  inches  in  diameter,  and  one  metal  cleat  in  the  ceiling.

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"And  if  the  current  goes  off?"  I  asked. 

"Oh,"  said  Babcock,  brightening,  "you  can  operate  the  blower 
with  the  hand  crank.  Here,  try  it."  I  tried  it,  for  twenty  or  thirty 
seconds,  and  it  nearly  broke  my  arm.  "It  goes  a  little  hard,"  said 
Babcock.  "I  guess  we'd  have  to  do  it  in  shifts  if  we  were  going  to 
do  it  all  the  time.

Many  newcomers  to  Hawaii 
are  surprised  to  learn  there 
are  eight  islands  in  the 
chain,  extending  across  400 
miles  of  ocean. 


NIIHAU.  Private  island ;  its  213  inhabitants 
speak  only  Hawaiian,  raise  sheep,  cattle, 
and  bees.  No  visitors  allowed. 

KAUAI.  This  island  has  a  population  of 
29,600.  Most  of  the  people  work  on  pine- 
apple or  sugar  plantations.  Jobs  are 
scarce;  living  conditions  are  rural.  Scen- 
ery and  beaches  are  spectacular. 

OAHU.  Capital  island;  its  population  is 
490,000,  largely  in  or  near  Honolulu.  Best 
job  opportunities  in  Hawaii  are  here,  with 
a  wide  variety  of  sales,  service,  indus- 
trial, and  business  activity.  Real  estate 
and  living  costs  are  high.  Honolulu  has 
good  restaurants,  nightclubs,  professional 
baseball,  symphony  concerts,  museums, 
folk  festivals,  and  Hawaii's  most  famous 
tourist  center,  Waikiki  Beach.  Outside  of 
Honolulu,  living  conditions  graduate  from 
suburban  to  rural,  with  beautiful  scenery 
and  beaches  (but  everything  is  more 
crowded  than  on  the  other  islands). 

MAUI.  The  people  (46,920)  mostly  raise 
sugar  cane,  pineapples,  and  cattle.  The 
tourist  industry  is  growing,  but  jobs  are 
scarce.  Food  is  high,  rents  reasonable,

land  costs  moderate.  Climatic  conditions 
vary  from  tropical  on  the  beaches  to  cool 
in  upper  elevations.  Unsurpassed  in 
scenery,  Maui  has  more  beaches  than  any 
of  the  other  islands. 

MOLOKAI.  This  most  "native"  of  all  the 
islands  has  a  population  of  5,340,  mostly 
engaged  in  raising  pineapples  and  cattle. 

LANAI.  Owned  by  a  pineapple  firm,  Lanai 
is  one  big  pineapple  plantation.  Popula- 
tion is  3,720.  Very  rural;  practically  no 
job  opportunities. 

HAWAII.  Called  the  "Big  Island,"  it  has 
73,276  people,  of  whom  25,634  live  in  the 
town  of  Hilo.  Hawaii  produces  sugar, 
pineapples,  cattle,  farm  produce,  and 
exotic  fruits.  The  tourist  industry  is 
growing,  but  job  opportunities  are  limit- 
ed. Living  conditions  are  rural,  with  a 
wide  range  of  climatic  conditions  to 
choose  from.  Magnificent  scenery  in- 
cludes frequently  erupting  volcanoes. 
Not  many  beaches. 

KAHOOLAWE.  Uninhabited  now.  This  is- 
land is  used  as  a  target  for  submarine 
torpedo  and  high  level  bombing  practice. 


People  who  live  back  up  in  ihe 
hills  where  it  rains  a  lot  feel  sorry 
for  those  below  who  have  to  water 
their  lawns.  (And  they  don't  even 
have  a  view!)  Meanwhile,  the  low- 
land people  wonder  how  Laplanders 
can  live  in  such  a  damp,  unhealthy 
climate.  (With  no  beach  near  by!) 

The  fact  is,  climatic  conditions 
vary  so  dramatically  on  any  given 
island  that  a  drive  of  a  mile  or  two 
can  take  you  from  a  cool,  rainy, 
jungle-like  retreat  to  a  sun-baked, 
wind-swept  seashore  where  even 
the  garden  plants  are  different. 

Given  such  a  wide  variety  of 
living  conditions  to  choose  from. 
each  family  in  the  50th  state  tends 
to  develop  its  own  way  of  life. 
While  the  accent  is  always  on  in- 
formality and  more  or  less  outdoor 
living,  there  are  surprising  differ- 
ences in  what  happens  to  people 
when  they  come  to  Hawaii.  Here 
are  some  good  examples. 
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aikiki  has  been  the  answer  to 
our  retirement  problem,"  said 
Mrs.  Walter  Ledbetter  of  Dallas, 
Texas,  as  she  glanced  across  their 
one-room,  kitchenette  apartment 
at  her  husband.  "It's  hard  to  make 
the  transition  from  working  every 
day  to  just  loafing.  Hawaii  has 
helped  my  husband  a  great  deal. 

"When  Walter  retired  two  years 
ago,  after  37  years  of  selling  on  the 
road,  he  had  a  history  of  stomach 
ulcers  and  a  nervous  condition. 
Today  he  is  more  relaxed  and  his 
ulcers  are  much  better." 

Walter  explains  it  this  way. 
"The  climate  has  done  wonders 
for  me.  I  go  to  Waikiki  Beach 
every  morning  of  the  year  except 
Sundays.  Some  of  us  retired  folks 
got  acquainted  and  formed  a  beach 
club.  The  roll  is  called  every  morn- 
ing. If  you're  late,  you  have  to 
pay  a  fine."

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Eleanor  Ledbetter  adds,  "We 
like  Waikiki  because  there  are 
other  retired  people  for  Walter  to 
get  to  know.  In  Dallas  they  are 
hard  to  find." 

Mrs.  Ledbetter,  who  is  ten  years 
younger  than  her  husband,  works 
as  a  stenographer  at  Fort  Shafter, 
a  seven-mile  drive  from  Waikiki. 
A  long-time  civil  service  employee, 
she  prefers  working  because  it  not 
only  helps  with  the  family  finances 
but  gives  her  something  to  do. 
"I'd  be  bored  otherwise,"  she  says. 

So  she  and  her  husband  have 
switched  jobs  since  his  retirement. 

"I  fix  breakfast,"  he  says.  "In  a 
little  apartment  like  this,  it  doesn't 
take  but  15  minutes.  I  have  dinner 
on  the  table  when  Eleanor  comes 
home  from  work.  And  I  do  a  little 
housework  and   the  laundry." 

JLhey  eat  out  about  twice  a  week. 
Walter's  favorite  cafe  is  a  place 
that  serves  a  delicious  portion  of 
fried  mahimahi  (dolphin)  for  a 
dollar.  The  Ledbetters  shop  for 
groceries  every  Saturday  at  a  near- 
by supermarket;  the  bill  usually 
comes  to  about  $25. 

"There's  never  a  dull  day  in 
Honolulu,"  he  says.  "All  you  have 
to  do  is  look  in  the  paper.  There 
are  always  free  hula  shows  and 
lectures  and  concerts.  Sometimes 
I  go  to  lolani  Palace  (the  state 
capitol  building)  to  hear  the  legis- 
lature wrangle.  Every  now  and 
then,  there's  a  Chinese  wedding 
reception  at  Lau  Yee  Chai  res- 
taurant and  they  shoot  off  a  long 
string  of  firecrackers.  And  I've 
done  more  reading  in  the  past  two 
years  than  I  did  in  the  20  years 
before. 

"When  there's  nothing  else  to 
do,  we  go  to  Kalakaua  Avenue 
(the  main  street  of  Waikiki)  and 
look  at  the  people.  I've  never  seen 
so  many  strange  characters!" 

Walter  also  teaches  Sunday 
School.  He  says,  "These  kids  really 
tug  at  your  heart  strings.  Over  at 
this  little  church,  there  are  at  least 
six  or  seven  races.  In  Dallas  I 
never  sat  in  church  with  anybody 
but  white  people. 

J_hese  people  are  as  Christian 
as  anybody  I  ever  met.  The  minis- 
ter is  Chinese.  I'm  a  deacon.  One 
of  the  other  deacons  is  Dan  Liu,  the 
Honolulu  Chief  of  Police.  I'm 
working  on  the  committee  now 
trying  to  borrow  some  money  so 
the  church  can  buy  more  land." 

Rather  than  buy  a  home  in 
Honolulu,  the  Ledbetters  rent  a 
small,  second-floor  apartment  for 
$130  a  month.  It  is  two  blocks 
from  Waikiki  Beach.  The  same 
apartment  in  another  location, 
Walter  says,  would  rent  for  $80  to 
$90.  But  he  prefers  to  be  conven- 
ient to  the  beach,  restaurants, 
concerts,  stores,  and  supermarkets. 

While  the  Ledbetters  find  some 
prices  high  (especially  real  estate) 
in  Waikiki,  others  are  lower  than 
those  in  Dallas.  "We  save  on  cloth- 
ing," Walter  says.  "Another  thing, 
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in  Waikiki  we  don't  have  to  pay 
for  air  conditioning  and  heating. 
In  Dallas,  electricity  runs  $30  to 
$40  a  month  because  you  run  the 
air-conditioner  from  May  to  Octo- 
ber, then  turn  on  the  winter  he^t 
on  November  1 ." 

With  an  income  of  $1 10  in  rent 
from  their  house  in  Dallas,  plus 
Eleanor's  salary  and  Walter's  re- 
tirement, they  are  able  to  save. 

"I  don't  think  it  would  be  a  good 
thing  for  everyone  who  retires  to 
try  Hawaii,  because  the  cost  of 
living  in  Honolulu  is  too  high," 
says  Eleanor.  "But  for  us  it  had 
been  the  dream — and  now  the 
reality — of  a  lifetime." 


Charlie  King  fell  in  love  with 
the  sleepy  island  of  Maui  as  a  Navy 
flier  during  World  War  II.  Today, 
at  49,  he  and  his  wife,  Jane,  live 
there  on  the  slope  of  an  extinct 
volcano  with  a  view  commanding 
miles  of  magnificent  coast  line. 

But  it  took  him  more  than  12 
years  and  every  cent  he  could 
borrow  to  make  his  dream  come 
true. 

Maui,  1 00  miles  by  plane  from 
Oahu,  is  totally  different  from 
Charlie's  native  Terre  Haute,  In- 
diana. The  largest  city,  Wailuku, 
has  a  population  of  not  quite  7,000. 
The  principal  industries  are  sugar 
cane  and  pineapples.  Over  three- 
quarters  of  the  residents  are  of 
Oriental,  Filipino,  or  Hawaiian 
descent.

hy  do   Charlie   and  Jane  like 
Maui? 

"Oh,  brother,  it's  everything," 
Charlie  says.  "We  came  here  with 
nothing — and  I  mean  nothing. 
And  everything  that's  happened 
has  been  good." 

The  "everything  good"  does  not 
include  getting  rich.  What  Charlie 
makes  as  a  car  salesman  for  Maui 
Motors  in  Wailuku  isn't  enough  to 
meet  the  bills.  So  Jane  clerks  on 
weekends  and  holidays  in  a  store 
in  tiny  Lahaina,  an  old  whaling 
port  45  miles  from  home. 

But  Jane  and  Charlie  claim  to 
have  found  something  more  im- 
portant than  money  on  the  island 
of  Maui. 

"It's  the  attitude  of  people  here," 
said  Charlie  as  he  gazed  out  over 
the  ocean. 

"There's  a  prison  farm  on  this 
island.  Once,  a  prisoner  escaped 
and  all  the  people  in  the  area  were 
in  a  big  tizzy.  There  had  never 
been  any  reason  for  locking  their 
doors  before — and  none  of  them 
could  find  their  house  keys!" 

Jane  puts  it  another  way. 

"I  couldn't  see  at  first  why 
Charlie  liked  Maui  so  much.  But 
gradually  I  found  out.  I've  dis- 
covered that  the  scenery  makes  up 
for  everything — even  the  hard 
work  and  the  high  cost  of  living. 
Why,  every  night  we  have  a  spec- 
tacular sunset.

Could  houses  cost  1L] 


In  our  search  for  the  reasons  behind  the  seemingly  un- 
reasonable cost  of  houses,  we  at  Better  Homes  and 
Gardens  went  looking  for  an  outstanding  builder  to 
tell  us  his  side  of  the  story.  Ed  Ryan  represents  the 
builders  of  this  country  who  are  dedicated  to  giving 
the  home  buyer  his  money's  worth.  Here's  what  Mr. 
Ryan  has  to  say  about  the  problems  he  faces  in  his 
everyday  struggle  to  keep  costs  down. 


"Our  company  tries  to  build  the  best  houses  it  can  for 
the  money,  and  we  have  been  successful  in  reducing 
costs  by  using  mass  production  and  other  methods. 
But,  from  here  on  out,  to  cut  costs  much  more,  we'll 
have  to  get  out  from  under  some  problems  we  can't 
solve  for  ourselves. 

"For  instance,  some  of  the  building  codes  in  the  18 
townships  in  suburban  Pittsburgh  where  our  company 
builds  are  over  25  years  old.  Besides  this,  each  town- 
ship has  a  different  code,  which  often  conflicts  with  the 
others,  even  though  topography,  drainage,  fire  haz- 
ards, and  all  the  other  conditions  which  affect  codes 
are  virtually  identical. 

"As  a  result,  the  cost  of  a  given  house  can  vary  as 
much  as  $800  from  one  town  to  the  next.  Furthermore, 
these  codes  make  it  impossible  for  me  to  use  such 
simple  cost-cutting  methods  as  plywood  subfloors  or 
prefabricated  roof  trusses  in  some  places.  To  really  cut 
costs,  we  should  be  able  to  use  wiring  harnesses,  plumb- 
ing cores,  or  even  components  such  as  complete  bath- 
room units,  but  we  can't  even  think  of  using  such  prod- 
ucts with  our  building  codes. 

"Besides  improving  codes,  local  governments  must 
improve  the  zoning  and  land  regulations.  Now,  when  a 
builder  plans  a  development,  he  runs  a  big  risk  of  get- 
ting caught  by  an  overnight,  unpredictable  change  in 
zoning.  For  instance,  over  a  year  ago,  we  bought  a 
large  tract  in  an  unzoned  township.  When  we  present- 
ed our  plans  to  the  Allegheny  County  Zoning  Board 


This  builder  says 


(as  we  must  when  a  township  has  no  code;  they  were 
promptly  approved.  But  then,  town  commissioners 
suddenly  demanded  that  we  pay  not  only  for  installa- 
tion of  a  sewage  system  and  treatment  plant — which 
we  had  planned  to  do — but  that  we  also  indirectly 
finance  a  sewer  in  another  area  by  paying  a  $250 
sewage  tapping  charge  on  each  of  our  houses. 

"I  don't  object  to  sensible  changes  in  land  usage 
regulations,  and  I  don't  object  when  towns  have  very 
tough  rules  and  enforce  them  vigorously.  On  the  con- 
trary, I  like  to  know  where  I  stand  at  all  times.  All  the 
applicable  regulations  should  be  available  to  the  build- 
er for  his  examination  before  he  buys  the  land. 

"I'd  like  to  see  all  communities  draw  up  long-range 
plans  for  land  use.  Only  when  a  town  has  such  plans 
and  sticks  to  them  can  a  builder  feel  safe  about  invest- 
ing in  land  to  develop  for  lower-cost  housing. 

"Another  bit  of  red  tape  that  loses  us  an  average  of 
two  days  on  every  house  is  the  time  taken  for  the  var- 
ious inspections  by  the  FHA  man,  the  plumbing  man, 
the  electrical  man,  and  the  building  man.  We  certainly 
encourage  inspections  as  a  second  check  in  quality  con- 
trol, but  why  should  our  customers  have  to  pay  for  the 
extra  time  taken  by  so  many  inspectors?  Why  not  let 
one  man  do  the  work  of  all  four? 

"Now  let's  have  a  look  at  the  building  industry  it- 
self. First  of  all,  if  we  are  ever  to  have  lower  cost 
houses,  union  featherbedding  must  stop.  It  is  no  secret 
in  the  building  industry  that  restrictive  practices,  such 
as  limiting  the  number  of  bricks  a  mason  can  lay  in  a 
day,  drive  home  costs  up. 

"But  it  isn't  all  a  matter  of  featherbedding.  In  our 
own  case,  our  ability  to  produce  homes  at  reasonable 
prices  is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  an  in- 
centive bonus  system  for  our  best  and  fastest  crews 
and  we  see  to  it  that  people  in  our  organization  get 
ahead  on  ability.  Everyone — from  carpenter  to  man- 
agement— identifies  himself  with  the  job,  instead  of 
merely  putting  in  a  day's  work. 


YES! 


Ed  Ryan,  Pittsburgh  home  builder 
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"If  our  workmen  had  production  limitations,  I  would 
estimate  that  a  house  we  now  sell  for  $16,985,  includ- 
ing lot,  would  market  at  somewhere  near  $19,200. 

"I  also  believe  that  the  price  rise  would  not  stop 
there.  If  we  had  to  hike  the  prices  of  our  houses,  we 
would  sell  fewer  of  them  and  consequently  we  would 
be  unable  to  take  advantage,  as  we  do  now,  of  mass 
purchasing  and  quantity  production  methods.  This  in 
turn  would  send  prices  higher  yet.  This  situation  would 
snowball,  as  it  has  elsewhere  in  the  country. 

"Union  leaders  admit  that  the  price  of  our  houses 
would  show  a  slight  increase  at  first,  but  then  would 
level  off.  However,  they  are  arguing  on  the  basis  of  the 
contract  they  are  trying  to  promote  in  the  Pittsburgh 
area.  It  contains  a  three-year  clause  against  strikes, 
restrictive  practices,  and  other  such  tactics.  This  is 
good  so  far  as  it  goes,  but  I'm  convinced  that — once 
the  three-year  grace  period  is  over — my  costs  would 
go  up  and  up.  It's  been  the  pattern  elsewhere." 

(The  Building  Trades  Department,  a  federation  of 
AFL-CIO  building  unions  is  on  record,  nationally,  with 
a  "Ten  Commandments  of  Labor,"  designed  to  end 
featherbedding.  Three  of  the  10  points  are  significant: 

•  Workmen  shall  be  at  their  regular  place  of  work  at 
the  starting  time  and  shall  remain  at  their  place  of  work 
until  the  regular  quitting  time. 

•  There  shall  be  no  limit  on  production  of  workmen 
nor  restriction  on  the  full  use  of  proper  tools  or  equipment. 

•  Slowdowns,  forcing  of  overtime,  spread-work  tactics, 
stand-by  crews,  and  featherbedding  practices  have  been 
and  are  condemned. 

But  the  power  to  live  up  to  these  stated  principles  rests 
with  local  union  leadership.  Until  these  principles  are 
written  into  local  contracts — and  are  enforced — the  kind 
of  progress  we  want  cannot  happen.) 

"The  biggest  problem  that  any  builder  faces  is  com- 
placency— in  everyone  he  works  with.  People  are  too 
content  to  do  things  as  they've  always  done  them. 

"One  of  our  plumbing  subcontractors  does  an  excel- 
lent job,  but  when  I  asked  him,  'Why  can't  we  put  a 
plumbing  tree  into  our  houses?'  he  answered,  'You 
just  can't.'  This  can't-do  attitude  will  never  bring  down 
the  price  of  houses. 

"The  building  industry  needs  men  who  want  and  try 
to  make  changes.  In  the  final  analysis,  home  prices  will 
never  come  down  until  all  the  people  in  the  industry 
take  the  positive  attitude  that  prices  can  and  will  be 
lowered." 

Ed  Ryan  is  one  of  the  dynamic  men  who  tries  to 
make  changes.  His  relentless  searching  for  better  and 
more  economical  ways  of  building  pay  off  with  lower 
prices  for  his  homes.  "Ed  has  an  enthusiasm  for  cutting 
costs  that  is  almost  a  religion,"  explains  one  of  his  as- 
sociates. "He  works  harder  than  any  of  us.  And  he  has 
the  foresight  to  take  chances  to  reach  his  goal." 

Ryan  has  become  a  volume  builder.  In  1951,  he  put 
up  75  houses.  Last  year,  he  built  900.  The  simple  fact 
that  he  mass-produces  houses  lets  him  lower  prices.  He 
pays  less  for  materials  and  equipment  bought  in  vol- 
ume. He  makes  more  efficient  use  of  labor  and  spreads 
his  overhead  wider.  In  short,  Ed  Ryan  has  learned  the 
principles  of  other  successful  American  businesses. 


In  order  to  bring  about  substantial  savings,  Ryan 
has  had  to  standardize  his  home  designs.  Instead  of 
building  anything  the  customer  wants,  he  offers  20  dif- 
ferent models.  These  models  are  not  look  alikes,  but 
they  have  many  common  components.  Because  Ryan's 
construction  crews  do  the  same  work  over  and  over 
again,  they  become  more  efficient,  completing  a  house 
in  60  days  rather  than  the  100  it  used  to  take. 

Standardization  means  that  the  number  of  items 
carried  in  stock  is  greatly  reduced.  In  1951,  Ryan  used 
about  70  different  size  windows  in  his  houses.  This  tied 
up  money  and  added  to  his  cost  of  doing  business.  To- 
day he  uses  only  ten  window  sizes. 

Because  Ryan  restricts  himself  to  20  basic  house  de- 
signs, he  can  pinpoint  labor  costs  and  set  up  rigid 
schedules  for  each  house.  Woe  to  the  supervisor  who 
runs  over  his  budget  or  allows  one  building  crew  to  run 
overtime  and  get  in  the  way  of  the  crew  for  the  next 
job.  The  same  tough-minded  administration  is  applied 
to  purchasing  and  inventory.  Every  aspect  of  the  Ryan 
organization  is  under  a  constant  tightening-up  process 
providing  the  control  necessary  to  eliminate  waste 
motion  and  materials. 

Ryan  manages  some  prefabricating  of  components 
despite  the  conflicting  codes  under  which  he  must  op- 
erate. Because  of  these  restrictive  codes,  he  hesitates 
to  make  the  major  investment  in  a  large  prefabbing 
plant.  However,  because  of  the  high  degree  of  stand- 
ardization in  his  models,  Ryan  can  have  more  ma- 
terials precut  in  his  warehouse  at  a  major  savings  in 
labor.  This  material  is  delivered  to  the  building  site  in 
accordance  with  a  strict  schedule,  so  that  labor  crew 
and  precut  material  arrive  simultaneously.  New  equip- 
ment that  cuts  costs  is  used  wherever  possible  (auto- 
matic nailers,  preassembled  scaffolding) ,  and  new  step- 
saving  materials  (such  as  high-strength  insulation 
sheathing  that  eliminates  corner  bracing)  also  find 
wide  application  in  Ryan-built  homes. 

By  standing  back  of  his  homes,  Ryan  attracts  new 
customers.  Each  Ryan  house  has  a  year's  guarantee. 
It  is  thoroughly  inspected  twice  in  the  first  six  months 
on  a  scheduled  visit  after  it  is  sold.  Any  defects  at- 
tributable to  the  builder  are  repaired  without  charge. 
There  is  also  a  survey  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  if 
there  are  any  complaints,  these  are  remedied,  too. 

These  inspections  cost  money,  but  the  extra  expense 
is  more  than  compensated  for  because  many  costly,  un- 
expected demands  for  service  are  eliminated.  Happy 
buyers  attract  new  customers,  production  is  stepped 
up,  and  costs  go  down  accordingly. 

To  get  lower  priced  houses,  it  takes  the  enterprising 
business  methods  of  men  like  Ed  Ryan.  It  is  the  build- 
er, at  the  "grass  roots"  of  the  building  industry,  who 
ultimately  will  decide  whether  new  materials  and 
methods  survive.  It  is  the  builder  who  will  have  to 
work  within  the  exasperating  limitations  imposed  by 
misinformed  local  governments  and  still,  through  his 
native  ingenuity,  come  up  with  a  lower  cost  product. 
It  is  the  builder  who  will  have  to  assume  the  role  of 
malcontent  among  all  those  steeped  in  self-interest  and 
complacency.  Let's  hope  that  other  builders  will  follow 
Ed  Ryan  along  this  rocky  road  to  success.

1  Decide  exactly  what  you  want  your  remodeling  to 
accomplish.  Make  a  list  of  the  ills  you're  trying  to 
cure,  then  work  out  the  most  logical  answers.  Consider 
every  alternative.  Think  in  terms  of  size  and  exact  lo- 
cations as  you  develop  your  ideas.  Consider  future  needs 
as  children  grow  older;  try  to  build  flexibility  into  the 
plan.  And — be  flexible  yourself.  Sleep  on  every  idea  you 
have,  then  try  to  think  of  a  better  way. 

2  Get  professional  help  at  this  point  to  make  a  pre- 
liminary survey  of  your  plans.  An  architect  or  con- 
tractor will  tell  you  if  the  plans  you've  made  are  work- 
able or  not.  He  will  advise  you  about  building  codes  and 
restrictions  that  have  bearing  on  your  plans,  and  whether 
the  actual  structure  of  your  house  will  allow  the  changes 
you  have  in  mind.  If  your  remodeling  project  isn't  very 
extensive,  a  contractor  can  tell  you  all  you'll  need  to 
know  at  this  stage.  However,  never  underestimate  the 
usefulness  of  an  architect's  advice,  even  at  this  early 
stage.  Many  people  hesitate  to  consult  an  architect  be- 
cause they  feel  that  his  services  will  be  too  costly.  But  on 
any  extensive  project,  he  will  probably  save  you  money, 
and  more  important,  he  will  bring  his  knowledge  to  bear 
on  your  problem — resulting  in  greater  long-term  satis- 
faction with  your  finished  remodeling. 

3  Get  a  rough  estimate  of  the  cost  of  your  project. 
Most  remodelings  can  be  estimated  fairly  closely 
on  the  basis  of  square  footage  alone.  Therefore,  no  ex- 
tensive, time-consuming  plans  need  be  made  by  your  con- 
tractor or  architect  to  get  this  estimate.  You'll  need  these 
figures  before  you  can  go  to  a  lending  institution  to  ar- 
range for  financing.  When  you  discuss  the  costs  with  your 
contractor,  make  it  a  point  to  include  a  few  dream  ideas 
that  you  would  like  to  have,  but  could  live  without.  This 
gives  you  some  leeway  when  bargaining  with  the  lending 
institution.  In  any  case,  never  make  the  rough  estimate 
lower  than  is  realistic.  If  you  plan  to  do  the  work  yourself, 
you'll  still  have  to  go  to  building-materials  dealers  to  get 
some  idea  of  costs. 

Your  first  trip  to  the  lender  comes  next.  Here's 
where  you  find  out  whether  or  not  you  can  get  a 
loan,  before  you  spend  lots  of  time  and  money  in  plan- 
ning. Often,  lending  institutions  are  unwilling  to  make 
loans  on  houses  in  older  neighborhoods,  or  for  remodel- 
ings that  will  add  so  much  to  the  value  of  the  house  that 
it  would  be  unsalable  in  its  location.  Also,  the  state  of 
your  mortgage,  the  amount  of  your  equity,  and  other 
financial  considerations  can  influence  the  lender.  Don't 


be  content  with  one  set  of  terms,  however.  Shop  around 
to  get  the  best  deal  available. 

5  Make  detailed  plans  with  the  help  of  your  con- 
tractor or  architect.  If  you  haven't  consulted  an 
architect  up  to  this  point,  give  it  serious  consideration 
now.  Even  the  simple  addition  of  a  room  can  profit  by 
an  architect's  analysis  of  the  exterior  treatment,  traffic 
flow,  space  usage.  Besides  this,  the  architect  takes  the 
responsibility  of  getting  the  job  done.  You  work  out  the 
details  of  your  project  with  him,  then  he  deals  with  the 
contractor  as  the  work  goes  along.  When  making  these 
final  plans,  you'll  have  a  fairly  firm  budget  to  work  with- 
in, based  on  the  loan  ceiling  set  by  the  lender.  You'll  have 
to  choose  between  many  kinds  of  finishes  and  details, 
giving  up  some  ideas  in  order  to  carry  out  others.  Always 
keep  your  basic  goals  in  mind,  and  make  these  detail 
choices  in  the  way  that  will  most  logically  carry  out  the 
over-all  purpose  of  your  remodeling. 

6  When  your  plans  are  complete,  you're  ready  to  go 
to  your  lending  institution  for  the  loan.  On  all  but 
Title  I  loans  or  personal  loans,  the  lender  will  require  a 
detailed  cost  analysis  of  your  remodeling.  Your  contrac- 
tor or  architect  will  provide  this.  He  will  also  take  care 
of  such  details  as  getting  a  building  permit  and  providing 
for  proper  setback  and  lot-line  clearances,  in  accordance 
with  local  building  regulations.  If  you're  going  to  a  lender 
other  than  the  one  who  holds  the  original  mortgage  on 
your  home,  you'll  need  your  passbook  to  show  the  un- 
paid balance  on  your  original  mortgage.  The  lending  in- 
stitution will  make  an  appraisal  of  your  house — for  which 
you  will  be  charged  if  the  loan  is  approved — and  an  ab- 
stract search,  just  as  when  you  bought  the  house.  When 
your  loan  is  approved  and  you  have  the  money,  you're 
ready  to  let  the  bid. 

7  Letting  the  bid  to  a  contractor  is  a  mere  formality 
if  you  have  been  working  with  one  contractor 
through  the  whole  planning  phase,  and  if  you  still  want 
him  to  do  the  work.  However,  you  are  not  obligated  to 
let  the  bid  to  him  if  you  don't  want  to.  You  can  take  com- 
petitive bids  from  several  contractors  on  the  basis  of  the 
final  plans  you've  made.  Just  make  sure  that  the  bids 
you  get  specify  the  type  of  materials  to  be  used  and  that 
you  come  to  a  complete  agreement  about  the  extent  of 
the  work.  Insist  upon  detailed  specifications  in  writing 
to  protect  yourself  from  changes  as  the  work  goes  along. 

And  now,  here's  how  to  get  the  money  w^ 
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This  is  the  year  to  do  that  home  improvement 
project  you've  been  putting  off- and  here's 
some  basic  information  to  get  you  started 


"Where  you  get  your  loan  will  depend  in  part 
on  how  much  you  need  to  borrow.  For  comparatively 
small  jobs  such  as  new  kitchen  cabinets  or  adding  a  win- 
dow, a  personal  loan  might  be  the  answer.  For  larger 
projects,  you'll  probably  need  some  form  of  mortgage  loan. 

You'll  also  want  to  shop  around  to  see  where  you  can 
get  the  best  all-around  deal.  All  lending  institutions  do 
NOT  have  the  same  interest  rates  or  offer  the  same  serv- 
ice. Talk  to  several  firms  before  borrowing. 

Here  are  two  case  histories  and  three  explanations  of 
possible  sources  of  money  for  your  remodeling. 

New  mortgage  This  family  wanted  to  add  a  new 
room  and  generally  rearrange  the  floor  plan  of  their  one- 
time $12,000  home.  They  needed  new  space  badly  but 
preferred  not  to  move  into  another  neighborhood.  To 
finance  their  remodeling,  they  paid  off  the  $8,400  princi- 
pal remaining  on  their  old  mortgage.  The  new  mortgage 
gave  them  the  $6,000  needed  for  improvements.  The 
change  in  their  financial  picture  looked  like  this:

FHA  Title  I  home  improvement  loan  This 
family  borrowed  $1,600  for  remodeling  and,  doing  much 
of  the  work  themselves,  increased  the  value  of  their  home 
by  $2,300!  (From  $13,900  to  $16,200) 

They  had  been  in  their  1H  -story  home  three  months 
when  they  decided  to  partition  the  basement  and  finish 
the  upstairs.  They  added  two  bedrooms,  four  closets  and 
a  full  bath  with  a  shower.  The  cost  of  their  project  was:

Paint  &  floor  tile 81.05 

Electrical  (subcontracted) 105.00 

Heating  (subcontracted) 93.12 

Plumbing  (subcontracted) 305.00

Because  of  the  short  time  they'd  paid  on  the  original 
mortgage,  this  family  could  not  extend  it.  Instead,  they 


arranged  for  an  FHA  Title  I  loan  for  48  months.  Then- 
payments  for  the  duration  of  the  second  loan  will  be:

Personal  loan  Perhaps  the  easiest  (though  not  al- 
ways the  cheapest)  way  to  finance  projects  costing  $500 
or  less,  is  a  personal  loan  from  a  credit  union  or  other 
lending  agency.  Credit-union  loans  usually  carry  interest 
rates  of  1  to  2  per  cent  per  month.  Here's  a  typical  sched- 
ule of  payments  on  a  $200  loan  from  a  credit  union  charg- 
ing 1%  monthly  interest.

Monthly  payment $34.51    $17.77   $12.20   $  9.42

Open-end  readvance  Many  recent  mortgages 
have  an  open-end  clause  that  permits  reborrowing  as 
much  as  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  the  original 
mortgage  and  your  present  balance.  You  can  borrow  at 
the  same  interest  rate  as  your  mortgage  and  without  a 
large  closing  cost.  The  money  can  be  repaid  either  of  two 
ways:  by  increasing  your  payments  or  by  extending  your 
present  payments.  If  your  mortgage  does  not  have  this 
open-end  provision,  you  can  negotiate  to  get  it  converted. 

FHA  section  203  (k)  loan  The  National  Hous- 
ing Act  of  1961  now  makes  it  possible  to  get  home  im- 
provement mortgage  loans  of  from  $2,500  to  $10,000. 
Until  now,  $3,500  was  the  maximum  Federal  Housing 
Administration  home  improvement  loan.  The  new  loans 
carry  a  maximum  interest  rate  of  6  per  cent  simple  inter- 
est plus  Yi  of  1  per  cent  FHA  insurance  fees. 

The  rate  on  FHA  Title  I  loans  amounts  to  about  10 
per  cent  true  annual  interest.  Chief  advantage  of  the  new 
loans  is  that  they  avoid  refinancing  your  present  mort- 
gage at  less  favorable  rates. 

Depending  on  the  amount  you  want  and  the  lender's 
policies,  you  may  have  to  give  a  second  mortgage,  but 
it  will  be  at  the  6M  per  cent  rate  and  without  the  costly 
discount  that  frequently  makes  the  true  interest  rate  on 
second  mortgages  as  high  as  8  to  10  per  cent. 

The  new  FHA  loan  can  be  written  for  five,  ten,  fifteen, 
or  even  as  long  as  twenty  years.

Ready -and -waiting  space  in  your  base- 
ment offers  economical  bonus  living  areas 
that  can  take  the  pressure  off  all  the  rest  of  the 
house.  And  since  it  is  space  already  enclosed, 
heated,  and  usable,  you  can  create  full-time 
rooms  there  that  cost  you  less  per  square  foot 
than  any  other  kind  of  expansion. 

Develop  your  plan  of  action  as  you 
would  with  any  other  kind  of  remodeling. 
First  decide  what  you  want;  then  start  work- 
ing on  the  floor  plan.  If  you  don't  have  a  plan 
of  your  basement,  draw  one  to  scale  using 
graph  paper.  Measure  your  basement  accu- 
rately; locate  stairs,  heating  equipment,  and 
any  interior  basement  walls.  These  perma- 
nent things  are  factors  that  you'll  need  to  con- 
sider in  your  basic  planning. 

Allot  floor  space  according  to  your  needs. 
Lay  out  the  areas  that  need  to  be  enclosed  or 
partitioned  off,  but  keep  in  mind  that  the 
more  open  the  plan  is,  the  more  flexible  it 
will  be.  Shut  away  only  those  parts  that  are 
unsightly  or  areas  that  need  privacy.  In  the 
plan  below,  the  major  space  is  given  over  to 


one  large  hobby  and  play  area.  However,  the 
ironing  board  can  stay  ready  for  action  in  the 
laundry-sewing  area.  A  new  direct-to-the- 
outside  stairway  in  the  workshop  gives  easy 
access  for  project  materials.  A  pull-across  door 
screens  the  furnace  without  the  expense  of 
another  partition  wall,  and  also  leaves  it 
readily  accessible. 

Choose  your  material  with  care — con- 
sider along  with  the  costs  the  job  each  part 
of  the  room  will  do.  If  your  new  basement 
room  is  to  be  for  noisy  activities,  acoustical 
tile  on  the  ceiling  helps  confine  the  din.  Or, 
you  can  use  gypsum  wallboard  overhead.  It's 
easily  nailed  in  place,  and  you  can  hide  the 
joints  with  heavy-textured  paint. 

Furring  that  drops 
the  ceiling  to  conceal 
heat  pipes  and  other 
obstructions  should  be 
designed  into  other  fea- 
tures to  make  the  cam- 
ouflage less  noticeable. 
A  pipe  near  a  wall  can 
■be  concealed  by  add- 
ing a  soffit  above  book- 
shelf wall.  Gas  and 
electric  meters  can  be  covered  with  cabinets. 
The  doors  open  so  the  meters  can  be  read. 
Hinged-top  benches  will  do  the  same  job.  For 
best  results,  make  the  enclosures  something 
you  can  use. 

For   the   walls,    paneling   is   usually   the 


most  satisfactory  answer.  You  can  buy  it  at  a 
wide  range  of  prices.  Hardboard  paneling 
is  less  expensive  than  most  wood  types,  resists 
basement  moisture  and  can  take  rough  wear 
easily.  It  comes  ready  to  paint  or  in  wood- 
grain  or  solid  color  plastic-finished  types. 
Veneered  plywood  is  becoming  more  and 
more  economical  and  is  available  in  a  wide 
range  of  finishes.  Factory  finishes  provide 
carefree,  tough  surfaces.  Estimate  the  cost  of 
brushes  and  finishing  materials  when  compar- 
ing prices  of  prefinished  versus  unfinished 
paneling. 

Gypsum  wallboard  is  less  expensive  than 
paneling  and  will  do  well  in  low  traffic  areas. 
Furring  strips  are 
necessary  on  all  ma- 
sonry walls  and  the  ceil- 
ing, no  matter  what 
kind  of  surfacing  ma- 
terial you  use.  These 
1x3  softwood  strips  can 
be  fastened  to  the  walls 
with  (a)  fiber  anchor 
plugs  with  screws,  (b) 
flange-type  screw  anchors,  (c)  lead  anchors 
with  screws,  (d)  adhesive  anchor  nails,  or 
(e)  drive  anchors. 

The  floor  can  be  warm  enough  for  chil- 
dren's play,  if  you  raise  it  with  2x4  furring  on 
edge,  then  add  a  subfloor  and  hardwood  floor 
as  you  would  in  above-ground  construction. 
It's  not  expensive,  especially  if  you  supply  the 
labor.  Use  the  techniques  shown  in  Planning 
Series  Number  4  on  garages. 

Tile  for  the  basement  should  be  either  vinyl 
asbestos  or  asphalt.  Asphalt  prices  are  lower; 
vinyl  asbestos  requires  less  upkeep.  Wood  par- 
quet blocks  can  also  be  laid  on  concrete. 

Painting  walls,  floors,  and  ceilings  is  the 
most  economical  way  to  finish  your  basement. 
New  latex-based  paints  have  been  adapted 
for  both  basement  walls  and  floors.  Cement- 
bonding  paints  also  can  be  used  on  the  walls 
to  help  stop  minor  seepage  problems. 


Design  the  stairway  to  look  light  and 
airy  by  leaving  the  space  below  it  open  and 
continuing  your  floor  covering  into  that  area. 
If  you  need  extra  room  for  storage,  make  the 
space  below  the  steps  work  for  you  by  enclos- 
ing it.  Or  build  in  a  music  center  like  this  one. 

Lighting  often  means  the  difference  in 
whether  or  not  your  new  basement  areas  pay 
real  dividends,  so  don't  skimp  in  this  part  of 
your  remodeling.  Plan  a  high  level  of  general 
lighting  for  play  and  work  areas.  Fixtures  re- 
cessed between  the  joists  insure  plenty  of  head 
room.  They're  available  in  many  styles,  both 
fluorescent  and  incandescent.  Add  good  lamps 
and  special-purpose  lights  where  you  need

them.  Use  cove  lighting  to  help  disguise  un- 
wanted cold  air  ducts,  supporting  beams,  or 
plumbing  runs.  The  drawing  shows  one  way 
to  conceal  the  source  of 
light,  yet  provide   the 
necessary  illumination. 
Attach  the  fixture   to 
the  duct  and  add  the 
wood  strips  as  shown.' 
You  can  use  low-watt- 
age incandescents  this 
way  in  small,  inexpen- 
sive porcelain  fixtures. 

Daylight  and  ventilation  are  important 
and  should  be  kept  at  a  maximum.  If  your 
windows  are  the  too-small  type,  the  window 
opening  can  be  made  larger  and  new  win- 
dows installed.  You  will  probably  want  a  pro- 
fessional to  remove  the  masonry  and  install 
the  windows,  but  you  can  do  the  spadework 
needed  to  increase  the  size  of  the  areaway.  If 
your  window  is  below  the  ground  surface, 
create  a  special  view 
by  enlarging  the  hole 
and  lining  the  waffsjfc 
with  stone  or  brick.  I* 
you  do  .this  without 
mortar,  add  plantings 
to  help  hold  the  dirt. 
Slope  the  bottom  away 
from  the  house  and 
cover  with  gravel  so  that  water  can  drain  out 
easily. 

If  you  have  a  water  problem,  first  in- 
spect the  slope  of  the  ground  all  around  your 
house.  It  must  slope  away  from  the  founda- 
tion at  all  points,  so  that  surface  water  is  car- 
ried away  before  it  has  3. 'chance  to  soak  into 
the  ground  near  the  basement  walls  and  later 
find  its  way  through  the  wall  itself.  If  the  walls 
inside  are  cracked,  you  can  often  stop  leaks  by 
fixing  the  crack  itself.  Use  a  good  quality  stop 
leak,  firmly  pressed  into  the  chipped-out  cracks. 
For  more  serious  water  leakage,  you  may 
need  to  dig  a  trench,  and  add  (or  clean  out) 
drain  tiles  along  the  footings.  Then  coat  the 
outside  of  the  wall  with  a  waterproof  cement 
or  a  tar  waterproofer  as  shown  in  the  drawing. 
Refill  the  trench  around  the  house  with  gravel 
for  drainage.  Make  sure  the  topsoil  slopes 
away  from  house.  If  water  seeps  in  through  a 
bad  joint  between  the 
floor  and  the  wall  or 
through  cracks  in  the 
floor  itself,  the  best  so- 
lution is  to  cover  the 
floor  with  an  asphalt 
barrier  and  add  a  new 
2-inch-thick  layer  of 
concrete  on  top.  Not 
only  do  you  solve  the 
water  problem,  but  al- 
so  have  a   new,   level  floor. 

Humidity  can  be  licked  in  most  cases  with 
an  electric  dehumidifier.  Proper  ventilation 
helps,  too — consider  adding  a  window  fan. 
The  problem  is  at  its  height  in  warm  weather, 
and  moving  air  will  make  you  more  comfort- 
able. If  you  have  a  dryer,  it's  absolutely  neces- 
sary that  it  be  vented  to  the  outside.  Showers 
also  should  have  small  exhaust  fans.

The  extra  room  or  two  you  need  may 
already  be  stored  away  with  all  those  other 
half-forgotten  items  —  in  the  attic !  A  relatively 
inexpensive  remodeling  of  this  space  already 
under  your  roof  can  eliminate  the  necessity  of 
buying  or  building  a  larger  house. 

Attic  remodelings  run  the  gamut  from  rela- 
tively simple  wall  finishing  to  major  construc- 
tion projects  such  as  building  shed  dormers, 
(second  sketch  below)  Whatever  the  scope  of 
your  project,  careful  planning  is  a  must. 

The  first  consideration  is  head  room. 
Be  sure  there  is  room  enough  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  your  local  building  code  as  well 
as  the  intended  use  of  the  room.  If  there  isn't 
enough  head  room,  you  can  often  get  more  by 
building  a  shed  dormer. 

A  sketch  of  your  project  is  especially  im- 
portant in  an  attic  remodeling  because  of  the 
number  of  permanent  features — such  as  stair- 
ways, chimneys,  and  vent  pipes — that  you  will 
have  to  work  around.  Sketching  in  furniture 
(below)  will  help  you  visualize  the  room  as 
it  will  look  when  you  are  through. 


Stairways,  chimneys,  and  vent  pipes 

can  be  a  problem  if  you  haven't  planned  for 
them.  Attics  with  the  stairway  at  one  end  are 
most  often  finished  as  a  single  room  (above). 
Center  stairways  are  a  natural  for  dividing 
the  attic  into  two  rooms  if  you  desire.  Chim- 
neys and  vent  pipes  can  be  boxed  in  and 
finished  to  match  the  walls.  Better  yet,  plan 
closets,  dividers,  and  built-in  furniture  to  in- 
corporate the  obstruction.  For  example,  a 
boxed-in  chimney  could  form  one  end  of  a 
closet  (above).  Some  of  these  obstacles  can 
actually  give  you  a  good  start  in  planning. 


There  an.'  two  types  of  full,  or  shed,  dormei  s 
One  is  the  flush  dormer  with  its  wall  directly 
above  the  wall  of  the  house.  The  other  type  is 
the  set-back  dormer  which,  as  its  name  implies, 
has  its  wall  set  back  from  the  wall  of  the  house. 
This  type  is  the  easiest  to  build  and  doesn't 
disturb  gutters.  This  dormer  can  be  built  full 
width  between  the  third  rafters  from  each  end 
of  the  roof.  The  size  and  shape  of  this  dormer 
will  change  the  exterior  of  your  house,  so 
build  it  not  only  to  provide  the  most  usable 
space,  but  to  enhance  the  exterior  appearance 
of  your  home. 

Skylights  do  a  good  job  of  lighting  your 
attic  and  are  recommended  where  you  aren't 
concerned  with  adding  additional  space.  You 
can  buy  skylights  that 
open  for  ventilation ; 
some  include  exhaust 
fans.  Others  have  lou- 
vers for  light  control. 
All  are  relatively  simple 
to  install.  We  strongly 
recommend  skylights 
(right)  rather  than 
small  gable  dormers 
that  seldom  provide  either  enough  light  or 
enough  air  and  often  damage  the  appearance 
of  your  home. 

Knee-wall  space  in  your  attic  is  ready- 
made  for  storage.  You  should  first  decide 
whether  you  need  to  use  this  space  for  bulk 
storage,  or  specialized  storage.  For  bulk  stor- 
age, you  need  only  provide  doors  for  access. 
Plan  to  build  in  drawers  and  cabinets  for 
specialized  storage.  Unfinished  furniture  can 
be  fitted  into  wall  spaces  or  actually  built  in 
to  provide  ready-made  drawers.  The  knee- 
wall  space  is  just  the  right  height  for  children's 


Adding  a  dormer  is  one  of  the  most  com- 
mon, and  most  difficult,  of  attic  remodeling 
projects.  Unless  you're  a  better-than-average 
handyman,  this  is  a  project  requiring  profes- 
sional help,  at  least  with  the  framing. 


closets.  Television  or  stereo  equipment  fits 
well  here,  too. 

Because  ceilings  next  to  the  knee  wall  are 
low,  this  is  a  good  place  to  put  beds  and  other 
low  furniture  (above). 

Floors  should  be  installed  before  framing 
begins.  Use  5^-inch  plywood  or  lx6-inch 
tongue-and-groove  boards.  If  batt-type  insula- 
tion is  installed  between  floor  joists,  it  can  be 
taken  up  and  used  overhead.  If  the  insulation 
is  loose  fill,  install  the  subfloor  over  it.  Be  sure 
to  extend  the  subfloor  into  the  knee-wall 
spaces  if  you  intend  to  use  them  for  storage.  A 
floor  of  any  finish  can  be  installed  over  the 
subfloor,  after  the  framing,  walls,  and  ceiling 
are  finished. 

Electricity  for  your  addition  should  in- 
clude at  least  one  circuit  and  probably  two. 
These  circuits  are  not  expensive  to  install.  If 
vou  intend  to  use  electric  heat,  be  sure  to  plan 
for  the  proper  wiring.  The  wiring  should  be 


put  in  after  th  >  and  before  the  wall 

surface  is  installed. 

Plumbing  for  bathrooms  is  much  less  ex- 
pensive to  install  if  you  locate  the  bathroom 
directly  over  the  one  on  the  first  floor,  or  as 
nearly  so  as  possible. 

Framing  in  an  attic  (below)  is  a  relatively 
simple  matter.  Knee-wall  studs  are  nailed  to 
a  plate  on  the  attic 
floor  and  to  the  roof 
rafters.  The  height  of 
this  knee  wall  should 
never  be  less  than  4 
feet  unless  there  are 
unusual  circumstances. 
Collar  beams  are  nailed 
horizontally  between 
the  rafters  to  form  the 
ceiling  framing. 
Box  in  around  chimneys  and  flues  so  that  no 
wood  comes  in  contact  with  them.  Fill  the 
space  between  chimney  and  wall  with  an  in- 
combustible insulation  (local  building  code 
will  give  minimum  space).  Frame  in  closets 
and  partitions  before  applying  wall  surfaces. 
Wall  and  ceiling  coverings  can  be  of  any  de- 
sired type,  but  dry-wall  applications  are 
cheapest  to  apply.  Wallboard  on  the  ceiling 
and  roof  slopes,  with  wood  paneling  on  the 
knee  wall,  is  a  practical  solution,  because  doors  • 
can  be  fitted  into  the  panejing  easily  and  un- 
obtrusively for  access  to  the  storage  space 
behind  the  wall. 

Heating  your  attic  is  simplified  because  it 
usually  gets  a  lot  of  heat  from  the  lower  part 
of  the  house.  You  can  supplement  this  heat  by 
adding  heat  ducts  and  cold-air  returns  to  your 
present  hot-air  system.  These  will  run  up 
through  the  walls  on  the  first  floor.  Your 
heating  plant  probably  will  have  the  capacity 
for  this  extra  load,  but  it  will  have  to  be  re- 
balanced to  prevent  the  attic  from  receiving 
too  large  a  share  of  the  hot  air. 

Perhaps  a  more  practical  and  less  expensive 
solution  would  be  to  use  gas  or  electric  space 
heaters.  A  gas  heater 
requires  a  gas  pipe  run 
through  the  walls  to 
the  gas  main  and  a 
small  vent  to  the  out- 
side for  exhaust.  Elec- 
tric heat  is  the  simplest 
to  install.  Both  gas  and 
electric  units  can  be 
thermostatically  con- 
trolled, a  considerable 
advantage  over  the 
hot-air  system. 

Insulation  and  ventilation  are  extreme- 
ly important.  For  comfort  and  economy  in 
heating,  you  will  need  continuous  insulation 
around  your  new  living  space.  Use  loose  fill 
behind  the  knee  walls  and  between  the  collar 
beams,  with  a  vapor  barrier  beneath  (sketch 
C  above).  Use  batt-type  insulation  between 
the  knee-wall  studs,  on  the  slope  above  the 
knee  wall,  (sketches  B  and  C  above)  and  on 
the  gable  ends  of  the  attic.  Be  sure  you  have 
ventilation  near  the  roof  peak  and  eaves  to 
make  the  room  more  comfortable  in  summer 
and  help  eliminate  water  vapor  problems. 
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Windows  replace  a  garage  door  for  a  change  to 
living  space;  new  carport  doubles  as  a  terrace

You'll  have  the  living  space  of  a  new  house  when  you  convert  car  storage  to  a  family  room 
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Planning  a  garage  remodeling  has  its  own 

special  set  of  problems.  One  of  the  biggest  is 
that  there  are  so  many  possibilities  it's  hard 
to  know  where  to  start.  When  you  decide  to 
redo  the  attic  or  basement,  you  start  with  a 
whole  list  of  problems 
because  of  chimneys, 
vent  pipes,  furnaces, 
water  heaters,  and  a 
host  of  other  obstruc- 
tions. When  you  tackle 
a  garage  remodeling, 
you  are  likely  to  be  con- 
fronted with  a  large 
open  area  into  which 
you  can  put  nearly  any 
sort  of  room  or  rooms 
you  wish.  Projects  can  range  from  building  a 
complete,  though  small,  apartment  to  fixing 
up  a  simple  workshop. 

Most  people  make  use  of  the  extra  space  to 
meet  the  needs  of  a  growing  family.  Therefore, 
the  two  most  popular  garage  conversions  are 
to  a  new  bedroom  (or  two)  with  a  bath 
— and  to  a  family  room. 

A  convertible  garage  can  give  you  plenty 
of  inexpensive  part-time  living  and  is  well 
worth  thinking  about.  These  dual  purpose 
garages  are  ready  for  warm-weather  use  as 
extra  living  space,  or  when  winter  comes,  roll 
up  the  fiber  rug,  fold  away  the  furniture,  and 
turn  it  back  into  a  place  for  the  family  car. 
You  can  buy  screen  to  cover  the  big  door 
opening.  One  kind,  for  two-car  garages,  has 
big  screens  that  slide  over  each  other,  much 
like  glass  doors.  For  single-car  garages,  there 
is  a  screen  that  fastens  to  the  bottom  of  an 
overhead  door  and  another  kind  that  zips 
into  a  framework  around  the  door  opening. 
Add  a  sliding  glass  door  in  the  side  or  back 
for  a  view,  ventilation, 
and  access  to  the  gar- 
den or  patio.  Plan 
built-ins  for  as  many- 
storage  needs  as  you 
can  and  let  the  cabinet 
doors  double  as  panel- 
ing to  save  material. 

Clean  the  floor  with 
a  trisodium  phosphate 
solution  and  paint  it 
with  a  good  grade  of 
concrete  paint.  (One 
convertible  garage  we 
saw  had  a  simulated  brick  floor — the  brick 
pattern  was  painted  on  the  garage's  concrete 
floor.) 

I  What  to  do  with  the  door  opening  is 
one  of  the  most  obvious  problems  in  convert- 
ing a  garage  to  full-time  living  space.  Because 
most  of  the  framing  is  done  for  you,  it's  a  logi- 
cal place  for  sliding  glass  doors.  If,  because  of 
an  unpleasant  view,  plans  for  a  new  carport 
ahead  of  the  garage,  or  for  any  other  reason, 
you  don't  want  the  front  left  open,  it's  easy  to 
seal  it  up.  Install  a  sill  across  the  opening  to 
match  the  existing  sill  and  erect  studs  to  match 
those  above  the  opening.  Once  again,  because 
of  the  framing,  this  is  an  easy  wall  into  which 
to  build  windows — or  even  a  fireplace ! 

Garage  walls  are  a  simple  matter  if  yours 
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is  ;i  typical  frame  garage.  The  2x4  studs  are 
ready  and  waiting  for  wiring,  insulation,  and 
the  finished  walls.  In  many  cities,  the  wall 
next  to  the  house  is  required  by  code  to  be 
finished  with  plaster  or  dry  wall  in  attached 
garages;  if  yours  is  like  this,  you  have  a  head 
start.  (See  the  following  section  for  more 
details  on  wall-finishing  techniques.) 

Ceilings,  like  walls  are  usually  ready  to  re- 
ceive a  finish  material  Your  garage  probably 
has  adequate  ceiling 
joists.  These  should 
match  your  wall  studs 
— 16  inches  on  center. 
If  you  choose  acoustical 
tile,  you'll  need  to  add 
properly  spaced  fur- 
ring strips.  For  sheet 
materials,  nail  directly 
to  the  joists. 

If    you    use    heavy 
material   in   a   former 

double  garage,  you  may  have  to  add  tie 
beams  and  bracing  as  shown  in  the  sketch. 
(Blocking  helps  keep  the  joists  straight.) 

You'll  want  to  insulate  this  area,  Sj  leave 
a  trap  door  for  access  to  the  "attic."  Conceal 
it  in  a  closet  if  possible.  And  don't  forget  to 
plan  for  adequate  ventilation  near  the  roof 
peak  to  make  the  new  room  more  comfortable 
in  summer  and  help  eliminate  water  vapor 
problems. 

Idea — if  your  garage  roof  slope  is  pleasing, 
consider  a  vaulted  ceiling.  You  can  have  an 
exposed-beam  effect  by  fitting  insulated  ceil- 
ing decking  between  the  2x6  rafters,  held  in 
place  by  quarter-round  molding.  Or  use  wall- 
board  for  a  smooth  surface.  The  result  will  be 
a  room  of  character  and  distinction. 


LOUVER 


Differences  in  floor  level  between  the 
garage  and  the  rest  of  the  home  are  the  rule  in 
most  houses.  When  you  remodel  the  garage, 
you  can  either  bring  the  floor  up  to  the  level 
of  the  rest  of  the  house  or  use  steps. 

How  you  plan  the  steps  in  your  new  room  is 
important  for  two  reasons:  appearance  and 
safety.  Bare  steps  jutting  into  a  room  look  bad 
and  can  cause  serious  furniture  arrangement 
problems  as  well  as  accidents. 

If  the  entry  to  the  new  garage  room  is  in  a 
corner,  plan  a  stub  wall  or  divider  alongside 
the  steps.  In  most  cases,  either  one  is  more 
attractive  than  a  railing. 

One  of  the  most  frequent  mistakes  in  build- 
ing steps  is  failure  to  consider  the  relationship 
between  the  height  of  the  riser  and  the 
"run."  (The  run  is  the  depth  of  the  tread  not 


counting  the  curved  front  edge.)  The  sum  of 
the  run  and  the  riser  should  be  17}^  inches, 
with  the  riser  being  not  less  than  6  inches  nor 
more  than  1%  inches  high. 

Floors  for  your  new  room  will  depend 
in  part  on  whether  you  are  trying  to  make  up 
a  difference  in  levels.  In  any  case,  if  there  is  a 
floor  drain,  take  special  care  in  sealing  it 
off  to  keep  out  unpleasant  sewer  odors.  The 
best  procedure  is  to  seal  it  with  cement. 

Lay  down  a  vapor  barrier  and  put  in  floor 
joists   on    16-inch   centers.   Joists   should    be 
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shimmed  to  make  sure  your  finished  floor  will 
be  level.  Use  2x2s,  2x4s,  or  2x6s,  on  edge, 
depending  on  how  much  you  want  to  raise 
the  level  of  the  floor. 

Subflooring  can  be  1-inch  lumber  or  l/l- 
inch  plywood,  depending  on  your  needs  and 
your  finished  flooring.  Tiling  of  any  kind 
requires  a  plywood  subfloor. 

If  you  are  going  to  make  up  a  big  difference 
in  floor  level,  begin  by  fastening  2x10  footing 
blocks  to  the  concrete  floor.  (Blocks  should 
be  redwood  or  treated  with  creosote.)  Cut 
risers  to  the  height  needed  to  raise  your  floor 
and  toenail  them  to  the  footing  blocks.  Join 
risers  across  the  top  with  4x6  girders  to  carry 
the  floor  joists.  You  need  a  block  and  a  riser 
under  each  end  and  in  the  middle  of  each 
girder.  Level  girders  with  shims.  If  you  use 
2x10  joists,  span  no  more  than  8  feet.  Use  five 
in  a  20-foot  garage.  Install  subflooring  and 
finish  flooring. 

In  all  cases,  put  plumbing  in  before  you 
start  the  subflooring.  It's  best  to  have  a 
plumber  do  this  job. 


Designing  the  exterior  of  your  new  room 
is  easy — match  the  rest  of  the  house.  This  in- 
cludes windows,  siding,  brick,  and  paint.  The 
idea  is  to  make  your  remodeling  a  real  part  of 
the  house — not  like  a  patch  tacked  on  as  an 
afterthought.  A  planter  at  the  end  of  the  drive- 
way will  help   blend  the  old  and   the  new. 

Include  a  new  car  shelter  in  your 
plans.  The  simplest  is  a  post-and-beam  car- 
port. Use  4x4  uprights  and  4x10  beams  every 
four  feet  to  support  a  simple  tar-and-gravel 
built-up  roof.  Add  a  storage  unit  at  one  end. 
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WALLS 


Open  up  a  room  without  the  expense  of 
rerouting  plumbing  lines  or  flues,  by  leaving 
a  "column"  divider  from  floor  to  ceiling 
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Framed  translucent  panels  visually  divide  floor 
space  without  the  feeling  of  a  barrier 
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Storage  wall  dividers  serve  a  double  purpose 
where  floor  space  is  at  a  premium 
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A  sliding  glass  door  puts  you  in  immediate 
reach  and  sight  of  the  outdoors. 


If  removing  a  wall  is  part  of  your  remodel- 
ing project,  you'll  first  have  to  determine 
whether  the  wall  is  load-bearing  or  nonload- 
bearing.  A  load-bearing  wall  is  simply  a  wall 
which  helps  support  some  part  of  the  house 
structure  above  it.  Nonload-bearing  walls  just 
partition  off  space  and  can  be  removed  with- 
out affecting  the  house  structure.  You  can  tell 
if  a  wall  is  load-bearing  or  not  by  going  up  to 
your  attic  and  noting  which  way  the  ceiling 
joists  run  in  relation  to  the  wall.  If  the  joists 
run  parallel  to  the  wall,  and  if  there  are  no 
struts  or  braces  from  the  roof  bearing  on  top 
of  the  wall,  the  wall  is  nonload-bearing.  Walls 


that  run  at  right  angles  to  the  joists  are  load- 
bearing.  If  the  ceiling  joists  aren't  visible, 
you  usually  can  count  on  the  fact  that  walls 
which  run  parallel  to  the  longest  dimension 
of  the  house  are  load-bearing. 

When  a  load -bearing  wall  is  removed, 
it  must  be  replaced  with  a  beam  that  will  sup- 
port the  load  of  the  structure  above.  This 
beam  spans  the  length  of  the  wall  section  re- 
moved and  rests  on  the  adjoining  walls  of  the 
house,  which  then  bear  the  load.  The  easiest 
way  to  do  this  is  to  lay  the  beam  across  the 
ceiling  joists  up  in  the  attic.  The  ends  rest  on 
the  plates  at  the  top  of  the  walls  that  run  at 
right  angles  to  the  wall  being  removed.  The 
joists  are  then  fastened  to  the  beam  with  metal 
hangers  before  the  wall  comes  out.  If  you  have 
a  finished  attic  and  can't  run  the  beam  across 
the  top  of  the  ceiling  joists,  it  can  go  under 
the  joists,  projecting  down  into  the  room.  The 
ends  of  the  beam  are  again  supported  by  the 
adjoining  walls.  Additional  studding  must  be 
installed  between  the  studs  in  the  supporting 
walls  for  the  beam  to  rest  on.  This  means  that 
the  plaster  or  dry  wall  has  to  be  removed  from 
a  section  of  these  walls  to  put  in  the  blocking. 


Taking  out  a  wall  is  a  messy  business, 
especially  if  the  wall  is  covered  with  plaster. 
However,  it's  not  a  difficult  job,  and  you 
might  want  to  save  money  by  doing  it  yourself 
— even  if  your  remodeling  is  being  done  by  a 
contractor.  Be  sure  to  protect  the  floor  with  a 
tarpaulin  before  you  start.  Examine  the  wall 
to  determine  whether  any  electrical  or  plumb- 
ing lines  run  through  it.  A  trip  to  the  attic  and 


the  basement  will  give  you  this  information. 
Arrange  ahead  of  time  for  professional  help  to 
reroute  these  lines  when  they  are  exposed. 
Begin  taking  out  the  wall  by  removing  the 
base  shoe,  baseboard,  and  ceiling  molding. 
Next,  remove  the  wall  covering  (plaster  or  dry 
wall)  being  careful  to  damage  the  ceiling  and 
side  walls  as  little  as  possible.  When  the  stud- 
ding is  exposed,  you  can  make  removal  easy 
by  cutting  each  stud  at  a  slight  angle  near  the 
bottom.  Remove  the  sill  plate  from  the  floor 
and  the  top  plate  from  the  ceiling.  The  sub- 
flooring  will  be  exposed  where  the  wall  origi- 
nally stood,  so  you  will  have  to  cover  it  to 
match  the  existing  floor.  In  the  case  of  plank- 
ed floors,  take  up  a  section  of  flooring  and  re- 
lay it,  staggering  the  lengths  to  make  the  new 
area  unnoticeable.  Patch  adjoining  walls  and 
ceiling  with  dry-wall  material  or  plaster. 
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Putting  in  a  wall  is  often  considerably 
easier  than  taking  out  one.  Actually,  it's  most- 
ly a  matter  of  careful  workmanship  coupled 
with  a  minimum  knowledge  of  carpentry.  Be- 
gin by  laying  out  the 
position  of  the  new  wall 
on  both  the  floor  and 
ceiling.  You  then  build 
a  studding  section  to  fit 
the  space.  Unless  the  ~~ 
wall  is  over  1 2  feet  long, 
assemble  the  sections 
flat  on  a  level  floor. 
The  studding  sections 

are  merely  a  series  of  2x4  studs  with  2x4  plates 
nailed  along  the  top  and  bottom.  Space  studs 
1 6  inches  on  center,  or  vary  them  as  necessary 
to  fit  the  covering  material  used.  Double 
frame  around  doors  and  install  2x4  headers 
over  the  openings.  Raise  the  wall  and  position 
it  carefully,  checking  to  make  sure  it's  plumb. 
Use  small  wooden  wedges  between  the  top 
plate  and  the  ceiling  to  secure  the  sections 
temporarily  while  you  nail  them  in  place. 
If  your  new  wall  runs  at  right  angles  to  the 
ceiling  joists,  just  nail  through  the  top  plate, 
wedges,  and  ceiling  covering  into  the  joists. 
If  the  wall  is  parallel  to  the  ceiling  joists, 
and  between  them,  cut  some  short  lengths  of 
2x4  and  install  them  between  the  joists  from 
the  attic  side.  Fasten  the  top  plate  of  the  wall 
sections  to  these  nailers.  Nail  through  the 
bottom  plate  and  flooring  into  the  floor  joists. 
Frame  in  corners  to  provide  a  nailing  surface 
on  both  the  outside  and  inside  for  the  wall 
covering.  Cut  out  the  floor  plate  for  door 
openings  after  the  wall  is  in  place. 

Wallboard  is  easy  and  inexpensive  to  use 
for  covering  the  rough  framing  of  your  new 
wall.  You  can  cut  it  to  size  with  a  knife,  and 


minor  errors  in  application  are  easily  covered 
with  spackling  compound  before  painting. 
You  simply  nail  the  wallboard  in  place  over 
the  studding,  dimpling  each  nailhead  below 
the  surface  with  the  last  blow  of  your  hammer. 
Fill  all  joints  and  blemishes  with  spackle. 
Press  joint  paper  into  flat  joints  and  inside 
corners  with  a  broadknife.  Finish  outside  cor- 
ners with  metal  corner  strips;  smooth  with 
spackle. 

Paneling  comes  in  a  wide  variety  of  ma- 
terials, prices,  and  textures.  It  all  has  low 
maintenance  characteristics,  however,  which 
make  it  a  good  covering  for  walls  in  high- 
traffic  areas,  such  as  family  rooms,  living 
rooms,  and  kitchens.  In  general,  paneling  is 
simply  nailed  over  the  studding  with  small 
finishing  nails,  or  glued  in  place  to  avoid 
showing  nailheads.  Some  types  use  instal- 
lation clips  to  accomplish  the  same  purpose. 

New  products   are   being    developed  to 
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make  the  installation  of  partition  walls  easier 
for  the  homeowner  and  less  time-consuming 
for  professionals.  One  new  type  of  wall  mate- 
rial is  formed  from  two  sheets  of  gypsum  wall- 
board  with  spirals  of  wood  sandwiched  be- 
tween them.  These  wood  spirals  give  the  wall 
great  strength  while  contributing  little  to  its 
weight.  Wiring  and  plumping  lines  can  be 
pushed  right  through  the  spirals.  The  panels 
rest  on  floor  fittings  as  shown  and  are  nailed 
to  a  ceiling  track.  Short  lengths  of  2x4  driven 
into  the  edges  of  the  panels  make  the  joints. 
Joints  and  corners  are  finished  with  spackling 
compound  and  joint  paper — just  like  any 
other  wallboard. 
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Another  new  prefabricated  wall  section  comes 
completely  finished  and  ready  to  install.  The 
surface  is  hardboard,  finished  in  several 
choices  of  simulated  wood  grain  patterns.  The 
wall  sections  rest  on  wooden  battens  nailed  to 
the  floor  to  establish  the  position  of  the  new 
wall.  They  are  held  in  place  with  moldings 
nailed  to  the  ceiling  and  floor.  The  panels 
have  tongue-and-groove  edges  for  easy  and 
rigid  joining.  A  special  advantage  of  this 
system  is  that  you  can  also  buy  matching 
panels  to  finish  the  other  walls  of  the  room 
you  are  remodeling.  Just  nail  1x2  furring 
strips  to  the  other  walls,  then  install  the  panels 
over  them  with  a  staple  gun.  A  whole  room 
can  be  finished  in  a  day. 
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A  room  is  what  you  make  it

This  home  looked  outdated  with  features  like  arched 
windows,  a  built-in  buffet  and  small,  cramped  rooms. 
Here's  how  Mrs.  Fred  Beatcher  of  Los  Angeles  gave  her 
house  an  imaginative  face-lifting  with  minor  remodeling 
and  smart,  fresh  colors. 

In  the  dining  room,  a  wall  of  hinged  louvered  panels 
covers  an  old  built-in  buffet  and  the  doorway  to  the 
hall.  A  wall  mural  makes  the  room  look  larger.  Lightly 
scaled  outdoor  furniture  was  adapted  to  this  small  room. 
The  glass  table  top  was  replaced  with  sturdy,  heat- 
resistant  laminated  plastic.

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JL  A.1^  a  <f.MiJK»J  are  the  most  permanent  part  of  the  home  land- 
scape, so  choose  them  with  care.  Trees  add  to  the  money  value 
of  a  home,  and  their  foliage  provides  shade  and  shelter.  Proper 
placement  emphasizes  good  points  or  screens  unsightly  ones. 

Today's  low-scaled  house  demands  trees  that,  at  maturity, 
will  be  medium-size.  If  you  have  a  two-story  house,  taller 
kinds  are  more  in  proportion. 

Flowering  trees  are  generally  in  the  small-  or  medium-size 
category  and  add  much  to  the  garden.  Most  put  on  their  dis- 
play in  spring,  but  others  flower  through  the  summer,  adding 
season-long  color  to  the  landscape.  Consider,  too,  the  colored- 
foliage  trees — purple,  red,  silver,  or  pale  yellow-green.  Many 
trees  take  on  spectacular  hues  in  autumn,  ending  the  season 
with  a  brilliant  display. 

You  should  also  consider  the  various  shapes  of  trees — vase, 
pyramidal,  ball  or  oval,  columnar,  and  spreading.  Each  shape 
serves  a  different  purpose  in  the  landscape.  Pyramidal  and 
columnar  types  are  for  accent;  vase,  oval,  and  spreading  kinds 
for  shade  or  background  planting.

SHRUBS 


in  today's  garden  can  be  used  for  more  than 
just  a  hedge;  they're  excellent  background  plants  for  perennial, 
annual,  and  bulb  borders.  And  for  foundation  plantings, 
shrubs  are  unexcelled. 

From  the  wide  choice  available,  artistic  and  dramatic  set- 
tings can  be  built.  Shrubs  are  planted  for  flowers,  foliage,  and 
unusual  habit.  Some  are  deciduous  and  others  evergreen. 
When  selecting  shrubbery,  consider  the  ultimate  height  and 
spread  of  each  kind.  This  way,  you  can  have  just  the  right 
plant  for  a  particular  spot.  For  example,  beneath  a  picture  win- 
dow you  want  shrubs  that  grow  low  and  stay  that  way,  such 
as  dwarf  honeysuckle,  low-growing  azaleas,  or  evergreens.

Juniper — Wide  selection  for  all  pur- 
poses, such  as  hedges,  specimens,  and

COLOR 


will  provide  character  and  give  vitality  to  your 
garden.  Choose  annuals  for  quick  results,  but  include  peren- 
nials for  permanence.  For  easier  gardening  and  a  maximum  of 
color,  combine  the  two.  In  this  way,  you  will  also  have  a  longer 
season  of  bloom  and  cutting  material. 


.Lerennials  are  a  joy  because  you  don't 
have  to  plant  them  every  year.  But  be- 
cause they  stay  in  one  spot  so  long,  you 
must  prepare  the  soil  before  planting 
by  mixing  in  large  quantities  of  humus 
(compost).  Division  of  perennials  de- 
pends on  how  quickly  they  multiply — 
Michaelmas  daisies  every  year  or  two; 
peonies  every  five  to  ten  years. 

Poor  flowering  may  be  the  result  of 
crowded  conditions  and  indicate  need 
for  division  of  the  plant.  It  is  possible 
to  achieve  an  all-perennial,  continuous- 
flowering  garden,  but  it  is  easier  to 
combine  them  with  annuals  for  bloom 
from  early  spring  to  late  fall. 


Proper  placement  of  flowers  will  bring 
out  their  best.  Use  tallest  ones  in  rear, 
medium  heights  in  center  of  bed,  low 
growers  in  front.  Finish  with  tiny  edgers. 


Annuals  grow  in  all  zones  and  provide 
quantities  of  bright  color  quickly  and 
inexpensively.  For  best  effect,  plant 
drifts  of  one  color  or  variety.  Mixing 
colors  creates  a  restless  effect  that  sel- 
dom draws  admiration. 

Favorite  flowers  are  now  available  in 
so  many  shades  that  you  can  color 
scheme  your  garden  very  easily.  If  you 
like  yellow,  use  calendula,  cockscomb, 
dahlia,  marigold,  nasturtium,  snap- 
dragon, and  zinnia.  For  blues,  try  ager- 
atum,  blue  lace-flower,  cornflower, 
larkspur,  and  morning-glory.  Or,  com- 
bine masses  of  warm  colors,  such  as  red 
petunias  and  yellow  nasturtiums.  If 
you  prefer  a  cooler  effect,  use  blue  lace- 
flower  bordered  with  lavender  verbena. 

Whatever  colors  you  choose,  use 
them  in  masses  if  you  want  the  best  ef- 
fect in  the  garden — plus  enough  flowers 
to  cut  for  use  indoors. 

Rules  for  color  combinations  are  less 
rigid  than  they  used  to  be.  So  let  your 
own  preferences  determine  what  you 
choose.  If  you  want  gaiety,  by  all 
means  have  it.  Or,  if  you  like  an  un- 
ruffled atmosphere,  there  are  many  dif- 
ferent flowers  that  will  provide  a  single 
color  scheme  for  you.

M^AJljL  X  aX^I  \JT  gardens  provide  vegetables  far  more  flavorful 
than  those  from  the  market.  Not  only  is  the  flavor  finer,  but 
usually  so  is  the  size  and  quality.  Market  varieties  must  be 
more  sturdy  to  withstand  shipping,  whereas  home  garden 
kinds  are  more  tender  and  juicy.  For  example:  tomatoes  can  be 
larger  and  left  to  ripen  on  the  vine;  lettuce  is  at  its  best  when 
served  fresh  from  the  garden.  A  comparatively  small  garden 
will  stock  your  freezer  as  well  as  supply  you  during  the  season. 

Vegetables,  such  as  tomatoes,  lettuce,  carrots,  and  beets  can 
be  grown  among  your  favorite  annuals.  Vining  cucumbers  will 
succeed  on  trellises.  Parsley  and  chives  make  excellent  edging 
plants  around  flower  borders. 

Don't  overlook  the  possibility  of  growing  fruit  and  nut  trees 
for  shade  or  as  specimens.  Bush  fruits  work  well  in  the  shrub 
border,  as  do  dwarf  fruit  trees.  Small  fruits,  such  as  strawber- 
ries, can  be  grown  as  ground-cover  plants. 


A  convenient  way  to  grow  your  own 
kitchen  herbs  is  by  planting  them  in 
chimney  flue  tiles  filled  with  soil.  The 
tiles  will  restrain  them  neatly.  Creeping 
thyme  can  be  grown  as  a  ground  cover 
among  steppingstones. 
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JL\  AV^JL  JL  JL  lighting  extends  your  enjoyment  of  the  garden 
after  sunset,  which  is  when  you  are  more  likely  to  have  time 
to  enjoy  it.  Your  garden  changes  magically  when  the  lights 
are  turned  on;  each  plant  and  garden  feature  shows  up  in  an 
entirely  new  dimension.  If  you  enjoy  relaxing  on  the  patio  at 
night,  why  not  build  a  night  garden  around  it — using  light- 
colored  or  fragrant  flowers. 

Lighting  the  terrace  with  spotlights  and  low-placed  mush- 
room lamps  will  accent  the  plantings.  Use  portable  spotlights 
to  display  the  most  magnificent  of  the  flowers.

Block  printing  is  an  old  craft, 
but  here's  a  new  twist.  Cut  the 
design  into  a  block  of  plastic 
foam  and  use  water-base  paint 
as  "ink."  Make  the  outlines  with 
deep  V  cuts,  using  a  sharp  knife. 
Roll  on  the  paint  with  an  or- 
dinary paint  roller.  Spread  a 
sheet  of  heavy  paper  over  the 
block  and  rub  with  your  hands, 
starting  at  the  center  and  work- 
ing toward  the  edges.  The  texture 
of  the  finished  print  is  very  heavy, 
so  keep  the  design  simple.

Build  a  shallow  plywood  box  and  fill 
it  about  half  full  of  sand.  Wet  the 
sand,  smooth  it.  Press  or  scoop  designs 
in  the  sand  or  even  embed  bits  of  glass, 
wood,  or  other  objects  in  it. 
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Before  the  sand  dries,  make  a  thin  mix- 
ture of  plaster  or  sand  concrete.  Hold 
a  can  lid  or  trowel  under  the  plaster  as 
you  pour  to  keep  it  from  damaging  the 
design.  Spread  plaster  smooth.

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When  the  casting  is  dry  (in  about  an 
hour  for  plaster,  a  day  or  more  for  con- 
crete), knock  away  the  sides  of  the 
box,  lift  the  casting,  and  brush  away 
excess  sand  with  an  old  brush. 
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Try  a  colorful  yarn  mural 

Artist  Ted  Brubaker  worked  out  the  un- 
usual method  for  making  the  panels 
shown  here.  You  begin  by  making  a 
frame  of  lx2-inch  pine  the  size  you  want 
the  finished  panel  to  be.  With  nails  or 
staples,  fasten  a  piece  of  M-inch  mesh 
hardware  cloth  to  the  back  of  this  frame. 
Paint  the  frame  and  hardware  cloth 
some  neutral  color.  It's  helpful  to  draw 
your  design  on  paper,  using  colored  pen- 
cils, before  you  begin  on  the  panel. 

You  make  the  design  by  weaving  color- 
ful yarn  through  the  mesh.  Work  with 
pieces  about  6  feet  long,  tying  on  other 
pieces  as  needed.  With  a  little  care,  the 
knots  can  be  hidden  in  the  design. 

Experiment  with  various  "stitches"  to 
get  interesting  textural  effects.  These 
semitransparent  panels  can  be  very  ef- 
fectively used  to  make  room  dividers. 
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Look  what  you  can  make  from  wire 

Teen-age  students  at  the  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Art  Center 
have  created  some  fascinating  pieces  of  sculpture  using  or- 
dinary wire.  You  can,  too,  using  almost  any  size  wire  avail- 
able. Soft  iron  wire  is  best  and  least  expensive. 

Florists'  wire,  stovepipe  wire,  and  baling  wire  are  all 
good.  Use  heavier  wire  for  the  main  "frame,"  then  wrap 
with  thin  wire.  Use  plastic  aluminum  globs  here  and  there 
for  an  interesting  effect.  Paint  with  a  spray  can. 


Artistry  is  easy  with  photograms 

Photograms  can  magically  transform  everyday  objects 
into  striking  pictures.  Blueprint  paper  is  the  easiest  mate- 
rial to  use.  Lay  the  paper  on  a  small  piece  of  plywood,  ar- 
range the  objects  on  it,  then  cover  with  a  piece  of  glass  to 
keep  them  flat  and  in  place  during  exposure. 

Expose  to  sunlight  for  about  1  minute  or  to  artificial  light 
for  5-10  minutes.  Wash  the  print  in  water,  then  dip  it  in 
hydrogen  peroxide  to  stop  developing  action.  Use  them 
for  book  covers  or  frame  them  as  pictures. 
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Skill  and  scrap  decorate  a  wall 

Make  wall  hangings  such  as  these  from  those  ever- 
present  scraps  left  from  your  other  sewing  projects. 
If  you  don't  draw  well,  cut  out  figures  from  wall- 
paper, magazine  or  other  illustrations,  and  use  them 
as  patterns.  Sew  all  the  small  details  on  the  larger 
figures,  then  sew  the  figures  to  the  background. 
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Board-on-board  siding  of  bleached  redwood  and  a  cedar-shake  roof  fit  well  into  the 
rustic  setting  of  this  pleasant  home.  Double  doors  lead  to  the  main  entry  and  living 
room  beyond.  Single  door  on  the  left  opens  to  the  kitchen  through  a  family  entryway. 
Third  door,  on  the  right,  gives  access  to  the  garage.  All  doors  are  conveniently  lo- 
cated near  the  driveway  and  all  are  protected  from  the  weather  by  the  roof  overhang.

Sur- 
prisingly, some  of  the  best  of  these  lots  are  in  established  neighbor- 
hoods— where  builders  of  more  standard  houses  have  passed  them 
up  for  years.  The  construction  problems  of  building  on  steeply 
sloping  land  are  not  so  tough  and  not  so  expensive  as  you  might 
think.  The  advantage  is  space.  The  trees  and  shorter  commuting 
distance  are  additional  bonuses.

Building  this  two-story  surprise  package  into  the  side  of  a  hill  creates 
more  space  for  less  money  than  is  possible  on  a  level  site. 

Another  big  advantage  of  this  space  arrangement  is  the  separation  of 
living  quarters  into  two  distinct  areas  with  the  upper  level  for  parents 
and  the  lower  for  children  or  guests.  Ample  windows  make  both  levels 
bright  and  airy. 


Big  kitchens  don't  have  to  be  old  fashioned  —  and  here's 
proof!  There's  plenty  of  space  for  dining,  but  the  work  area 
is  right  up-to-date  and  handy  as  can  be.  A  single  hood,  with 
a  powerful  exhaust  fan,  vents  both  the  counter-top  range 
and  the  electric  barbecue.

Where 
protein  is,  most  essential  vitamins  and  min- 
erals are  near  by — another  reason  calorie- 
low,  but  protein-high  foods  (see  far  right) 
form  the  ideal  base  for  this  balanced,  thrifty, 
easy-to-live-with  diet.  You'll  also  establish 
an  excellent  eating  pattern.  Yes,  your  new 
habits  will  let  you  keep  that  weight  down! 

Meat  is  king  in  your  diet  plan.  That's  be- 
cause meat  as  we  eat  it  today  boasts  26  per 
cent  fewer  calories,  46  per  cent  less  fat,  and 
23  per  cent  more  protein  than  years  ago.  How 
come?  People's  tastes  have  changed — they 
prefer  meat  with  less  fat.  Also  both  men  and 
women  worry  about  overweight.  So  by  pop- 
ular demand  for  leaner  meat,  cattle  and  hogs 
are  bred  for  leanness.  Your  meatman  co-op- 
erates by  trimming  excess  fat  from  his  retail 
cuts.  Turkeys  and  chickens  are  leaner,  too.

A  protein-rich  diet — the  kind  so  widely  tout- 
ed by  many  a  nutritionist — takes  no  genius 
if  planned  around  filet  mignon  and  T-bone 
steaks.  This  merely  takes  money.  The  neat 
trick  and  what  we  present  here — is  a  pro- 
tein-rich diet  based  on  family  favorites  of 
modest  price.  So  if  you  are  one  of  America's 
34  million  "heavies,"  give  us  a  chance  to  re- 
duce you  at  the  sane  rate  of  a  couple  of 
pounds  a  week — while  fattening  your  pock- 
etbook.  (Plan  to  shed  over  10  pounds?  Be 
sure  you  have  your  doctor's  okay.) 

The  sample  meals,  below,  show  the  kinds 
of  foods  you  eat — things  you  like.  The  first 
breakfast,  lunch,  and  dinner  are  planned  to 
go  together,  and  so  on  through  the  five  days, 
but  mix-match  if  you  prefer.

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WHILE  SPENDING  LOW,  you  can  run  the 
gamut  of  variety,  enjoying  something  as  exotic  as 
Sweet-Sour  Pork  one  day,  as  homey  as  Best  Beef 
Brisket  the  next.  Key  to  modest  price  is  the  cut. 

The  Sweet-Sour  Pork,  at  left,  is  made  from  nice 
lean  strips  of  boneless  fresh  pork.  Of  course,  meat 
prices  vary  from  time  to  time,  but  your  best  value 
for  pork  to  be  cut  up  will  probably  be  a  piece  of 
blade  loin  roast  from  the  rib  end  of  the  pork  loin. 
However,  your  market  may  have  a  good  buy  on 
Boston  butt,  fresh  picnic  shoulder  or  leg,  or  on  the 
other  end  of  the  pork  loin.  (At  a  self-service  count- 


er, ring  the  bell  and  the  meatman  will  be  glad  to 
bone  and  cut  the  meat  in  even  strips  for  you.) 

Here  we  picture  the  Sweet-Sour  Pork  with  fluffy 
rice,  watermelon  pickles,  and  cups  of  hot  green  tea. 
Carrot  slaw  makes  a  good  salad.  And  to  keep  the 
glamour  of  an  Oriental  theme,  have  Mandarin 
oranges  (canned)  and  fortune  cookies  for  dessert. 

Best  Beef  Brisket  (below)  is  downright  delicious! 
And  the  recipe  is  simple;  the  meat,  potatoes,  and 
onions  bake  lazily  together  till  temptingly  brown 
and  fork  tender.  If  you  don't  think  of  brisket  as  an 
economical  cut,  take  another  look.  In  most  mar-

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kets,  all  the  bones  and  practically  all  the  fat  have 
been  removed.  You  eat.  eve.  y  ounce!  Because  the 
recipe  for  Best  Beef  Brisket  has  the  vegetable 
course  built  in,  just  add  a  creamy  old-fashioned 
cabbage  salad  and  a  dessert  of  cherry -sauced  cot- 
tage pudding  (it  shares  the  oven  with  the  meat). 

Tamale  Pie  boasts  a  corn-meal  crust  atop  a  saucy 
mixture  of  ground  beef,  whole  kernel  corn,  and  ripe 
olives.  To  go  along:  hot  corn  chips,  a  spinach  onion- 
ring  salad,  pickled  peppers,  caramel  pudding. 

Now  about  that  ground  beef.  It's  the  all-Ameri- 
can  favorite,  the  most  popular  meat  in  the  market 


today.  Think  the  most  expensive  and  leanest 
ground  beef  is  top  value?  Not  true!  The  lowest 
priced  is  usually  your  best  bet.  The  price  goes  down 
as  the  fat  content  goes  up:  Regular  ground  beef  is 
20  to  30  per-cent  fat;  ground  chuck  has  10  to  20 
per  cent;  ground  round  contains  less  than  10  per 
cent  (dieters  take  note!).  Here's  the  happy  (and 
economical)  surprise:  Ground  beef  with  up  to  25 
per-cent  fat  makes  the  juiciest  and  tenderest  ham- 
burgers— and  the  tastiest  tamale  pies. 

Unless  you're  a  brand-new  cook,  you'll  remember 
when  all  Porterhouse  steaks  had  "tails."  Often  now

these  steak  ends  are  trimmed  off  and  ground  (or 
sold  as  boneless  stew)  with  other  cuts  that  are  dis- 
appearing from  the  market,  as  heel  of  round  pot 
roast,  neck  pot  roast,  plate  boiling  beef,  and  shank 
meat  from  soup  bones.  That  partly  explains  why 
today,  15  per  cent  of  a  side  of  beef  is  ground,  as 
compared  to  less  than  five  per  cent  15  years  ago. 
Another  big  reason  for  the  increased  popularity  of 
ground  beef  is  its  fine  quality.  Progressive  dealers 
grind  the  beef  just  ahead  of  the  shopping  rush  so  it 
is  fresh.  If  you  still  insist  on  seeing  the  meat  ground, 
consider  blade  chuck  pot  roast  or  boneless  beef 
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stew  meat  instead  of  round  steak  and  you'll  likely 
save  from  5  to  25  cents  on  every  pound. 

Braised  Short  Ribs  (below)  go  over  big  with  the 
men  every  time — ask  any  restaurant  manager  and 
he'll  agree.  Beef  short  ribs  can  be  cut  from  the 
chuck,  rib,  or  short  plate.  The  main  thing  is  to 
select  the  short  ribs  that  look  as  if  they  contain  the 
least  fat — less  waste  and  fewer  calories,  that  way. 

Our  recipe  for  Braised  Short  Ribs  gives  you  a 
wonderful  bonus  of  onion  gravy  that  has  a  hint  of 
sauerbraten  flavor,  to  spoon  over  the  meat  and  over 
mashed  potatoes.  Serve  with  buttered  broccoli  or

corn  and  a  tossed  green  salad.  And  bake  some 
plump  rosy  apples  to  top  off  this  dandy  meal. 

Hungarian  Goulash  (above)  will  be  tasty,  we  as- 
sure you,  made  with  beef  chuck  that's  been  boned 
and  cut  in  cubes.  But  don't  pooh-pooh  the  thrifty 
alternate  of  boneless  beef  stew  meat  (sold  in  cubes) 
—it's  usually  made  from  cuts  that  were  formerly 
marketed  as  heel  of  round,  neck  pot  roasts,  etcetera. 

Ladle  your  rich,  tomato-y  goulash  over  hot 
noodles  (we  like  to  dress  ours  with  a  tablespoon  or 
so  of  poppy  seed  mixed  through  the  tender  strands) . 


Serve  with  crusty  rye  and  lemon-spiked  green 
beans.  Celery  sticks  and  green  onions  double  as 
salad.  For  a  luscious  bargain  in  dessert,  don't  forget 
fluffy  tapioca  pudding  or  a  fruited  gelatin  whip. 

A  word  about  other  ways  to  cook  good  buys  in 
beef.  Sometimes  you  plain  hanker  for  a  broiled 
steak  or  a  "Sunday  kind"  of  roast.  When  your  wal- 
let says  "no"  to  T-bones,  rib  roasts,  and  their  price 
clan,  consider  the  merits  of  less-tender  cuts,  say 
round  steak  or  chuck  roast,  treated  with  instant 
meat  tenderizer,  then  broiled  or  roasted.  Or  tender 
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Ham-bone  Bean  Soup  - 
Six  bowls  for  66c! 


these  cuts  and  add  flavor  by  marinating  2  or  3  days 
in  the  refrigerator — to  do  the  job,  use  a  marinade 
with  a  tart  base  (lemon  juice,  vinegar,  tomato) .  Of 
course,  cube  steaks  come  from  less-tender  cuts,  but 
the  meatman  has  cut  the  fibers  in  his  scoring  ma- 
chine. Newly  available  in  some  markets  is  beef  that 
has  been  enzyme-tendered  by  the  meat  packer  so 
any  cut  may  be  oven-roasted  or  broiled. 

Ham-bone  Soup  (above)  is  the  kind  of  heart- 
warming supper  the  family  likes  to  come  home  to 
on  a  blustery  night.  And  lucky  the  guest  who  is  in- 


vited to  share!  What  makes  it  so  special  is  the  rich, 
rich  flavor  that  smoked  hocks  or  a  meaty  shank 
bone  imparts  at  pocket-change  cost.  Dish  up  the 
soup  while  it's  still  too  hot  to  sample  (fun  to  turn  a 
big  beanpot  into  a  tureen).  And  pass  a  basket  of 
steaming  corn  sticks  (or  toasty  crackers).  This  time, 
salad  is  a  plate  of  pickled  beets  and  onion  rings.  To 
satisfy  the  sweet  tooth,  you  can't  do  better  than 
an  old-time  baked  prune  whip  like  Grandmother's. 
Yes,  there's  good  eating  aplenty,  so  turn  to  our 
trusty  recipes — they're  like  money  in  the  bank!

ood  lulls  just  don't  pinch  now  and  then. 
They  hang  on  and  squeeze  in  a  way  that  can 
have  you  hurting  always.  Sure,  you  have  to 
eat  regularly — there's  no  way  out  of  that.  But 
there's  more  to  keeping  your  standing  as  a 
good  cook  and  hostess  than  simply  paying  off 
big  at  the  food  store.  Too  many  women  go 
right  on  buying  the  same  foods  each  week, 
cooking  and  dishing  them  up  in  the  same  ways 
— never  bringing  to  this  most  tasty  of  all  ac- 
tivities the  relish  and  change  of  pace  it  can  so 
easily  have.  That's  too  bad.  There  are  so 
many  ways  to  feed  a  family  well,  and  to  do  it 
on  less  money  than  you're  spending  now. 

Plan  meals  in  advance 

If  you're  the  easy-going  sort,  it  might  seem 
silly  to  approach  a  trip  to  the  store  with  needs 
written  out  and  definite  spending  limits  es- 
tablished. But  that's  the  way  you  will  get 
biggest  value  for  your  food  dollar. 

It's  smart,  of  course,  to  plan  meals  ahead 
so  you  know  where  you  are  and  where  you're 
going.  This  works  to  your  advantage  psycho- 
logically as  well  as  financially.  If  the  kitchen 
bulletin  board  announces  that  this  is  the  morn- 
ing for  French  toast,  then  you'll  use  that  old 
bread.  You  won't  find  yourself  slicing  away 
at  the  Canadian  bacon  simply  because  it  was 
on  yesterday's  menu  and  you're  not  quite 
bright  before  that  first  cup  of  coffee. 

If  the  board  says  meat  loaf  is  on  the  menu 
tonight,  then  you'll  get  it  ready  after  break- 
fast and  stow  it,  all  ready  to  bake,  in  the  re- 
frigerator. There  will  be  no  temptation  to 
suggest  eating  out  after  a  late  club  session  be- 
cause "there's  simply  nothing  in  the  house 
to  eat." 

Spend  food  money  for  food 

According  to  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  we  spend  20  per  cent  of  our 
disposable  income  (what's  left  after  taxes)  on 
food.  That's  one-fifth  of  the  bacon  the  bread- 
winner totes  home — and  that's  a  big  chunk. 

The  20  per-cent  figure  is  not  meant  to  cover 
all  you  buy  at  your  supermarket.  It's  for  food 
alone,  and  would  have  to  be  higher  by  a  long 
shot  to  include  the  toothbrushes,  cigarettes, 
records,  and  even  clothes  you  put  in  the  cart 
along  with  the  carrots  and  hot  dogs.  When 
doping  out  a  "food  budget,"  be  sure  Old  Dad 
understands  that  it  takes  in  just  the  edibles. 

If  it's  not  working  out  that  way,  maybe  you 
should  talk  the  man  with  the  checkbook  into 
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doing  a  little  readjustment  in  his  figures  so 
things  like  school  supplies,  drugs,  cosmetics 
and  hose,  even  furniture  and  garden  supplies 
aren't  chalked  up  against  an  allotment  set  up 
to  provide  three  good,  nutritious  meals  a  day 
— including  company  meals. 

Go  in  for  specials 

What  you  feed  the  family  next  week  prob- 
ably will  be  determined  by  what  grocers  in 
your  area  serve  up  this  weekend  to  tantalize 
you.  Or  at  least  it  should  be.  Grocers  entice  us 
into  their  stores  with  rather  spectacular  spe- 
cials, some  of  them  at  cost  or  even  under,  in 
hopes  we'll  stop  for  those  specials,  then  stay  to 
buy  the  week's  supplies.  Usually  we  do.  It's 
good  practice,  too,  for  it  doesn't  make  sense 
going  from  store  to  store  picking  up  a  bargain 
here  and  there.  Time,  patience,  and  gasoline 
are  too  valuable  to  waste  in  that  manner. 

Quality  of  the  meat  sold  should  be  a  big 
factor  in  where  you  shop.  The  biggest  chunk 
of  the  food  dollar  goes  for  meat,  and  here,  too, 
can  be  the  biggest  food  saving.  When  you 
find  a  meatman  who  pleases  you,  it  makes 
sense  to  stay  with  him.  The  meat  business  is  so 
competitive  that  prices  have  to  be  in  line  with 
the  grade  of  meat  the  market  sells  and  the 
services  it  provides.  If  not,  the  store  won't  be 
in  business  long. 

Stock  up  on  weekend  meat  specials.  One  of 
the  best  ways  to  make  the  home  freezer  pay 
for  itself  is  to  buy  enough  on  special  to  last 
awhile.  But  don't  get  carried  away  with  bar- 
gains and  buy  too  much. 

Buy  big — sometimes 

If  you  don't  need  meat  and  you  do  enjoy 
shopping  around,  then  find  another  appealing 
weekend  special  to  lead  you  to  a  certain  store, 
possibly  a  good  buy  in  a  staple  like  sugar  or 
flour,  detergent,  or  juice.  Just  be  sure  the 
"special"  is  something  you  really  want  and 
need — then  load  up. 

But  buy  groceries  in  quantity  only  if  you 
have  the  storage  space.  It  may  take  a  slide 
rule  or  a  major  in  mathematics  to  figure  how 
much  you're  paying  per  ounce  on  a  certain 
size,  but  if  you  have  a  cabinet  shelf  high 
enough  to  hold  it,  you  can  assume  the  big  box 
is  the  bargain.  Use  your  head,  though.  While 
Grandmother  bought  nothing  smaller  than  a 
gallon  of  vinegar  and  a  49-pound  sack  of  flour, 
you  probably  don't  pickle  and  bake  enough 
to  need  so  much  at  a  time.    [  Turn  to  page  82 
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Good  'n  hearty,  this  soup -pot  supper.  And  it

How  to  save  money 
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Careful  on  the  perishable?)  too. 
You'll  find  wonderful  buys  in  ap- 
ples by  the  bushel  and  potatoes  by 
the  100-pound  sack.  But  if  your 
house  has  no  cool  basement,  these 
can  spoil  faster  than  you  can  eat 
them.  You  aren't  saving  money 
w  hen  you  toss  half  the  bushel  away. 
And  you  aren't  eating  well,  either, 
if  you're  constantly  using  those  on 
the  brink  of  spoiling. 

In  summer,  when  soft  fruits  are 
in  season,  buy  by  the  box  instead 
of  the  piece.  Keep  a  lug  of  peaches, 
pears,  or  purple  plums  in  a  cool 
spot  and  bring  out  a  handful  at  a 
time  to  ripen  at  room  temperature. 
II  they  ripen  at  once,  the  refriger- 
ator can  be  made  to  accommodate 
them. 

Buy  top  grade  some  of 
the  time 

Remember,  high  price  doesn't 
guarantee  high  quality  in  taste  or 
food  value.  An  outsize  picture- 
book  apple  is  lovely  in  a  center- 
piece, but  it  can  be  as  tasteless  as 
cardboard.  A  49-cent  pound  of 
ground  beef  packs  more  nutrition 
than  a  $  1.29-pound  of  T-bone,  be- 
cause it  contains  no  waste.  Pork 
liver  is  higher  in  nutritive  value 
than  calf  liver,  at  less  than  half  the 
price. 


Sometimes  it's  downright  extrav- 
agant to  buy  top  quality.  If  green 
beans  are  to  be  buttered,  you  want 
the  best.  If  you  plan  a  casserole  or 
skillet  concoction  with  bacon  and 
onions,  a  lesser  grade  is  fine.  It's 
foolish  to  buy  perfect  stuffed  olives 
to  cut  up  for  olive-cheese  spread 
when  you  can  buy  chopped  olives 
at  a  bargain.  Canned  fruit  in  mixed 
pieces  of  irregular  size  may  not  be 
the  prettiest,  but  it  will  be  tasty. 
(There's  a  good  chance  it  broke  be- 
cause it  was  completely  and  sweet- 
ly ripe  at  canning  time.)  Of  course, 
for  a  beautiful  salad  or  dessert  ar- 
rangement of,  say,  pineapple  slices, 
you'll  want  perfect  fruit;  but  don't 
skip  the  penny-wise  pineapple 
chunks,  tidbits,  and  crushed  pine- 
apple for  cut-up  use. 

If  eggs  at  your  house  are  mostly 
fried  or  poached,  you'll  want  top 
grade  so  those  yolks  stand  right  up 
there  and  sass  you  back.  If  you  use 
eggs  principally  in  cooking,  lesser 
grades  work  fine  and  they  are  just 
as  high  in  food  value.  Don't  scorn  a 
little  egg.  It  is  the  early  effort  of  a 
young  hen  and  is  usually  the  best 
egg  buy  in  autumn.  By  late  winter, 
big  ones  give  you  most  for  your  egg 
money.  Color  of  the  shell  is  in- 
fluenced by  the  breed  of  chicken 
that  laid  it  and  doesn't  influence 


what's  inside.  Except  for  Easter, 
when  the  youngsters  need  white 
ones  to  color,  it  makes  no  difference 
whether  eggs  are  white  or  brown  or 
some  shade  in  between. 

Be  flexible  in  your  food  plan 

If  the  lettuce  on  your  list  costs 
twice  as  much  this  week  as  last, 
skip  it  and  substitute  cabbage  or 
another  salad  green.  And  don't 
blame  your  produce  man  for  that 
astronomical  price  rise.  He  knows 
he  would  lose  customers  if  he  upped 
prices  arbitrarily.  Unseasonal 
heavy  freezes — and  too  much  rain 
or  not  enough — can  wipe  out  a 
fruit  or  vegetable  crop.  If  the  af- 
fected area  normally  supplies  most 
of  the  nation's  needs,  you  can  count 
on  a  higher  price — with  good  rea- 
son for  it. 

Green  shrimp  jumped  15  to  20 
cents  a  pound,  wholesale,  late  last 
summer  after  Hurricane  Carla  bat- 
tered the  Texas  and  Louisiana 
coasts.  The  hurricane  stirred  up 
shrimp  beds,  smashed  shrimp  boats 
and  processing  buildings. 

We  simply  can't  get  away  from 
it:  that  old  law  of  supply  and  de- 
mand we  struggled  over  in  high 
school  economics  still  is  something 
to  struggle  over  in  the  food  store. 
Where  there's  short  supply,  there's 
high  demand — and  a  price  to 
match.  But  don't  struggle  too  hard. 
There  is  sure  to  be  some  sort  of 
tempting  and  economical  substi- 
tute— and  you  may  be  introducing 
your  family  to  an  unfamiliar  dish 
that  becomes  a  favorite. 


Yes,  use  convenience  foods! 

You  may  have  considered  revert- 
ing to  Grandmother's  day  and 
cooking  completely  from  scratch. 
Don't — at  least  not  altogether. 

If  you  have  a  way  with  figures, 
total  up  just  how  much  money  you 
spend  on  a  dish  made  from  scratch 
and  compare  it  to  its  1 962  counter- 
part from  envelope,  package,  or 
can.  You'll  be  surprised,  for  mass 
production  works  in  wondrous 
ways  to  provide  convenience  foods 
at  a  convenient  price. 

Even  when  a  partially  prepared 
or  fully  prepared  food  costs  extra, 
on  occasion  it  may  be  worth  it  in 
ease  and  time  saved. 

Most  families  use  a  combination 
of  foods — unprepared,  partly  pre- 
pared, and  ready-to-heat-and-eat. 
This  is  as  it  should  be,  for  there's  a 
lot  of  good  flavor  in  home  cooking 
— not  to  mention  the  satisfaction  of 
creative  cookery.  But  don't  forget 
that  you  can  get  homemade  flavor 
and  the  satisfaction  by  putting  your 
own  personality  to  a  prepared  food. 

Save  more  by  cooking  more 

It's  true.  The  more  you  cook, 
the  more  you  save  on  food  costs. 
It's  those  unplanned  last-minute 
heat-and-eat  and  fried  meat  meals 
with  delicatessen  salads  and  ready- 
made  sweets  that  take  greedy  bites 
out  of  the  food  dollar. 

When  you  find  a  real  meat  buy, 
perhaps  beef  pot  roast,  buy  it  big 
because  it's  a  bargain.  Then  use 
the  largest  portion  as  pot  roast, 
with  planned  leftovers  to  appear 
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another  day  in  a  succulent  meat 
pie  or  good  honest  hash. 

The  "small  half"  of  uncooked 
roast  can  be  cut  in  thin  strips  and 
made  into  Stroganoff  for  another 
meal.  Of  course,  classic  Stroganoff 
calls  for  sirloin,  but  give  those  snip- 
pets of  meat  a  lingering  in  moist 
heat,  season  them  nicely,  and  by 
the  time  the  concoction  is  heated 
ever  so  gently  in  sour  cream  and 
served  over  a  hump  of  fluffed  rice, 
who'd  know  it  wasn't  sirloin?  This 
little  play  may  have  saved  you  as 
much  as  50  cents  a  pound! 

Don't  overlook  meat  tenderizer. 
It  will  do  wonders  for  those  so- 
called  less-tender  cuts. 

When  ham  is  on  special,  go 
ahead  and  buy  a  whole  one,  even 
if  your  family  is  small.  With  a 
smile  at  a  meatman  not  rushed,  you 
can  get  him  to  cut  some  of  the  cen- 
ter into  thin  slices  for  frying  and  a 
thick  slice  or  two  for  baking  or 
charcoaling.  Then  there  are  two 
good  roasts  left,  the  butt  and  the 
shank.  If  that's  too  much  baked 
ham,  get  yourself  a  bag  of  dried 
beans  and  simmer  with  the  shank 
for  a  grand  batch  of  Ham-bone 
Bean  Soup.  (The  recipe  is  on  page 
90.)  Have  bowlfuls  as  the  main 
course  with  corn  sticks,  and  if 
you're  lucky  enough  to  have  some 
left,  serve  it  another  day  as  just 
cups  of  soup  to  go  with  sandwiches. 

Serve  company  "next  best" 

We're  all  inclined  to  put  our 
best  food  forward  for  a  party.  This 
is  nice  for  the  guests,  that  one  eve- 
ning, but  what  about  the  poor  souls 
who  have  io  make  out  for  the  rest 
of  the  week  on  the  nothing  that's 
left?  Actually,  candlelight  and  gay 
accessories  can  make  guest  fare  of 
a  great  casserole.  Reserve  the  Por- 
terhouse steaks  and  lobster  tails, 
the  hearts  of  palm  and  artichoke 
bottoms  for  festive  family  meals. 


It's  family  you  like  best  and  they 
deserve  the  best.  Besides,  there's 
fewer  of  them! 

Get  wise  to  inexpensive  substi- 
tutes for  luxury  party  dress-ups. 
Mash  some  liver  sausage,  thin  it 
with  sour  cream  and  season  to 
taste,  and  you'll  not  miss  French- 
and-fancy  pate  de  foie  gras.  Eco- 
nomical appetizer:  sea  scallops  on 
picks  with  cocktail  dip — delicious! 

If  you  have  neither  time,  in- 
clination, nor  cash  for  living  room 
tidbits  and  full-blown  meals  each 
time  you  want  some  friends  in,  con- 
sider brunch — or  an  evening  of 
cards  climaxed  with  "after  10" 
type  of  dessert  or  snack  of  cheese 
and  crackers. 

Never  pass  up  the  fun  of  com- 
pany on  the  basis  of  your  budget. 
Sometimes  the  weather  or  the  oc- 
casion demands  simple  family  fare 
served  in  homespun  manner.  Great 
bowls  of  split-pea  soup  before  an 
open  fire  at  tables  covered  with 
checked  cloths  may  be  more  ap- 
preciated in  January  than  prime 
ribs  in  the  dining  room.  Char- 
coaled hamburgers  seem  right  after 
any  vigorous,  informal  activity — 
for  friends  or  family.  There  are 
just  plenty  of  times  when  filet 
mignon  is  unnecessary — even  pre- 
sumptuous— and  you'll  want  to 
take  advantage  of  those  times. 
Think  of  the  warmth  that  can  be 
generated  and  good  conversation 
sparked  over  a  big  pot  of  corned 
beef  and  cabbage  in  the  kitchen 
dining  area  on  a  cold  winter  night.

What  are  some  reliable  rock  Harden  plants  for  spring  color 
year  after  year?  K.J.T.,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah 

For  sheets  of  bright  color,  it  will  be  hard  to  beat  perennial 
candytuft  (Iberis  sempervirens)  with  its  compact  heads  of 
white  flowers;  wall  rock-cress  (Arabis)  which  makes  a 
grayish-green  carpet  with  dainty  white  flowers;  purple-  or 
rose-colored  aubrieta.  These  plants  seldom  get  much  over 
6  inches  high. 

We  heard  of  a  new  box-elder  tree  that  has  beautiful  varie- 
gatedfoliage.  Is  it  worth-while  for  planting  in  the  garden? 

S.I.G.,  Seattle,  Washington 

Variegated  foliage  among  perennials  and  shrubs  is  quite 
common,  but  rare  among  trees.  That's  why  this  variegated 
box-elder  (Acer  negundo  'variegatum')  has  caught  on  so  well 
with  gardeners.  I've  seen  it  thriving  up  and  down  the  entire 
coast  and  I  like  it.  The  leaves  are  light  green  in  the  center 
with  wide  margins  of  whitish-green.  In  summer  they  lend 
a  shimmering,  blooming  effect  to  the  whole  tree. 

The  leaves  drop  quickly  in  early  November.  Pods  help 
adorn  its  bare  branches  through  the  winter  months.  This  is 
a  good  time  to  buy  bare-root  specimens  for  early  planting. 

How  soon  can  we  begin  pruning  our  fuchsias? 

Mrs.  F.E.if.,  Palos  Verdes,  California 

Even  though  you  live  in  a  favored  mild  spot,  I'd  suggest 
that  you  hold  off  until  the  middle  of  February.  The  best 
rule  is  to  wait  until  all  danger  of  frost  is  past.  In  the 
Northwest,  for  example,  this  would  normally  hold  up  any 
pruning  of  fuchsias  until  late  March  or  April. 

Which  roses  would  be  best  for  lid)  culture — miniatures, 
hybrid  teas,  or  floribundas?  F.  L.,  Milwaukie,  Oregon 

I  don't  think  there  is  any  doubt  about  it — floribundas 
will  give  you  more  color  per  square  inch  than  the  others, 
because  of  their  candelabralike  clusters  of  flowers  and 
generally  low  bushy  habit.  Husky  plants  set  in  16-inch 
redwood  tubs  should  be  able  to  grow  almost  indefinitely 
as  long  as  you  apply  extra  rations  of  plant  food.  I've  seen 
some  wonderful  effects  in  tubs  all  over  the  West,  from 
Salt  Lake  City  down  to  San  Diego.  Fusilier,  bright  orange- 
red,  is  always  great;  so  is  Sarabande,  with  its  Chinese-red 
blooms.  Both  were  All-America  winners. 

Does  the  Christmas  rose  have  any  relation  to  the  popular 
roses  we  enjoy  in  the  summer?  N.W.,  Nampa,  Idaho 

No  connection  at  all.  Christmas  rose  is  a  member  of  the 
hellebore  family,  and  although  there  are  many  hellebores, 
only  Helleborus  niger  deserves  the  name  of  Christmas  rose. 
Normal  blooming  time  is  from  November  until  late  January 
or  February,  but  may  be  delayed  in  cold  areas  or  where 
there  is  heavy  snowfall.  Divide  the  plants  every  five  or 
six  years  in  early  spring  after  the  flowers  are  gone. 
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We  would  like  to  pep  up  our  azalea  beds  with  some  un- 
usual companion  plants.  Do  you  have  any  suggestions? 

Mrs.  W  .CD.,  Riverside,  California 

How  about  drifts  of  Kaffir  lilies  (Clivia  miniata)  with 
bright  orangeish,  amaryllislike  blooms  between  the  azaleas? 
As  a  foreground  border,  I  would  suggest  planting  poly- 
anthus primroses. 

How  do  you  prune  tree  roses?         R.  S.,  Silverton,  Oregon 

They  should  be  pruned  like  bush  roses  of  same  variety. 
Prune  strong  stems  back  to  8-12  inches  from  where  they 
join  main  trunk.  Remove  weak  or  injured  stems  completely. 
Considerable  trimming  will  be  necessary  all  season  long  to 
maintain  a  symmetrical  and  pleasing  shape  of  the  heads. 

Is  it  difficult  to  raise  tuberous  begonias  from  seed? 

P.S.,  Everett,  Washington 

Starting  plants  from  seed  is  not  too  tough.  Giving  ad- 
ditional heat  (70-75  degrees)  and  taking  precautions  against 
damping-off  disease  (captan  dust  is  good  insurance)  are  the 
main  differences  from  typical  seed-sowing  techniques. 

Sow  seed  in  late  January  to  insure  husky,  blooming  plants 
by  July.  They,  in  turn,  will  reward  you  with  good-size 
tubers  {lA  to  \lA  inches  in  diameter,  depending  on  culture) 
for  planting  the  following  spring.  Transplanting  the  seed- 
lings is  extremely  tedious.  They're  tiny,  almost  microscopic, 
and  will  require  three  transplantings  in  fiats  before  they 
are  ready  for  setting  outdoors  in  May. 

When  should  ue  spray  for  peach  leaf  curl  to  protect  our 
ornamental  flowering  types?  G.B.L.,  Phoenix,  Arizona 

Spray  just  before  the  buds  begin  to  swell.  This  may  be 
late  January  in  your  area,  February  in  California,  and 
March  in  the  Northwest. 

We're  looking  for  sun-tolerant  forms  of  camellias.  Do  you 
know  of  any?  V.G.,  Walnut  Creek,  California 

Two  recent  introductions  look  pretty  good  to  me.  They 
are  Brigadoon  and  Flirtation.  Both  are  crosses  of  Camellia 
saluenensis  and  C.  japonica,  and  tests  show  they  will  stand 
more  sun  than  regular  japonica  hybrids.  Sasanqua  camel- 
lias, with  their  smaller  foliage,  also  tolerate  more  sun.  They 
have  additional  advantage  of  blooming  in  fall. 

When  can  we  prune  our  pyracanthas  and  cotoneasters? 

T.S.F.,  Tucson,  Arizona 

Get  started  before  all  evidence  of  this  winter's  berries 
are  gone.  Old  branches  that  have  already  borne  fruit 
should  be  pruned  back  to  new  lateral  ones.  Since  the  berries 
are  formed  on  two-year-old  wood,  this  year's  side  branches 
will  deliver  next  year's  crop. 

If  you  fail  to  prune  regularly  each  year,  fruit  will  form 
farther  and  farther  out  on  the  branch  tips.  Then  you  finally 
have  to  give  the  plants  drastic  "haircuts"  to  improve  their 
appearance.  Berries,  of  course,  won't  form  until  fruit- 
bearing  wood  develops.

J_  HERE'S  proof  that  the  right  combination  of  the  right  ideas 
can't  help  but  create  a  genuinely  distinctive  home.  The  terrace 
side,  for  example,  combines  rugged  beams  and  a  peaked  over- 
hang that  thrusts  dramatically  from  the  rough-shingled  roof. 

Architect  Van  Evera  Bailey  achieved  a  low,  clean  look  by 
using  simple  lines  and  natural  materials  whenever  possible.  With- 
in a  post-and-beam  framework,  he  designed  high  ceilings  and 
soffits  made  of  2x3s  nail-laminated  together.  The  vertical  cedar 
siding  looks  almost  hand-crafted  and  needs  little  care. 

The  beauty  of  this  home  goes  more  than  siding  deep.  The  en- 
tire rear  side  is  glass — waiting  to  be  opened  to  a  sweeping  view, 
a  garden,  or  a  wooded  knoll.  And  the  front,  or  street  side  is 
closed  enough  to  give  privacy  even  on  a  busy  thoroughfare. 


The  walk  from  the  garage  to  the  front  door  has  been  tucked  under  this  pro- 
jecting roof.  The  long,  unbroken  roof  line  gives  this  side  of  the  house  a  clean- 


The  working,  living,  and  sleeping  areas  of  the  house  are  all  well  defined  for 
efficient  living.  Note  that  each  area  opens  to  the  terrace  at  the  rear. 


cut,  tailored  look.  A  parking  area  is  conveniently  located  near  the  front  door. 
Note  that  the  sleeping  area  is  at  the  other,  more  private  end.

The  massive  appearance  of  the  heavy  beams  ami  the  stone  wall  is  well  bal- 
anced by  the  light  feeling  created  by  the  tall  windows  and  high  ceilings.  The 
ceiling  and  the  soffits  are  constructed  of  2x3s,  on  edge,  nail-laminated  togeth- 
er. The  master-bedroom  fireplace  backs  up  against  this  one. 


In  this  master  bedroom,  a  door  to  the  terrace  and 
the  large  windows  with  sliding  panels  take  full 
advantage  of  the  view.  The  raised-hearth  lire- 
place,  dressing  room,  and  bath  make  this  part  of 
the  house  a  living-sleeping  unit  complete  in  itself. 
The  room  is  insulated  from  any  noise  in  the 
rest  of  the  house  by  the  solid  fireplace  wall  and 
the  dressing  room  and  closet.

Jane  and  Charlie  do  not  own 
their  own  home.  They  have  moved

several  times  during  their  two-year 
stay  on  Maui.  Rents  have  averaged 
about  $80  per  month.  Their  pres- 
ent house  has  no  telephone,  and 
Charlie  drives  20  miles  down  the 
mountain  to  work  every  day.  But 
he  and  Jane  like  the  isolation. 
Their  first  expenditure  in  Hawaii 
was  for  a  hi-fi.  They  make  liberal 
use  of  the  public  library  in  Wai- 
luku,  checking  out  armloads  of 
books  and  records  every  week. 

On  Maui.  Charlie  says,  the  twin 
problems  of  finding  a  job  and  a 
house  are  greater  than  on  more 
populated  Oahu.  As  in  most  coun- 
try communities,  job  turnover  is 
slow  and  rental  housing  is  scarce. 
"I  was  lucky,"  Charlie  says.  "I 
had  a  lot  of  friends  pulling  for  me." 
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1  hese  friends  were  parents  of 
Hawaiian  students  the  Kings  had 
befriended  years  before  at  a 
teachers  college  in  Terre  Haute. 
Charlie  and  Jane  made  their  home 
the  off-campus  headquarters  for 
Island  youngsters. 

"I'd  buy  all  the  rice  I  could  find 
in  the  supermarkets,"  Charlie  re- 
members. "The  students  never  got 
it  in  their  cafeteria.  Every  weekend 
we'd  have  Chinese,  Japanese, 
Filipino,  and  Hawaiian  kids  in  the 
house.  There  were  Buddhists, 
Catholics,  and  Protestants.  Jane 
and  I  really  got  a  lot  more  from 
them  than  they  did  from  us." 

In  1959,  when  Jane's  mother 
died,  the  couple  decided  the  time 
had  come  to  make  the  move.  They 
borrowed  $2,000  and  set  out  for 
the  island  of  Maui  in  Hawaii. 

"Parents  of  the  students  we'd 
known  met  us  at  the  airport," 
Charlie  recalls.  "They  wouldn't 
let  us  stay  at  a  hotel.  The  first 
month  we  lived  with  Clarence 
Yoshioka  and  his  family.  He's 
manager  of  Haleakala  Dairy.  The 
next  month  we  were  guests  of  Mrs. 
Teruko  Fujimoto,  a  florist.  With- 
out these  friends,  Jane  and  I  would 
never  have  made  it.  I  got  my  job 
the  very  day  our  money  ran  out." 

Charlie  wears  slacks  and  a  short- 
sleeved,  open-necked  sport  shirt 
to  work.  Jane  wears  muumuus  at 
home  and  also  in  the  store.  Both 
Charlie  and  Jane  like  Japanese 
and  Hawaiian  food. 

They  agree  that  the  cost  of 
living,  except  for  rents,  is  higher 


than  on  the  island  of  Oahu.  How- 
ever, Jane  feels  you  save  on  clothes 
because  "you  just  aren't  anybody 
if  you  dress  up. 

"I  think  it  all  balances  out.  And 
anyway,  it  wouldn't  make  any 
difference  if  it  didn't.  I'd  rather  be 
poor  on  Maui  than  rich  in  Indiana. 
Besides,  I'd  never  be  rich  there, 
either." 


"What  I  didn't  want  when  1 
got  out  of  Stanford  law  school 
three  years  ago,"  says  young  At- 
torney Bob  Bethea,  "was  the  old 
routine  of  either  living  in  San 
Francisco  where  the  big  law  firms 
are.  or  commuting  into  the  city 
every  day  from  a  suburb  thirt) 
miles  a\va\ 

"Here  in  Hilo  we  found  a  large 
firm,  with  a  demanding  practice, 
but  located  in  the  kind  of  small 
community  we  like." 

Bob  is  one  of  1  3  lawyers  with  the 
firm  of  Carlsmith,  Carlsinith. 
Wichman  &  Case  of  Hilo — popu- 
lation 27,000 — a  tropical  little  city 
rimming  a  large  bay  on  the  Big 
Island  of  Hawaii,  200  miles  south- 
east of  Oahu.  The  law  firm,  one  of 
the  largest  in  the  50th  state,  also 
has  an  office  in  Honolulu. 

Bob  often  makes  the  trip  on 
business.  But  he's  always  happy, 
he  says,  to  get  back  to  the  slower 
pace  of  Hilo.  "Once  I  rented  a  car 
at  the  airport  in  Honolulu,"  he 
remembers.  "After  driving  in  Hilo 
for  a  couple  of  years,  that  Hono- 


lulu traffic  scared  the  daylights  out 
of  me." 

The  Bethcas,  Bob  and  Nancy, 
have  two  boys  who  were  born  in 
Hawaii.  (Skip  is  three  and  Kimmy 
in  one  and  a  half.)  As  a  "by-prod- 
uct" of  the  children,  the  family 
doctor  and  his  wife,  Pete  and 
Marge  Okimoto,  have  become 
family  friends  of  the  Betheas. 

About  a  year  ago,  Bob  and 
Nancy  gave  up  the  beach-front 
house  they  were  renting  for  $90 
a  month,  and  bought  a  three-bed- 
room home  of  their  own,  inland, 
near  the  municipal  golf  course. 

The  house  sold  for  $17,500,  with 
payments  at  $123  a  month.  On 
their  lot  grow  avocados,  oranges. 
bananas,  litchis,  mangos,  and  pa- 
payas. There's  an  anthurium  arbor 
in  back,  shaded  by  giant  tree  ferns. 
Flowers  in  the  front  and  back 
yards  include  plumeria.  gardenia, 
several  varieties  of  ginger  and 
orchids. 

Both  Bob  and  Nancy  agree  that 
costs  are  high  in  Hilo,  especially 
utilities.  Their  electric  bill  for  a 
complete  set  of  electric  appliances 
— washer,  dryer,  stove,  refrigera- 
tor, freezer,  and  hot-water  heater 
— is  about  $30  a  month.  Water  is 
$2.50  per  month,  and  the  telephone 
bill  comes  to  a  monthly  $7.70. 

"One  thing  we've  noticed  that's 
quite  a  bit  different,"  says  Nancy, 
"is  our  menu.  We  eat  a  lot  more 
rice  than  we  used  to.  And  I'm 
likely  to  order  a  turtle  steak  in  a 
restaurant  now.  I  never  would 
have  thought  of  it  before." 


The  neighbors,  in  the  pleasant 
m  sidential  section  where  they  live, 
are  the  Theo  Wongs,  the  Les  Tani- 
motos,  and  the  Peter  Pakeles — 
respectively  a  road  inspector,  a 
vending  machine  operator,  and  a 
retired  Civil  Defense  director. 

The  Betheas  entertain  about 
once  a  month.  Their  friends  are 
other  young  couples  in  Hilo,  and 
the  parties  are  always  informal — 
aloha  shirts  for  the  men  and  muu- 
muus or  Bermuda  shorts  for  the 
girls.  The  group  also  has  bridge 
parties. 

Bob  and  Nancy  are  members  of 
the  Hilo  Yacht  Club  which,  oddly 
enough,  doesn't  boast  a  single 
yacht,  or  even  a  harbor.  Nancy 
thinks  it's  funny.  "We  take  the 
children  there  to  swim  in  the 
pool."  she  explains. 

Bob  is  a  member  of  the  Hawaii 
County  Bar  Association,  on  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Red  Cross 
chapter  in  Hilo,  and  a  member  of 
a  Stock  Club  that  pools  funds  to 
invest  in  the  stock  market.  His 
chief  hobby,  however,  is  dogs.  He 
has  two  Oerman  shepherds  which 
have  been  entered  in  obedience 
trials  in  Honolulu. 

Nancy  belongs  to  the  Hilo  Wom- 
an's Club.  Their  latest  project 
was  to  decorate  all  the  parking 
meters  downtown  with  flowerpots 
loaded  with  anthuriums  or  orchids. 

"There  is  plenty  of  community 

work  available  in  Hilo  if  you  have 

the  time  to  do  it,"  she  says.  "So  far, 

the  children  have  kept  me  busy."

Nancy  has  only  two  complaints 
about  their  adopted  home.  One  is 
the  cost  of  going  shopping  in 
Honolulu.  In  Hawaii,  planes  take 
the  place  of  highways.  While  Hilo 
is  only  one  hour  from  Honolulu 
by  air,  with  over  a  dozen  flights 
daily,  a  round  trip  ticket  costs 
about  $40  per  person. 

Nancy's  second  complaint:  "I 
think  it's  sad  that  the  grand- 
mothers are  so  far  away." 


In  Short  Hills,  New  Jersey, 
twenty  miles  outside  of  Newark, 
John  and  Janet  Powers  used  to 
count  the  months  until  June  when 
bathing  suits  and  beach  towels  re- 
placed gloves  and  overcoats  for 
themselves  and  their  five  children 
ranging  in  age  from  six  months  to 
six  years. 

But  even  then,  it  was  a  drive  of 
an  hour  and  a  half  over  heavily 
traveled  highways  to  the  nearest 
beach. 

Last  Christmas,  the  family  went 
swimming  three  blocks  from  their 
new  home  in  Kailua,  a  thriving 
Oahu  community  of  25,000  popu- 
lation, just  half  an  hour's  drive 
from  downtown  Honolulu. 


Now,  after  a  year  in  Hawaii,  th 
Powers  are  completely  sold  o 
their  new  home.  One  reason 
their  addiction  to  the  outdoor 
Janet  is  an  avid  beachnik.  Joh 
skin  dives  and  has  taken  up  surfinj 
He  also  likes  to  hunt.  All  of  the.1 
sports  are  available  on  a  yeai 
around  basis  in  the  Island  State. 

"So  many  of  the  activities  h 
like  are  free  here,"  says  Jane 
"In  New  Jersey  when  you  go  1 
the  beach,  you  pay.  Here  yo 
never  do.  There,  when  you  g 
camping,  you're  charged  to  get  it 
to  a  designated  area.  Here  yo 
camp  anywhere.  Free!" 

She  adds,  "This  is  the  greate 
place  on  earth  to  raise  childrei 
Ours  haven't  had  a  cold  since  w 
arrived.  But  we  found  the  othc 
children  here  were  ahead  in  schoo 
After  some  hard  work,  our  kids  ai 
catching  up." 

In  spite  of  his  obvious  satisfactic 
with  his  new  home,  John  Powe 
does  not  recommend  coming  i 
Hawaii  "cold"  as  he  did — with  r 
friends  and  no  job  in  sight. 

"We  spent  $1,009  on  plane  fai 
and  another  $800  shipping  linen 
silverware,  small  appliances,  ligl 
clothing,  and  a  few  pieces  of  furn 
ture.  I  had  enough  money  left

"Cars  were  more  expensive  than 
I  expected.  I  paid  $1,000  for  a 
1955  station  wagon.  It  took  us  five 
days  to  find  a  house — two  bed- 
rooms, $175  a  month  rent.  We 
picked  Kailua  because  it's  sunny, 
less  crowded  than  Honolulu,  and 
rents  aren't  so  high. 

"I  wanted  to  get  back  into  in- 
surance, but  jobs  are  scarce.  Em- 
ployers are  slow  to  hire  somebody 
fresh    from    the    Mainland.    They 


have  to  be  convinced  you're  going 
to  stay  in  Hawaii.  I  pounded  the 
pavements  for  a  month  and  then, 
to  keep  some  money  coming  in,  I 
took  a  job  as  bartender  in  a 
restaurant  in  Waikiki. 

'Three  months  later,  a  job 
opened  up  as  salesman  in  the  in- 
surance division  of  American  Fac- 
tors, one  of  Honolulu's  so-called 
'Big  Five'  firms.  Meanwhile,  we 
found  another  house  in  our  neigh- 
borhood. This  one  has  three  bed- 


The  John  Powers  family  overcame  two  initial  prob- 
lems— no  friends  in  Hawaii,  and  no  ready  job. 
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rooms  and  rents  for  only  $125  a 
month. 

"Now  the  worst  is  over.  I  can 
see  a  lot  of  future  here.  The  chal- 
lenge of  the  new  state  is  exciting. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  growing 
with  Hawaii." 

Janet  has  a  few  misgivings  about 
her  adopted  home.  The  bugs  and 
lizards,  for  example.  And  the  lack 
of  road  signs.  "You  can't  find  any- 
thing," she  complains.  On  the 
other  hand,  she  finds  the  absence 
of  billboards  on  highways  in  Ha- 
waii a  refreshing  change. 

John  was  surprised  by  the  for- 
mality of  dress  among  downtown 
Honolulu  businessmen.  "They 
dress  more  conservatively  here 
than  on  Wall  .Street.  All  I  ever 
wear  to  work  now  is  a  blue  suit, 
string  tie,  and  black  shoes." 

At  home  Janet  does  her  house- 
work in  bare  feet  and  shorts  or  a 
muumuu  (Hawaii"s  loose-fitting, 
colorful  dress).  The  kids  have 
hardly  worn  shoes  since  they  came 
to  the  Islands. 

The  Powers  figure  that  food 
prices  in  Kailua  are  25  to  30  per 
cent  higher  than  in  Short  Hills. 
"But,"  says  John,  "I'd  say  the 
saving  in  heat,  winter  clothing, 
and  doctor  bills  makes  up  for  the 
high  cost  of  food." 

John  seems  to  have  found  his 
greatest  satisfaction  in  the  people 
he  works  with.  "With  them  you 
can't  have  a  chip  on  your 
shoulder,"  he  says. 

"Everybody  here  is  friendly.  If 
you're  not,  you  just  don't  fit." 


Ahe  movement  of  families  from 
the  other  49  states  and  Canada  to 
Hawaii  has  been  steady  over  the 
years.  But  it  is  still  relatively  small 
— fewer  than  1,000  persons  a 
month.  California  gets  more  new 
citizens  than  that  every  day. 

The  barrier  which  stems  the 
flow  to  Hawaii  is  2,000  miles  of 
ocean.  You  can't  pile  the  family 
into  the  car  and  drive  to  Hawaii. 

In  addition,  costs  are  high  be- 
cause nearly  everything  for  sale  in 
the  stores  has  been  shipped  in.  A 
scarcity  of  land  and  a  recent 
speculative  boom  have  pushed  real 
estate  prices  up  and  up.  And  in  a 
state  with  600,000  population, 
there  are  only  a  limited  number  of 
new  jobs. 

In  spite  of  it  all,  people  keep  com- 
ing, and  Hawaii  keeps  growing. 

Industrialist  Henry  J.  Kaiser  is 
building  a  $350-million  subdivi- 
sion at  Koko  Head  near  Honolulu. 
Developer  Laurance  Rockefeller  is 
planning  a  huge  new  resort  on  a 
beach  in  the  Big  Island  of  Hawaii. 
Sheraton  Hotel  Corporation  is 
constructing  an  equally  big  resort 
on  a  beach  in  the  island  of  Maui. 

Yet  it  is  difficult  to  find  a  person 
who  has  come  to  Hawaii  simply 
to  take  advantage  of  the  boom. 
There  is  always  another  reason  for 
living  in  the  Islands  .  .  .  the  lure 
of  a  balmy  climate,  the  challenge 
of  pioneering  in  a  new  state,  the 
charm  of  Hawaii's  many  races,  or 
perhaps,  simply  the  beauty  of  the 
rainbows.  And  those  things  Hawaii 
certainly  does  have.

COLLEGE  for 

youngster  at  a 


Any  boy  or  girl  in  the  United  States  who  deserves  to  go  to 
-college  will  have  the  chance,  if  a  Massachusetts  optome- 
trist's dream  comes  true. 

His  remarkably  simple  idea  already  has  been  adopted  by 
some  50  communities  in  more  than  a  dozen  states.  These  cities 
and  towns  report  its  effectiveness  not  only  in  dollars  raised, 
but  in  renewed  faith  in  the  American  way  of  life  and  the  edu- 
cational system  that  helps  make  it  possible. 

"The  wonder  of  it  all  is  that  this  scholarship  plan  asks  each 
of  us  to  contribute  just  one  dollar  a  year,"  says  the  originator 
of  the  idea,  Dr.  Irving  A.  Fradkin  of  Fall  River.  His  project, 
known  as  the  Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation,  is  designed  to 
create  wider  educational  opportunities  in  the  United  States 
through  local  action — without  resorting  to  any  form  of  govern- 
ment aid. 

The  first  community  to  adopt  the  plan  was  Doctor  Fradkin's 
own  Fall  River — a  Massachusetts  city  of  just  under  100,000 
people,  famed  in  former  days  for  the  Old  Fall  River  Line, 
Lizzie  Borden,  and  for  its  more  than  100  textile  mills. 

Although  the  people  of  Fall  River  come  from  diverse  racial, 
religious,  and  economic  backgrounds,  they  immediately 
grasped  the  simplicity  and  workability  of  the  new  scholarship 
idea.  The  fund-raising  drive  was  a  smashing  success.  In  its 
initial  year,  1958,  the  Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation  of 
Greater  Fall  River  raised  $4,500  to  provide  24  scholarships  for 
youngsters  with  such  varied  names  as  Avramides,  Cipollini, 
Wadsworth,  Santos,  O'Neil,  and  Cwiklik. 

Today,  the  scholarship  foundation  idea  has  spread  far  be- 
yond Fall  River.  Other  communities  have  taken  up  the  pro- 
gram in  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  New  Hampshire,  New 
Jersey,  Kansas,  Michigan,  Louisiana,  Virginia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland,  and  Minnesota.  Plans  are  under  way  to  es- 
tablish new  chapters  in  Iowa,  Ohio,  California,  Florida, 
Georgia,  New  York,  Delaware,  and  Connecticut.  In  many 
cases,  local  civic  organizations  are  taking  advantage  of  this 
golden  opportunity  to  sponsor  a  cause  that  is  both  worthy  and 
highly  successful. 

Last  spring,  existing  chapters  awarded  400  scholarships  from 
a  total  collection  of  between  $100,000  and  $125,000.  (The 
scholarships  ranged  in  size  from  $250  to  $1,300.)  Doctor  Frad- 
kin believes  that  1962  will  see  well  over  1,500  scholarships 
awarded  from  about  $500,000;  he  predicts  that  within  ten 
years  the  funds  available  across  the  nation  will  total  many 
millions  of  dollars. 

Briefly,  here's  how  the  local  foundations  work. 

1  hey  must  be  nonsalaried,  nonprofit  organizations,  led  by 
responsible  citizens  who  have  an  abiding  interest  in  the  future 
of  their  community  and  nation.  These  men  and  women  begin 
at  the  local  level  by  meeting  with  their  friends  and  neighbors, 
explaining  the  Foundation's  goals. 

Once  the  campaign  is  launched,  each  person  in  the  com- 
munity is  asked  to  contribute  a  one-dollar  membership  for 
that  year.  Fraternal,  business,  civic,  and  educational  organiza- 
tions are  urged  to  take  $100  annual  memberships;  scholarships 
are  then  awarded  in  each  group's  name. 

Unlike  many  other  fund-raising  programs,  the  Citizens 
Scholarship  Foundation  has  no  high  promotion  costs  to  divert 
dollars  from  the  main  purpose — scholarships.  The  only  money 
that  leaves  the  community  is  a  $50  annual  Foundation  dues 
to  help  defray  national  publicity  and  mailing  costs. 

Scholarship  awards  are  made  by  a  panel  of  outstanding  local 
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every  deserving 
DOLLAR  a  year 


citizens,  who  select  students  on  the  basis  of  need,  scholastic 
achievement,  unusual  family  circumstances,  leadership  poten- 
tial, and  initiative.  Applications  arc  coded  to  eliminate  any 
possibility  of  favoritism. 

Youngsters  who  receive  the  scholarships  are  asked  to  repay 
them  wholly  or  partly,  if  they  can  do  so,  in  later  years.  While 
there  is  no  legal  obligation  to  repay,  the  scholarship  fund  in  a 
community  can  grow  most  vigorously  if  much  of  the  money  is 
returned  and  used  for  still  more  scholarships  for  other  students. 
(No  interest  is  asked,  however.) 

The  dream  of  the  Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation  is  to 
create  a  vast  revolving  fund,  supporting  a  growing  number 
of  scholarships  of  increasing  size.  Judging  by  the  experience 
of  newly  formed  chapters,  once  a  community  accepts  the  idea, 
it  never  slows  down. 

And  acceptance  is  coming  last. 

In  January,  1961,  the  national  Citizens  Scholarship  Founda- 
tion of  America  was  launched.  At  that  time,  humorist  and 
former  teacher  Sam  Levenson  became  honorary  president; 
Doctor  Fradkin  is  the  working  president.  Neither  man  receives 
any  compensation  from  the  Foundation. 

Enthusiastic  approval  of  the  Foundation's  aims  quickly  came 
from  President  Kennedy,  former  President  Eisenhower,  and 
from  many  national  educational  leaders.  High-school  teachers 
also  praised  the  idea  when  it  was  introduced  in  their  com- 
munities; the  far-reaching  scholarship  plan  has  helped  renew 
the  enthusiasm  of  their  students  toward  obtaining  a  higher 
education. 

What  experience  have  other  American  communities  had  with 
Citizens  Scholarship  Foundations? 

Well,  in  its  first  year  of  operation,  the  Warren,  Massachu- 
setts, Foundation  hoped  to  get  $500  in  contributions.  Instead, 
the  population  of  3,500  responded  with  $2,500.  About  100 
miles  away,  another  Warren  (Rhode  Island)  held  a  benefit 
concert — its  first  ever — and  collected  $4,600.  In  Claremont, 
New  Hampshire,  the  Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation  raised 
almost  $6,000  in  its  first  month  of  operation. 

The  young  people  themselves  have  responded  eagerly,  too. 
A  Fall  River  "youth  branch"  of  the  Foundation  held  dances 
and  cake  sales,  and  set  up  voluntary  "toll  booths"  on  the  city's 
main  highways.  Westerly,  Rhode  Island,  teen-agers  ran  a  bridge 
party  for  adults  and  (for  half  the  gross  sales)  operated  a  dress 
shop  for  a  day.  In  Barrington,  Rhode  Island,  250  youngsters 
rang  more  than  4,000  doorbells  to  collect  thousands  of  dollars. 

Citizens  Scholarship  Foundations  never  are  formed  to  com- 
pete with  existing  scholarship  programs;  they  supplement  the 
excellent  work  already  being  done  by  other  groups.  In  several 
cases,  the  Foundation  has  actually  become  a  community's 
scholarship  co-ordinating  center — eliminating  any  chance  of 
overlapping  among  the  various  awards.

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If  Baby's 
eyes  cross  . . . 

Is  it  normal  or  is  it 
an  indication  they 
need  correction? 

JL/uring  Baby's  early  months, 
there  may  be  limes  when  his  eyes 
momentarily  turn  in  or  out  too 
much.  An  inexperienced  mother 
may  worry  that  her  baby  is  going 
to  be  cross-eyed. 

Actually,  this  brief  "floating" 
inward  or  outward  of  the  eyes  in 
the  first  lew  months  is  just  that 
Baby  has  not  yet  developed  perfect 
control  of  his  eye  muscles.  In  a 
short  time,  he  will  be  able  to  hold 
his  eyes  steady  and  focused. 

But.  if  the  eyes  seem  to  turn  in 
or  out  a  good  bit  of  the  time  during 
the  first  three  months,  or  if  they 
stray  even  occasionally  after  the 
baby  is  three  months  old,  mention 
this  to  his  doctor. 

Alter  0  months  of  age,  a  tenden- 
cy lui  the  baby's  eyes  to  stray  away 
from  each  other  should  have  atten- 
tion. Even  if  the  condition  occurs 
only  when  the  youngster  is  tired, 
it  still  may  mean  that  one  eye  is 
farsighted.  The  strain  of  keeping 
it  in  locus  becomes  loo  much  when 
he  is  weary,  so  his  brain  gives  him 
a  rest  by  using  only  the  better  eye. 
The  oilier  eye  is  left  to  wander. 

Unc  baby  in  every  50  has  some 
such  trouble.  But  most  can  be  sel 
straight  with  simple  measures  if 
help  is  given  early. 

In  some  cases,  glasses  may  be 
prescribed.  Most  tiny  boys  and 
girls  who  need  glasses  can  be  lilted 
by  the  time  they're  a  year  old.  With 
comfortable,  unbreakable  lenses 
anchored  by  clastic  headbands, 
these  youngsters  discover  their 
world,  much  of  which  they  have 
been  missing. 

Such  care  may  help  straighten 
crossed  eyes.  And  it  will  ward  off 
the  one-eyed,  flat  vision  that  often 
follows  when  for  years,  the  out-of- 
line  eye  is  not  used. 

Eye  exercises,  which  arc  helpful 
in  about  1  5  to  20  per  cent  of  crossed 
eyes,  usually  are  started  when  the 
child  is  3  years  old. 

These  exercises  attempt  to  train 
the  eyes  to  work  as  a  team  and  to 
develop  equal  vision,  by  stimulat- 
ing the  vision  of  the  crossed  eye. 


A 


combination  of  proper  glasses, 
eye  exercises,  and  surgery  may  be 
necessary.  But  in  all  cases,  eyes  can 
be  made  straight.  When  surgery 
is  needed,  doctors  recommend 
usually  that  it  be  completed  before 
the  child  enters  school. 

Sometimes  when  a  baby  is  able 
to  hold  a  toy  in  his  hands  and  look 
at  it,  his  eyes  may  seem  to  cross. 
Usually,  this  is  normal.  Babies 
can't  hold  things  as  far  from  their 
eyes  as  older  children  and  adults 
can,  and  this  shorter  distance 
causes  their  eyes  to  converge  when 
they're  looking  at  what's  in  their 
hands.

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Treatment 
for  a  temper 
tantrum

Xou  may  smile  understanding^  at 
the  sight  and  sound  of  someone 
else's  youngsler  in  a  screaming, 
Stamping  rage.  But  there's  very 
little  funny  about  it  if  the  child 
happens  to  be  yours.  If  guests  are 
present,  or  you're  out  in  public, 
embarrassment  adds  to  the  tension. 

A  tantrum  is  triggered  by  the 
child's  discovery  that  he  can't  do, 
or  have,  something  he  wants.  The 
background  cause  may  be  illness, 
tiredness,  hunger,  too  many  un- 
necessary frustrations,  or  some- 
times a  parent  whose  own  temper 
explodes  frequently. 

The  best  treatment  is  to  ignore 
the  behavior — if  you  can.  If  you're 
where  this  is  impossible,  firmly  re- 
move him  from  the  scene.  Never  let 
him  get  his  way  by  such  an  out- 
burst. 

Sometimes  tantrum-causing  sit- 
uations can  be  prevented.  Here  are 
ways  to  head  them  off,  and  to  han- 
dle them  if  they  do  occur: 

When  you  have  guests 

Randy  has  been  such  a  good  boy. 
He  helped  you  get  ready  for  your 
dinner  party.  He  talked  about  how 
he  would  say  "hello"  to  the  guests 
and  pass  the  appetizers.  He  did 
these  things  nicely,  and  your  guests 
praised  him.  But  when  Dad  said  it 
was  time  for  Randy  to  go  to  bed, 
the  little  boy  roared  his  refusal.  He 
then  threw  himself  on  the  floor, 
kicking  and  yelling. 

How  to  prevent — Rehearse 
Randy  ahead  of  time.  Be  sure  he 
understands  that  when  Dad  an- 
nounces his  bedtime,  he  should 
shake  hands  with  each  guest,  say 
"goodnight,"  and  go  with  you  to 
get  ready  for  bed.  This  way,  his 
leaving  the  party  doesn't  come  as  a 
surprise  to  him,  and  the  chance  of 
rebellion  is  less. 

What  to  do  now — It's  too  late 
now  to  prepare  Randy,  and  you 
can't  give  in  and  let  him  stay  up. 
He'd  decide  making  scenes  is  the 
way  to  get  what  he  wants  all  the 
time.  And  spanking  him  will  only 
make  things  worse. 

Simply  pick  him  up,  tell  the 
guests  "goodnight"  for  him,  and 
take  him  to  his  room.  Observe  his 
usual  bedtime  routine;  don't  scold 
him  for  his  tantrum;  cuddle  him  a 
little  to  let  him  know  you're  still 
friends.  Recognize  that  he  was  dis- 
appointed and  has  not  yet  learned 
to  accept  disappointments. 

When  yoiCre  out  in  public 

This  is  when  a  temper  tantrum 
is  really  exasperating!  You  don't 
want  Timmy  to  have  the  candy 
he's  demanding.  You  can't  ignore 
him.  You  can't  isolate  him.  And 
you  want  to  finish  your  shopping 
before  going  home.  Timmy's 
shrieks  get  louder  and  louder. 

How  to  prevent — Plan  your 
shopping  for  times  when  your  boy

or  girl  will  not  be  tired  or  hungry; 
and  don't  do  a  great  deal  of 
shopping  when  he's  with  you.  List 
in  advance  the  items  you  want  and 
where  to  find  them. 

If  your  youngster  never  finds 
temper  outbursts  profitable,  they 
should  grow  less  and  less  frequent 
from  age  2  on. 

What  to  do  now  —Remove  Tim- 
my from  the  candy  display  even  if 
you  have  to  pick  him  up  around  the 
waist  and  carry  him  under  your 
arm  like  a  football.  If  he  continues 
to  cry  and  kick,  ignore  him  until  he 
stops.  The  other  people?  Don't 
worry  about  them.  They've  prob- 
ably been  through  it  themselves. 

When  iCs  a  family  affair 

At  dinner,  ten-year-old  Julie 
suddenly  brings  up  the  subject  of  a 
poodle  puppy.  Pointing  out  that 
Julie  already  has  two  Siamese  cats, 
a  tank  of  tropical  fish,  and  a  couple 
of  prolific  hamsters  in  the  basement 
only  adds  fuel  to  the  fire!  Rob 
makes  things  worse  by  commenting 
that  he  had  to  clean  her  old  fish 
tank  for  her  last  time  because  she 
was  too  busy.  Great  salty  tears  drip 
into  her  soup  and  she  brands  you 
in  a  loud  voice  as  the  crudest  fam- 
ily on  the  face  of  the  earth.  Dad, 
who's  tired  out  from  his  long  work- 
ing day,  threatens  to  cut  down  on 
the  existing  quantity  of  livestock, 
if  she  doesn't  stop  this  nonsense. 
She  runs  howling  from  the  table, 
slams  her  bedroom  door  and  con- 
tinues to  sob  into  her  pillow. 

How  to  prevent — Remember 
Julie's  not  ten  years  old,  she's  ten 
years  young!  She  hasn't  learned 
the  techniques  of  putting  across  a 
point,  laying  the  groundwork  for 
acquiring  such  an  important  pos- 
session as  a  puppy.  If  your  usually- 
agreeable  child  starts  "flaring  up" 
at  the  family,  there  may  be  too 
many  pressures  at  home  or  at  her 
school,  too  many  refusals  of  reason- 
able requests;  or  there  may  be  con- 
flicts of  authority  if  there  are  sev- 
eral grownups  in  the  home.  The 
youngster  may  feel  that  a  brother 
or  sister  is  favored  over  her. 

She  may  be  ill  or  fatigued.  Or 
more  important,  perhaps  she's  be- 
ing left  out  of  a  crowd  she  admires. 
Right  from  the  start,  try  not  to  let 
the  argument  get  out  of  hand.  Re- 
mind her  of  what  she  already  has. 
Or  bring  up  that  delightful  week- 
end you're  planning  in  the  not-too- 
distant  future.  There's  a  lot  to  be 
said  for  being  an  "artful  dodger" 
in  a  conversational  way. 

Suggest  to  the  other  members  of 
the  family  that  it  is  best  that  you, 
the  parents,  be  the  only  ones  to  de- 
cide matters  concerning  your 
children,  that  they  should  tell  you 
privately — not  in  front  of  the  other 
children — any  opinion  they  may 
have  on  the  question. 

What  to  do  now — Ask  the  fam- 
ily to  go  on  with  their  dinners.  And 
eat  yours,  if  you  can.  Don't  inter- 
rupt Julie's  solitary  grief.  A  good 
cry  will  make  her  more  amenable 
to  reason,  and  a  little  later  you'll 
probably  be  able  to  ferret  out 
what's  really  bothering  her.  Don't 
continue  to  discuss  the  sore  subject 
at  the  table,  and  don't  reverse  your 
decision  because  of  the  tears.  How- 
ever, don't  be  so  harsh  as  to  banish 
the  other  household  pets  because 
of  Julie's  outburst!

We'll  tell  you  how  to  get  around 

those  shop  pitfalls  that  turn 

good  lumber  into  so  much  kindling 

and  your  disposition  into  something 

that  scares  your  wife  and  kids. 

As  a  starter,  here  are  seven  good 

ideas  for  any  kind  of  workshop. 


Use  a  rat-tail  file  to  enlarge  holes  a  little  when  you 
don't  have  a  drill  bit  big  enough  for  the  job.  Chuck 
the  tang  of  the  file  in  a  brace  and  rotate  it  counter- 
clockwise with  a  light  pressure  until  the  hole  is  the 
size  von  want  it. 


Rub  a  candle  over  the  teeth  of  your  file  to 
keep  it  from  becoming  clogged  when  filing  alu- 
minum or  other  soft  material.  When  the  job 
is  finished,  melt  the  wax  to  clean  the  file. 


Remind  yourself  to  lubricate  your 
power  tools  by  tagging  them  with 
the  date  of  the  last  lubrication, 
or,  if  you  prefer,  when  the  next 
lube  job  is  due. 


To  make  this  handy  tool  oiler, 
roll  up  a  strip  of  carpeting 
and  put  it  in  a  small  tin  can. 
Make  sure  the  carpeting  is  wide 
enough  to  stick  up  above  the 
top  of  the  can  a  little.  Soak 
in  light  oil  and  cover  with  a 
larger  can  when  not  in  use. 


A  paper  cup  makes  a  handy  jig  for 
holding  two  or  more  wires  when  sol- 
dering them  together.  Cut  a  half- 
inch  slit  in  the  lip  of  the  cup  for  each 
wire.  This  way,  both  hands  are  left 
free  to  hold  the  solder  and  iron. 


Make  a  contour  sanding  block  from  a  pack  of 
playing  cards  for  sanding  moldings  and  other 
irregidar  surfaces.  Wrap  the  paper  around  the 
cards,  press  the  edge  against  the  molding. 


Back  up  your  sandpaper  with  masking  tape  to 
keep  it  from  creasing  or  tearing.  It  will  last 
three  times  as  long  this  way,  especially  if  you 
are  sanding  "freehand"  without  a  sanding 
block  on  contoured   surfaces.

HOW  TO  GET  THE  JOB  DONE 

Make  that  handsaw 
work  for  you 

n 


Have  trouble  sawing  a  straight  line  with  your  handsaw?  Clamp 
a  board  "fence"  to  the  wood  you're  cutting  to  acl  as  a  guide. 
Make  sure  you  use  a  straight  board,  free  from  warp.  Make  the 
cut  so  the  saw  teeth  barely  scratch  the  edge  of  the  fence. 


You  can  cut  a  fairly  accurate  bevel  using  a  handsaw  with  the 
help  of  a  2x4  fence.  Draw  the  angle  on  the  edge  of  the  board, 
then,  using  the  saw  blade  as  a  straight  edge,  position  the 
2x4  as  shown  and  clamp  in  place  to  guide  your  cut. 


Sometimes,  when  ripping  warped  lumber  or  a  floppy  piece  ol 
plywood,  the  saw  kerf  springs  shut  and  binds  the  saw  blade 
in  the  cut.  \\  hen  this  happens,  just  jam  a  nail  into  the  kerf 
to  keep  it  open  as  you  complete  the  cut. 
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Forget  your  square?  Then  use  your  saw-  to  mark  the  board  be- 
fore cutting.  Lav  the  back  of  the  saw  on  the  board  and  swing 
it  around  until  the  edge  of  the  board  and  the  reflection  of 
the  edge  in  the  saw  make  a  straight  line,  then  mark.

HOW  TO  GET  THE  JOB  DONE 

Use  jigs  for  accuracy 
and  speed 


To  drill  holes  that  are  exactly  perpendicular  or  at  any  other 
{liven  angle,  use  the  simple  jig  shown  here.  Cut  a  V  groove 
in  the  end  of  a  short  piece  of  wood  and  hold  the  drill  bit 
in  the  groove  to  start  the  hole  properly. 


You  can  improvise  a  very  serviceable  vise  using  two  clamps 
as  shown  here.  Make  sure  the  clamp  that  holds  the  work  hangs 
out  over  the  edge  of  the  bench  so  you  can  turn  it  easily.  Two 
parallel  wood  clamps  used  this  way  work  well,  too. 


Use  this  jig  on  your  table  saw  when  cutting  several  short 
pieces  of  the  same  length.  Clamp  a  scrap  of  wood  to  the  fence, 
then  adjust  the  fence  to  the  proper  distance  from  the  blade. 
Make  sure  the  work  clears  the  scrap  before  engaging  the  blade. 


Here's  a  way  to  saw  a  large  piece  of  plywood  at  an  angle. 
Clamp  a  board  on  the  underside  of  the  plywood  to  ride  against 
the  edge  of  the  saw  table.  Be  sure  to  keep  the  board  pressed 
firmly  against  the  edge  of  the  table  as  you  make  the  cut.

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HOW  TO  GET  THE  JOB  DONE 

Three  good  reasons 
to  carry  a  torch 


Those  stubborn,  rusted-on  nuts  come  off  more  easily  if  you 
heat  them  with  your  propane  torch.  Concentrate  the  flame  on 
the  nut,  not  the  end  of  the  bolt.  The  nut  heats  first  and  ex- 
pands slightly,  making  it  loose  enough  to  turn  off. 


To  get  extra  concentration  of  heat  on  the  joint  you  are  silver 
soldering,  make  a  small  asbestos  paper  oven  around  the  two 
pieces  of  metal.  Use  a  piece  of  asbestos  shingle  underneath. 
This  will  keep  the  heat  from  radiating  away. 


When  soldering  several  small  pieces  of  metal  to  a  larger  piece, 
heat  transmission  from  the  joint  being  worked  on  might  melt 
the  other  joints.  Clamp  the  work  in  a  vise  near  the  joint  to  be 
soldered;  the  vise  will  dissipate  the  excess  heat.

Five  jobs  for  a 
saber  saw 


Cutting  2x4s  with  a  portable  saber 
saw  is  fairly  slow,  but  it's  faster 
than  doing  it  with  a  handsaw — 
and  easier  on  you. 

Make  a  guide  fence  to  insure  a 
square  cut.  Nail  two  short  pieces 
of  wood  at  right  angles,  hold  this 
"T"  so  that  one  piece  of  wood  is 
against  the  edge  of  the  2x4.  The 
base  of  the  saw  rides  against  the 
other  piece  as  you  make  the  cut.

/    ^/ 

Pocket  culs  with  a  saber  saw  are 
very  easy.  Just  tip  the  saw  for- 
ward as  shown,  then  ease  it  down 
slowly  but  firmly  into  the  wood 
as  the  blade  cuts  through. 

Don't  let  up  on  the  pressure  or 
the  blade  might  break.  Also  avoid 
rocking  the  saw  sideways. 


Some  saber  saw  s  have  an  auxiliary 
rip  fence  thai  also  acts  as  a  circle 
cutting  jig,  as  shown.  If  yours 
doesn't,  you  can  fasten  a  piece  of 
hardboard  to  the  saw  base  and 
drill  holes  a  I  the  proper  radius 
distance  for  the  circle  you  want. 
Using  a  hollow -ground  blade, 
you  get  disks  (hat  need  little  or  no 
sanding. 


A  metal  cutting  blade  in  your 
saber  saw  lets  you  zip  through 
iron  or  copper  pipe,  sheet  metal 
too  thick  to  cut  with  tin  snips,  and 
many  other  metal  cutting  jobs. 

A  metal  cutting  blade  is  rather 
brittle,  so  be  careful  not  to  twist 
it  as  you  cut.  Rocking  the  saw- 
back  and  forth  sometimes  helps 
in  cutting  pipe. 
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^  our  saber  saw  will  cut  a  perfect- 
ly straight  line  in  plywood,  too,  if 
you  use  a  board  fence  to  guide  it.

Save  aluminum  foil  pie  plates  to 
use  when  you  have  those  little 
touch-up  paint  johs.  A  little  paint 
poured  into  one  of  these  plates  is 
easy  to  carry  around,  and  is  not 
as  likely  to  get  spilled. 

When  the  joh  is  finished,  bend 
a  spout  to  pour  the  remaining 
paint  back  into  the  can,  then  you 
can  just  toss  the  plate  away. 


Here's  the  best  way  to  reseal  a 
can  of  paint.  Wipe  all  the  paint 
you  can  out  of  the  cover  groove 
with  a  rag  or  paper  towel.  Put  the 
cover  in  place,  drop  a  rag  over 
it.  Then  put  the  can  on  the  floor 
and  step  on  the  lid  to  force  it  on. 
Turn  the  can  over  for  a  few 
minutes  so  the  paint  inside  will 
make  an  airtight  seal  at  the  lid. 


Touch-up  paint  jobs  go  undone 
because  of  all  the  mess  involved  in 
getting  ready  and  cleaning  up. 

A  good  way  to  get  all  the  touch- 
ups  done  while  you  have  the  paint 
out  is  to  keep  a  memo  on  the  can 
showing  everything  that's  painted 
with  that  particular  color. 

Check  each  item  when  painting, 
touching  up  as  necessary. 


White  shellac  will  discolor  and 
deteriorate  if  kept  in  the  metal 
can  it  comes  in.  Store  it  in  a  glass 
jar  instead. 

Leave  the  paper  insert  in  the 
jar  lid,  and  rub  a  little  petroleum 
jelly  on  the  threads  to  keep  it 
from  sticking  on  the  jar.  This  also 
helps  keep  out  air,  preventing  a 
skin  from  forming.

Whip  your  table  saw 
into  line 


Mark  the  cutting  line  of  the  saw  blade  on  your  saw  table  so 
vou  can  accurately  line  up  pieces  to  be  cut  without  making; 
trial  starts.  Lav  a  straight  edge  against  the  blade  and  mark 
along  it.  Repeat  on  the  other  side  of  the  blade. 


Check  to  make  sure  saw  blade  is  parallel  with  miter  gauge 
slot.  Use  a  combination  square  to  measure  at  the  front  and 
rear  of  the  blade.  If  the  blade  is  out  of  alignment,  loosen  the 
bolts  holding  the  table  lop  in  place  and  adjust. 


Check  your  miter  gauge,  too,  to  make  sure  it  is  at  right  angles 
to  the  blade  when  it  reads  90  degrees  on  the  protractor  scale.

Drill  the  tough  ones  easily 


( -nl  lancet  holes,  sink  and  tub  cor- 
ners in  ceramic  tile  with  a  carbide- 
tipped  tnasonr)  drill,  and  \on'll 
nc\  er  break  a  tile. 

To  guide  the  drill,  prick  the 
glaze  just  inside  the  cutout  con- 
tour with  a  center  punch.  Nibble 
between  holes  with  pliers. 


^  on  can  drill  hard  steel  easier  if 
the  bit  is  lubricated  and  cooled. 
\  egetable  shortening  docs  a  less 
messy  job  than  oil. 

Keep  a  small  can  and  a  paint- 
brush handy  lor  applying.  Keep 
drills  sharp  and  pull  out  of  the 
work  often  to  clear  chips. 


Making  large  holes  in  concrete  is 
easy  this  way;  drill  a  lead  hole 
with  the  largest  carbide-lipped 
drill  you  have. 

Now  use  a  star  drill  and  hammer 
to  cut  the  hole  to  the  desired  di- 
ameter. The  lead  hole  lets  the 
star  drill  cut  more  easily. 


Hardened  steel  will  frequently 
yield  to  a  drill  if  heated  with  a 
torch  in  the  area  to  be  drilled. 

Heat  until  the  spot  is  bluish  in 
color,  then  let  cool  gradually.  The 
metal  will  heat  quicker  if  you 
keep  it  well  away  from  the  jaws 
of  the  yise. 


I  t's  not  at  all  hard  to  drill  holes  in 
glass.  Just  chuck  a  piece  of  cop- 
per tubing  in  your  drill  and  grind 
the  holes  through. 

File  a  slight  bevel  on  the  lube, 
build  a  clay  dam  to  hold  water- 
thinned  valve  grinding  compound. 
File  or  scratch   a   place   to  start. 


Provide  extra  gripping  for  self- 
tapping  metal  screws  in  sheet 
metal.  Make  the  holes  with  a  cen- 
ter punch  to  give  more  surface  for 
the  threads  to  cut  into  as  they're 
screwed  in. 

Start  the  holes  with  a  small 
drill,  enlarge  with  a  punch.  Back 
up  metal  with  a  block  of  wood. 


A  small  finishing  nail  will  drill 
small  holes  in  hard,  brittle  male- 
rials,  such  as  glass  and  china,  us- 
ing the  abrasive  setup  shown 
above  for  drilling  glass. 

Chuck  the  nail  point  first  in 
your  drill.  Cut  the  nailhead  off 
and  file  it  flat.  Scratch  a  start  with 
a  sharp  awl  or  punch. 


Drill  holes  square  and  dead  center 
with  this  simple  jig  made  from  a 
wood  scrap.  Lay  out  the  "V" 
notch  and  the  center  line.  Then 
drill  a  hole  the  proper  size,  being 
careful  to  get  it  perpendicular. 

Cut  out  the  notch  and  use  it  as 
shown  to  drill  the  round  stock.

"With  my  busy  schedule,  I  find  early  in  the 
morning  is  the  best  time  to  work  with  my  roses. 
The  morning  air  has  a  freshness  that 
invigorates  me — and  what  better  way  to  start  off 
the  day  than  in  the  garden?  Among  my  favorite 
roses  is  the  lovely  yellow  grandiflora, 
Golden  Girl  (right),  which  I  have  given  a  choice 
spot  in  front  of  my  home.  I'm  a  great  believer 
in  mulches.  Not  only  do  they  conserve 
moisture,  but  they  cut  down  on  weeding  time — 
leaving  me  free  to  enjoy  the  beauty  of  my  roses. 

I've  had  great  success  with  the  All-America 
Selections,  such  as  the  1962  award  winners 
shown  here,  John  S.  Armstrong  (far  left)  and 
Golden  Slippers  (left) ,  and  King's  Ransom  and 
Christian  Dior  (both  shown  on  the  cover) . 
Rose  John  S.  Armstrong  is  a  wonderful  deep  red 
grandiflora.  This  outstanding  variety  has 
clusters  of  4-inch  blooms  on  long  stems, 
making  them  perfect  for  cutting.  Golden  Slippers 
is  a  floribunda  with  unusual  coloration 
of  the  flowers — a  brilliant  orange-vermilion 
upper  petal  surface  blending  into  a  gold  on 
the  reverse  side.  The  petals  fold  back 
delicately  to  reveal  a  rich  yellow  center. 

This  distinctive  and  fragrant  variety  is  best 
used  in  low  accenting  borders  or  in  colorful 
mass  plantings.  King's  Ransom  is  a  handsome, 
true  chrome-yellow  hybrid  tea  with  exceptional 
nonfading  qualities,  long  stems,  and  abundant 
double,  high-centered  blooms,  5-6  inches 
across  in  full  flower.  Christian  Dior  was 
developed  in  France,  and  has  bright,  crimson-red 
flowers,  overlaid  with  a  luminous  scarlet. 
Each  bloom  holds  its  color  throughout  its  life."

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"Fragrance,  color,  and  long-lasting  qualities — those 
are  the  things  I  look  for  in  a  rose.  For  this  year, 
I  chose  Golden  Garnette  (below) .  Here's  a  floribunda 
I  think  is  tops.  It  is  rich  in  fragrance,  a  deep  golden 
yellow,  and  boasts  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  whole 
family  of  Garnette  roses — plenty  of  long-lasting 
blooms.  Another  desirable  trait  of  this  rose  is  the 
size  of  the  bush.  It  grows  no  higher  than  114  to  2  feet, 
making  it  an  excellent  border  plant  in  my  garden. 
Golden  Garnette  is  really  going  to  be  popular 
wherever  there  is  a  need  for  fragrant  cut  roses. 

Rose  growing  is  really  a  challenge  to  me.  I  always 
provide  my  plants  with  that  little  extra  attention  that 
produces  magnificent  traffic-stopping  blooms.  Most 
important  in  the  care  of  my  roses  is  my  anti-bug-and- 
disease  campaign.  For  many  years,  Fve  been  practicing 
preventive  spraying  and  regular  feeding — the  result 
is  long-stemmed,  unblemished  blooms  all  season 
long.  And  when  it  comes  to  cutting  these  beauties 
in  my  garden,  I  always  have  plenty  of  help  from  my 
wife,  Thelma,  who  shares  my  love  of  growing  roses. 

Another  of  my  favorites  is  the  1961  All-America  award 
winner,  Duet  (left) .  I  like  the  way  the  flowers  hold  their 
color  and  form  no  matter  what  the  weather.  It  is 
a  hybrid  tea  with  two  warm  shades  of  pink  in  each  bloom. 
The  inner  face  of  the  petals  is  salmon-pink,  and  the 
outer  side  is  a  rich  shade  of  near  crimson.  A  really 
delightful  combination  of  color  to  spark  up  my  garden.

"//  there  was  ever  a  gardener  who  liked 
to  rearrange  a  rose  bed,  I  sure 
am  the  one.  I'm  always  eager  to  plant 
the  newest  varieties  introduced. 
This  gives  me  an  ever-changing  garden 
and  a  chance  to  display  better  my 
many  older  varieties.  I  like  all 
roses — but  especially  the  red  kinds, 
such  as  the  beautiful  San  Francisco 
(upper  right) .  Of  top  importance  in 
my  rating  is  the  careful  selection 
and  planting  of  roses.  Always 
purchase  grade  number  1  plants 
from  a  dependable  nurseryman — then 
you  can  hardly  go  wrong.  Important, 
too,  is  to  have  a  level  bed,  six 
or  more  hours  of  sun,  good  water 
drainage,  fertile  soil,  and  if 
possible,  some  wind  protection. 

Good  planting  technique  is  vital — /  dig 
the  holes  two  feet  wide  and  deep. 
For  each  rose,  I  mix  with  my  best 
garden  soil  three  1 -pound  coffee  tins 
of  peat  moss  and  a  handful  of 
superphosphate.  When  setting  the  plants, 
I  make  a  cone  of  this  mix  in  the  base 
of  the  hole,  then  spread  the  roots 
of  the  rose  over  the  cone,  add  more 
soil  mix,  and  water  thoroughly  to 
complete  the  job.  This  brings  me  the 
most  success  in  getting  roses  started. 

For  an  exciting  color  in  your  garden, 
you  won't  want  to  overlook  the  new 
introduction,  South  Seas  (lower  right) . 
Its  fragrance,  form,  and  color  are 
reminiscent  of  the  beauty  of  the  South 
Seas.  A  hybrid  tea,  it  boasts  large, 
fully  double,  shell-pink  blooms  on 
an  exceptionally  vigorous,  bushy, 
upright  plant."

"In  my  garden,  there  is  always  room  for 
another  rose,  especially  if  it's  as 
beautiful  as  this  new  introduction, 
Nobility  (right) .  I  selected  this  one  for 
its  shimmering  shell-pink  blooms.  Not 
only  is  the  color  outstanding  but  the 
blooms  are  a  magnificent  5-5/4  inches  in 
diameter.  Another  feature  I  like  is  its 
medium-tall,  sturdy,  upright  growth.  And 
the  foliage  is  clean  as  a  whistle. 

I'm  lucky,  too,  to  have  a  wonderful 
husband.  He's  always  ready  and  willing  to 
help  set  out  another  plant.  When  I  plant 
my  new  roses  in  the  garden,  I  make  sure 
the  graft  is  at  soil  level,  or  slightly 
above.  With  potted  roses,  this  is  no 
problem;  I  set  them  at  the  same  level 
they  are  growing  in  the  containers.  To  give 
them  an  added  boost,  I  water  the  plants  in 
with  a  weak  fertilizer  solution.  In  the 
South,  as  in  other  regions,  mulching  is 
essential  to  reduce  disease  problems, 
conserve  moisture,  and  keep  soil  cool. 

Other  special  favorites  of  mine  are  old 
roses,  such  as  the  fragrant,  ever-blooming 
climbing  tea  rose,  Sombreuil  (above) ,  pictured 
at  Hodges  Gardens,  Many,  Louisiana. 
Sombreuil,  dating  back  to  1851,  produces 
double,  flattened,  creamy  white  blooms 
in  spring.  These  old-timers  should  be 
planted  more  in  the  South  as  they  are  easy 
to  grow  and  are  adapted  to  the  climate."

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"Over  the  years,  I've  come  to  enjoy  roses  more  and  more. 
And  one  of  my  favorites  is  the  new  hybrid  tea,  Avon 
(below) .  This  outstanding  variety  has  unfading,  bright 
red  blooms,  backdropped  by  dark  green  foliage.  And 
it  really  has  fragrance,  holding  it  from  the  time  the 
blooms  open  until  they  fade  away.  What  more  could 
I  ask  for  to  bring  out  the  best  in  my  garden? 

Growing  roses  in  the  North  is  a  real  challenge. 
You'll  lose  a  few  to  the  winter,  despite  your  efforts. 
Hardy  climbers  need  the  least  protection.  In  milder 
areas,  simply  tie  the  canes  securely  to  a  trellis 
to  prevent  chafing,  but  in  colder  regions,  tie  in  a 
bundle,  lay  gently  on  the  ground,  then  cover  with  soil. 
After  ground  freezes,  mulch  them  heavily.  Hybrid 
teas,  polyanthas,  and  floribundas  also  demand 
protection — cover  with  soil,  about  10  inches  high. 
And  after  the  soil  is  frozen,  mulch  heavily  with 
marsh  hay,  dry  leaves,  or  clean  straw. 

If  you  haven't  tried  miniature  roses,  you'll  want  to. 
At  right  is  Dian,  a  pink-red  in  tree  form.  These  and 
regular  miniatures  and  climbers  grow  indoors  or  out."

This  is  the  story  of  a  real  family.  But,  for  reasons  that 
will  be  obvious  as  you  read  it,  they  are  given  a  different 
name  here.  Though  their  children's  abilities  range  from 
highly  gifted  to  mentally  retarded,  the  McRaes  (as  we 
will  call  them),  with  a  realistic  philosophy  and  the  will 
to  make  it  work,  are  bringing  up  four  happy,  well- 
adjusted,  but  very  different  young  persons. 

While  this  goes  beyond  the  ordinary  family  situation, 
we  believe  their  story  will  have  a  vital  message  for  every 
parent  who  reads  it.  The  Editors 


When  your  own  children  include  both  gifted  and 
retarded,  you  learn  that  honesty  is  the  best  psychology. 

Forrest  and  Helen  McRae  have  such  a  family. 
Through  personal  experience  with  both  extremes,  as 
well  as  two  average  children  in  between,  they  have 
come  to  accept  ability  differences  as  a  fact  of  life.  There's 
no  self-consciousness  as  the  words  "gifted"  and  "re- 
tarded" come  into  their  conversation.  No  cautious 
glances  to  see  if  a  child  is  listening.  They — and  their 
youngsters — face  these  differences  frankly. 

"You  see,  Tim,"  Helen  McRae  will  explain  to  her 
unambitious  11-year-old,  "some  people  have  ability 
and  some  don't.  Those  who  do,  have  a  responsibility  to 
other  people.  If  you  were  retarded  like  Pam,  for  instance, 
not  as  much  would  be  expected  of  you." 

While  the  McRaes  are  wise  enough  not  to  label  their 
children  with  specific  IQ  scores,  each  youngster  realizes 
just  about  what  his  capacities  are.  With  skillful  guid- 
ance from  his  parents,  he  is  learning  to  accept  them. 

Such  guidance  becomes  quite  an  assignment  when 
you  consider  that  the  four  young  McRaes  not  only  span 
the  intelligence  curve  from  one  extreme  to  the  other,  but 
differ  almost  as  sharply  in  personality  and  motivation. 

Susan  was  the  McRaes'  first  child,  and  in  many  ways 
she's  been  first  ever  since.  Capable  and  confident,  she 
was  valedictorian  of  her  high-school  class.  She  has  the 
natural  drive  to  use  her  ability  fully  even  though  less 
effort  might  still  net  A's.  From  her  parents,  Susan  needs 
appreciation  and  an  enriched  environment  in  which  her 
gifts  can  flower. 

At  the  opposite  end  of  the  family,  in  both  age  and  in- 
telligence, is  tiny  Pam.  Though  nearly  10,  she  looks  and 
acts  more  like  an  appealing  six-year-old.  Pam  is  superior 
to  many  retarded  children.  She  is  eagerly  pushing  the 
ceiling  of  her  natural  ability,  doing  second  and  third 
grade  work  although  her  mental  age  is  less  than  seven. 
From  her  parents,  Pam  needs  love,  patience,  and  train- 
ing to  be  self-sufficient. 

Between  Susan  and  Pam  in  age — and  mentality — 
come  Julie  and  Tim.  Both  fall  somewhere  in  the  middle 
range  of  ability,  but  they  have  few  other  traits  in 
common. 

Julie  at  14  is  petite  and  pretty.  She  studies  hard  but 
rarely  earns  more  than  C's.  Born  in  the  shadow  of 
Susan's  forceful  personality,  she  is  shy  and  quiet.  From 
her  parents,  Julie  needs  encouragement  and  a  sense  of 
her  own  worth. 

Tim  is  a  bright  sixth-grader  with  the  mentality  to  put 
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him  near  the  top  of  his  class.  But  like  so  many  boys  of  1 1 , 
he  feels  that  "good  grades  are  girl  stuff."  He  has  Susan's 
confidence  and  leadership,  but  lacks  her  motivation.  At 
the  moment,  he's  more  concerned  with  Little  League 
and  a  large  circle  of  friends  (of  which  he  is  the  center). 
From  his  parents,  Tim  needs  incentive  to  use  his  ability 
fully. 

With  such  varying  abilities  in  the  family,  the  McRaes 
don't  place  too  much  importance  on  report-card  grades. 
i  No  dollars  for  A's  in  this  house. 

"We  don't  expect  that  everyone  will  get  straight  A's," 
Forrest  explains.  "We  do  expect  that  they  all  make  the 
most  of  their  ability  and  put  forth  some  effort.  A  B  for 
Julie  may  be  better  than  an  A  for  Susan.  This  is  some- 
thing we  have  always  made  quite  plain  to  them." 

Helen's  experience  as  a 
first-grade  teacher  has 
been  priceless  in  helping 
Pain  learn.  Each  morning, 
they  spend  a  quiet  hour 
together  with  Helen  rein- 
forcing the  work  being 
done  at  school,  giving  her 
child  the  individual  help 
which  crowded  classrooms 
can't  provide.  These  are 
relaxed  and  happy  times. 
Helen  is  very  generous  with 
praise  and  good-humored 
with  corrections.  Pam  gig- 
gles often  at  her  own 
foolish  mistakes.  Helen  is 
a  calm,  patient  teacher, 
willing  to  wait  for  each 
step  of  learning  until  Pam 
is  ready  to  take  it.  There's 
no  sign  of  the  anxious 
parent,  frantically  push- 
ing the  child  toward  a 
normality  she  can  never 
reach. 

Pam  must  learn  more 
than  the  three  R's.  Most 
children  learn  automati- 
cally the  myriad  bits  of 
information    that    crowd 

our  daily  lives.  Not  so  a  retarded  child  like  Pam.  Every 
waking  moment  is  a  learning  experience  as  her  parents, 
and  the  older  children,  too,  patiently  teach  her  about 
the  world  she  lives  in. 

While  Pam  is  being  helped  to  realize  her  full  poten- 
tial, she  is  not  being  pushed.  Her  family  realizes  her 
handicap  and  loves  her  as  she  is.  Thus  she  is  spared  the 
emotional  turmoil  which  often  complicates  the  prob- 
lems of  a  retarded  child. 

It  would  seem  that,  in  a  family  where  abilities  vary  so 
greatly,  jealousies  would  be  inevitable.  Yet  no  such  feel- 
ings are  apparent  among  the  McRae  children,  and  their 
mother  doubts  if  they  exist. 

"The  other  children  seem  proud  of  Susan's  triumphs. 
When  she  wins  a  prize,  Tim  will  say,  'Gee,  that's  swell,

Susan!'  He's  generous  with  praise — as  long  as  we  don't 
expect  the  same  from  him.  If  we  criticize  Susan,  both 
Tim  and  Julie  will  defend  her.  On  the  other  hand, 
Susan  is  quick  to  praise  the  others.  She  is  careful  to  get 
to  Julie's  recitals  and  Tim's  ball  games." 

The  other  children  accept  Pam's  handicap  as  re- 
alistically as  their  parents  do.  When  asked,  they  ex- 
plain to  friends  that  she's  in  a  special  class  because  she 
needs  extra  help  with  learning.  The  girls'  teen-age 
schoolmates  shower  her  with  attention.  Tim's  buddies 
accept  her  with  matter-of-fact  friendliness. 

In  another  family,  a  retarded  child  might  be  regarded 
as  a  problem  or  even  cause  for  embarrassment.  To  the 
McRaes,  Pam  is  a  joy  and  an  asset.  As  Susan  puts  it, 
"All  of  us  help  Pam — and  she  helps  us.  She  likes  every- 
body and  has  so  much  fun 
in  everything  we  do." 

The  youngsters'  atti- 
tudes are  healthy  not  only 
toward  one  another  but 
also  toward  themselves. 

"We  discuss  retarded 
children  frequently,"  Hel- 
en says.  "While  I'm  not 
sure  whether  Pam  applies 
this  word  to  herself,  I 
think  she  knows  that  she's 
different  from  other  chil- 
dren. But  she's  happy  and 
contented  with  no  resent- 
ment toward  those  who 
are  more  average. 

"And  I  think  that  hav- 
ing Pam  has  kept  Susan 
from  being  smug.  She  is 
gifted  and  Pam  is  retarded, 
but  it  might  as  easily  have 
been  the  other  way. 

"Susan  is  actually  a  bit 

self-conscious    about    her 

grades.  She  comforts  Julie 

by  telling  her  that  brains 

sometimes  are  a  handicap, 

that  she'd  have  more  fun 

if  she  were  like  Julie." 

It's  easier  to  keep  Susan 

from  feeling  superior  than  to  keep  Julie  from  feeling 

inferior.  Friends  and  teachers  must  be  encouraged  to 

let  Julie  be  Julie,  not  just  Susan's  sister. 

Forrest  and  Helen  agree  that  an  average  child  can 
get  lost  in  a  family,  especially  if  he  has  exceptional 
brothers  or  sisters.  Susan  gets  attention  for  her  accom- 
plishments. Pam  gets  it  because  she  needs  it,  and,  as  his 
father  puts  it,  "Tim  just  takes  it."  Julie  is  left  in  the 
middle. 

"I  remember  the  time  Julie  broke  her  arm,"  Forrest 
recalls.  "When  we  took  her  to  the  doctor  she  was  actual- 
ly proud  of  that  injury.  It  had  attracted  some  attention 
that  she  hadn't  had  before.  It  was  about  that  time  that 
we  realized  maybe  we'd  been  neglecting  her.  I  think 
we've  done  better  since."  [  Turn  to  page  132

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I  Tailoring  substantial  desires  to  a  not-so- 
substantial  budget  was  as  big  a  problem 
for  John  and  Maryanne  Koch,  Cincinnati, 
as  it  is  for  any  couple.  But  their  careful 
analysis  of  the  problem  and  a  willingness 
to  work  on  the  solution  led  to  this 

I  extraordinary  house.  The  Kochs  selected 
a  hillside  lot  (cheaper  than  level  lots 
in  the  neighborhood)  that  would  let  them 
build  a  two-story  home  with  one  level  to 
live  in  now — another  to  develop  later. 
They  planned  a  small-perimeter, 
rectangular  house  because  they  knew  that 
extra  corners  add  to  construction  costs. 
John  and  Maryanne  kept  costs  at  rock 
bottom  by  doing  much  of  the  work  them- 
selves. This  included  everything  from 
building  closet  shelves,  carport  storage, 
and  a  wooden  deck,  to  painting,  hauling 
topsoil,  landscaping  and  laying  vinyl  tile. 


Simplicity  can  be  attractive  as  well  as  economical.  Although  there  is 
no  ornate  trim  here,  a  band  of  yellow  between  stories  and  white  win- 
dow and  door  trim  make  the  brick  and  stained  wood  exterior  as  cheer- 
ful and  bright  as  the  inside. 
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The  brilliant  orange  of  the  entry  door,  contrasting  sharply  with  the 
more  subdued  hues  of  brick  and  wood,  announces  a  welcome  to  visi- 
tors. Louvered  blinds  screen  the  flanking  panel  of  glass. 
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What  better  way  to  ease  the  strain  on  your  decor 
ating  budget  than  using  a  dramatic  view  as  ai 
ever-changing  mural  across  one  wall?  Putting  tru 
fireplace  on  the  same  wall  makes  it  easy  to  group 
furniture  to  focus  on  both  view  and  fireplace. 

Brightly  colored  furniture,  though  not  abundant 
does  a  very  complete  job  of  enriching  this  sparklinf 
room.  Glass  at  right  opens  to  the  balcony.

Here,  a  celebrated  outdoor 
writer  reveals  ten  of  the 
sporting  vacation  spots  his 


wife  and  sons  chose  as  their 
favorites.  You  can  take  the 
same  trips  with  your  family. 

FISHING... 


J_he  quail  covey  swooshed  from  thorny  scrub  in 
a  blizzard  of  wings.  My  son  Mike,  eyes  popping, 
swung  his  gun,  too  excited  to  hear  my  admonition 
to  shoot  deliberately.  Even  so,  at  the  report,  a 
quail  tumbled.  Whooping  with  joy,  Mike  turned 
to  me,  and  I  could  see  his  eyes  were  shining  with 
the  ancient  drama  of  the  hunt. 

My  two  boys  are  learning  about  the  outdoors, 
and  about  fishing  and  hunting,  with  me.  It's  a 
wonderful  father-son  relationship — clean,  health- 
ful, full  of  adventure  for  both.  It  creates  a  bond 
that,  properly  nurtured,  will  never  break.  Often 
my  whole  family  goes  on  fish-hunt  vacations 
where  each  of  us  can  find  stimulating  activities, 
separately  or  together. 

Naturally,  after  these  many  outings  together, 
we  have  certain  favorites.  You  can  take  any  of 
these  trips  yourself,  and  share  my  family's  thrill 
at  the  leap  of  a  silvery  fish,  the  startling  flush 
of  an  upland  game  bird,  a  wedge  of  honking  geese 
in  a  leaden  sky,  or  the  crackling  burst  of  a  deer 
from  its  covert.  One  of  these  expeditions  can  be 
Dad's  long-dreamed-of  sportsman's  vacation, 
alone  or  with  cronies.  They're  also  perfect  father- 
son  trips.  Or  try  them  as  family  vacations,  where 
Mother  can  fish  or  hunt  if  she  wishes  (so  many 
women  do  nowadays) — or  enjoy  family  activities, 
excellent  eating  out,  and  sight-seeing  after  her 
menfolk  are  in  from  field  or  stream. 

Some  of  these  favorite  trips  are  for  fishing  only, 
some  just  for  hunting;  but  in  either  case,  there  is 
usually  some  juicy  offering  in  the  opposite  sport 
available  at  other  times  of  the  year.  Some  trips 
are  combinations,  where  activities  in  both  sports 
may  be  savored  on  the  same  jaunt. 

They're  not  particularly  expensive  trips,  nor 
physically  difficult.  All  are  in  accessible  areas, 
easily  "driveable"  on  good  roads,  with  in-town  or 
lodge  accommodations  (no  roughing  it  unless  you 
wish).  Because  my  family  and  I  have  been  fortu- 
nate enough  to  fish  and  hunt  over  much  of  the 
continental  United  States,  these  trips  are  scat- 
tered border  to  border,  coast  to  coast.  There's  one 
within  easy  traveling  range  of  you. 

Here  they  are,  and  here's  hoping  you  enjoy 
them  as  much  as  we  have ! 
Fall  in  Maine:  hunting  whitetail  deer, 
ruffed  grouse,  and  woodcock. 

My  family  still  gets  a  laugh  remembering  the 
exciting  autumn  trip  we  made  to  Maine.  We'd 
planned  carefully,  as  is  wise,  so  all  of  the  open 
game  seasons  would  coincide.  For  riflemen,  deer 
season  opens  there  about  the  last  third  of  October 
and  runs  into  November.  For  archers,  the  season 
generally  opens  with  grouse,  around  October  1st. 
Ruffed   grouse,    locally   called   "pa'tridge,"    are

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wonderfully  abundant  in  the  deer  woods;  and  if 
frosts  have  not  been  too  severe,  the  migratory 
woodcock  (their  season  opens  with  grouse)  flutter 
from  moist,  brushy  coverts  along  the  stream  bot- 
toms everywhere. 

But  about  our  laugh — I  always  had  the  wrong 
gun  at  the  right  time.  With  my  rifle  ready  for 
deer,  I  saw  birds.  When  I  shouldered  my  shotgun 
for  birds,  bucks  bounded  up.  I  suffered  exquisite 
frustration.  My  guide — he  is  well  worth  his  daily 
ten  or  fifteen  dollars,  at  least  for  a  couple  of  days 
to  save  much  wasted  wandering — finally  con- 
vinced me  I  should  hunt  until  I  got  my  deer,  then 
concentrate  on  birds.  This,  as  I  learned,  is  sound 
advice  indeed. 

Maine  has  some  of  the  largest  whitetail  deer 
in  the  world.  Annually,  several  over  300  pounds 
are  weighed  in.  Maine  deer  are  also  unusually 
abundant;  you  can  select  hunting  locations  from 
a  vast  area  and  find  excellent  accommodations  in 
practically  every  village.  Lodge  rates  run  as  low 
as  $7  per  day  for  room  and  meals,  to  a  high  of  SI 5 
or  $20.  There  are  countless  housekeeping  cabins. 

Rangeley,  Jackman,  Patten,  Aurora,  Eustis, 
Rockwood,  Beddington,  and  Princeton  are  good 
locations.  Or,  write  the  Maine  Department  of 
Economic  Development,  Hunting  Service,  Port- 
land, Maine.  They'll  suggest  areas,  give  seasons, 
license  costs  (around  $25  nonresident  for  big 
game,  $10  for  small),  and  help  you  plan  your  trip. 

Our  brightest  memories  are  of  luscious  game 
dinners:  broiled  woodcock,  grouse  browned  and 
simmered,  fresh  roast  venison.  And  oh  that  lobster 
along  the  coast — don't  miss  it! 

My  wife,  Ellen,  didn't  hunt  much;  she  lazed  in 
the  lodge,  enjoyed  wonderful  scenery.  Going  up, 
on  drives  while  there,  and  all  the  way  back,  we 
reveled  in  a  stunning  "color  tour"  of  wooded 
country:  the  reds  and  yellows  of  fall-painted 
leaves  mixed  with  the  evergreens.  Fall  in  Maine 
is  indeed  heady  stuff,  for  father  and  son,  man  and 
wife,  or  the  whole  family.  Don't  forget  to  watch 
for  big,  bright-hued  spawning  brook  trout  in  the 
streams  as  you  hunt.  They'll  remind  you  that 
you're  in  very  special  sportsman  country  for  a 
spring  or  summer  trip,  too ! 
Spring  in  southern  Florida:  fishing  for  tarpon 
or  snook  in  coastal  waters,  black  bass  inland. 

Precisely  when  Florida's  great  spring  exodus 
begins,  lodging  rates  fall  and  fishing  for  three 
great  game  fish  zooms.  No  sports  situation  was 
ever  less  publicized,  yet  more  suited  to  the  bar- 
gain-minded sportsman  and  his  family. 

For  several  years,  we  spent  April,  May,  and 
June  in  southern  Florida.  Fishing  the  so-called 
"grass  fiats,"  those  endless  [  Turn  to  page  128

But 
just  look  at  the  visual  delight 
designed  into  the  plan  and  roof 
line.  The  Kesslers'  home, 
located  on  a  typical-looking 
street,  received  a  strong 
reaction  from  their  neighbors — 
after  a  visit,  they  all  wished 
they  lived  there,  too.     ***«*««.*, 
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Every  room  sparkles 
with  excitement 


From  the  street,  the  entry  is  easily  visible  and  very  in- 
viting— but  the  tall  brick  wall  screens  the  entire  glass 
front  of  the  house.  The  wall  has  projecting  bricks  that 
add  a  changing-shadow  accent  of  interest. 

Driveway  is  out  of  the  picture  at  right.  It  (and  a  car- 
port, someday)  adjoin  the  outdoor  storage  unit  (see  plan).

The  center-of-the-house  kitchen  is  bright  with  light  and  colo 
Brightness  flows  in  all  day  long  from  skylights  (you  can  st 
the  corner  of  one)  and  the  rear  glass  wall.  Smart  alternatir 
colors  on  the  cabinet  doors  (they're  hinged  at  the  top,  so  the 
open  out  of  the  way)  add  a  gay  note  over  the  sink. 


This  secluded  garden  at  the  front  of  the  house  can  be  enjoye 
from  both  the  living  room  and  master  bedroom.  Easy-care  plan 
ings  need  only  the  pleasurable  type  of  upkeep. 

The  front  wall  (left)  lines  up  with  the  rest  of  the  houses 
the  street.  The  living  room  seems  almost  to  start  here — as  if  th 
room  were  divided  indoors-from-out  by  the  glass  wall. 


The  pattern  of  roof  gives  character  to 
every  room  inside,  as  well  as  distinc- 
tion to  the  exterior. 

The  ceiling,  shown  here  from  the 
rear,  is  4x6  cedar  decking  with  acous- 
tical striations — a  product  used  often 
in  institutional  buildings. 

Above  it,  1-inch  insulation  board 
and  tar  and  gravel  keep  the  weather 
out.  The  roof  is  supported  by  the 
13^x3-inch  steel  posts. 


The  floor  plan  works  as  well 

as  the  house  itself  looks 

From  the  control-center  kitchen, 
children  in  the  family  room  or  in 
the  back  yard  are  within  sight. 

And  serving  a  snack  in  the  family 
room,  a  formal  meal  in  the  dining 
area,  or  even  after-dinner  coffee 
in  the  living  room  can  be  done 
with  a  minimum  of  steps. 

The  working  parts  of  the  house 
(tinted  yellow)  are  all  grouped  to- 
gether, without  loss  of  convenience. 
A  half-bath  at  the  entry  serves 
efficiently  as  a  powder  room,  and 
the  family  bath  is  close  to  all 
three  of  the  bedrooms.  The  three 
bedrooms  group  conveniently  around 
their  own  private  hall. 
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This  gravy-rich  beef  stew  calls  for  soup  bowls — and  spoons  as  well  as  forks 
so  as  not  to  waste  even  a  drop!  Serve  with  creamy  slaw  and  homemade  bread.

How  long  since  you  served  your  man  a 
tasty  brown  stew?  We're  talking  about 
the  kind  with  husky  chunks  of  beef 
cooked  to  tender  goodness — with  plenty 
of  onions  and  carrots  to  make  it  a  com- 
plete, satisfying  meal-in-one.  And  if  he's 
a  "meat-and-potatoes"  guy,  dice  up  a 
few  spuds  to  put  in,  too.  Here's  the  reci- 
pe (with  all  the  tricks) — bet  he'll  tell  you 
it's  like  HIS  mother's! 

It's  the  browning — long  and  lazy — 
that  gives  a  stew  the  rich  color  and  fla- 
vor men  like.  Heat  2  tablespoons  fat  in 
Dutch  oven.  Add  2  pounds  beef  chuck, 
cut  in  13^ -inch  cubes,  and  brown  on  all 
sides — keep  turning  the  cubes  (use 
tongs).  Don't  hurry — this  should  take 
about  20  minutes.  Next,  slice  up  a  nice 
big.  onion  and  add  along  with  a  clove  of 
garlic  (on  toothpick  so  you  can  retrieve 
it!),  4  cups  boiling  water,  1  tablespoon 
each  salt  and  lemon  juice,  1  teaspoon 
each  sugar  and  Worcestershire  sauce,  XA 
teaspoon  each  pepper  and  paprika,  a  bay 
leaf  or  two,  and  a  dash  of  allspice 
or  cloves. 

Gentle  cooking  is  what  makes  the 
meat  tender,  so  cover  and  simmer  (not 
boil) ,  2  hours.  (Stir  now  and  then  to  pre- 
vent sticking.)  When  meat  is  almost 
done,  add  the  vegetables — 6  carrots  cut 
in  quarters,  1  pound  small  white  onions 
(and  perhaps  a  few  diced  potatoes) .  For 
handsome  look,  cut  each  kind  of  veg- 
etable in  same-size  pieces — note  bias-cut 
carrots  in  the  second  picture.  Now  sim- 
mer the  stew  30  minutes  longer  or  till 
everything  in  the  kettle  is  tender.  Dis- 
card bay  leaf  and  garlic. 

Gravy  time.  Pour  Yi  cup  cold  water 
into  a  shaker,  then  add  M  cup  flour; 
shake  hard  to  blend.  Remove  from  heat, 
push  meat  and  vegetables  to  one  side  of 
pan;  stir  in  flour  mixture.* Cook  and  stir 
till  gravy  thickens  and  boils.  Cook  gen- 
tly a  few  minutes.  No  lumps! 
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These  are  cook-in  specials  to  tickle  the 
ribs  of  your  barbecue  chef  on  wintry  eve- 
nings. The  directions  are  for  baking  in  the 
oven,  but  we'll  wager  he'll  want  to  add 
the  sauce  recipes  to  his  own  repertoire  for 
cookouts  come  spring.  Our  serving  bas- 
kets offer  three  kinds  of  barbecued  ribs 
— we  also  give  a  recipe  for  old-country 
Ribs  and  Kraut.  Good  ribbing  here! 

Polynesian  Rib  Kabobs  are  the  appe- 
tizer type  men  rave  about  at  Oriental 
restaurants.  Slabs  of  spareribs  are  sawed 
in  narrow  widths,  strung  on  bamboo 
skewers  for  easy  pickup.  The  glaze  of 
brown  sugar,  catsup,  and  soy  sauce  boasts 
a  shot  of  gingerroot.  Great  for  a  stag 
snack.  Serve  with  Chinese  Mustard. 

Big -wheel  Spareribs  first  roast  with 
slices  of  lemon  and  onion  atop  for  a  happy 
union  of  flavors.  Then  the  ribs  are  brushed 


with  a  special  tomato  sauce  and  cooked 
to  a  tender,  crusty  finish.  Add  a  loaf  of 
Barbecue  Bread  and  toss  a  green  salad 
with  garlic  dressing,  and  there's  your  meal.

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The  mortgage  that  was  tailored  for  you  two  or  ten  years  ago  is  like 
a  suit  of  clothes  of  the  same  age.  It  may  still  fit  you  today — and 
then  again  it  may  not.  It  may  be  uncomfortably  tight  in  its  pay- 
ments or  too  short  in  its  amortization  period.  Or  the  mortgage  may 
need  alterations  because  your  house  does.  Here's  what  you  can  do.

t|  Payments  on  my  7-year-old  mortgage  now  run  $125  a 
month.  That  amount  eats  up  so  much  of  my  take-home 
pay  that  Tm  forced  to  let  the  regular  maintenance  slide. 
The  house  is  getting  run-down.  How  can  I  have  my 
payments  lowered? 

A  You  may  be  able  to  re-amortize  your  present  mort- 
gage to  run  for  a  longer  period  with  lower  payments. 

Such  arrangements  ordinarily  are  not  popular  with 
lending  agencies.  But  you  have  an  unusually  good 
case:  a  change  that  will  keep  your  home  properly  main- 
tained also  offers  protection  for  both  you  and  the  lender. 

If  your  present  mortgage  carries  a  lower  interest 
rate  than  those  being  written  today,  you  will  find  it 
more  difficult  to  re-amortize.  If  your  rate  is  much 
higher  than  the  current  one,  you  might  consider  ob- 
taining a  brand-new  mortgage — at  today's  rate. 

The  advantage  of  re-amortizing  (if  your  lender  will 
agree  to  it)  is  its  simplicity.  You  avoid  new  loan  fees 
and  new  title  insurance  costs.  Your  total  interest  cost 
will  be  greater,  of  course,  because  the  repayment  peri- 
od is  extended. 

<|  My  lending  agency  is  not  willing  to  extend  the  pay- 
ment time  on  my  mortgage.  I  am  sure  I'll  have  trouble 
meeting  the  payments  in  the  years  ahead.  Is  there  any- 
thing I  can  do? 

A  You  may  be  able  to  refinance.  This  means  getting 
an  entirely  new  mortgage,  either  from  the  same  lender 
or  another  one. 

<|  /  am  considering  getting  a  new  mortgage  in  place  of 
the  one  I  have  now.  In  what  circumstances  is  refinancing 
possible? 

A  The  two  major  factors  that  would  favor  refinanc- 
ing are  an  easing  of  the  money  market  and  the  fact 
that  you  have  a  fair-sized  equity. 

How  "tight"  (scarce)  money  may  be  is  something 
that  varies  from  month  to  month  and  from  one  locality 
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to  another.  In  most  areas  during  the  past  year,  money 
has  been  more  readily  available  at  somewhat  lower 
rates  than  previously. 

Practically  speaking,  "equity"  means  how  much 
more  your  house  is  worth  than  what  you  owe  on  it. 

Normally  you  build  up  your  equity  as  you  pay  off 
the  principal  on  your  mortgage.  Improvements  to  your 
home  add  to  your  equity;  just  how  much  they  add  de- 
pends not  so  much  on  what  they  cost  you  as  on  how 
much  they  increase  the  total  market  value.  Other 
things  that  help:  appreciation  in  land  values;  general 
improvement  in  your  neighborhood;  wider  public  ac- 
ceptance of  any  unusual  features  in  your  home,  such 
as  modern  design  or  radiant  heating. 

Q  /  am  paying  mortgage  interest  of  7  per  cent.  A 
neighbor  tells  me  he  has  a  6-per-cent  mortgage;  he  says 
this  is  a  common  rate  now  in  our  locality.  Will  it  pay  me 
to  refinance  if  I  can  get  this  rate? 

A  The  difference  of  1  percentage  point  is  large 
enough  to  offer  you  a  useful  saving.  It  is  a  question 
of  balancing  the  new  closing  costs  you  will  incur 
against  what  you  will  save  in  interest. 

Typically,  closing  costs  run  between  $150  and  $400. 
However,  by  watching  certain  details  you  may  be  able 
to  reduce  them  substantially. 

The  largest  cost  is  for  new  title  insurance.  Your 
policy  may  be  one  of  those  that  permit  "reissue" 
title  insurance  when  the  old  policy  has  run  less  than 
10  years.  This  can  save  you  as  much  as  half,  but  you 
may  not  get  the  reduction  unless  you  ask. 

Your  new  property  survey  may  cost  $25.  This  too 
can  sometimes  be  cut  about  in  half — if  you  have  the 
same  surveyor  and  he  gives  you  simply  a  recheck. 

Sometimes  there  is  also  a  loan  fee,  which  may  in- 
clude the  cost  of  appraisal.  There  will  also  be  legal 
fees  and  taxes.  [  Turn  to  page  108

41  How  can  I  tell  if  refinancing  will 
save  me  money? 

A  Find  out  all  the  new  closing 
costs.  Add  on  any  prepayment  pen- 
alty provided  in  your  present  mort- 
gage. Add  this  total  to  the  amount 
you  now  owe.  Then  find  out  what 
the  new  payments  would  be  for  a 
lower-interest  mortgage  scheduled 
to  run  to  the  same  date  as  your 
present  one.  Here  is  an  example. 

Your  7  per  cent  mortgage  for 
$10,000  requires  an  amortization 
(principal  and  interest)  payment 
of  $77.53  a  month.  It  is  a  20-year 
mortgage  now  5  years  old,  and 
your  balance  is  $8,620. 

You  find  you  can  refinance  at  6 
per  cent.  Total  closing  cost  to  you 
turns  out  to  be  $280.  To  include 
this,  your  new  mortgage  must  be 
for  $8,900.  A  standard  amortiza- 
tion table  shows  that  to  pay  it  off 
in  15  years,  the  monthly  cost  will 
be  $75.11. 

Thus  you  will  save  $2.42  each 
month  for  15  years. 

<|  /  can  refinance  my  mortgage  at  a 
lower  rate  of  interest.  The  difference  is 
enough  to  pay  the  new  closing  costs  and 
still  reduce  my  monthly  payments  slight- 
ly. Are  there  any  other  advantages  to 
refinancing?  Or  any  disadvantages? 

A  There  is  one  bonus  to  refi- 
nancing. Besides  lowering  the  in- 
terest, you  may  be  able  to  arrange 
more  favorable  terms  while  you're 
about  it.  For  instance,  you  might 
arrange  to  cut  your  monthly  pay- 
ments even  more,  by  extending  the 
life  of  the  loan — if  this  is  desirable 
because  of  changes  in  your  finan- 
cial situation.  Or  you  may  be  able 
to  get  an  open-end  provision, 
which  is  handy  if  you  need  money 
later  x>n  to  improve  your  home. 

The  major  disadvantage  of  refi- 
nancing is  that  the  new  closing 
costs  added  to  your  mortgage  will 
increase  its  face  amount.  You  will 
owe  more  after  refinancing  than 
before,  even  though  the  new  in- 
terest rate  will  permit  either  lower  or 
fewer  payments  to  retire  the  loan. 

If  you  should  happen  to  sell  the 
house  within  a  few  years,  you'll 
have  to  convince  the  buyer  that 
the  lower  rate  makes  it  worth  the 
added  price — which  it  is  only  if  he 
wants  your  mortgage. 

<l  Although  my  mortgage  bears  7  per 
cent  interest,  I  can't  save  enough  by 
refinancing  to  make  it  worth-while .  Is 
there  any  other  way  I  can  save  on 
interest? 

A  Within  the  limits  allowed  by 
the  terms  of  your  mortgage,  by  all 
means  prepay  it  as  fast  as  you  can 
afford  to.  Prepayment — making 
extra  payments  beyond  those  re- 
quired by  your  lender — is  equiv- 
alent to  investing  money  safely  at 
7  per  cent  (an  opportunity  not 
easy  to  come  by).  The  return  on 
your  investment  will  then  take  the 
form  of  an  increased  equity  in  your 
home  and  a  mortgage  retired 
sooner. 

41  How  should  I  go  about  making 
prepayments?  Will  they  protect  me  later 
on  if  I  am  unable  to  meet  one  or  more 
regular  payments? 
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A  Read  your  mortgage  and  con- 
sult the  lender  about  the  proper 
method  for  prepaying.  You  may  be 
able  to  pay  extra  monthly  install- 
ments— or  perhaps  only  the  principal. 
Sometimes  you  are  required  to  give 
written  notice  30  days  ahead  of 
time. 

If  your  prepayments  are  of  prin- 
cipal only,  the  lender  may  agree 
that  these  can  be  credited  to  any 
later  principal  payment  that  you 
are  unable  to  make.  This  can  help 
in  an  emergency,  so  try  to  make 
such  an  arrangement. 

Here's  something  that's  nice  to 
know,  even  though  it's  no  help  at 
the  moment.  Most  of  this  mortgage 
insurance  money  may  well  come 
back  to  you  in  the  end,  if  FHA's 
rate  of  loss  continues  as  low  as  it 
has  so  far.  Today,  for  instance,  if 
you  were  finishing  up  paying  a  20- 
year  FHA  mortgage  you'd  had  for 
at  least  15  years,  you  would  get  a 
dividend  of  nearly  everything  you'd 
put  into  the  mortgage-insurance 
premiums — several  hundred  dol- 
lars on  even  a  rather  modest 
mortgage. 

U  /  didn't  have  much  cash  to  put  up 
when  I  bought  my  house.  So  in  addition 
to  a  6  per  cent  first  mortgage  on  it,  1 1 
have  a  second  mortgage  bearing  interest  | 
at  9  per  cent.  I  can  carry  the  payments 
easily  enough.  But  I  was  astounded  to 
learn  how  much  I'll  be  throwing  away 
on  interest  over  the  years.  How  can  1 1 
reduce  this? 

A  High-interest  "seconds"  are  a  I 
common  problem  in  some  areas, 
particularly  the  West  Coast.  You'd  I 
be  smart  to  pay  off  the  second 
mortgage  as  fast  as  your  income 
reasonably  permits.  Consult  the 
lender  first  about  amounts,  dates, 
possible  penalties  for  excessively 
fast  pay-off,  and  whether  he  re- 
quires advance  notice.  If  you  have  I 
a  source,  such  as  a  credit  union, 
where  you  can  now  borrow  at 
moderate  interest,  you  may  even 
find  it  profitable  to  get  money  this 
way  to  clean  up  a  high-interest 
second  mortgage  quickly. 

41   /  am   carrying  first   and  second 
mortgages,    both   at   6  per  cent.   Just  ' 
lately,    I've    accumulated    some    extra  I 
cash;  should  I  invest  it  or  use  the  money 
to  pay  on  one  of  the  mortgages? 

A  A  second  mortgage  at  such 
moderate  interest  was  probably 
made  available  to  you  as  an  incen- 
tive to  buy  the  house.  Its  value  on 
the  open  market  would  be  much 
less  than  the  amount  you  owe.  You 
may  be  able  to  pay  off  the  mort- 
gage holder  for  much  less  than  the 
face  value,  thus  saving  on  principal 
as  well  as  interest.  You'd  find  it 
very  difficult  to  discover  any  safe 
investment  that  would  pay  you 
nearly  so  well. 

41  /  have  been  paying  on  first  and 
second  mortgages  for  several  years,  and 
improving  my  home  at  the  same  time. 
When  the  second  mortgage  runs  out 
next  year,  I  must,  make  a  final  payment 
of  $1,000  on  it.  What  arrangements 
can  I  make  to  meet  this? 

A  All  your  payments,  plus  the 
improvements,   should   have   built 
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s  costing  you  too  much? 


up  your  equity  quite  substantially. 
You  may  be  able  to  get  a  new  mort- 
gage loan  that  will:  (1)  replace  the 
present  first  mortgage ;  (2)  cover  the 
"balloon"  payment  of  $1,000;  and 
(3)  take  care  of  the  new  closing 
costs  that  come  with  refinancing. 

If  the  interest  rate  available  to 
you  now  is  lower  than  that  of  the 
existing  first  mortgage,  the  differ- 
ence may  pay  your  extra  costs  in 
the  long  run.  If  refinancing  means 
a  higher  interest  rate,  however, 
you  should  first  make  every  effort 
to  find  another  source  for  the 
money  you  need. 

If  you  are  able  to  make  whole 
monthly  payments  in  advance,  you 
can  try  to  get  a  similar  agreement. 
Then  each  of  these  can  take  the 
place  of  any  later  full  payment  that 
you  are  unable  to  make. 

4|  /  have  a  4}/}  per  cent  FHA  mort- 
gage. Should  I  make  extra  payments  on 
it  when  I  have  the  money  to  spare? 

A  Many  existing  mortgages  were 
written  years  ago  when  interest 
rates  were  much  lower  than  they 
are  now.  Prepaying  on  one  of  these 
is  a  good  use  of  your  money,  of 
course,  but  it  may  not  be  the  best 
use. 

Placing  your  extra  money  else- 
where— in  an  insured  savings  ac- 
count, for  instance — may  give  you 
about  the  same  return.  And  you 
will  still  have  the  money  available 
for  other  purposes  if  you  should 
happen  to  need  it. 

Consider  also  whether  you  are 
likely  to  want  to  sell  your  house 
during  the  life  of  the  mortgage.  An 
existing  loan  at  low  interest  can 
be  an  asset  in  making  a  sale.  The 
buyer  couldn't  come  close  to  dupli- 
cating it  today. 

Q  My  mortgage  payments  aren't  any 
particular  problem  to  me  now,  but  I  see 
a  crisis  ahead.  It  will  strike  during  the 
final  five  years  of  the  mortgage  when 
we'll  probably  have  two  children  in 
college  at  the  same  time.  Is  there  any- 
thing I  can  do? 

A  Regular  prepayments  on  your 
mortgage,  beginning  immediately, 
would  be  a  good  solution.  You  may 
find  it  feasible  to  retire  the  mort- 
gage completely  before  the  critical 
years  come,  preferably  working 
out  a  systematic  schedule  with  the 
lender  right  away. 

Prepayment  is  also  a  good  solu- 
tion for  people  whose  retirement, 
with  its  income  reduction,  is  not 
far  away.  Given  the  right  prepay- 
ment schedule,  the  mortgage  and 
the  homeowner  are  retired  simul- 
taneously ! 

U  /  want  to  put  about  $7,000  into 
a  major  bedroom  and  family-room  ad- 
dition to  my  home.  Is  it  better  to  get  the 
money  by  refinancing  my  present  mort- 
gage or  by  borrowing  elsewhere? 

A  If  you  can  obtain  a  lower  in- 
terest rate  than  your  present  mort- 
gage bears,  refinancing  would  be  a 
good  bet. 

A  new  FHA  plan  launched  late 
in  1961  may  be  your  best  answer. 
It  provides  for  loans  "to  improve 
and  preserve  basic  livability  and 
utility  of  valuable  existing  prop- 
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erty."  Terms  extend  up  to  20  years, 
and  the  maximum  interest  rate  is 
6  per  cent  plus  ^  per  cent  FHA 
insurance  premium.  The  amount 
may  be  as  high  as  $10,000,  so  long 
as  the  total  of  new  loan  plus  what 
you  now  owe  on  the  property  is  not 
more  than  $25,000. 

<l  Remodeling  my  kitchen  and  laun- 
dry will  cost  about  $1,000  more  than  I 
have  available.  I  have  been  paying  for 
5  years  on  a  $12,850  FHA  mort- 
gage. Where  can  I  get  the  money  at 
lowest  interest? 

A  One  source  is  an  FHA  home 
improvement  loan ;  the  interest  rate 
will  probably  be  about  9^  percent. 
However,  you  may  find  the  pay- 
ments difficult  to  handle  on  top  of 
your  present  mortgage,  since  the 
new  loan  must  be  paid  off  within 
5  years. 

If  the  lender  agrees,  you  will 
probably  prefer  the  open-end  pro- 
vision which  has  been  permitted  in 
FHA  mortgages  written  since  1954. 
This  simply  means  you  may  bor- 
row, for  improvements,  an  amount 
up  to  what  you  have  so  far  paid  on 
principal.  (You  can  borrow  more 
than  you've  paid  in  if  the  excess 
amount  is  used  to  add  more  living 
space.) 

The  new  loan  is  simply  added  to 
the  old  one  and  paid  off  slowly 
over  the  life  of  the  mortgage. 

U  /  am  falling  behind  on  my  mort- 
gage payments.  It's  a  good  house,  worth 
more  than  I  owe  on  it,  and  I  want  to 
keep  it.  What  can  I  do? 

A  Talk  to  your  lender.  He  should 
be  glad  to  help  you  work  out  a 
schedule  for  getting  the  payments 
up-to-date.  (He  doesn't  want  a 
foreclosure  on  your  home  any 
more  than  you  do.) 

Normally  by  the  time  a  payment 
is  10  days  overdue,  you'll  be  asked 
how  come.  On  mortgages  insured 
by  FHA  or  VA,  the  lender  is  ex- 
pected to  help  you  work  out  a  plan 
to  catch  up.  He  may  wait  almost  a 
year  under  FHA  rules  before  fore- 
closing, but  he's  likely  to  act  sooner 
if  the  house  is  not  being  kept  up 
well.  VA  allows  a  mortgage  holder 
3  months  before  giving  official 
notice  of  intention  to  foreclose  in 
30  days. 

You  can  see  why  foreclosures  of 
insured  mortgages  are  compar- 
atively rare. 

<l  A  careful  appraisal  has  led  me  to 
the  conclusion  that  my  house  is  now 
worth  less  than  the  amount  I  still  owe 
on  it.  What  would  happen  If  I  were 
simply  to  let  it  go  for  the  mortgage? 

A  If  your  house  turns  out  not 
to  be  worth  the  indebtedness,  you 
can  be  held  for  the  difference. 
This  has  happened. 

If  yours  is  a  VA  mortgage,  the 
agency  will  try  to  get  the  difference 
between  the  amount  owed  and 
fair  market  value.  Its  loss  may  be 
deducted  from  pensions  or  other 
benefits  due  you. 

FHA  will  try  to  get  its  full  loss. 

However,  if  your  default  is  a 
result  of  illness  or  bad  luck,  you 
will  usually  be  given  a  clearance 
in  return  for  title  to  the  house.

I  wonder  how  many  other  home  gardeners  are  as  confused 
as  I  am  about  the  proper  time  to  fertilize  grass.  They  used 
to  I  ell  as  lo  feed  once  in  the  spring  and  once  in  the  fall; 
now  ihcy  say  to  feed  practically  every  month  of  the  year. 
H  ho's  right?  C.G.,  Olympia,  \T tishingloii 

One  way  to  keep  your  turf  the  pride  and  joy  of  your  neigh- 
borhood is  to  keep  it  thick  and  healthy — and  that's  where 
fertilizer  enters  the  picture.  Obviously,  you  can't  feed  every 
month  of  the  year  in  the  Puget  Sound  country,  but  feeding 
from  late  spring  until  early  fall,  while  the  grass  is  in  active 
growing  condition,  does  make  sense.  Elsewhere  in  the  Pacific 
West,  follow  the  same  general  rule.  Remember  that  porous 
sandy  soils  will  take  more  food  than  clay  soils.  Stagger  the 
types  of  plant  foods,  too.  Use  pellet  or  granular  type  one 
time,  next  time  make  it  a  liquid. 

Can  yon  give  ns  some  tips  on  handling  gardenias? 

Mrs.  B.U.,  El  Ctijon,  California 
Gardenias  indoors  are  subject  to  bud  drop  and  I  don't  like 
to  recommend  them  as  house  plants.  But  in  the  warm  dry 
zones  in  California  and  Arizona,  they're  easy  to  grow  out- 
doors if  you  remember  these  five  requirements:  1)  Give 
them  plenty  of  heat — against  a  warm  southern  wall  if  possi- 
ble. They  don't  usually  amount  to  much  in  cool,  foggy  belts. 
2)  They  like  plenty  of  moisture  as  long  as  the  drainage  is 
good.  3)  They  must  have  an  acid  soil — growing  in  pure  peat 
or  bark  is  an  excellent  idea.  4)  They  require  regular  feedings 
each  month  from  February  to  September.  5)  If  the  foliage 
yellows,  it's  an  indication  that  iron  chelates  are  needed. 
There  are  such  products  on  the  market;  iron  sulfate  or 
isulfur  also  can  be  used. 

[I  would  like  to  grow  gladiolus,  but  staking  them  is  such  a 
job.  Any  suggestions  for  other  means  of  support?

Try  planting  18-24  corms  in  a  36-inch  circle — they'll 
simply  support  each  other. 


mellia  petal  blight  is  appearing  with  alarming  fre- 
uency  the  past  couple  of  seasons  here  in  Southern  Cali- 
ornia.  Your  recommendations  for  control,  please.

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  haven't  been  hit  with  this 
rrible  scourge,  flower  blight  acts  like  this:  it  appears  first 

small  irregular  brownish  specks  on  the  petals.  During  wet 
'ebruary  weather,  spots  enlarge  fast  and  spread  over  the 
intire  flower.  Final  stages:  the  completely  browned  flower 
'alls  to  the  ground  where  the  fungus  continues  to  develop 
spores  which  continue  the  cycle  of  infection.  One  of  the  best 
ways  of  breaking  the  cycle  is  to  practice  sanitation.  Pick  all 
)lossoms  that  show  signs  of  being  infected  and  burn  im- 
nediately.  It's  also  a  good  idea  to  spray -drench  the  soil  and 
he  plants  with  a  modern  fungicide.

Our  garden  club  has  asked  me  to  write  you  for  llie  identa 
ly  of  the  red  rhododendron  which  seems  to  always  bloom 
rain  or  shine,  in  San  Francisco' 's  Golden  Gate  Park  ii\ 
February.  Mrs.   I.  i.  McP.,  Palo  Alto,  Californu 

The  big,  bold-red  blooms,  which  are  sure  traffic  stopper; 
every  February  in  the  Park,  belong  to  an  old-time  hybric 
named  Cornubia.  I  know  it's  an  old-timer — for  it  was 
blooming  faithfully  when  I  was  an  apprentice  under  Johr 
McLaren  more  than  20  years  ago.  Incidentally,  the  garder 
club  members  may  be  interested  in  a  few  more  sure-to 
bloom-in-February  rhododendrons:  Cilpinense,  buds  oper 
pink  and  usually  fade  to  white  or  light  pink;  Racil,  shell  pint 
(a  lanky  grower  which  needs  pruning  in  its  early  formative 
years);  Bric-a-brac,  white  with  dark  brown  anthers;  Bo- 
Peep,  a  good  yellow;  and  two  species — R.  sutchuenense,  s 
pale  rosy  lilac;  R.  ciliatum,  pure  white. 

If  (as  the  old  saying  goes)  amaryllis  bulbs  in  pots  donU 
like  to  be  disturbed,  how  can  I  replenish  that  worn-out 
soil  so  the  plants  nill  grow  better?  W.R.,  Provo,  Utahk 

Try  this:  gently  knock  the  bulb  and  root  ball  out  of  the 
pot.  With  a  sharp  kitchen  knife,  shave  off  some  of  the  old, 
soil.  Scrub  the  pot  and  replant  the  bulb  so  that  top  half  i 
above  the  surface  of  the  soil;  then  poke  fresh  soil  down  be- 
tween the  root  ball  and  the  sides  of  the  pot.  A  potting  stick- 
will  help  wedge  soil  in. 

W  e  hope  to  plant  a  lot  of  new  roses  this  spring.  Our  linn 
in  the  garden  is  limited.  If  hat  type  of  rose  would  give  us 
the  most  blossoms  for  our  efforts?

I'd  say  the  trend  is  toward  the  floribundas.  That's  be--, 
cause  they  produce  so  much  color  over  such  a  long  period' 
and  are  useful  in  landscaping.  Both  the  hybrid  tea  and  the* 
grandiflora  classes  are  also  recommended,  and  you'll  prob-' 
ably  want  to  include  some  in  your  garden  plan.  But  for  the> 
best  display,  go  in  heavily  for  floribundas.  The  All-America 
winner  for  1958  was  a  vivid  scarlet  one  named  Fusilier,  and' 
it  seems  to  get  more  popular  as  the  years  go  by.  Among  the> 
new  ones  for  '62  are  Pink-A-Boo,  an  excellent  silvery  pink;. 
Lilli  Marlene,  a  beautiful  dark,  cherry  red.  It  came  from  a ; 
noted  German  rose  hybridizer — doesn't  burn  in  Western 
climates.  Check  catalogues  for  older  varieties,  too. 

Where  can  we  find  authoritative  information  on  iiarti-f 
ficial  soil"  of  the  same  type  used  in  the  roof-top  gardens 
of  the  famed  Kaiser  Center  in  Oakland?

Easy — contact  the  people  who  started  it  all.  You  can  buy 
a  manual  for  $1.00  from  the  University  of  California's  Pub- 
lications Bureau  at  Berkeley.  The  title  is  "The  U.C.  System 
for  Producing  Healthy  Container-Grown  Plants."  It  sounds 
to  me  as  if  you  are  planning  to  substitute  artificial  soil  mix 
to  beat  the  strong  alkali  problem  which  so  many  face  in  : 
the  central  valleys  of  California.  A  growing  report  from 
L.  L.  Brooks,  the  Modesto  azalea  grower,  confirms  that 
this  is  a  pretty  good  idea.

School   design   in   Wayne,    >..!. 

At  Schuyler-Colfax  junior  high 
school  in  Wayne,  teachers — the 
people  most  directly  concerned 
with  the  problem  of  quality  educa- 
tion— were  asked  to  help  design 
their  new  school  building.  Partly 
as  a  result  of  their  ideas,  each  brick 
at  Schuyler-Colfax  does  the  work 
of  two. 

The  most  unusual  new  design  at 
the  school  is  the  classroom  cluster,  a 
group  of  four  rooms  arranged 
around  a  central  quadrangle.  This 
central  area  contains  a  small  ref- 
erence library  and  tables  for  indi- 
vidual or  small-group  work,  plus 
display  and  storage  facilities.  A 
system  of  folding  doors  makes  the 
central  room  available  to  any  de- 
sired grouping  of  classes.  There 
are  three  such  clusters  in  the  New 
Jersey  school. 

According  to  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Dr.  John  H.  Martin,  the 
Wayne  school  has  a  capacity  of  900 
students  in  a  floor  space  25  per- 
cent smaller  than  a  school  of  stand- 
ard design  and  construction. 

Language  labs  in  Shatimar,  Ma. 

Ten  years  ago  language  laboratories 
were  almost  unheard  of  in  our  pub- 
lic schools.  Today,  they  come 
equipped  with  tape  recorders,  ear- 
phones, playback  equipment,  in- 
dividual sound  booths  for  each 
student,  and  control  equipment 
for  the  teacher.  Language  labs  are 
a  tremendous  help  in  turning  out 
linguists,  but  they're  costly,  too — 
the  average  one  contains  more 
than  $12,000  worth  of  equipment. 
Yet,  in  Shalimar,  Florida,  stu- 
dents and  teachers  at  Choctawhat- 
chee  high  school  worked  with  Vitro 
Laboratories,  Inc.,  to  install  a  ful- 
ly-equipped lab  for  under  $350.

In  1957,  there  were  47  school  dis- 
tricts in  Lane  County.  Oregon, 
providing  education  for  approx- 
imately 30,000  children. 

Today,  there  are  18  economical- 
ly operating  districts  in  the  county 
offering  40,000  youngsters  greater 
educational  opportunities. 

"Several  kinds  of  districts  exist- 
ed," School  Superintendent  Dale 
P.  Parnell  recalls.  "Each  one  had 
its  own  set  of  policies,  and  there 
was  a  duplication  of  functions  by 
neighboring  schools. 

"Then,  too,  the  taxable  wealth 
for  school  support  was  unequally 
distributed  throughout  the  county. 

In  1957.  it  ranged  from  $4,500 
per  child  in  one  district  to  $143,000 
per  child  in  another.  Today,  the 
countywide  variation  is  only  from 
$10,500  to  $53,700." 

English  program  in  l*il  Ixlmrgh. 

In  the  fall  of  1960,  Westinghouse 
Junior-Senior  high  school  began 
an  experimental  English  program 
calling  for  students  in  grades  7 
through  1 2  to  write  a  theme  every 
week.  Nine  additional  English 
teachers  were  hired,  to  reduce  their 
daily  student  load  to  about  125 
(Pittsburgh's  other  12  high  schools 
average  175  pupils  per  English 
teacher).

Wanting  to 
give  Jersey  City  children  the  best 
preparation  possible  in  the  scien- 
ces, the  board  started  an  educa- 
tional information  program  aimed 
at  the  taxpaying  public. 

The  result:  passage  of  a  $92,000 
bond  issue  for  new  chem  labs  in  the 
city's  four  high  schopls.  The  money, 
along  with  $68,500  allocated 
through  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act,  completed  the  most 
extensive  school  science  undertak- 
ing in  Jersey  City  in  more  than  a 
generation. 

"This  project  has  been  a  major 
morale  builder,"  says  Dr.  R. 
Robert  Rosenberg,  the  school 
board's  educational  consultant. 
The  new  equipment  has  been  a 
boon  to  our  students  and  teachers.

Bruno  Kaufner  of  San  Francisco  has  grown  dozens  of  dwarf  ever 
green  trees — some  of  them  for  40  years — and  none  are  more; 
than  a  foot  tall.  Limited  food  and  root-growth  space  are  wha: 
dwarf  the  trees.  The  materials  used  to  form  the  rock  base  arii 
decomposed  over  the  years  by  substances  excreted  by  the  roots 
This  process  creates  nutrients  on  which  the  roots  feed  as  the; 
probe  along,  creating  pockets  and  crevices. 


Materials  {right)  needed  to  form  the  rock  are: 
2XA  cups  fresh  dry  cement,  2M  cups  sharp  sand, 
and  1  cup  each  of  charcoal,  sawdust,  peat  moss, 
perlite,  and  powdered  limestone.  You'll  also  need 
a  10-inch  saucer,  134  inches  deep;  plus  two  V%- 
inch  dowels,  10  inches  long — one  thrust  through 
a  medium-size  raw  potato. 

Mix  dry  ingredients  in  a  clean  container.  Add 
water  slowly  until  mix  is  doughy.  Place  a  sheet 
of  plastic  film  on  a  flat  surface,  lay  other  dowel 
on  it,  and  mold  wet  mix  (about  8  inches  wide,  6 
inches  tall)  over  it.  Then  push  potato  into  top 
{far  right)  for  planting  pocket. 

Let  the  mound  cure  8-10  days,  then  remove  dow- 
els and  scoop  out  potato  {right)  with  a  spoon.  The 
holes  made  by  dowels  will  allow  water  to  drain. 
For  planting  soil  use  a  mix  of  half  leaf  mold  or 
compost  and  half  sand.  Be  sure  the  soil  mix  is 
moist  before  using.  The  rock  will  be  much  more 
attractive  if  live  moss  is  placed  on  it. 

Set  cured  rock  in  the  saucer,  add  a  bit  of  soil  mix 
to  the  planting  pocket,  spread  the  tree  roots, 
then  sift  soil  mix  around  them.  Keep  adding  soil, 
firming  it  with  dowel  {far  right) .  Use  trees  native 
to  your  area.  Grow  them  outdoors  —  they  resent 
dry  indoor  heat.  Be  sure  to  protect  them  from 
wind  and  heavy  snow.

Wondering  how  you  can  give  your  old  kitch- 
en a  lift?  Whatever  your  plans,  spot  remod- 
eling or  complete  overhaul,  you'll  find  a  new 
face  for  the  kitchen  is  a  spirit  booster  for  the 
whole  family.  You've  probably  started  mak- 
ing notes  already.  Here  are  guides  to  help. 

Suggested  space  allotments 

For  every  center,  a  4-foot  aisle  in  front  of  appli- 
ances, between  counters  insures  full  access. 

KITCHEN 

Refrigerator -mixing — Latch  side  of  appliance  door 
opens  to  serve  adjoining  3-  to  4H-foot  counter; 
have  a  lower  mixing  counter  32  inches  high. 

Sink -preparation-cleanup  —  This  includes  the  sink 
plus  3  feet  to  the  right  for  stacking  dishes,  pre- 
paring vegetables.  Add  2  feet  to  left  of  sink  for 
draining  dishes.  Adding  a  dishwasher  later?  A 
24-inch  cabinet  here  reserves  a  spot  for  it. 

Range -serve — Cooking  top  or  range  plus  IK  to  2 
feet  of  heatproof  counter  for  landing  hot  pans. 
Minimum  counter  each  side  is  9  inches. 

Eating — For  dining  comfort,  plan  24  inches  of  table 
or  counter  per  person.  Don't  forget  to  allow 
enough  for  moving  chairs,  serving.  Here,  you'll 
need  2XA  feet  of  clearance  around  the  edge  of  the 
counter  or  table  you  choose.

Sorting-pretreating — Sink    plus    2    to    3    feet 
counter;  include  hamper,  shelves  for  supplies.

Appliances — For  a  pair,  allow  50  to  60  inches;  for 
combinations,  27  to  30;  storage  above. 

Ironing -folding — A  5-foot  width  of  work  surface 
is  excellent.  (Could  be  a  planning  desk  or  top  of 
laundry  appliances.)  A  4-foot  floor  width  is  mini- 
mum for  ironing  table  or  ironer.

Sewing  spots  require  5  feet  for  smallest  built-in. 
Closet  for  cleaning  supplies  rates  IK  to  3  feet. 
Planning  desks  should  be  at  least  18  inches  wide. 

Laundry  sink  can  double  for  flower  arranging. 
Freezer  adapts  to  various  locations.  Consider 
extras  for  special  spots,  as  mudroom  near  door.

A  TREND  TO 

COMPACT  WORK  CENTERS 

The  secret  of  its  success  is  a  continuous  line 
of  appliances  linked  by  counter  and  cabinets 
unbroken  by  traffic  lanes  or  doorways.  For  the 
right-handed,  work  usually  flows  right  to  left: 
refrigerator,  sink,  dishwasher,  and  range.

pliances  best  for  you  and  your  family. 
Built-ins  or  combinations  well  chosen  can 
give  small  kitchens  a  big  kitchen  look. 

Trade  pantry,  hallway,  or  porch  for 
your  roomy  new  kitchen  eating  spot.  If 
small,  snack  counter  and  chairs  may  fit 
better  than  a  table.  These  areas  could 
also  be  a  sewing  spot  or  laundry  area. 

Note  plumbing.  It'll  pay  to  try  to  use 
the  present  location  and  develop  your 
kitchen  plan  from  there.  However,  to  get 
the  best  possible  arrangement,  it  may  be 
necessary  to  move  it.  Laundry  could  be 
placed  near  by.  Include  adjustable  shelves 
and  inside  organizers  for  cabinets,  and 
helpers  for  special  storage  problems:  cut- 
lery, dry  vegetables,  cooking  utensils. 

Know  ventilation  requirements  you'll 
need.  Fans  can  be  installed  on  walls,  win- 
dows, ceilings,  or  in  cabinets.  If  adding  an 
indoor  barbecue,  check  for  special  equip- 
ment which  has  extra  power  advantages. 

Plan  for  wiring.  Consider  the  location 
of  every  appliance  you  have  and  want; 
plan  special -purpose  outlets  accordingly. 
At  least  one  duplex  convenience  outlet 
should  be  provided  for  every  four  feet  of 
work  top. 

Select  floor  coverings  and  ceilings 
with  care.  Many  patterns  and  materials 
continue  in  muted  colors,  but  new  bright- 
er colors  are  appearing.  Texture  and  a 
sprinkling  of  gold  brings  a  new  richness 
to  many  hard-surfaced  kitchen  materials. 

Structural  bugaboos  can  become  im- 
portant show  spots.  Massive  chimney  can 
become  decorative  wall,  or  exposed  pipes 
and  ducts  can  be 
built  in.  It's  a  nat- 
ural divider  for  an 
independent  serving 
center.  Cooking  gear 
or  barbecue  corner 
makes  an  attractive 
addition  to  the  kitch- 
en line-up.  Extend 
the  effect  of  the  chimney  with  a  textured 
brick  wall  covering.  Ceiling  support 
beams  and  posts  can  come  in  for  their 
share  of  beauty  as  partial  dividers. 


No  matter  where  you  serve  your 
meals,  have  enough  counter- top  area  for 
both  setting  and  clearing  your  table. 
Some  plastic  laminates  have  been  color- 
keyed  to  new  floorings;  others  have  been 
planned  to  match  or  blend  with  appli- 
ances now  on  the  market.  Don't  overlook 
the  possibilities  of  other  types  of  count- 
ers either.  Marble,  stainless  steel,  ce- 
ramic tile,  and  maple  all  have  specific  ad- 
vantages. A  combination  of  two  or  more 
types  is  worth  considering.  Many  owners 
install  one  section  of  maple  and  one  of 
heat-resistant  surfacing  by  the  cooking 
area.  Laminated  plastic  makes  an  excel- 
lent kitchen  work  counter  and  is  an  easy- 
to-clean  surface  for  walls. 

Cut  a  pass  window  between  kitchen, 
eating  areas  to  save 
steps.  Set  between 
wall  studs  and  frame 
opening  18  to  24 
inches  high.  A  han- 
dyman can  handle 
this  project  with 
ease.  Add  a  counter 
to  eating-area  side  of 
wall  to  speed  serving. 
For  kitchen  privacy,  you  may  want  to 
add  a  shutter. 

Highlight  soffits  for  a  nice  finishing 
addition  to  the  kitchen.  Plywood,  plastic, 
or  tile  face  can  replace  material  usually 
used.  Choose  the  one  that  best  comple- 
ments your  particular  style  of  decorating. 
Grooved  plywood  blends  with  wood  cabi- 
nets, accents  colored  cabinets.  Mosaic  tile 
over  hardboard  or  plywood  is  easy  to  in- 
stall. Translucent  plastic  panels,  either 
plain  or  textured,  are  especially  effective 
when  illuminated  from  behind.  Frame 
for  easy  access  to  fluorescent  tubes. 

Extend  soffit  over 
work  counter  and 
plan  to  include  boost- 
er lighting  for  count- 
er. This  beams  light 
directly  to  counter 
— effective  when 
there's  no  special 
need  to  lower  entire 
ceiling.  Other  light- 
ing helps  include:  luminous  ceilings,  or 
drop  lights  over  the  sink,  range,  and 
table;  lights  under  cabinets. 

Add  the  final  frosting  with  color  and 
easy-care  decorating  materials.  It  brings 
a  well-planned  but  dull  kitchen  to  life, 
makes  it  the  interesting  room  that  sets  it 
apart  from  the  drab,  kitchen  workroom. 
Color  can  cover  up  defects,  give  illusions 
of  more  space  or  change  the  physical  ap- 
pearance of  your  kitchen.  For  wall  and 
floor  coverings,  counter  tops,  and  cur- 
tains, blend  your  color  scheme  for  your 
own  distinctive  atmosphere.

Study  new  products.  Building  mate- 
rials retailers  have  a  whole  array  of  new 
products  that  look  better  than  ever  and 
are  planned  to  save  time  and  money. 
Many  are  easy  to  apply  yourself — espe- 
cially interior  finishing  items  like  this 
handsome  ceiling.  Its  white  squares  are 
polystyrene  foam  that  help  confine  noise 
and  can  be  cleaned  with  a  vacuum.  An 
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aluminum  framework  supports  them  along 
with  the  translucent  squares  that  conceal 
inexpensive  light  fixtures.  By  placing  the 
lighted  panels  in  relation  to  your  furni- 
ture arrangement,  you  can  eliminate  the 
need  for  all  other  fixtures  or  lamps. 

Every  new  room  can  have  a  fireplace. 
Yes,  even  basement  family  rooms.  No 
longer  is  a  fireplace  necessarily  a  big  in- 
vestment. There's  now  a  factory-made 
unit  that  will  fit  any  budget  and  any 
room  situation — whether  new  or  an 
existing  room.

Keep  furniture  in  mind  as  you  go.  As

You'll  be  able  to  keep  abreast  of 
what  new  things  you'll  want  to  buy  and 
what  things  you  now  have  that  can  be 
used.  Your  architect  will  be  a  big  help  on 
this  step.

Tailor  storage  to  your  needs.  Make  a 
list  of  the  things  you'll  want  to  store  in 
your  new  room,  then  create  spaces  for 
them  as  required.

will  absorb  overflow  from  the  rest  of  the 
house,  too.  If  you  solve  the  storage  prob- 
lem this  way,  allot  part  of  the  space  to 
shelves. 

Built-ins  pay  off  in  extra  use.  Be  sure 
to  plan  the  built-in  units  you'll  need, 
whether  you  include  them  now  or  add 
them  later.  The  music  center  (above)  is  a 
good  example.  It  was  constructed  around 
the  standard  set  of  hi-fi  components.  And 
it  can  store  dozens  of  records  plus  a  full 
stock  of  other  family  room  parapher- 
nalia. 

You  can  use  a  built-in  like  this  by 
placing  it  against  a  wall  or  as  a  divider 
(plan  it  so  it  opens  on  both  sides)  to 
screen  a  home-office  area. 

The  special-use  unit  below  was  built 
onto  a  one-time  exterior  wall  of  the  house, 
now  enclosed  by  the  family-room  addi- 


tion. It  stores  all  the  family's  china  and 
linen  and  offers  a  place  to  snack.  And, 
what  was  once  a  kitchen  window  is  now  a 
convenient  pass-through  for  the  pull-out 
snack  boards.  They  are  made  like  stand- 
ard kitchen  cutting  boards. 

Keep  the  atmosphere  friendly.  In 
each  step  you  take  toward  your  new  fami- 
ly room,  make  every  effort  to  keep  it  just 
as  warm  and  happy  as  your  family.

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A  man's  kind  of  vacation 


flooded  meadows  along  the  'Glades 
fringes,  we  look  enormous  fighting 
black  bass.  Once  Ellen  caught  a 
nine-  and  a  seven-pounder  in  two 
casts!  And  fly  fishing  for  the  dy- 
namic and  delicious  snook  in  canals 
along  the  Tamiami  Trail,  I  once 
landed  six  in  six  casts.  Baby  tarpon 
literally  infest  these  same  canals. 
too;  in  spring,  they  strike  a  great 
variety  of  lures.  Meanwhile,  the 
big  and  hungry  bull  tarpon  cruise 
coastal  waters  in  hordes,  ready  and 
full  of  fight. 

I  often  wonder  if  anglers  realize 
that  Florida's  black  bass  fishing  is 
truly  the  world's  greatest.  But  the 
best  of  it  is  missed  by  the  winter 
people.  In  spring,  a  fair  fisherman 
can  catch  fifty  to  a  hundred  bass 
daily  on  prime  waters.  Likewise. 
Florida's  tarpon  fishing  vies  hearti- 
ly with  any  offered  elsewhere;  but 
it  really  begins  with  spring's  com- 
ing. And  the  snook  fishing  then  is 
the  hottest  in  U.S.  waters. 

The  best  part  of  this  fishing  trip 
is  that  all  three  species  can  be 
taken  in  the  same  area  during  a 
day's  drive.  Those  Tamiami  Trail 
canals  and  near-by  coastal  waters 
contain  them  all. 

For  anglers  uninitiated  in  salt 
water,  I  suggest  regular  bass  tackle 
for  snook  and  small  tarpon  in  the 
canals — both  casting  and  fly  out- 
fits are  very  sporty.  But  if  you  have 
salt-water  tackle,  loo,  take  it  and 
try  for  the  big  boys  in  the  Shark 
River  and  Ten  Thousand  Islands 
areas. 

It  hardly  need  be  said  that  there 
is  a  lot  more  to  do  in  south  Florida, 
too.  Fine  restaurants  and  motels, 
lovely  beaches,  shell  shops,  and 
jungle  gardens  are  everywhere.  A 
trip  into  Everglades  National  Park 
to  see  the  birds  is  a  thrilling  must. 
Miami.  Palm  Beach,  and  Ft.  Lau- 
derdale are  all  in  range,  and  so 
are  the  Keys. 

Summer  in  Minnesota: 
Fishing  lake  trout,  walleyes, 
pike. 

North  of  Duluth,  there's  a  vast 
land  of  woods  and  lakes  just  made 
to  order  for  family  or  father-son 
fishing  trips.  This  is  canoe  country 
— for  in  the  famous  Quetico-Su- 
perior  area,  waterways  lead  on 
endlessly  through  some  of  the  best 
fresh-water  fishing  territory  in 
America. 

Picture  this  scene.  You  and  your 
boy  load  up  a  canoe  with  small 
tent,  sleeping  bags,  cook  kit,  and 
plenty  of  food.  It's  all  planned  and 
put  up  for  you  by  a  regional  out- 
fitter at  Ely  or  Grand  Marais.  two 
of  the  chief  outfitting  towns  in  the 
region.  The  cost  for  the  entire  pack- 
age is  only  about  $6  a  day  per  per- 
son. You  set  out  on  a  well-planned, 
perfectly-safe  route,  made  up  for 
you  by  the  outfitter.  You  catch 
flaky,  white-fleshed  walleyes  for 
dinner  and  cook  them  ashore.  Aft- 
er sleeping  under  the  stars,  you  bat- 
tle huge  pike  or  tangle  with  big 
lake  trout.  Then  perhaps  in  the 
next  lake,  after  a  short  portage, you 
discover  leaping  bass  for  a  change. 


This  is  cool,  unspoiled  summer 
country,  with  an  astonishing  vari- 
ety ol  scenery,  waters,  and  fishing. 
Canoe  nips  can  be  short — a  day  at 
a  lime —or  stretch  two  weeks  or 
more.  For  a  whole  family,  two  or 
more  canoes  can  be  rented,  What 
if  you  are  strictly  amateur  pad- 
dlers?  Well,  there's  no  hurry  in  the 
North  Country,  but  if  you  insist  on 
going  "modern,"  your  canoe  can 
be  rigged  with  a  small  outboard 
motor. 

You  don't  have  to  camp,  either. 
There  are  excellent  lodges  all 
through  the  region — from  plush 
Basswood  Lodge  at  Ely,  at  about 
$14  a  day  per  person  (American 
plan),  on  down  to  more  modest  ac- 
commodations, including  numer- 
ous housekeeping  cabins. 

I  want  to  emphasize  that  this  is 
neither  a  difficult  nor  dangerous 
vacation.  Thousands  enjoy  it  ev- 
ery summer.  To  be  sure,  there 
aren't  many  routine  tourist  attrac- 
tions or  big-town  entertainments. 
This  is  a  trip  to  draw  a  man  and 
his  son  closer  together,  or  weld  and 
renew  family  bonds. 

Make  a  note,  too,  that  this  is 
good  fall  hunting  country,  espe- 
cially for  waterfowl.  A  good  time 
to  lay  groundwork  for  a  hunt  is 
during  your  summer  fishing  trip. 
South  Dakota  and  Wyoming 
in  fall:  hunting  pheasants 
and  antelope. 

If  some  of  our  other  trips  are 
peaceful,  this  is  anything  but.  The 
tempo  of  this  pheasant-antelope 
combination  is  exhilarating.  Dur- 
ing a  drive  by  hunters.  I've  seen 
cornfields  and  brushy  creek  bot 
toms  in  South  Dakota,  up  in  the 
Redfield  and  Miranda  area,  erupt 
with  literally  hundreds  of  pheas- 
ants in  a  single  burst  of  whirring 
wings.  Tails  streamered  by  prairie 
wind,  the  gaudy  cocks  race  away, 
almost  inviting  your  shot.  And  in 
eastern  Wyoming,  I've  counted 
five  hundred  antelope  during  a 
single  day's  hunt,  the  speeding  ani- 
mals constantly  roiling  up  dust 
trails  on  the  horizon. 

Be  sure  to  secure  your  Wyoming- 
antelope  permit  ahead  of  time. 
Only  a  limited  number  are  sold, 
by  district,  at  $25  each.  (You  must 
then  hunt  in  your  selected  area.) 
The  Wyoming  Game  Commission 
at  Cheyenne  will  send  you  a  map 
showing  regions  and  seasons.  Pick 
an  area  where  the  season  best  co- 
incides with  pheasant  season  in 
South  Dakota.  Then  arrange  to 
hunt  antelope  first,  or  pheasants 
first,  however  the  dates  fall  best. 

Usually  the  pheasant  license 
costs  about  $20.  Daily  limit  is  3  to 
5  roosters,  depending  on  how  plen- 
tiful the  birds  are  in  a  particular 
year.  Possession  limit  is.  ordinarily, 
a  5-day  limit — 15  to  25  birds. 
Wherever  you  stay,  it's  easy  to  have 
the  birds  dressed,  frozen,  and 
packaged  for  you  to  bring  home, 
at  nominal  cost. 

Though  I  like  the  Redfield  re- 
gion best,  almost  all  the  eastern 
third    of  South    Dakota    furnishes

hoi  shooting.  Mitchell.  Huron,  an 
Watertown  are  all  good.  There'J 
also  excellent  hunting  across  th 
Missouri  River  in  a  few  choice  l< 
cations.  Cabins,  motels,  and  lodgt 
are  abundant  and  moderate! 
priced.  I  hunted  at  one  place  nea 
Miranda  that  charged  only  $15 
day  for  food,  lodging,  guide,  dot; 
tiansportation  to  the  huntin 
ground,  and  preparation  of  th 
birds ! 

What  I  like  best  about  this  tri 
is  the  wealth  of  game.  A  boy's  fin 
trip  here  gives  him  a  rousing  intra 
duction  to  the  hunt.  He  can  mis 
a  lot  of  shots  and  still  have  grea 
success,  on  both  birds  and  ante 
lope.  Gillette.  Kaycee.  and  Doug 
las  are  all  good  starting  points  fo 
antelope.  Guides  can  be  fount 
easily.  Or,  on  many  ranches  yot 
can  simply  ask  permission,  thei 
drive  your  own  car  on  good  rancl 
roads  and  spot  your  trophy  for  th 
stalk. 

For  the  family,  or  man  and  wifi 
alone,  this  trip  has  an  added  at 
traction.  Regardless  of  your  ap 
proach  direction,  it's  easy  to  cove 
the  strikingly  beautiful,  autumn 
painted  Black  Hills  and  Moun 
Rushmore  en  route  between  phea: 
ants  and  antelope.  Incidentally 
Spearfish  Creek  and  others  in  thi 
Hills  offer  excellent  trout  fishing 
Season's  open  until  the  end  of  Oc 
tober.  Have  a  day  of  that,  or  lool 
it  over  for  a  dandy  summer  tri 
sometime! 

Fall  in  Arkansas:  hunting 
waterfowl,  fishing  black  basi 

It's  remarkable  how  many  grea 
outdoor  sports  areas  in  the  United 
States  are  still  not  fully  explored] 
One  season  we  followed  the  water 
fowl  down  the  Mississippi  Valley 
and  I  partook  of  the  famed  mallard 
shooting  in  the  Stuttgart  and  Di 
Witt  area  of  Arkansas.  Then  a  na 
live  suggested  we  go  bass  fishing  ii 
back-country  bayous  along  tht 
Mississippi.  In  a  setting  differen 
from  anything  I'd  ever  seen  before 
we  fished  in  practically  virgin  wil 
derness.  The  sports  combinatior 
was  terrific. 

You  hunt  Arkansas  mallards  ii 
flooded  pin-oak  flats.  Prowling  ou 
before  dawn  in  a  skiff  or  in  hi] 
boots,  you  steal  into  the  leafles 
oak  woods  of  the  river  bottoms 
Great  flights  of  ducks  pour  intc 
these  bottoms  to  feed  on  faller 
acorns  in  the  shallow  floodlands 
Toss  a  few  decoys  out  where  yoi 
can  see  a  patch  of  sky,  and  tht 
flocks  swoop  down  to  your  gun 
Your  shooting,  with  the  timbe: 
handicap,  is  tiemendously  exciting 
and  sporty.  The  ducks  are  fat  anc 
tasty,  and  to  paraphrase  a  loca 
saying,  anything  so  delicious  mus 
be  downright  sinful. 

With  hunting  limits  low  thest 
days,  it's  no  trick  to  fill  a  lega 
daily  bag  in  an  hour  or  two.  Tha 
leaves  the  rest  of  the  day  for  relax 
ing,  and  for  the  unusual  fishing.  / 
map  of  the  region  shows  the  in 
numerable  twistings  and  meander

A  man's  kind  of  vacation 


ings  of  Olc  Miss.  In  river  chutes 
and  channels  now  partly  weed- 
grown,  big  black  bass  that  have 
never  seen  a  hook  laze  year  on 
year.  You  have  only  to  hire  a  guide 
— any  friendly  native  who  knows 
the  region — to  have  a  wonderful 
fishing  session. 

This  combo  trip,  again,  is  an 
excellent  one  for  father  and  son. 
It's  a  surprisingly  appealing  fam- 
ily jaunt,  too.  The  old  towns  along 
the  Mississippi,  and  the  ferry  boats 
that  bring  you  from  such  spots  as 
Tiptonville,  Tennessee,  add  a 
most  scenic  flavor.  There's  also  the 
different  and  delicious  regional 
cooking,  such  as  catfish  steaks  and 
hush  puppies.  And,  for  side  trips 
coming  or  going,  consider  Mem- 
phis and  Little  Rock — both  cities 
with  good  hotels  and  restaurants 
and  interesting  sights. 

Chambers  of  commerce  are  good 
contacts  for  your  pretrip  planning. 
Write  several  towns  in  the  area. 
Hunting  and  fishing  licenses  are 
average  in  cost,  guides  likewise. 
Plan  to  cook  (or  have  cooked  for 
you)  some  of  your  ducks,  for  the 
legal  possession  limit  is  small,  and 
you  can't  take  many  home.  If 
there's  time,  line  up  a  goose  hunt 
on  a  Mississippi  sand  bar,  too.  The 
look  on  a  lad's  face  when  he  col- 
lects a  prize  Canada  honker  sud- 
denly makes  the  whole  trip  doubly 
worth  its  modest  cost. 
Winter  in  southern 
Louisiana:  hunting  geese, 
fishing  pompano. 

One  morning  several  seasons 
back,  we  sat  in  a  bayou-country 
blind  and  watched  geese  come  cry- 
ing in  from  every  direction  in  long, 
streaming  flocks.  I  stared  in  amaze- 
thent  at  the  sky  above  us,  trying  to 
select  the  goose  I  wanted  to  shoot. 
There  were  four  different  species 
above  the  guns  at  once:  blues, 
snows,  white-fronts,  and  Canadas. 
A  sight  like  that  can't  help  but  be 
a  supreme  thrill. 

From  New  Orleans  to  the  Texas 
border,  down  below  Houma,  Jen- 
nings, and  other  south-Louisiana 
towns  where  land  begins  to  run 
out  in  endless  marsh,  this  country 
is  goose  heaven  in  wintertime. 
Usually  the  seasons  extend  through 
year's  end.  The  trip  into  the  lonely 
marshes  in  this  historic  Cajun 
country  is  in  itself  worth  the  effort. 
So  is  just  watching  the  tens  of 
thousands  of  geese  filling  the  sky. 
Good  accommodations  are  scat- 
tered abundantly  all  along  U.S. 
90,  and  license  fees  are  reciprocal 
minimum — you  pay  what  your 
own  state  charges  visitors. 

But  the  sensational  goose  hunt- 
ing is  only  part  of  this  trip.  After 
your  possession  limit  of  geese  is  in 
cold  storage,  you  book  a  day's  run 
on  one  of  the  party  or  charter  boats 
plying  from  Grand  Isle  and  many 
another  port  along  the  coast.  Off- 
shore oil  rigs  dot  the  blue  Gulf  wa- 
ters here,  and  in  winter  that  grand 
delicacy  and  doughty  fighter,  the 
pompano,  literally  swarms  around 
these  structures. 
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Only  recently  have  sportsi 
discovered  this  fishing  pheno 
non.  It  is  easy  to  catch  pomp 
once  your  skipper  shows  you  I 
— and  it's  common  to  take  do2 
in  a  single  day,  instead  of  the 
casional  "loner"  that  marine 
glers  are  used  to  elsewhere.  A 
can  freeze  and  take  home  enoi 
to  serve  gourmet-style  bro 
pompano  at  special  dinners 
spring.  Fresh-water  tackle  set 
nicely  if  you  don't  have  hea' 
stuff'. 

This  trip  is  a  swell  family  jat 
as  well  as  one  jammed  with  t 
notch  sport.  If  you  want  to  c 
vince  a  nonhunting,  nonfish 
wife,  dangle  the  bait  of  a  day 
two  in  grand  old  New  Orlej 
making  the  rounds  of  the  1 
restaurants  and  historic  sights! 
Summer  in  Colorado: 
trout  fishing. 

No  place  on  earth  is  more 
lightful    than    the    Colorado   h 
country  in  summer,  and  for 
trout  enthusiast,  few  if  any  equ; 
accessible  areas  can  compare.  C 
orado  has  a  tremendous  family 
cation  story  to  tell:  it  is  a  real  I 
derness  for  the  outdoorsman, 
also  civilized  enough  for  anyiv 
who  can't  bear  to  leave  his  cc 
forts  (or  even  luxuries)  behind. 

I'd  advise  against  early  sumn 
however.  Remember  that  up  n 
the  big  peaks  among  the  hide 
lakes  and  streams,  snow  is  likel) 
be  around  yet.  July  and  August 
the  most  logical  times.  Like  rm 
states  nowadays,  Colorado  ha 
one-trip  fishing  license:  $3.50 
five  consecutive  days.  Or,  you  < 
get  a  season  license  for  $10. 

One  of  the  nicest  ways  to  m; 
this  trip  is  to  take  two  or  th 
weeks  and  just  meander.  That  v 
Dad  and  the  boys  get  to  fishj 
number  of  different  waters,  alw 
with  the  pulse-quickening  ap:

There's  also 
thrill  of  mountain  whitefish  in  so 
streams,  and  the  hard-fight: 
little  Kokanee  salmon  has  bd 
stocked  in  a  number  of  lakes. 

Because  there  are  so  many  tn 
waters  here,  it's  a  good  idea  to 
detailed    information    and    rru 
from  the  Department  of  Gamei 
Fish    (Denver    3).    Chambers 
commerce  in  near-by   towns  a 
cities   will   also   furnish   names 
outfitters,   in   case   you'd   like 
drama  of  a  short  family  or  fath 
son  pack   trip   by  horseback  ii 
less   accessible    mountain   wata 
And  as  you  drive,  ask  locally  abt 
short    hiking    trips    to    lakes   a 
stretches  of  streams  that  no  ro«' 
service. 

Whether  you  pack  in,  hike  in, 
fish  the  innumerable  drive-to  v  | 
ters,  the  mountain  scenery  in  t 
state  is  overwhelming.  Besides  1 1 
high  cities — like  Colorado  Sprin 
Aspen,  and  Steamboat  Springs 
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there  arc  also  several  national 
monuments:  Great  Sand  Dunes, 
Black  Canyon  of  the  Gunnison, 
and  Dinosaur.  And  surely  no  one 
would  go  to  Colorado  and  miss 
Rocky  Mountain  National   Park! 

The  greatest   thrill  for  anglers, 
however,    is  discovering   that   un- 
sung place.  I  remember  driving  to 
the  end  of  a  road  some  miles  from 
Delta,  then  walking  to  a  small,  al- 
most wholly  unfished  stream  that 
I'd    heard    about   from   a    native. 
Man.  what  rainbows  came  out  of 
those  icy  waters.  Why  don't  I  give 
exact      directions?     Oh,     no — it's 
more  fun  for  you  to  find  them ! 
Winter  in  Texas'  Big  Bend: 
hunting  mule  deer,  javelina, 
blue  quail. 

Of  all  the  hunting  I've  done 
across  the  U.S.  and  parts  of  Mexi- 
co and  Canada,  the  place  that 
stands  out  most  in  my  memory  is 
the  Big  Bend — that  vast,  still-fron- 
tier region  enclosed  by  a  long, 
south-looping  bend  of  the  Rio 
Grande,  in  west  Texas.  Here  pur- 
ple peaks  rear  up  to  six  and  seven 
thousand  feet,  and  trees  are  re- 
placed by  Spanish  bayonet.  On 
the  huge  ranches,  the  country  is  so 
open  you  can  see  the  fat  mule  deer 
almost  anywhere.  One  fall  we 
passed  up  27  big  bucks  on  opening 
day  before  selecting  a  real  trophy ! 
In  the  brushy  draws,  bands  of 
javelina — the  little  native  wild  pig 
of  the  Southwest — grunt  and  pop 
their  teeth  at  intruders.  And  in 
every  wash  and  thicket,  blue  quail 
scurry  away  as  you  walk. 


This  region,  almost  wholly  over- 
looked by  sportsmen,  gets  only  a 
few  Texans  each  season.  It's  all 
privately  owned  land,  so  you  pay 
the  rancher  to  hunt.  Prices  vary 
widely,  from  $50  to  hunt  mule  deer 
only,  to  about  $200  for  a  really 
plush  all-game  hunt  which  usually 
includes  food,  lodging,  horses,  and 
the  works.  Deer  season  opens  De- 
cember 1  as  a  rule,  and  runs  for 
eight  days.  Javelina  and  quail  are 
open  at  the  same  time.  A  Texas 
nonresident  license  costs  $25,  for 
all  game. 

Big  Bend  is  a  true  wilderness, 
yet  one  that's  easily  accessible. 
You  don't  need  to  ride  horseback, 
but  it's  fun,  and  the  range-trained 
horses  are  gentle.  Men  and  boys 
love  this  kind  of  hunting  because 
it's  different  in  terrain,  atmosphere, 
and  game  species.  Ranchers  will 
arrange  chuck-wagon-style  feasts, 
barbecued  outdoors  by  Mexican 
cooks.  This  is  a  dandy  all-family 
hunt,  too,  with  authentic  Western 
flavor  and  new  sights  on  every 
hand. 

A  good  way  to  make  arrange- 
ments is  via  chambers  of  commerce 
in  towns  like  Alpine  and  Marfa.  (I 
booked  a  hunt  this  way  on  the  big- 
game-packed  Gage  Holland  Ranch 
south  of  Marathon.)  The  C.  of  C. 
puts  you  in  touch  with  a  rancher 
who  has  what  you  want,  and  from 
there  on  you  correspond  direct. 
Some  of  these  big  ranches  have 
very  plush  accommodations.  Or, 
you  can  camp  if  you  wish,  driving 
for  the  most  part  on  good  ranch 


trails.  Weather  is  generally  mild 
and  dry  at  this  time  of  year,  with 
nights  frosty,  days  sunny  and  in- 
vigorating. 

Your  trip  should  definitely  in- 
clude   Big    Bend    National    Park. 
Winter  is  a  perfect  time  for  explor- 
ing; the  scenery  is  stunning,  and 
good   accommodations   are   avail- 
able. A  float  trip  through  canyons 
of  the  Rio  Grande  can  be  arranged 
with    park    personnel.    Old     Fori 
Davis  and  the  McDonald  Observ- 
atory, both  north  of  Alpine  in  the 
Davis  Mountains,  are  other  points 
of  interest  for  the  family. 
Washington  State  in  fall: 
hunting  upland  birds  and 
waterfowl. 

This  is  the  great  variety  trip. 
The  state  of  Washington  is  one  of 
the  best-kept  secrets  of  the  sporting 
world,  particularly  for  the  bird 
hunter.  All  of  eastern  Washington 
is  loaded  with  birds,  including  spe- 
cies you  may  never  have  heard  of! 

Pheasants  cackle  in  the  endless 
grain  fields.  In  some  areas  during 
good  hatching  seasons,  plumed  val- 
ley quail  are  awesomely  abundant. 
You'll  find  sharptail  grouse,  too — 
the  plump,  dark-meated  prairie 
grouse  that's  a  close  relative  of  the 
famed  prairie  chicken. 

Here  and  there,  flocks  of  Hun- 
garian partridge  are  found;  the 
dynamic  chukar  partridge,  lover 
of  rocky,  broken  country,  has  also 
done  well  in  Washington  and  now 
is  legal  game.  In  certain  of  the  sage 
flats,  the  outsize  sage  grouse  (I 
once  shot  one  that  weighed  almost 


eight  pounds!)  is  abundant.  And 
in  the  mountains,  there  are  several 
species  of  forest-dwelling  grouse, 
like  the  Franklin's. 

A  hunter  who  plans  carefully — 
getting  advance  information  from 
the  Department  of  Game  in  Seattle 
— can  make  the  rounds  of  prac- 
tically all  of  these  species,  taking  a 
day  here,  a  day  there,  to  fill  out  a 
truly  unique  and  varied  bag.  Most 
seasons  start  about  October  12.  It's 
a  good  idea  to  be  there  at  the  open- 
ing, for  several  species,  such  as  sage 
grouse,  have  only  a  couple  of  open- 
season  days. 

Even  with  all  these  upland  birds, 
there's  more  to  come.  Washington 
is  perfect  waterfowl  territory.  It  is 
common  to  find  places,  just  as  you 
travel  along,  where  you  can  hunt 
pheasants  or  quail,  then  easily 
shoot  ducks  and  perhaps  even  a 
goose  or  two.  Most  of  this  hunting 
can  be  reached  from  U.S.  High- 
ways 97,  2,  10,  and  410. 

When  our  family  was  in  the 
Northwest  one  year,  we  ate  salmon 
most  of  the  time — and  I  caught 
them.  A  clever  planner  can  man- 
age a  salmon  trip  while  his  wife  is 
shopping  around  Seattle.  And,  by 
the  way,  a  tour  of  Seattle  and  its 
fine  waterfront  sea-food  spots  is  one 
of  the  best  ways  to  "sell"  this  trip 
at  home.  If  time  for  salmon  fishing 
can't  be  found,  at  least  you  should 
look  over  the  ground,  planning 
ahead  for  salmon  in  spring  or  sum- 
mer. Washington's  vast  coastal 
waters  are  among  the  world's 
fishing-est.  [  Turn  to  next  page

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One  more  suggestion :  deer  sea- 
son in  Washington  usually  opens 
the  same  time  as  birds.  In  Wash- 
ington, you  can  hunt  the  authen- 
tic black-tailed  deer.  (Mule  deer 
are  commonly  called  "black  tails" 
in  many  places,  but  they're  not.) 
The  true  black  tail  makes  a  fine 
trophy,  and  is  found  only  on  the 
west  slope  of  the  Northwest  ranges. 
With  luck  you  may  pick  off  a  black 
bear,  too. 

Spring  or  summer  in  southern 
California:  fishing  in  salt 
water. 

One  of  the  best  fishing  bargains 
on  earth  is  found  along  the  beaches 
and  on  the  so-called  party  boats 
of  southern  California.  Our  family 
once  spent  several  weeks  dallying 
northward  along  the  coast  from 
San  Diego — catching  doughty  surf 
perch  from  the  rocks  and  beaches, 
dragging  croakers  from  the  break- 
ers, and  going  out  in  boats  to  try 
our  tackle  on  the  bigger  fish.  It's 
quite  an  experience,  and  I  vow 
you'll  never  find  more  sensational 
fishing  for  so  little  money. 

The  boats,  all  extremely  well 
equipped,  often  leave  port  at  night. 
You  can  rent  a  bunk  and  sleep, 
and  when  you  awaken  you  are  out 
on  the  big  blue — chasing  that 
fighting  fury,  the  long-finned  alba- 
core,  or  the  tackle-straining  yel- 
lowtail  or  school  tuna.  When  these 
can't  be  found,  there  are  always 
outsize  white  sea  bass,  plentiful 
Pacific  barracuda,  and  mackerel. 
For  $7  to  $12,  you  can  join  the 
party  on  these  modern  ocean-go- 
ing craft.  There's  always  a  crowd, 
but  that's  part  of  the  fun  and  ex- 
citement. Bait  is  furnished  from 
big  tanks  on  board,  and  you  can 
get  lunches  and  soft  drinks. 

Be  sure  to  buy  proper  salt-water 
fishing  licenses.  California  is  one 
state  that  requires  them — a  3-day 
salt-water  license  for  $1,  10-day  for 
$3.  About  party  boats,  write  if  you 
wish  to  local  chambers  of  com- 
merce. San  Diego's  is  very  active 
and  will  give  you  all  details. 

Farther  north — at  delightful 
Morro  Bay,  for  example — you  can 
take  economical  party  boats  after 
bottom  feeders  like  the  colorful 
rock  fishes.  I've  seen  young  anglers 
haul  them  out  four  at  a  time  on  a 
rig  with  four  hooks.  There  are  also 
wonderful  adventures  in  local  eat- 
ing in  all  these  coastal  towns.  Try 
the  plump  Japanese  oysters,  Dung- 
eness  crabs,  abalone,  and  clams 
(you  can  dig  'em  for  yourself,  too). 
And  if  you  run  on  up  to  Monterey, 
you  can  easily  catch  a  salmon.  Get 
a  party  boat  reservation  for  all  the 
family  at  the  main  dock. 

As  everyone  across  the  land 
knows,  California  has  a  welter  of 
entertainment  for  those  who  don't 
care  to  fish.  That's  what  makes 
this  such  a  good  family  trip. 
Father  and  son  can  have  the  big 
thrill  of  catching  marine  battlers 
while  the  others  laze  on  the  beaches, 
or  do  the  shops  in  town.  You  pays 
your  (darn  little)  money,  and  you 
takes  your  choice.

Now, 
he'll  usually  go  ahead  and  do  a 
chore  without  automatic  rebellion. 
"We  talk  quite  a  bit  about  social 
problems,"  Helen  goes  on,  "and  our 
j  relationships  to  other  people.  The 
other  night,  we  were  talking  about 
the  city's  new  curfew  law.  We 
brought  it  to  the  children's  atten- 
tion and  let  them  express  their 
opinion  of  it.  This  led  to  a  discus- 
ion  of  similar  responsibilities  with- 
in the  family.  It  gave  us  a  chance 
to  point  out  that  no  one  has  the 
right  to  worry  anyone  else.  Parents 
.have  no  right  to  be  away  when  the 
children  don't  know  where  they 
are  or  when  they'll  be  home.  And 
hildren  have  no  right  to  do  this 
sort  of  thing  either." 


I, 


t's  true  that  Helen  McRae 
pends  more  time  than  most  par- 
ents talking  with  her  children. 
They  discuss  openly  just  about 
everything — including  how  to  rear 
children.  Helen  considers  theirs  to 
be  "a  democratic  family  where  you 
may  say  what  you  feel  as  long  as 
you  say  it  politely  and  have  other 
people's  feelings  at  heart." 

This  free  exchange  of  ideas  seems 
to  establish  a  climate  where  strong 
discipline  is  unnecessary.  While 
the  McRaes'  standards  are  firm, 
their  discipline  is  gentle.  And  in 
of  the  great  differences  in 
personality  and  intelligence,  the 
same  methods  seem  to  work  for  all. 

Forrest  and   Helen  agree  com- 

Kletely  on  how  the  children  should 
e  handled.  Each  is  sure  that  the 
Jther  does  a  more  effective  job. 
I  hey  share  disciplining,  teaching, 
el  ping  with  homework.  And  both 
available  with  an  understand- 
ng  ear  whenever  a  child  needs  it. 
"Sometimes  you  have  to  talk  to  a 
y  about  things  that  seem  abso- 
utely  senseless."  Forrest  grins.  "No 
natter  how  silly  it  may  seem  to 
v'ou,  it's  serious  enough  to  him." 
"Tim  thinks  it's  sissified  to  be 
oved  with  any  physical  demon- 
itration,"  says  his  mother.  "You 
lave  to  show  a  child  like  this  love 
n  different  ways.  I  think  Forrest 
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has  done  it  very  well.  He's  never 
too  busy  to  listen  to  them  or  do 
things  with  them.  I  believe  the 
children  realize  that  this  is  love. 

"A  child  needs  love  from  his 
father  as  well  as  his  mother — prob- 
ably more.  He  gets  care  from  his 
mother  all  day.  When  a  father 
doesn't  go  to  a  daughter's  recital 
or  talk  to  his  boy  about  sports,  the 
child  has  no  way  of  knowing  that 
his  father  loves  him.  Adults  think 
that  children  take  love  for  granted, 
but  they  don't." 

The  warm  support  of  her  father's 
love  is  one  reason  that  Pam  con- 
tinues to  be  happily  adjusted  to 
life,  in  spite  of  her  handicap.  She 
will  sit  quietly  on  her  daddy's  lap 
for  an  hour,  listening  to  the  con- 
versation around  her.  Who  is 
Pam's  special  friend  in  the  family? 
The  rest  of  the  children  agree, 
"Daddy!" 

-tjxceptional  children,  at  either 
end  of  the  curve,  can  put  terrific 
demands  on  a  parent's  time  and  en- 
ergy. We  asked  Helen  McRae  how 
she  managed  to  keep  a  home,  tutor 
Pam,  and  still  give  the  other  chil- 
dren the  attention  they  need. 

"Well.  I  do  live  by  a  schedule. 
The  children  don't  make  me  ner- 
vous, but  interruptions  do.  I  just 
don't  answer  the  phone  when  I'm 
doing  something  important  like 
helping  Pam  with  her  schoolwork. 

"I  give  more  time  to  Pam's  edu- 
cation than  the  other  children's. 
Sometimes  I  feel  this  is  a  mistake. 
In  a  schoolroom,  each  child  is  en- 
titled to  the  same  amount  of  the 
teacher's  time,  and  I  feel  that  this 
should  be  true  in  the  family,  too. 
But  the  others  don't  seem  to  want 
to  be  worked  with  this  way.  If  they 
did.  I  am  sure  I'd  find  the  time  to 
do  it." 

For  today,  the  McRaes  have 
woven  a  happy,  closely  knit  family 
of  their  widely  differing  offspring. 
But  what  of  tomorrow? 

Susan's  tomorrow  looks  rosy. 
"I've  wanted  to  teach  ever  since  I 
started  high  school.  When  we 
started  teaching  Pam,  I  decided 
I'd  like  to  work  with  the  mentally 
retarded."  This  year,  Susan  has 
started  her  college  course  in  special 
education. 

J  ulie  is  still  trying  to  make  up 
her  mind.  "Right  now  I  think  I'd 
like  to  be  a  psychologist  for  children 
— to  work  with  others  like  Pam- 
mie." 

Living  with  Pam  has  made  Julie 
compassionate  and  aware  of  other 
people's  problems.  She  worries 
about  the  poor  boy  in  her  class  who 
hasn't  paper  and  pencils  to  work 
with. 

Tim  has  decided  what  he  is  not 
going  to  be.  He  has  announced.  "I 
guess  I'll  go  to  college  so  I  won't 
have  to  be  a  garbage  collector." 

As  for  Pam's  future,  Forrest  and 
Helen  don't  let  themselves  worry 
about  it.  They  are  equipping  her 
with  every  skill  and  bit  of  knowl- 
edge   her  mind  can  absorb.  They

"A  good  architect 

is  a  man  who  knows 
what  you  want" 

We  couldn't  find  a  house  to  suit  us  when  we  moved  here  after 
I  was  discharged  from  the  service.  By  that  time,  we  had  rented  in 
two  housing  projects  and  had  owned  a  precut  home.  We  learned 
from  these  experiences  what  we  wanted  and  decided  that  only  an 
architect  could  help  us  get  it. 

My  wife,  Sally,  had  saved  scrapbooks  full  of  magazine  clip- 
pings and  had  definite  ideas  about  things  she  wanted.  First  on  her 
list  of  requirements,  she  wrote  "easy  to  clean"  because  of  the 
children.  She  wanted  a  small  kitchen,  too — but  with  all  the  stor- 
age space  of  a  large  one.  And,  the  kitchen  had  to  be  where  she 
could  see  the  boys  playing  outside. 

My  ideas  were  more  general  than  Sally's.  I  knew  how  many 
rooms  we  needed  and  about  how  big  they  ought  to  be.  I  wanted  to 
be  sure  we  had  a  fireplace — and  a  big  master  bedroom,  too. 

Both  of  us  wanted  to  use  as  much  wood  and  stone  as  we  could, 
because  we  liked  the  way  they  look  and  felt  they  would  help  the 
house  be  as  natural  and  as  unaffected  as  possible.  Also  high  on 
the  list  were  a  good  view  and  plenty  of  glass  to  enjoy  it,  so  we 
bought  a  suburban  site  on  a  hill  with  lots  of  trees. 

We  chose  Paul  Stevens  as  our  architect  because  we  knew  him, 
and  knew  he  had  designed  other  houses  of  the  kind  we  wanted. 
Paul  and  his  partner,  Michael  Imlay,  gave  us  everything  on  our 
"must  list" — and  more  that  we  hadn't  even  asked  for — such  as 
the  use  of  diagonal  weathered  cedar  siding.  Besides  the  added 
interest,  it  adds  structural  strength. 

We  are  well  satisfied  with  the  final  result.  It  is  different  from 
any  other  house — and  better  for  us  because  it  is  designed  for  the 
way  we  live.  It  also  fits  the  site  perfectly,  can  be  expanded  to  fit 
our  future  needs,  and  is  adaptable  to  our  mixture  of  antique  and 
contemporary  furnishings. 

Of  course,  like  everyone  else,  there  are  still  some  things  we 
want  to  do.  Sally  plans  to  hang  baskets  of  plants  from  the  ceiling 
beams  extending  from  the  back  of  the  house.  We  also  plan  to 
build  a  second-floor  deck  on  the  beams. 

//  you  don't  have  an  architect  in  mind  for  your  house,  ask  the 
local  office  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  for  a  list  of 
qualified  architects.  It's  up  to  you  to  choose  one  on  the  basis  of  work 
he  has  completed  for  other  people. 

Your  architect  will  help  you  select  a  site  if  you  wish.  He'll  work 
with  you  to  plan  your  home  and  even  help  you  hire  a  builder.  He'll 
also  supervise  construction  progress  and  details  and  will  check  on 
the  quality  of  materials  used  by  the  builder. 

Charges  are  usually  from  7  to  10  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  house. 
An  architect  won't  save  you  any  cash,  but  he  will  give  you  a  house 
worth  more  now  in  family  pleasure  and  one  that  will  keep  its  value 
longer.  Best  of  all,  you'll  have  exactly  the  home  you  want.

When  our  family  outgrew  our  house,  we  remodeled  to  get 
:he  space  we  needed.  It  wasn't  as  simple  as  it  sounds. 

Shortly  after  buying  the  house  in  1955,  we  remodeled  the 
Dathroom,  kitchen,  fireplace,  and  dining  area.  We  were  all 
jet — or  so  we  thought  until  a  daughter,  Lisa,  and  then  a  son, 
Steve,  made  our  home  seem  far  too  small. 

Looking  for  another  house  convinced  us  that  it  would  be 
ess  expensive  to  remodel  our  old  one.  We  learned  something 
ilse,  too — there  weren't  many  neighborhoods  or  locations  as 
feasant  and  convenient  as  ours,  and  certainly  none  with 
)ur  long-standing  neighborhood  friends. 

We  liked  living  on  a  dead-end  street  where  there  was  no 
raffia  And  we  were  close  to  schools,  markets,  and  freeways. 
Besides,  it  was  a  central  point  for  a  large  part  of  my  work 
is  a  photographer.  With  all  these  advantages  in  favor  of  the 
lome  we  already  owned,  it  didn't  take  us  long  to  decide  to 
emodel.  We  hired  an  architect,  Knowlton  Fernald,  so 
everything  would  be  as  we  wanted  it. 

The  house  is  on  a  sloping  lot,  so  we  have  two  stories  above 
pound  at  the  back.  The  lower  level  was  just  one  big  messy 
irea  before  we  remodeled.  Now  it  has  a  bedroom  and  bath, 
ewing  room,  furnace  and  laundry  area,  and  a  large  play 
oom.  There  are  also  a  study  and  a  darkroom  for  me. 

With  the  new  bedroom  downstairs,  we  were  able  to  re- 
oove  a  wall  between  the  end  of  the  living  room  and  a  small 
idjacent  bedroom,  and  add  this  space  to  the  living  room. 

After  the  lower  area  was  completed,  we  landscaped  our 
:arden  space  of  40x50  feet.  Landscape  Architect  Albert 
leinemann  used  shrubs  and  ground  cover  that  don't  need 
nuch  maintenance.  The  garden  includes  a  sandbox  and 
iwings  for  the  children. 

We  also  added  a  new  deck  off  the  dining  area  and  a  paved 
iatio  just  outside  the  playroom.  When  we  planned  the 
■atio,  we  wanted  it  to  look  like  an  extension  of  the  vinyl 
sbestos  tile  floor  of  the  playroom.  The  tile  had  two-inch 
ed-and-yellow  inserts,  so  we  used  two-inch  redwood  strips 
i  the  concrete  patio.  Now  the  tile  inserts  and  redwood 
trips  make  it  seem  like  one  big  play  area. 

Was  it  hard  to  live  through  a  remodeling?  Yes  it  was. 
"he  worst  part  was  the  change  in  plumbing — but  even  that 
'as  worth  the  mess  and  inconvenience. 

Remodeling  wasn't  a  lightly  made  decision.  We  worked 
n  ideas  and  plans  for  a  long  time,  but  the  outcome  was  all 
'e  had  hoped  for,  and  then  some!  Thanks  to  wonderful 
rofessional  help,  we  have  such  a  well-designed,  comfort- 
ble,  and  attractive  result  that  we  are  getting  an  unexpected 
mount  of  satisfaction  from  our  "new"  house.

True,  we  have  neighbors  under  the  sam 
roof,  but  the  rent  from  the  other  half  covers  our  mortgag 
payments  and  we  feel  it  was  worth  sacrificing  absolute  pr 
vacy  in  order  to  have  our  own  home. 

When  we  got  married  a  year  ago,  we  tried  to  evaluate  o 
housing  situation  realistically.  The  double  housing 
came  closest  to  fitting  our  finances,  so  we  set  about  to  tack! 
the  building  problem — with  more  enthusiasm  than  mon 
We  cut  labor  costs  wherever  possible  by  doing  most  of  tfc 
construction  and  all  the  painting  and  finishing. 

Our  home  was  about  half  finished  when  we  moved  in.  ] 
was  a  little  like  camping  out,  but  it  saved  us  the  expense 
renting  an  apartment.  And  it  cut  out  the  time  we  wo 
have  wasted  traveling  back  and  forth.  The  result:  ev 
spare  minute  was  spent  with  our  brushes  and  paint  bucke 

One  of  the  extra  things  we  wanted  was  a  patio,  and  h 
cause  our  housing  units  weren't  large,  we  felt  that,  durir 
the  summer,  an  enclosed  outdoor  area  would  serve  almoi 
as  an  additional  room.  The  patio  started  with  a  big  pile  I 
rocks,  a  rough  drawing,  and  a  lot  of  determination.  Severn 
months  and  $500  later,  it  was  finished  as  you  see  it  her^ 

As  an  estimator  for  a  building  contractor,  John  comes  i 
contact  with  all  the  products  available  for  constructioi 
That's  part  of  the  reason  we  wanted  to  try  our  wings  ar 
use  new  materials  in  new  ways.  We  utilized  long-lastin 
easy-maintenance  materials  throughout  the  house. 

On  the  patio,  for  instance,  we  experimented  with  patten 
and  textures  of  materials,  combining  redwood  panels  wil 
fiberglass,  painted  perforated  hardboard,  and  rope  lacin 

We  did  some  experimenting  with  materials  inside,  to 
Because  we  liked  the  rugged  texture  of  rough  blocks  ar 
weeping  mortar,  one  wall  of  our  dining  area  is  finished — < 
rather  «n-finished  that  way.  It's  surprising  the  comment  ■ 
creates.  A  lot  of  our  friends  still  wonder  when  and  how  * 
intend  to  finish  the  wall. 

With  the  greatest  share  of  our  budget  going  into  buildin 
we  didn't  have  much  left  for  furniture.  Luckily,  both  Jor 
and  I  had  had  "bachelor"  apartments,  so  we  at  least  hi 
the  basic  furniture  items  and  needed  only  some  accessor* 
to  pull  things  together. 

The  oil  painting  in  the  dining  area  is  an  original,  done  t 
a  friend  of  ours.  The  plaster  frieze  over  the  sofa,  and  tl  | 
grandfather's  clock  both  came  from  John's  grandparent 
home.  Although  we're  not  what  you  could  call  antique  cc 
lectors,  we  do  like  to  blend  old  and  new  things  and  apprec 
ate  one  or  two  antiques  in  our  contemporary  home. 

Everything  considered,  we  couldn't  be  happier  with  tl 
results  we  got  for  the  money  we  had.

The  maze  of  little  cubicles  we  used  to  call  our  kitchen  fairly 
shouted  the  need  for  a  change.  Lofty  ceilings,  peephole  win- 
dows, and  makeshift  work  centers  were  added  incentives 
for  the  redo.  Realizing  this  would  take  time  and  plenty  of 
budget  juggling,  we  started  investigating  the  possibilities. 
Bigger  windows  and  fewer  walls  would  give  us  the  space  for 
the  roomy  kitchen  we  pictured.  And,  if  we  did  the  kitchen 
contracting  ourselves,  we  found  we  could  cut  our  anticipat- 
ed budget  nearly  33  %  and  include  the  necessary  extras. 

Armed  with  these  ideas  and  the  will  to  remodel,  we 
marched  into  our  kitchen  designer's  office.  When  we 
emerged  a  few  hours  later,  we  had  a  long  list  of  new  ques- 
tions. What  appliances  were  to  be  included?  Did  we  want  a 
barbecue-fireplace?  What  were  the  limits  of  our  space  and 
budget?  After  we  settled  these  and  many  more  basics,  we 
would  then  be  ready  to  start  our  paper  and  pencil  planning. 
And,  after  two  months  of  exploring  numerous  kitchen  plans 
on  paper,  we  pinpointed  our  wants.  Blueprints  were  drawn 
and  our  plan  to  do  our  own  kitchen  contracting  was  about 
to  be  put  to  the  test. 

With  the  invasion  of  the  tear-out  and  rough-in  crews,  the 
translating  of  plans  into  kitchen  turned  into  an  average  of  6 
crises  each  day.  For  example,  when  the  cement  man  was 
pouring,  we  had  to  find  out  where  various  walls  went,  so 
bolts  could  be  anchored  into  the  concrete.  When  the  elec- 
trician came  to  put  in  the  conduit  before  the  brick  man  went 
to  work,  we  had  to  think  vertically  to  envision  where  the 
outlets  went.  Through  all  this,  eating  off  paper  plates  and 
wading  in  sawdust  became  less  and  less  a  picnic.  On  week- 
ends, the  family  project  was  the  pebble  mosaic  above  the 
range.  Each  daughter  designed  one  panel.  Father  fitted  the 
figures  in  place  and  Mom  set  the  background  pieces.  The 
completed  panel  was  installed  by  the  tile  setter  along  with 
the  rest  of  the  ceramic-tile  counter  and  back  splash. 

The  pieces  of  space  left  around  the  refrigerator  didn't 
look  like  much  on  the  floor  plan,  but  honeycombed  with 
cabinets  and  fitted  with  a  maple  chopping  block,  this  area 
became  the  spot  for  making  that  tuna  fish  sandwich  as  well 
as  a  place  where  the  girls  could  pack  their  lunches  while 
waiting  for  the  breakfast  toast  to  pop  up.  No  one  was 
exactly  sure  when  the  kitchen  was  finished,  but  suddenly 
we  were  having  mountains  of  fun  barbecuing  every  night. 
Our  kitchen  was  "just  what  we  had  envisioned."  Our  con- 
tracting days  were  voted  a  success.

Our  hopes  for  a  new  house  seemed  stymied.  We  needed 
the  money  tied  up  in  our  old  house  to  make  a  down  pay- 
ment on  a  new  one.  But,  if  we  went  ahead  and  sold  our 
house  before  we  bought  a  new  one,  we  might  find  ourselves 
with  no  house  at  all.  We  could  buy  a  new  house  with 
"earnest  money"  and  promise  the  down  payment  when  we 
got  possession.  But,  we  might  wind  up  with  two  houses  and 
a  shortage  of  cash.  Added  to  these  problems,  we  found  our 
house  was  hard  to  sell  in  competition  with  new,  no-down- 
payment  development  houses. 

In  the  midst  of  all  this  confusion  over  what  to  do  about 
getting  a  new  house,  we  read  a  newspaper  ad  about  a  builder 
who  accepted  older  houses  as  a  down  payment  on  his  new 
models.  We'd  never  heard  of  trading  houses,  but  decided 
it  was  worth  investigating.  We  did — and  now  we  have  the 
new  house  we  wanted. 

Here's  how  trading  worked  for  us.  Our  old  house  cost 
$14,425  in  late  1955.  We  spent  an  additional  $2,100  to  add 
a  room  and  make  some  general  improvements.  When  we 
decided  to  trade,  our  house  was  appraised  at  $17,400  by 
an  independent  appraiser.  The  builder  of  our  new  house 
offered  us  this  amount  less  a  6  per  cent  sales  commission 
and  the  cost  of  necessary  presale  repairs.  We  felt  this  was 
fair  because  we  would  have  had  to  pay  a  6  per  cent  com- 
mission to  any  realtor  who  sold  the  house. 

Trading  houses  let  us  transfer  our  equity  directly  to  the 
down  payment  on  our  new  home,  without  getting  into  any 
of  the  fixes  we'd  been  afraid  of.  Trading  had  another  much- 1 
appreciated  advantage:  We  didn't  have  realtors  and  their 
clients  tramping  through  our  home  while  we  were  in  a  mess  j 
because  of  packing. 

Our  new  house  is  everything  we  wanted.  It  has  a  separate  j 
family  room  right  next  to  the  kitchen,  where  my  wife,  Jean, 
can  keep  an  eye  on  Billy,  Gail,  and  Doug.  When  company 
comes  before  dishes  are  done,  we  can  slide  the  screens  across 
the  kitchen  to  hide  the  mess.  That's  the  only  extra  room  we 
gained,  but  every  room  is  bigger  in  the  new  house.  We  have  j 
a  decent-sized  dining  room,  a  separate  entry  with  a  closet— 
and,  we  have  two  fireplaces. 

The  other  things  we  like  are  harder  to  see.  The  floor  plan 
is  more  convenient  and  the  house  is  built  better.  We  like  [ 
our  new  neighborhood,  too — all  the  houses  are  about  the  j; 
same  quality  and  blend  together  without  monotony. 

Housing  trade-ins  were  originated  as  a  stimulus  to  Sales,  but  j 
they've  proved  to  be  a  real  boon  to  buyers  as  well.  If  you  are  in- 1 
terested  in  trading,  ask  both  selling  and  lending  agencies  in 
your  area  whether  or  not  they  trade — then  shop  carefully.  1 
Plans  vary  widely  and  include  those  set  up  by  builders,  real- 1 
tors,  mortgage  companies,  and  savings  and  loan  associations. 
Typical  plans  guarantee  you  an  agreed-upon  price  for  your 
present  home,  but  leave  you  free  to  get  a  better  price  if  you  can 
do  so  within  a  specified  time.  (With  builders,  this  time  limit  | 
usually  means  completion  of  your  new  home.)  If  you  are  mov- 
ing to  another  city  and  don't  have  time  to  sell  your  house  before 
moving  day,  you  may  even  be  able  to  trade  your  present  home 
in  on  a  house  in  your  new  city!

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When  we  first  moved 
in,  we  had  a  plan 
for  outdoor  living/' 

Six  years  ago,  Marge  and  I  decided  that  we  wanted  a  well- 
planned  garden  with  areas  for  fun  and  outdoor  living  that 
the  entire  family  could  enjoy  together. 

We  bought  a  complete  plan  from  Landscape  Architect 
Mary  Gordon  and  set  about  to  do  most  of  the  work  our- 
selves. We  did  what  we  wanted  when  we  had  the  time  and 
money  for  each  project.  Now  the  job  is  practically  com- 
plete, and,  without  putting  a  price  tag  on  our  own  labor, 
the  total  cash  outlay  amounts  to  about  half  of  the  original 
estimate.  Of  course,  there's  been  some  sacrifice;  for  in- 
stance, we  knew  when  we  started  that  we  would  have  to 
give  up  our  vacations. 

To  satisfy  everybody,  we  decided  to  have  the  whole 
place  landscaped — play  yard,  volleyball  court,  lanai,  kitch- 
en garden,  and  planting  areas.  The  children,  Lynne,  Todd, 
Brian,  and  Greg,  have  their  own  special  play  area.  It's 
covered  with  gravel  to  eliminate  tracking  dirt  into  the 
house.  And  there's  a  drinking  fountain,  too,  (top  left) 
which  saves  many  trips  into  the  kitchen. 

The  volleyball  court  is  fun  for  all  of  us  (I  especially  need 
the  exercise] .  Asphalt  surfacing  of  the  court  was  the  one 
thing  I  hired  done,  but  I  did  put  in  a  backstop  at  one  end 
for  the  youngsters'  baseball  game.  Next,  I'm  going  to  paint 
yellow  lines  for  a  badminton  court  inside  the  existing  white 
ones  for  volleyball. 

For  general  relaxation,  we  have  the  lanai  off  the  family 
room.  I  built  the  12xl8-foot  roof  of  corrugated  aluminum 
and  plastic  panels  set  into  egg-crate-design  wood  framing. 
It  gives  us  all  the  shade  we  need.  The  screen  in  the  rear  of 
the  lanai  provides  wind  protection.  The  frame  is  QlA  feet 
high  and  is  covered  with  plastic  window  screening. 

As  for  all  the  plants,  Marge  did  the  selecting — she  knows 
good  healthy  stock  when  she  sees  it,  and  that's  important. 
I  set  out  260  plants,  including  trees.  The  cost  was  $535.00, 
but  spread  out  over  the  six-year  period,  we  didn't  notice  so 
much  the  expense  or  the  work. 

One  of  the  trickiest  jobs  was  laying  the  lawn  sprinkling 
system,  because  sections  of  it  go  around  curves.  It  cost 
$425.00  for  parts  alone,  so  I  never  think  of  what  it  would 
have  been  as  a  hired  job.  Some  of  the  costs  may  seem  high 
— $560.00  for  fence  materials,  $240.00  for  concrete  to  set 
posts,  and  $200  for  rock  and  gravel — but  remember  that 
this  is  prorated  over  a  period  of  six  years.  For  your  own 
projects,  the  time  and  cost  are  up  to  you.  For  me,  the  total 
expense  was  $4,075.00.  When  I  divide  that  by  six,  I  come 
up  with  a  figure  that  is  less  per  year  than  it  would  have 
cost  us  to  take  our  annual  vacation — but  what  we've  gained 
in  family  living  far  outweighs  any  loss. 
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It's  amazing  what  we 
gained  by  finishing 
a  shell  house' 
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Sue  and  I  had  been  thinking  about  a  new  house  for  seven 
years  before  we  found  how  to  get  what  we  wanted.  Custom 
building  was  too  expensive  and  we  couldn't  find  a  house  we 
wanted  in  a  subdivision.  As  our  family  increased — from 
four  to  six — our  housing  needs  increased,  too. 

Then  we  learned  that  some  of  the  homes  we'd  admired, 
but  couldn't  afford,  were  offered  as  shells  by  the  builder. 
(In  other  words,  the  outside  is  complete;  inside,  only  the 
subflooring  and  wall  studs  are  done.  It's  up  to  the  buyer  to 
finish  the  house.)  For  operating  money,  we  sold  our  old 
house  and  moved  into  an  apartment.  Then  we  made  a  down 
payment  on  our  lot  and  started  our  new  house. 

We  chose  a  2,500-square-foot  split  level  and  modified 
the  floor  plan  to  suit  our  own  requirements.  Our  builder 
got  bids  for  us  from  plumbers,  electricians,  and  other  sub- 
contractors, but  we  negotiated  on  our  own  with  each  of 
them.  This  way,  we  got  the  benefit  of  the  builder's  know- 
how  but  took  on  all  the  responsibility  in  order  to  save  a 
general  contractor's  fee. 

From  the  time  the  foundation  was  poured,  Sue  was  at 
the  site  nearly  every  day,  acting  as  Field  General.  After  the 
shell  was  completed  and  the  electrical,  heating,  and  plumb- 
ing contractors  were  done,  it  was  our  turn.  We  worked  eve- 
nings and  weekends  all  last  summer — hanging  doors,  paint- 
ing, laying  floors,  installing  trim,  and  doing  all  the  other 
jobs  of  finishing  a  house.  By  the  first  of  September,  we  had 
seeded  the  lawn — even  the  girls  helped  spread  the  straw 
mulch.  They  did  other  jobs,  too.  The  older  ones  were  won- 
derful for  painting  small  closets,  and  they  all  did  a  great  job 
of  picking  up  scraps  left  by  the  workmen. 

We  certainly  learned  a  lot  about  evaluating  work.  The 
hardest  job  was  painting,  and  it's  the  first  one  everybody 
thinks  about.  One  of  the  easiest  jobs,  surprisingly,  was 
installing  the  kitchen  cabinets. 

Completing  our  house  was  not  an  easy  job.  We  couldn't 
have  done  it  if  Sue  hadn't  been  able  to  follow  instructions, 
make  on-the-spot  decisions,  and  supervise  the  work  while 
I  was  busy  during  the  daytime. 

Finishing  a  shell  paid  handsomely,  not  with  a  bigger  bank 
balance,  but  as  additional  equity  in  our  new  house.  What  it 
amounts  to  is  that  our  labor  paid  for  about  ten  per  cent  of 
our  home.  And  it's  a  much  better  home  than  we  could  have 
afforded  to  buy  already  finished. 

We  would  certainly  be  willing  to  do  it  again,  not  just  be- 
cause of  the  equity  we  earned,  but  because  we  got  just  the 
house  we  wanted  and  because  it  belongs  to  us  in  a  special 
way  that  an  already-finished  house  never  could. 
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50  men  and  women 
put  their  heads 
together  to  design 
this  wonderful  house!

The  builder,  with  the  help  of  Housing  Market  Researc 
company,  then  puts  the  results  together  so  he  knows  what 
wanted  in  his  own  area  before  he  plans  his  next  model. 

The  house  pictured  here  was  "planned"  by  the  Tacomji 
Washington,  Forum — and  the  result  is  a  fine  house.  Arch 
tect  Robert  B.  Price,  AIA,  incorporated  the  Forum's  fine 
ings  into  the  design.  Builder  George  D.  Barclay,  a  memb< 
of  the  Tacoma  chapter  of  NAHB,  erected  this  model  i 
his  new  Mayfair  subdivision  in  Tacoma. 

The  delegates  at  Tacoma  preferred  a  one-level,  threii 
bedroom  house  with  1  lA  baths.  There  was  a  preference  f( 
an  open  floor  plan  with  combination  living  and  dinir 
room.  (In  many  parts  of  the  country,  there  is  a  trend  bac 
toward  separate  rooms.)  Not  too  surprisingly,  88  per  cer 
of  the  delegates  wanted  all  of  the  bedrooms  in  the  same  pai 
of  the  house. 

The  Forum  also  wanted  rooms  free  of  through  traffic, 
patio  with  privacy,  and  a  kitchen-family  room  that  allov 
supervision  of  children  playing  in  the  back  yard. 

The  exterior  of  the  house  follows  their  choice  of  a  simp, 
combination  of  brick  and  painted  wood  siding. 

The  list  of  the  most  wanted  extras  showed  a  desire  f( 
freedom  from  maintenance  through  better  quality  m« 
terials.  None  of  the  items  are  gimmicks — many  don't  eve 
show.  They  all  add  to  the  comfort  and  lasting  qualities  < 
the  home.  High  on  the  list  were  better  furnaces,  bett< 
hardware,  full  insulation,  and  higher  grade  roofing. 

These  choices  are  very  like  those  made  at  other  Forums- 
proof  that  people  do  recognize  and  want  the  kind  of  qualit 
that  gives  them  a  home  of  lasting  value.

Humorist  H.  Allen  Smith  doesn't  have  neighbors;  in- 
stead, his  hilltop  home  is  surrounded  by  field  and  for- 
est and  is  all  but  invisible  from  any  point  within  ten 
miles.  Smith  says  he  likes  it  that  way,  because  these 
frantic  days,  only  a  hermit  could  possibly  write  a  book 
-  and  he  has  somehow  found  time  to  turn  out  a  seem- 
ingly endless  string  of  funny-bone  commentaries  on 
modern  life,  including  Low  Man  on  a  Totem  Pole, 
Life  in  a  Putty  Knife  Factory,  How  to  Write  With- 
out Knowing  Nothing,  and,  just  published  this  month, 
H.  Allen  Smith  Goes  to  Hell  in  a  Handbasket. 


During  the  course  ol  the  last  dozen  years,  ever  since 
I  became  a  domestic  philosopher,  I  have  solved 
most  of  the  problems  that  beset  the  average  Amer- 
ican in  his  search  for  equilibrium  and  good  sense  in  his 
day-by-day  living.  It  is  now  time  that  I  glance  over 
the  bothersome  matter  of  neighbors  and  neighborli- 
ness.  We  have  reached  a  high  degree  of  technological 
civilization,  but  knots  are  still  being  raised  on  noggins 
because  a  dog  runs  loose  in  the  night  or  a  lady  makes 
outrageous  statements  about  another  lady's  daytime 
visitors  or  an  apple  falls  off  a  limb  and  lands  on  the 
property  next  door. 

Before  getting  my  teeth  into  the  problem,  let  me 
make  it  clear  that  we  are  discussing  your  neighbor, 
not  you.  You  are  a  paragon  as  a  neighbor;  you  have

no  faults.  The  people  under  our  microscope  are  thosi; 
half-civilized  wretches  who  surround  you  on  every 
side.  They  are  the  trouble  makers. 

The  word  neighbor  is  a  verb  as  well  as  a  noun,  and  in 
many  parts  of  the  United  States  it  is  not  uncommon 
to  hear  someone  say,  "We  neighbor  a  lot,"  or  "Srifl 
doesn't  neighbor  well,"  or  even  "We  don't  neighbo 
with  them."  The  person  who  neighbors  too  much  i 
often  the  type  known  as  The  Salt  of  the  Earth.  I  hav* 
been  acquainted  with  quite  a  few  individuals  who 
answered  to  that  description,  and  I  have  had  a  diffi 
cult  time  loving  them;  so  difficult,  in  fact,  that  I  dis 
liked  them.  Heartily.  Among  them  is  the  meddle 
who  comes  busting  into  your  kitchen,  makes  a  remark 
about  how  filthy  your  sink  looks,  asks  if  you  haw 
been  eating  ink  soup,  and  then  whips  a  can  of  Flicker 
Off  out  of  her  bodice  and  goes  to  work.  Humming 
loudly. 

Salt-of-the-Earth  people  insist  upon  being  helpful— 
at  the  precise  time  when  you  want,  more  than  anything 
else,  to  be  left  alone.  They  pride  themselves  on  hov 
well  they  neighbor,  believing  in  quantity  over  quality 
and  it  always  seems  that  their  kids  are  the  ones  wh( 
take  cornet  lessons.  Beware  of  The  Salt  of  the  Earth 
because  the  chief  difficulty  in  the  topic  under  dis 
cussion  is  owr-neighboring. 

There  is  a  rule  in  psychology,  I  think,  which  goes 
some  of  us  have  such  a  profound  love  for  humankinc 
that  nature  compensates  by  permitting  us  to  dislik( 
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our  neighbors.  This  rule  works  both  ways.  Be  a  bit 
careful  of  any  neighbor  who  shows  too  much  affection 
for  you.  He  probably  hates  all  of  humanity,  and  may 
have  a  bomb  in  his  blouse. 

We  have  been  through  the  Togetherness  thing  and 
escaped  without  too  many  scars.  The  reaction  is  strong 
and  growing  stronger,  and  now  the  architects  and 
interior  decorators  are  beginning  to  stress  the  Unto- 
getherness  theme.  They  are  designing  for  individual 
privacy  within  the  family.  It  turns  out  that  there  are 
many  people  who  don't  want  to  assemble  in  the  rumpus 
room  and  rump,  who  don't  want  to  sing  along  with 
Mitch.  There  are  blood  brothers  who  grow  weary  of 
listening  to  each  other  and  looking  at  each  other  and 
who  would  enjoy  going  into  a  room  and  shutting  the 
door  and  staying  there  a  long  while.  This  need  for 
privacy  is  highly  important  among  neighbors,  too. 

I  am  not  suggesting  all-out  Untogetherness  for 
neighbors.  Neighboring  is  a  good  thing.  You  may  be 
able  to  tell  your  neighbor  how  he  should  cultivate  his 
camellias,  while  he  gives  you  some  valuable  tips  on  the 
installation  of  double-hung  windows.  He  can  advise 
you  on  the  best  herbs  for  Spanish  paella,  and  in  turn 
you  can  offer  him  some  wood  ashes  for  his  lilacs.  He 
might  even  know  how  to  fix  plumbing  that  goes  thump, 
and  you  could  explain  to  him  why  a  tax  deduction  he 
has  taken  is  not  going  to  be  allowed.  The  temptation 
is  strong  at  this  point  to  say  that  you  should  never 
borrow  tools  from  him ;  but  I  choose  not  to  fly  in  the 
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face  of  a  convention  that  dates  back  to  the  day  a  man 
invented  the  wheel  and  the  fellow  in  the  next  cave 
promptly  borrowed  it. 

Just  as  it  is  on  the  highway,  common  courtesy  is  the 
most  important  single  element  in  neighborly  relations. 
For  example,  any  kind  of  noise  early  in  the  morning 
or  late  at  night  is  pure  poison  to  your  neighbor.  You 
know  that  already,  of  course,  but  do  you  keep  it  in 
mind? 

I  remember  when  I  was  a  child  in  Illinois,  our  next- 
door  neighbor  was  a  retired  preacher,  a  man  who  wore 
baggy  clothes  and  looked  like  Chester  Conklin  of  the 
old  Mack  Sennett  movies.  He  got  up  at  dawn  every 
morning,  fell  to  his  knees  beside  his  bed,  and  prayed  in 
a  loud  voice  for  a  long  time.  On  Sundays,  he  revved 
up  the  decibels  and  stretched  out  the  text.  He  had  a 
cast-iron  larynx,  and  as  he  prayed  his  voice  grew 
increasingly  powerful  until,  during  the  last  ten  min- 
utes of  his  supplication,  he  was  trumpeting  like  a  bull 
elephant.  This  was  not  too  bad  in  the  wintertime,  but 
in  the  hot  summer  months,  when  all  the  windows 
were  wide  open,  he  was  a  nuisance.  His  roarings  and 
bellowings  awakened  everybody  in  the  neighborhood, 
and  while  people  respected  his  faith,  they  felt  he 
should  address  his  Creator  in  more  confidential  tones. 
Someone  finally  wrote  an  anonymous  letter  telling  him 
of  the  unhappiness  he  was  causing  his  neighbors,  and 
put  the  letter  into  his  mailbox.  He  was  furious.  He 
thought  his  creed  was  being  attacked.  For  a  week  or 
two  after  that,  he  knelt  at  his  bedroom  window  and 
howled  his  prayers  at  the  great  out  of  doors,  almost 
blowing  the  shingles  off  the  houses.  Then  he  packed 
up  his  family  and  moved  away.  Noise  is  noise,  whether 
it's  made  by  a  power  mower  or  a  preacher. 

Noise  as  a  neighborhood  nuisance  is  often  associated, 
of  course,  with  the  activities  of  children  and  dogs. 
Here  we  come  face  to  face  with  a  true  dilemma.  One 
of  the  great  mysteries  of  life  is  the  triangular  relation- 
ship between  man  &  dog  &  neighbor.  Stated  in  simple 
terms,  a  man  is  capable  of  loving  his  dog  as  deeply 
as  he  loves  his  child,  whereas  he  can  hate  his  neighbor's 
dog  with  the  same  intensity  that  he  hates  a  raging 
toothache.  This  places  the  problem  of  dogs  clear  out- 
side the  realm  of  intelligence  and  logic,  and  it  could 
stay  there  except  that  /  have  to  deal  with  it  somehow. 
I  don't  know  how  anybody  is  going  to  stop  a  dog 
from  barking  at  night.  Advise  the  dog  not  to  do  it? 
Tie  up  his  face?  Some  people  smile  and  say  the  solu- 
tion is  simple — just  lock  him  up  indoors.  I  know  a 
man  who  tried  that  one  night  and  then  announced: 
"He  barked  all  night  and  I  didn't  get  a  wink  of  sleep. 
My  wife  didn't  get  a  wink  of  sleep.  We  are  a  couple 
of  walking  zombies.  I  tell  you,  it  is  not  good  for  a  dog 
to  keep  him  indoors  at  night." 

Two  irrevocable  laws  operate  in  the  realm  of  child 
behavior  and  dog  villainy.  The  first  is  a  clear  reversal 
of  the  well-known  legal  axiom  which  says  that  a  person 
is  always  innocent  until  proven  guilty.  The  exact 
opposite  is  true  with  kids  and  dogs — always  and  for-

The  paper  paintings  above  (and  in  the  photograph  to  the  left) 
utilize  many  types  of  paper  with  varied  surfaces — dull,  shiny, 
textured,  smooth,  sheer,  heavy.  Use  your  imagination.  Cut  a 
piece  of  illustration  board  to  fit  the  frame  you  will  use.  If  you 
want  a  background  color,  paste  it  on  first,  then  cut  picture  pieces; 
lay  them  on  dry  to  settle  on  your  best  composition.  When  satis- 
fied, lift  and  paste  pieces  individually,  then  adhere.  This  retains 
your  pattern.

Fill  and  frost  layers  of  White 
Cake  with  Strawberry  Frosting. 
Center  with  a  ring  of  Dancing 
Dolls  as  pictured  on  page  60. 
Around  serving  plate,  arrange  red 
birthday  candles  in  Gumdrop 
Petal  Holders. 

Dancing  dolls:  We  used  a  strip 
of  bright  pink  paper,  1934*4 
inches.  At  narrow  side,  make  a  fold 
2}/%  inches  wide  for  a  measure, 
then  fold  the  paper  over  and  over 
on  itself  till  you  come  to  end  of 
strip.  Now  fold  double  to  make 
narrow  panel.  On  open  side,  snip 
out  a  half-silhouette,  leaving  at- 
tached at  braids,  hands,  and  skirt 
hems.   Unfold — there  you  have  9 


dolls!  fasten  first  and  last  with 
cellophane  tape  to  make  circle. 
(For  the  cutest  dolls,  cut  'em 
chubby,  and  don't  forget  to  round 
the  cheeks  between  braids  and 
neck.) 

Gumdrop  Petal  Holders:  for 
each  you'll  need  2  fat  gumdrops 
in  different  shades  of  the  same 
color — we  chose  red  and  pink.  (If 
the  candy  is  soft,  let  stand  over- 
night to  dry  a  little.)  From  the  out- 
side of  each  gumdrop,  snip  off  5 
long  petals  and  overlap  sticky-side 
up,  bending  upwards  to  form  flow- 
er. Pinch  end  of  each  petal  to 
shape.  Press  a  pink  flower  inside  a 
red,  and  insert  birthday  candle 
firmly  in  center. 

To  tint  coconut  for  Cake  Nests 
with  Jellybean  Eggs  (page  60) : 
We  used  shredded  coconut,  but 
the  flaked  works  fine,  too.  Place 
coconut  in  a  jar.  Add  a  few  drops 
of  green  food  coloring.  Cover  and 
shake  till  coconut  is  uniform  in 
color. 

Gumdrop  bow  for  Spring  Bon- 
net Cake  (page  62) :  Between 
sheets  of  waxed  paper,  roll  out  2 
large  green  gumdrops  in  long 
strips  (have  sugar  on  both  sides  of 
candy).  Cut  strips  lengthwise  in 
two  and  trim  J^2  lnch  wide.  For 


each  loop  of  bow,  bend  one  end  of 
strip  back  and  tuck  behind  the 
Marshmallow  Daisy  in  center  of 
h.ii  brim  (frosting  will  hold  in 
place).  Complete  bow  by  adding 
two  strips  with  ends  snipped  to  a 
point. 

Instructions  for  the  other  cake 
decorations  shown  are  given  with 
their  pictures  on  pages  60  through 
63.  For  your  convenience  we  have 
grouped  below  all  the  frosting 
recipes  (plus  extras!)  according  to 
no-cook  and  cooked  types.

When  I  read  over  some  of  the  statements  we  made  as  the 
bung  parents  of  two  babies,  I  must  confess  to  a  wince  and 
le  hope  that  no  copies  of  Better  Homes  for  April,  1953, 
ill  ever  show  up  to  haunt  us. 

"Is  any  achievement  worthy  of  greater  pride  than  a  con- 
dent,  unselfish,  morally  and  physically  fit  young  adult?" 
e  asked  our  readers,  referring  to  the  children  we  hoped 
>  raise. 

Now,  nine  years  later,  we  must  change  the  word  pride 
)  humility — and  keep  our  fingers  crossed  at  that.  We  know 
DW  that,  as  parents,  we  do  not  have  complete  control 
(yer  the  development  of  our  children.  It  is  not  solely  with- 
l  our  own  province  to  determine  what  kind  of  adults  they 
ill  become. 

For  one  thing,  each  child  comes  equipped  with  different 
Dilities,  traits,  and  capacities — and  these  are  not  always 
hat  we  parents  might  wish  for.  Our  children  are  not  per- 
ct;  they  are  human.  We  have  had  to  learn  to  accept  each 
ir  what  he  is,  judging  his  accomplishments  in  relation  to 
s  own  ability,  and  loving  him  for  his  own  unique  self. 
We  have  also  learned  the  power  of  outside  influences: 
;her  children  and  adults,  the  church,  school,  television, 
)oks,  comic  books,  and  newspapers.  We  can  guide  our 
lildren  toward  a  proper  judgment  of  the  influences  which 
irround  them;  we  can  lend  our  support  to  those  influences 
e  consider  good  and  oppose  those  we  consider  bad;  but 
e  cannot — nor  should  we  try  to — keep  our  children  apart 
om  the  real  world. 

When  we  first  started  our  family,  I  think  we  felt  that

We  also  discovered  whal  every 
parent  with  more  than  one  child 
learns — that  it  is  easier  to  enjoy 
each  succeeding  child.  We  have 
been  able  to  relax  and  take  our- 
selves less  seriously  with  the  young- 
er children,  knowing  pretty  much 
what  to  expect  and  when. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  have 
been  jolts  we  did  not  fully  antici- 
pate. The  big  one,  I  think,  has  been 
financial.  Prices  have  risen,  and 
we've  had  difficulty  keeping  the 
"realistic"  budget  we  bragged 
about  in  our  first  article. 

five  children  outgrow  and  wear 
out  clothes  by  the  gross  lots.  They 
also  outgrow  and  wear  out  houses. 
They  eat  their  way  through  $140 
worth  of  food  each  month,  provide 
a  good  chunk  of  support  for  the 
local  doctor  and  dentist,  absorb 
heat,  use  lights,  and  drink  water. 
Education  costs  are  rising,  and  we 
have  20  years  of  college  to  finance 
somehow.  However,  we  still  feel, 
as  we  did  in  '53,  that  we  are  spend- 
ing our  money  on  the  best  com- 
modity available. 

The  big  problem  for  me — the 
mother — has  been  the  difficulty  of 
maintaining  my  identification  as  a 
person  in  the  midst  of  this  crowd 
of  people  who  know  me  only  as 
Mom.  "Raising  a  large  family  in- 
telligently is  the  most  rewarding 
and  exacting  outlet  for  a  woman's 
talents,"  we  wrote.  True,  but  please 
add  a  big  "if."  If  a  woman  can 
remain  a  thinking,  reading,  feeling, 
creative  person  by  taking  time  out 
from  her  family  on  a  regular  basis, 
then  the  job  of  mother  is  reward- 
ing, not  martyring;  satisfying,  not 
stiffing.  This,  of  course,  has  not 
always  been  easy  to  do. 

I  often  think  of  the  apt  comment 
of  my  neighbor  (who  has  seven 
children  of  her  own)  when  our 
first  article  was  published: 

"Well,  dear,"  she  said,  "just  re- 
member— it's  a  heck  of  a  lot  of 
work!" 

xYnd  so  it  is.  In  1953,  I  would 
have  chided  as  lazy  any  woman 
who  was  not  willing  to  assume  the 
tasks  of  raising  a  houseful  of  chil- 
dren. Now  I  suspend  judgment. 
Many  women  are  not  tempera- 
mentally suited  to  the  demands  of 
a  large  family — or  of  marriage,  for 
that  matter.  Certainly,  child-rais- 
ing is  only  one  area  challenging 
the  time  and  talents  of  intelligent 
women,  and  those  who  choose 
otherwise  do  not  deserve  criticism. 

Only  recently  have  Bob  and  1 
begun  to  feel  our  full  responsibility 
for  the  talent  and  abilities  of  our 
children.  Having  babies  and  get- 
ting them  through  infancy  is  one 
thing.  Accepting  the  responsibility 
of  developing  them  into  useful, 
contributing  adults  is  another. 

Let's  face  it.  There  is  more  to 
raising  a  child  in  1962  than  there 
was  even  25  years  ago.  A  college 
education  is  considered  a  must  for 
most  young  people,  and  there  is 
actually  more  to  be  learned  and 


understood  all  along  the  academia 
path.  Artistic  and  creative  talent;  ( 
are  needed  in  the  world,  and  mosi 
parents  feel  the  obligation  to  de- 
velop    these     in     their     children 
Topsy's  formula  of  "just  growing'' 
won't  do  any  longer,  and  we  musn 
face  that  fact.  Time,  interest,  ancl 
money  are   involved,   and  with  A 
large  family,  time  and  money  are| 
sometimes  not  available. 

Lack  of  time,  we  believe,  is  botl 
the  greatest  problem  facing  parent! I 
of  a   large  family   today  and   thel 
problem  most  necessary  to  resolve  [ 
Demands  on  our  time  are  myriact 
and,  for  the  most  part,  legitimate  [ 
There    are    the    physical    tasks   o 
making    a    living    and    making   i\ 
home;     the    civic    obligations    o;{ 
schools,  politics,  community  issues  I 
religious    disciplines    and    service 
social  demands ;  and,  just  as  impor- 
tant, the  necessity  for  taking  tim* 
for  personal  growth. 

All  these  responsibilities,  then 
compete  daily  with  the  need  o 
each  of  our  children  for  individua 
attention,  recognition,  guidance 
and  support.  And  if  we  do  not  rec 
ognize  and  meet  this  need,  th( 
child  becomes  the  loser.  All  tin 
advantages  of  belonging  to  a  larg< 
family  don't  tip  the  scales  if  the* 
must  be  balanced  against  the  dis^ 
advantage  of  parents  who  don' 
have  time  for  each  child  individ 
ually.  Trying  to  put  first  thing, 
first  has  become  for  us  a  most  nee 
essary  daily  discipline.

"f  all  the  things  we  have  learner 
about  children  so  far  (and  we  am 
still  learning  plenty!),  there  is  onu 
lesson  which  probably  will  stanr 
the  test  of  time.  It  is  simply  this 
the  greatest  gift  we  can  give  ou 
children  is  to  love  them  and  shovi 
it;  to  set  them  a  good  example  ol 
the  kind  of  person  we  hope  the 
will  be;  and  to  give  them  th 
freedom  they  need  to  stand  alon* 
as  individuals  as  soon  as  they  an 
able.  We  haven't  yet  learned,  how 
ever,  which  of  these  is  the  hardest 

Would  we  have  five  childrei 
again  if  we  had  it  to  do  over?  Yes- 
probably.  They  have  brought  u 
much  joy,  and  we  are  confiden 
that  each  one  will  have  somethin; 
of  value  to  contribute  to  his  fello\ 
men.  We  would  do  it  again,  bu 
we  have  long  since  stopped  advo 
eating  large  families  for  other  peo 
pie.  After  all,  we  still  have  20  year- 
to  go  before  we  can  write  the  fina 
verse  to  this  tune  we've  beei 
singing.

and  how  to  make  sure  you  don't

.ncome  taxes  have  become  the  average  family's

erpayment  1:  the  working  student.  A 

'ndale,  New  York,  father  was  denied  an  ex- 
iption  for  his  son  attending  a  tuition-free  mu- 
Cipal  college,  because  the  boy  had  earned  $1,085 

part-time  work  one  year.  The  father  had 
imed  that,  despite  these  earnings,  he  paid  more 
%n  half  the  boy's  support.  But  the  Internal 
>venue  Service  official  remained  unconvinced. 

pointed  out  that,  since  there  were  five  in  the 
mily  and  the  father's  income  was  $10,000,  the 
y's  living  expense  was  assumed  to  be  $2,000.

■ket,  lost  a  $600  exemption  worth  $132  because 
$86  of  extra  earnings  by  his  son. 

lution:  This  man  lost  the  exemption  because 
had  no  records  or  documents  to  show  how 
ch  he  had  spent  for  his  son's  support;  so  the 
S  agent  applied  a  rule  of  thumb.  Even  though 
hild  over  1 8  earns  over  $600  a  year,  you  can 
im  an  exemption  while  he  is  still  in  school  if 
i  provide  over  half  his  support.  But  if  his  earn- 
[S  are  unusually  high  in  comparison  to  typical 
liege  expenses,  you  should  be  prepared  to 
>ve — preferably  with  an  actual  record  plus 
eipted  bills  and  canceled  checks — just  where 
i  provided  your  share  of  the  money. 
Among  the  support  expenses  you  can  claim 
the  fair  value  of  lodging,  food,  clothing, 
ucation,  transportation,  medical  and  dental 
e,  recreation,  and  other  necessities.  A  scholar- 
ip  (or  board  provided  for  a  student  nurse) 
d  not  be  included  as  part  of  the  child's  own 
:ome.  Suppose,  for  example,  your  youngster 
3  a  $600  scholarship  and  also  earns  $600.  You 
ltribute  $1,000  of  his  expenses.  You  still  can 
im  him  as  a  dependent,  even  though  your 
,000  contribution  is  less  than  his  total  receipts 
$1,200.  (G.I.  benefits,  however,  are  not  con- 
ered  a  scholarship  and  must  be  counted  as 
jrt  of  a  student's  own  contribution.) 
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Overpayment   2:    the   forgotten  gifts.   An 

Ohio  couple  deducted  for  their  regular  contribu- 
tions to  church  and  charities,  but  overlooked  many 
smaller  but  frequent  cash  and  noncash  donations 
to  (and  expenses  incurred  on  behalf  of)  local 
organizations.  Many  of  these  groups  were  quali- 
fied for  tax-deductible  contributions. 

Solution:  Such  casual  contributions  are  often 
overlooked.  You  can  include  in  your  deductions 
not  only  cash  gifts,  but  the  fair  market  value  of 
goods  such  as  household  articles,  toys,  clothing, 
books,  and  so  forth  donated  to  charities,  churches, 
nonprofit  schools,  community-service  agencies, 
Scouts  and  veterans'  organizations.  In  addition, 
you  can  deduct  the  cost  of  food  prepared  for 
church  and  charity  benefits;  phone,  postage, 
stationery,  and  transportation  expenses  made  on 
behalf  of  churches,  charities,  civil  defense, 
schools,  Scouts,  and  so  on;  and  the  cost  and  up- 
keep of  uniforms  for  hospital,  Red  Cross,  and 
civil-defense  volunteers.  You  can  even  deduct 
the  excess  amount  over  fair  market  value  for 
merchandise,  food,  and  entertainment  tickets 
you  buy  from  charitable  organizations. 

Overpayment  3:  the  damaged  car.  A  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  man  banged  his  car  into  the  rear  of 
another  in  a  morning  traffic  jam.  His  insurance 
paid  for  the  damage  to  the  other  car,  but  not  for  his 
own  crumpled  fender.  He  assumed  the  damage  to 
his  own  car  was  a  complete  loss. 

Solution:  Nonreimbursed  accident  damage  to 
your  own  car  is  a  frequently  overlooked  deduc- 
tion. You  can  take  it  if  you  itemize  deductions, 
even  if  the  accident  was  your  fault,  and  even  if 
no  other  car  was  involved — as,  for  example,  if 
you  skid  on  an  icy  road.  Or  if  your  own  car  is 
insured  but  the  damage  is  not  fully  compensated, 
you  can  deduct  the  balance. 

Overpayment  4:  the  children's  investment. 

A  Walden,  New  York,  mother  reports  that  her 
local  "tax  agent"  said  she  would  have  to  pay 
taxes  on  income  from  stocks  she  bought  for  her 
children's  education.  The  shares  were  listed  in  her 
name  as  custodian  under  the  Gifts  to  Minors  Act. 
So  she  reported  the  income  from  these  stocks  as 
part  of  her  own  income  and  paid  tax  on  it. 

Solution:  If  stocks  and  mutual-fund  shares  are 
bought  for  a  child,  with  the  parent  registered  as 
the  custodian,  the  income  is  taxable  all  right, 
but  to  the  child,  not  to  the  parent.  Thus,  if  the 
child's  income  is  under  $725  a  year  (which  was 
the  case  in  this  family),  [  Turn  to  next  page

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no  tax  is  due.  And  even  if  his  in- 
come is  over  $725,  the  child's  tax 
rate  probably  would  be  lower  than 
the  parent's. 

Any  broker  or  bank  trust  officer 
can  explain  how  to  start  such  a 
custodian  account.  Remember, 
though,  that  once  you  put  stocks 
in  a  custodian  account,  you  can't 
legally  use  the  income  for  general 
family  needs  without  paying  taxes 
on  it.  The  child  owns  the  securities, 
although  you  have  the  right  to 
manage  the  investments  for  him, 
and  to  buy,  sell,  collect,  and  rein- 
vest dividends  in  his  name. 

This  particular  type  of  simpli- 
fied custodian  account  applies  only 
to  purchases  of  stocks  and  mutual- 
fund  shares,  not  to  cash  savings 
accounts.  But  you  can,  of  course, 
make  moderate  gifts  of  cash  to  a 
child  so  he  can  open  a  savings  ac- 
count in  his  own  name.  If  you 
want  to  keep  control  of  the  account 
in  your  own  hands,  you  must  set 
up  a  trust;  that  involves  legal  ex- 
pense and  probably  wouldn't  be 
worth-while  for  small  amounts. 
You  also  can  present  U.S.  savings 
bonds  to  a  child  in  his  name.  If  the 
increase  in  value  at  the  time  he 
cashes  them  in  is  not  more  than 
$675  in  one  year,  it  is  in  effect  tax- 
free  income  to  the  child. 

Overpayment  5:  the  anxious 
father.  A  Minnesota  father  re- 
ports that  his  son,  a  high  school 
senior,  earned  $720  last  summer 
and  had  $100  withheld  for  in- 
come taxes.  He  wants  to  know  if 
there  is  any  way  he  can  get  some 
refund. 

Solution:  If  your  dependent 
child  worked  part  time  during  va- 
cation or  after  school,  and  income 
taxes  were  deducted  from  his  pay, 
make  sure  he  files  a  return.  The  re- 
fund to  which  he  probably  is  en- 
titled will  not  arrive  automatically. 
It  must  be  claimed,  and  his  tax  re- 
turn is  considered  his  claim.  The 
child  may  take  himself  as  an  ex- 
emption on  his  own  return — and 
you  can  still  take  him  as  a  depend- 
ent as  long  as  you  provide  more 
than  half  his  support,  and  he  is  un- 
der 19  or  still  a  student.  In  the 
above  case,  this  boy's  actual  tax 
liability  was  only  $8  and  he  is 
qualified  for  a  refund  of  $92. 

Overpayment  6:  the  elderly 
parent.  A  New  York  couple 
supported  the  husband's  elderly 
father,  whose  only  taxable  in- 
come was  $600  from  the  summer 
rental  of  a  small  cottage  he 
owned.  Since  this  older  man's 
net  income  (after  deducting  a 
portion  of  the  cottage's  main- 
tenance costs)  was  under  $600, 
and  since  his  son  provided  more 
than  half  his  support,  the 
younger  man  assumed  he  could 
claim  his  father  as  an  exemp- 
tion. But  the  government  said 
no.  The  gross  rent,  they  said, 
not  the  net  income,  was  counted 
as  the  father's  income.

The  preferred  way,  es- 
ially  if  the  damage  is  heavy,  is 
have  an  expert  appraisal  of  the 
ue  of  the  property,  "before  and 


after."  For  smaller  damage,  you 
can  claim  the  cost  of  any  repairs 
necessary  to  restore  the  property 
to  its  previous  condition.  If  there 
is  no  known  repair  cost,  and  the 
amount  claimed  is  reasonable, 
your  own  estimate  probably  will 
be  accepted.  (If  you  make  the  es- 
timate yourself,  it  is  wise  to  have 
proof  of  the  damage  ready  to  show 
if  required.  One  good  proof — for 
next  time — is  a  set  of  photos  that 
show  the  property  both  before  and 
after  the  damage.  An  "after"  photo 
by  itself  is  less  effective.) 

From  your  local  Internal  Rev- 
enue Service  office,  you  can  get  a 
free  booklet  on  "How  the  Federal 
Income  Tax  Applies  to  Hurri- 
canes, Floods,  Tornadoes,  Other 
Disasters,  and  Thefts."  And  don't 
forget  that  you  can  also  deduct  for 
damage  to  your  house,  car,  and 
other  possessions  from  fire,  freez- 
ing, landslides,  and  blizzards. 

Overpayment  10:  the  miss- 
ing medical  deduction.   A 

young  California  wife  went  to 
live  with  her  parents  when  her 
husband  was  called  into  service. 
Her  parents  provided  more  than 
half  her  support,  including  a 
room,  meals,  and  medical  ex- 
penses (which  were  heavy  that 
year) .  But  since  she  filed  a  joint 
return  with  her  husband,  the 
parents  could  not  claim  her  as  a 
dependent;  therefore,  they  be- 
lieved they  could  take  no  deduc- 
tion for  any  of  her  expenses. 

Solution:  These  parents  over- 
looked an  important  medical  de- 
duction. Since  they  paid  more  than 
half  of  their  daughter's  support, 
they  could  have  added  her  medical 
expenses  to  their  own  for  a  poten- 
tial deduction,  even  though  they 
could  not  claim  her  as  a  depend- 
ent on  their  tax  return. 

This  tax-saver  is  especially  val- 
uable if  you  have  dependents  over 
65  to  whom  you  contribute  more 
than  half  support,  but  who  have 
taxable  income  of  their  own  of 
$600  or  more.  You  can  deduct  all 
the  medical  expenses  you  pay  for 
them,  not  just  the  balance  over  3 
per  cent  of  your  gross  adjusted  in- 
come, as  in  the  case  of  younger 
people.  Often  it  is  preferable  to 
pay  a  dependent's  medical  bills 
rather  than  to  give  him  the  equiv- 
alent cash  to  use  for  his  general 
support.

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A  72  addition  or  a  new  house 
— which?  If  everything  is 
right  for  your  family — neigh- 
borhood, churches,  schools — 
everything  except  the  house, 
then  you'll  want  to  stay 
where  you  are.  But  can  you 
afford  to  add  the  needed 
space?  Is  the  house  struc- 
turally sound  enough  to 
justify  the  addition? 
Consider  your  heating  plant 
and  utility  systems.  How 
about  the  lot,  is  there  room 
for  more  house — and  will 
zoning  regulations  let  you 
build  it?  Lets  hope  you 
can  say  "yes"  to  everything. 
Money?  There's  more  of  it 
available  for  home  improve- 
ment this  year  than  ever — 
and  the  terms  are  good.  In 
short,  if  you  like  living 
where  you  are  now  and  an 
addition  is  both  physically 
and  legally  possible — why 
not  get  going  this  spring? 
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Your  addition  will  change 
the  way  you  use  your  house 

One  change  can  affect  a  whole  house — a  new  family 
room  will  take  pressure  off  the  kitchen,  living  room, 
and  dining  room,  making  all  of  them  more  livable. 
Consider  the  new  use  of  each  existing  room  before 
you  remodel,  so  that  every  one  will  work  well  after 
you're  finished. 

LIVING  ROOMS 

If  your  need  is  to  improve  your  living  room,  you  can 
attack  the  problem  two  different  ways.  One  is  to 
build  on  a  completely  new  room.  You  can  give  it  a 
more  formal  atmosphere  and  turn  informal  func- 
tions over  to  the  present  room  by  using  it  as  a  fam- 
ily room.  Or,  consider  the  addition  of  a  new  family 
room  instead  and  reserve  your  present  living  area  for 
more  stately  occasions.  If  traffic  patterns  are  a 
problem,  make  the  room  smaller,  with  dividers  to 
keep  it  peaceful  and  quiet. 

DINING  ROOMS 

The  part-time  use  of  the  dining  room  makes  it  some 
of  the  costliest  space  in  your  house.  If  your  home — 
and  dining  room — is  small,  you  should  consider  the 
enlargement  of  the  dining  room  for  use  as  a  family 
room.  You'll  then  have  all-day  use  of  this  precious 
square  footage. 

KITCHENS 

This  room  is  prima  ril/  a  work  area  and  should  be  as 
efficienc  as  possible — and  equally  as  pleasant.  Plan 
every  change  here  very  carefully  and  get  profession- 
al advice  before  you  hit  a  snag.  Be  sure  you  study 
the  "work  triangle"  and  plan  it  so  that  walking  is 
held  at  a  convenient  minimum. 

FAMILY  ROOMS 

Tailor  your  new  family  room  to  your  family.  Casual 
entertaining,  informal  meals,  music,  hobbies,  and 
almost  anything  else  you  can  think  of  have  a  place 
here.  Whatever  your  preferences,  you'll  get  more 
enjoyment  from  this  new  space  if  it's  near  the  kitch- 
en and  has  convenient  access  to  the  outside. 

BEDROOMS 

Locate  new  bedrooms  away  from  noise  and  separate 
them  from  more  active  areas  with  sound  barriers 
(closets  or  double  walls) .  If  you're  adding  children's 
rooms,  include  play  and  study  facilities. 

BATHROOMS 

The  best  bathroom  is  a  combination  dressing,  stor- 
age, and  bathing  area.  Plan  for  as  many  of  these 
features  as  you  can,  whether  adding  a  new  bath  or 
reworking  an  old  one.  Privacy  is  important,  as  is 
good  ventilation  and  lighting.  Use  existing  plumbing 
lines  wherever  possible,  but  remember  that  it  can  be 
false  economy  to  try  to  plan  around  a  poor  arrange- 
ment of  fixtures.  Mort>  tut  next  //«»/«• 
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Bring  that  high,  boxy-looki 
house  down  to  earth  with  , 
addition  that  makes  it  see 
lower  because  it's  longer.  Tl 
one-story  dining-room  add 
tion  stays  in  character  wii 
the  house  by  duplicating  t 
roof  style  and  using  the  san 
trim.

If  you  convert  to  a 
family  room,  include  access  to 
the  outside — you'll  appreciate 
this  when  you  build  your  patio.

Make  a  list.  Like  an  Inspector  General, 
rry  a  clip  board  and  write  down  all  your 
mrnents.  In  the  bedroom  area,  make 
tes  about  the  adequacy  of  closets,  room 
the  children  to  study,  play  area, 
lount  of  Moor  space,  furniture  needs, 
ndows,  light  fixtures,  everything  and 
y thing  that  comes  to  mind.  While  you 
j  in  the  bedroom  area,  check  the  bath. 
Make  the  same  kind  of  notes  for  your 


Hnily  living  space,  your  dining  area,  en-

Also,  a  different 
Jtement  of  interior  doorways  could 
fcinate  traffic  jams  and  inconveniences 
lit  you've  suffered  for  years. 

j'ake  a  look  outside.  Now  is  your 
kce  to  change  the  appearance  of  your 
Hfie:  styling  changes  come  very  easily 
ma  you're  building  on.  Your  final  de- 
Hpn  shouldn't  be  made  without  con- 
wring  this  important  point. 
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But — don't  get  carried  away  in  your 
planning  for  the  outside  of  the  house.  Too 
often,  exterior  changes  are  only  changes 
—not  improvements.  In  most  cases,  the 
easiest  and  surest  way  to  improve  an  ex- 
terior is  to  simplify  it.  Good  design  will 
not  happen  by  accident,  and  planning  for 
the  exterior  of  your  house  requires  ex- 
perience and  care.  Why  not  consider  the 
help  of  an  architect?  To  him,  the  solutions 
come  more  easily.  His  eye  for  simplicity 
could  save  you  a  great  deal  of  money.  An 
architect's  fee  for  helping  you  with  your 
remodeling  will  not  be  high — and  it  will 
be  worth  every  dollar  in  the  better  work- 
ing, more  pleasing  result  you'll  get. 

Above  all,  don't  build  anything  without 
making  sure  it  blends  with  the  rest  of 
your  house.  Match  materials  as  nearly  as 
possible  and  don't  let  your  addition  have 
that  tacked-on  look.  There  should  seldom 
be  more  than  three  materials  on  the  exte- 
rior and  two  are  almost  always  enough. 

If  your  goal  is  another  bedroom, 
study  the  plan  below  and  the  one  in  the 
next  column.  Both  show  the  basics  in- 
volved when  an  increase  in  the  size  of 
your  family  makes  an  addition  necessary. 

First  of  all,  you'll  want  to  add  the  new 
room  onto  the  bedroom  wing  in  order  to 
take  advantage  of  the  zoning  you  now 
have.  Good  planning  can  usually  let  you 
add  to  one  of  three  sides  of  the  wing. 

Almost  all  bedroom  additions  involve 
creating  a  hallway  from  space  that  is  now 
in  one  of  the  existing  bedrooms.  In  both 
of  these  examples,  space  in  one  of  the 
larger  bedrooms  was  utilized  this  way. 

Another  important  consideration  in 
bedroom  additions:  closet  space.  In  the 
drawing  at  right,  we've  stopped  before 
closets  were  added.  They  could  be  placed 
on  either  the  right  or  left  wall  of  the  new 
room.  Or,  the  bathroom  could  be  left  off 
and  a  row  of  closets  planned  there.  If 
the  existing  bedroom  next  to  the  yellow- 


tinted  area  had  been  without  adequate 
closet  space,  a  double  row  of  closets  could 
have  been  added  instead  of  just  one. 

For  a  new  family  room,  start  your 
search  for  space  from  your  kitchen.  In 
all  three  examples  on  this  page,  the  new 
informal  rooms  were  placed  as  close  to 
the  kitchen  as  practical.  This  general  rule 


pays  off  in  convenience  for  the  lady  of  the 
house  in  serving  snacks  and  meals  in  the 
family  room — and  in  the  supervision  of 
small  children  at  play  there. 

The  family  whose  floor  plan  is  shown  in 
the  center  column  converted  their  garage. 
Nov/,  the  square  feet  there  more  than  pay 
their  way  in  full  time  use.  They  reserved 
a  few  feet  near  the  old  garage  doors  for 
storage  space. 

How  to  start  breaking  ground.  When 
your  planning's  done  and  you  are  certain 
that  the  addition  will  make  your  house 
right  for  you,  it's  time  to  start  shopping 
for  a  contractor.  Don't  rush  this  step 
because  both  your  money  and  comfort 
are  at  stake. 


Talk  to  as  many  contractors  as  possible. 
You  can  get  their  names  from  friends  who 
have  remodeled,  from  trade  associations, 
and  from  the  telephone  directory.  Be  sure 
to  look  at  their  work  before  you  settle  on 
one.  Get  bids  from  at  least  two,  but  don't 
take  the  lowest  one  without  making  sure 
you'll  be  satisfied  with  the  work. 

Two  musts  are:  a  firm  estimate  of  the 
time  required  and  a  complete  agreement 
on  all  details  between  you  and  the  builder. 
You'll  want  to  make  sure  that  both  parties 
fully  understand  all  specifications.  For 
instance,  if  you're  planning  on  a  mosaic 
tile  hearth  for  your  fireplace,  make  sure 
he  understands  what  you  have  in  mind 
and  that  he  knows  how  much  it  will  cost 
him  to  do  the  job  for  you.  Talk  about 
everything  from  the  price  of  light  fixtures 
and  new  appliances  to  the  brand  and  type 
of  windows  and  the  quality  of  hardware 
you  want  him  to  use.  Detailed  discussions 
like  this  will  forestall  misunderstandings 
that  can  easily  develop  later. 

When  you're  satisfied — both  with  the 
price  and  the  quality  your  contractor 
offers — you're  ready  to  sign  the  agree- 
ment. And,  you'll  be  on  your  way  to  a 
better,  more  comfortable  and  convenient 
house.  And  before  long,  your  neighbors 
will  be  saying,  "It's  certainly  hard  to 
remember  how  your  house  used  to  be!" 
There's  no  better  expression  of  a  success- 
ful addition!

A  guest  powder 
room  is  a  useful  addition  to  any  home  and 
will  fit  in  a  minimum  area. 

Children  and  bathrooms  create  special 
problems.  Step  stools  make  it  much  easier 
for  small  children  to  use  lavatories.  A 
stool  that  folds  under  the  counter  when 
not  in  use  saves  space.  If  you  are  putting 
drawers  under  the  lavatory,  try  turning 
the  lower  one  upside  down  as  a  step  for 
children.  (Reinforce  the  drawer.)  Sunken 
tubs  are  fine  for  able-bodied  adults,  and 
you  may  want  one  in  the  master  bedroom 
bath.  But — they  are  not  suitable  for 
bathing  a  child  because  you  have  to  stand 
on  your  head  to  do  the  job.

An  adjustable  hose-type  shower  attach- 
ment is  available  and  will  make  a  shower 
available  for  both  children  and  adults. 
You  can  replace  this  attachment  with  a 
regular  shower  head  when  the  children 
have  grown  up. 

Small  bathrooms  are  another  special 
problem  that  requires  extra  attention. 
Here  are  a  few  ideas  to  consider:  Sliding 
doors,  for  both  entry  and  storage,  save 
space.  Decorating  with  one  color  makes 
any  small  room  look  bigger.  Space  over 
the  tub,  over  the  toilet  tank,  and  under 
the  lavatory  can  be  used  for  storage.  Re- 
cessed medicine  cabinets  between  wall 
studs  save  space.  Telescoping  towel  rods 
are  another  handy  space  saver.  You  can 
buy  a  bathroom  scale  on  a  panel  that 
will  fold  into  the  wall  to  save  floor  space. 
Wall-hung  fixtures  give  you  a  bigger  floor 
area  that  is  easier  to  keep  clean. 

Your  choice  of  fixtures  is  another  fac- 
tor in  determining  the  cost  and  final  ap- 
pearance of  your  new  bath.  The  above 
drawing  shows  a  variety  of  cabinet  styles, 
starting  with  just  a  counter.  The  second 
type  (knee  high)  still  leaves  the  floor  open 
and  is  easy  to  clean,  but  provides  some 
storage.  The  three-quarter  cabinet  pro- 
vides space  for  baseboard  heating.  The 
full  height  cabinet  has  the  most  storage 
space  and  looks  like  furniture. 

Medicine  cabinet  location  is  impor- 
tant for  ease  of  use  and  storage  capacity. 
Don't  put  cabinets  directly  over  the  cen- 
ter of  the  lavatory — this  space  should  be 
reserved  for  a  large  mirror.  Four  possible 
cabinet  locations  are  illustrated  below. 

Color  in  the  bathroom  is  just  as  im- 
portant as  it  is  anywhere  else.  You  may 
find  that  neutral  fixtures  and  colorful  ac- 
cessories suit  you  better  than  strongly 
colored  fixtures — particularly  if  you  like 


to  redecorate  often.  If  you  do  choose 
brightly  colored  fixtures,  be  sure  to  get  a 
color  you  will  continue  to  like,  and  use

neutral  colors  for  other  permanent  ma- 
terials, floors,  wall  tile,  counters,  etc.  The 
same  principle  applies  to  brilliant-colored 
wall  and  floor  tile.  You  would  be  wise  to 
use  bright  color  for  only  one  material, 
with  accessories  to  pick  up  accents. 

Lighting  your  bathroom  deserves  par- 
ticular attention.  The  below  diagram 
shows  several  built-in  lighting  fixtures. 
Important  points  to  remember  are  that 
you  want  direct  lighting  for  bathing  and 
indirect  lighting  for  other  grooming. 
Shaving  light  should  come  from  the  sides;

make-up  light  from  below.  Best  of  all  is  a 
light  fixture  surrounding  the  vanity  mir- 
ror. (Avoid  direct  lights  that  will  be  re- 
flected in  the  mirror.) 

Avoid  colored  lighting  or  cool-white 
fluorescents  that  change  your  skin  color. 
Consider  an  overhead  light  with  an  ex- 
haust fan  as  part  of  the  scheme.  (Every 
bath  should  have  a  fan  that  will  com- 
pletely change  the  air  at  least  12  times  an 
hour) .  Combining  the  fan  and  a  light  con- 
ceals the  fan  and  you  can  usually  utilize 
the  old  ceiling  outlet  and  switch. 

Natural  light  is  pleasant  and  desirable, 
but  there  is  no  need  to  advertise  your 
bath  with  a  tiny  window  that  doesn't  fit 
the  rest  of  the  house.  Planting  and  fence 
screening  will  allow  full-size  or  even  pic- 
ture windows.  If  you  want  a  really  lux- 
urious bath,  install  sliding  glass  doors 
that  open  onto  a  closed  court  for  sun- 
bathing or  just  plain  relaxing. 

Keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  your  bath- 
room is  a  room.  Give  as  much  thought 
and  care  to  its  planning  as  you  would  give 
to  designing  any  other  room  in  the  house.

A  review  on  glue— how  to 
bring  off  a  stick  up 


I: 


Ordinary  while  rosin 

glue  is  the  best  and  most 
useful  glue  for  everyday 
workshop  projects.  \\  hen 
porous,  nonoily  materials 
are  involved,  use  this  glue 
for  any  job  that  does  not 
have  to  be  waterproof. 

You  must  apply  pressure 
to  work  that's  glued  with 
white  glue;  nails  through 
the  joints  do  the  job  for 
most  wood  projects. 


Resoreinol  resin  glue 

comes  in  two  parts — liquid 
and  powder — that  you  mix. 
^  ou  use  it  when  you  need  a 
super  glue  joint  or  one 
which  will  be  waterproof. 

Always  mix  exactly  ac- 
cording to  instructions,  and 
work  in  a  room  temperature 
of  at  least  65  degrees.  Be 
sure  to  clamp  pieces  tightly 
together  while  drying. 


For  glue  joints  that  will 
be  stronger  than  the  materi- 
al being  glued,  use  epoxy 
resin  glue.  It  comes  in  two 
parts  (resin  and  hardener), 
which  must  be  carefully  and 
thoroughly  mixed. 

Especially  useful  on  metal 
and  ceramics,  epoxy  needn't 
be  tightly  clamped.  Mask- 
ing tape  will  do  the  job.  Be 
sure  surfaces  are  extra  clean. 


II  u  bne  r  ceinen  I  is  great 
for  any  job  that  involves 
gluing  paper.  It's  excellent 
for  craft  projects.  Comes  off 
your  hands  by  just  rubbing, 
sticks  to  porous  surfaces. 

It's  good  for  labeling  box- 
es because,  if  you  put  it  on 
only  the  label,  you  can  peel 
the  label  off  later  when  you 
change  the  contents.

States  Supreme  Court.  Children 
and  dogs  are  automatically  guilty 
as  charged  and  remain  so  until 
proven  innocent,  which  they  can't 
be.

JLhere  is,  in  addition  to  the  mat- 
ter of  noise,  the  matter  of  assault 
both  from  dogs  and  from  children.

So,  what  shall  we  do  about  chil- 
dren and  dogs?

A  person  who  isn't  interested 
in  what  his  neighbors  are  doing  is 
plainly  a  nut. 

A  his  sort  of  thing,  including  the 
gossip,  seems  quite  proper  and 
legitimate  to  me,  yet  the  prying 
eye  can  become  an  offending  in- 
strument. I  know  a  New  jersey 
woman  who  one  day  hailed  a  small 
boy  from  up  the  street,  nearly  a 
block  away,  for  the  purpose  of  giv- 
ing him  some  candy.  The  boy  said 
to  her,  brightly,  "The  Mitchells 
was  over  to  see  you  yesterday, 
wasn't  they?  And  you  got  your  old 
green  chair  up-ho'stcred."  The 
lady  was  somewhat  startled  and 
asked  him  how  he  knew  all  this. 

"My  mother  watches  you  with 
her  by-nockelers,"  lie  said.  "She 
knows  everybody  that  comes  to 
your  house."  This  revelation 
brought  on  some  slightly  strained 
relations  in  that  block,  and  there 
is  a  fine  moral  in  it.  If  you  are 
going  to  spy  on  your  neighbors, 
with  or  without  by-nockelers,  don't 
let  the  children  see  you  doing  it. 

It's  love  of  money  that  is  con- 
sidered the  root  of  all  evil,  but  just 
plain  money  is  also  troublesome  at 
times.  I'm  told  there  is  great  dis- 
sension in  some  neighborhoods 
over  the  spending  of  money  on 
little  improvements,  such  as  a  new 
brass-bound  mailbox,  or  a  bit  of 
wrought-iron  railing.  The  neigh- 
bors see  these  things  and  elevate 
their  eyebrows  and  utter  that  elo- 
quent word,  "Well!"  They  might 
even  say,  "The  John  D.  Rockefel- 
lers have  been  hitting  the  bric-a- 
brac  stores  again."  This  sort  of  an 
attitude  often  leads  to  genuine 
ill-feeling.  It  is  a  situation  that  can 
be  rectified,  quickly  and  easily, 
although  I  haven't  the  faintest 
idea  how. 

An  some  respects,  it  would  be  a 
great  thing  if  everybody  on  earth 
had  the  same  amount  of  money  as 
everybody  else.  No  it  wouldn't,  but 
for  purposes  of  illustration,  let's 
say  it  would.  In  such  a  world,  a 
person  would  be  free  to  choose  his 
neighbors,  and  if  he  didn't  want 
any  at  all,  he  could  live  in  a  local- 
ity where  only  the  croaking  of 
bullfrogs  would  disturb  his  serenity. 
And  thus  it  is  that  one  unpleasant 
fact  must  be  considered :  among 
your  neighbors,  there  are  surely 
some  who  don't  enjoy  being  your 
neighbors  and  would  live  elsewhere 
if  they  could  manage  it.  It  is 
altogether  possible  they  consider 
themselves  a  cut  or  two  above  you 
in  general  worth,  and  they  may 
even  show  this  feeling  of  superior- 
ity. But  it  is  more  likely  that  they 
would  try  to  conceal  it,  and  try  to 
be  neighborly  on  a  restricted  basis. 
This  being  the  case,  it  would  be 
nice  if  you  humored  them  a  bit, 
even  though  it  require  the  patience 
of  Job,  Griselda,  and  the  Nut- 
brown  Maid. 

There  you  are — all  problems 
solved  neatly  in  one  little  package.

Hi  very  seventh  year,  a  professor  is  entitled  to  a  sabbatica 
leave  from  teaching — a  year  to  travel,  do  research,  or  jus' 
rest.  A  year  ago,  I  borrowed  this  idea  and  began  my  owr 
sabbatical.  After  six  diligent  seasons  of  leadership  ir 
volunteer  organizations — Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  PTA 
Women's  Society  in  our  local  church,  and  Little  Leagu( 
Auxiliary — I  discovered  that  I  had  only  scraps  of  time  anc 
energy  left  over  for  my  basic  career:  marriage  and  mother 
hood.  I  was  becoming  a  "career  volunteer";  worth-whik- 
causes  had  saturated  me.  Outside  infringements  on  m> 
time,  I  found,  were  disrupting  our  family  life — slightly  but 
unmistakably.  That  was  when  I  declared  my  sabbatical, 
determined  to  convert  the  year's  leave  into  rediscovering 
my  family  and  myself. 

Women  in  similar  situations  have  asked  me  whether  il 
wasn't  difficult  to  retreat  again  into  my  own  home.  Not 
at  all.  I  just  arched  my  back  and  said  "no"  to  all  nominat- 
ing committees.  And  when  the  Women's  Society  or  PTA 
or  whatever  tried  nudging  me  with  my  responsibilities,  1 
performed  what  I  think  was  a  greater  service  than  accept- 
ing new  assignments  myself:  I  suggested  the  names  of  other 
women,  able  women  whose  talents  had  not  been  used  and 
who  needed  the  organization  as  much  as  the  organization 
needed  them.  In  some  cases,  these  women's  abilities  were 
unknown  to  the  nominating  committees — even  to  the  worn 
en  themselves — but  those  who  accepted  offices  have  more 
than  justified  the  faith  we  had  in  them.  They  are  growing 
in  ability,  as  volunteers  always  do,  and  the  organizations! 
they  serve  are  growing  from  their  leadership.  It's  a  joy  to 
see  new  leaders.  And  it  was  a  joy  for  me  to  follow  again. 

Did  I  find  my  sabbatical  boring?  On  the  contrary.  I 
seemed  to  have  a  luxurious  amount  of  time  again,  and  Ii 
employed  it  to  the  utmost.  I  began  by  doing  ordinary  things, 
like  cleaning  the  forgotten  corners  of  our  house.  I  chauffeured 
our  daughter  to  and  from  summer  school,  and  cooked  or 
sewed  with  her  in  the  afternoons.  There  was  time  for  me 
to  be  the  outfield  when  our  son  and  his  dad  had  batting 
practice,  and  even  on  my  busiest  days,  I  made  it  to  Little 
League  games.  There  was  time  to  share  a  leisurely  conver- 
sation with  my  husband  over  our  dinner  coffee.  Before 
the  summer  was  half  over — I  had  started  my  sabbatical  in 
the  spring — I  felt  "at  home"  again  as  a  wife  and  mother. 

In  the  fall,  when  the  children  went  back  to  school,  I 
began  to  read  more.  I  experienced  again  the  joys  to  which 
an  overly  organized  life  is  immune.  Occasionally,  I  visited 
the  elderly  couple  that  so  enriches  my  life  when  I'm  with 
them.  I  myself  had  visitors  from  out-of-town.  Early  in  my 
year,  I  discovered  that  aloneness  is  not  loneliness,  and 
during  hours  by  myself,  I  learned  to  hear  silence  and  to 
live  in  it.  I  realized  that  I  had  been  doing  things  too 
furiously,  at  the  cost  of  feeling,  thinking,  listening.  I  thor- 
oughly relished  each  day. 

Now  that  my  year's  vacation  is  behind  me,  I  am  once 
again  on  the  volunteer  list.  Already  I  have  accepted  several 
jobs.  But  I  haven't  forgotten  how  to  say  "no."  Nor  shall  I. 
If  ever  again  I  find  myself  leaving  one  meeting  before  it  s 
over  in  order  to  get  to  another  that  has  already  begun,  \ 
I'll  know  that  it's  time  for  another  sabbatical.

Why  not  start  college  in  high  school? 


To  ease  two  problems  plaguing  American 
education—  the  trouble  freshmen  sometimes 
have  adjusting  to  college  work,  and  the 
boredom  of  talented  high-school  seniors  tak- 
ing courses  below  their  capacities — a  grow- 
ing number  of  communities  have  embarked 
on  a  bold  experiment.  With  the  help  of  local 
colleges,  most  of  them  2-year  institutions, 
these  cities  are  allowing  qualified  seniors  to 
start  college  while  they're  still  in  high  school. 
Long  Beach,  California,  is  one  such  com- 
munity. Eight  years  ago,  Long  Beach  City 
College,  a  publicly  owned  institution,  began 
offering  top-level  high  school  seniors  a 
number  of  courses  required  of  freshmen  in 
liberal  arts  colleges:  political  science,  mathe- 
matics, history,  languages.  College  tech- 
niques were  strictly  employed — lectures, 
heavy  outside  reading,  term  papers,  tough 
exams.  No  academic  concessions  were  made. 


So  successful  was  the  experiment  th 
graduating  seniors  from  Long  Beach  so 
were  being  given  full  college  credit  for  the 
courses  when  they  enrolled  in  such  univer 
ties  as  Stanford  and  California. 

Other  cities  have  used  the  plan  wi 
comparable  success.  Gainesville,  Texas,  h 
employed  it  for  20  years  now,  and  Bismarc 
North  Dakota,  is  another  staunch  suppoi 
er;  credits  for  courses  offered  by  its  juni 
college  are  regularly  transferred  to  su 
universities  as  Minnesota,  Michigan,  a) 
Northwestern. 

A  number  of  especially  gifted  seniors  ha 
earned  credit  for  a  full  semester  of  colie 
work  before  ever  leaving  high  school. 

If  one  of  this  country's  700  communi 
colleges  is  located  in  your  town,  it  will  pro  \

I  What  does  your  family  have  that's 
{worth  the  cost  of  insuring? 


JTo  find  out,  there  are  three  highly  personal 
Jests  to  apply: 

First  is  the  disaster  test.  Would  the  loss 
be  truly  disastrous — not  merely  painful — 
jo  you  and  your  family?  The  death  of  the 
amily  breadwinner  surely  would  be  a  catas- 
rophe;  therefore,  he  should  be  insured.  (If 
rou  hold  a  mortgage,  a  policy  that  pays  off 
hat  mortgage  if  the  breadwinner  dies  gives 
|wo-fold  disaster  protection.)  Likewise,  the 
lestruction  of  your  home  by  fire — or  by 
larthquakes,  tornadoes,  floods,  or  land- 
:lides,  which  are  dangers  in  some  locations — 
ould  be  financially  crippling.  Public-liabil- 
ty  insurance  is  another  sound  example  of 
lisaster  protection.  If  your  car  should  cause 
property  damage  or  personal  injury,  this 
liability  could  be  truly  enormous — up  to 
Jiundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  The  same 
bgic  applies  to  homeowner's  public-liability 
nsurance;  it  will  probably  never  be  needed, 
Hit  if  needed,  it  may  be  needed  badly, 
disaster  provisions  in  a  medical  policy  are 
lso  justified;  hospital  or  surgical  costs  can 
;un  into  thousands  of  dollars. 
■  The  second  test  is  expectation.  Suppose 
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you  are  wondering  whether  to  insure  an 
outsize  plate-glass  window.  The  annual  pre- 
mium is  about  $15,  and  the  cost  of  re- 
placing the  window — $300 — is  just  twenty 
times  as  much.  What  should  you  do?  Simply 
ask  yourself  if  you  expect  to  average  as 
much  as  one  breakage  in  twenty  years.  This 
expectation  depends  upon  things  only  you 
can  know:  your  particular  vulnerability  to 
storms,  falling  trees,  children's  play,  and 
such.  If  the  calculation  is  close,  buy  the 
insurance.  Better  to  have  to  pay  $15  a  year 
than  $300  in  a  lump  sum,  simply  as  a  matter 
of  financial  shock. 

The  final  test  is  crutch  value.  Millions 
of  American  families  have  found  that  life 
insurance  policies  (other  than  term  insur- 
ance) force  them  to  put  aside  money  that 
otherwise  would  vanish  over  the  years. 
Thus,  insurance  has  a  value  to  you  outside 
its  mere  insurance  elements.  It  forces  you  to 
save  for  retirement  or  for  real  emergencies. 
Any  method  of  saving  that  works  is  better 
than  the  ideal  one  that  you  somehow  don't 
quite  get  around  to,  and  most  modern  life 
insurance  policies  have  built-in  savings.

Or  to  put  it  another  way,  people  who 
live  in  drab  houses  shouldn't. 

Once  upon  a  time,  color  cost  money, 
and  the  average  family  on  an  average 
budget  couldn't  afford  colorful  furnish- 
ings, colorful  appliances,  colorful  acces- 
sories, or  colorful  anything.

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Right:  This  comfortable  desk  corner  has  an  elegant 

custom  look — created  by  a  clever  use  of  paper.  Red 

paisley  wallpaper,  patterned  after  an  old  Indian 

print,  was  selected  to  add  an  inviting  warmth  to  the 

area.  The  same  paisley  paper  covers  stock  wood 

bookshelves,  which  are  mitered  at  the  corner  and 

supported  by  baroque  metal  brackets.  The  rich  tones 

of  old  leather-bound  volumes,  seasoned  woods,  and 

traditional  paintings  have  been  used  to  sustain  the 

mellowness  in  this  corner -of -the-room  study. 


Right  center:  There's  no  need  to  forget  rich  colors  or 

soft  fabrics  when  you  plan  your  kitchen.  This  one, 

in  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  S.  Dobson,  Ann 

Arbor,  Michigan,  has  plenty  of  both.  The  carpet 

and  draperies  in  the  open  hallway  continue  from 

the  dining  and  living  rooms,  making  the  kitchen  as 

handsome  as  the  rest  of  the  house.  The  peninsular 

cooking  surface  separates  messier  work  from  fabrics 

without  cutting  them  out  of  the  room.  And  there's 

plenty  of  light  to  snap  up  the  exciting  colors. 


Right  below:  The  dining  area  of  this  living  room 
shows  imaginative  use  of  color  with  its  dull  mustard 
walls  and  gold  draperies.  A  view  of  the  city 
roof  tops  is  subdued  and  framed  by  the  simple 
window  treatment.  Stock  wood  grille  shutters,  cut 
to  fit  into  the  window  frame,  are  covered  by  floor- 
to-ceiling  draperies  that  draw  across  the  entire 
window  to  provide  privacy.  The  air- 
conditioning  unit  has  been  camouflaged  by  painting 
it  the  same  color  as  the  walls.

Left:  An  original  painting  by  Anthony  Ballatore 
started  a  mustard  and  blue  color  scheme  in  this 
dining  room.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kenneth  Kaufman, 
Monmouth  Beach,  New  Jersey,  wanted  their  summer 
home  easy  to  maintain,  so  they  planned  as  few 
furnishings  as  possible  and  made  every  piece  count 
with  color.  White  walls  let  them  use  vibrant  colors 
with  gay  abandon  to  accent  floor  and  furniture.  Let 
a  prize  possession  suggest  your  color  scheme — it's 
a  wonderful  way  for  you  to  start  redecorating. 
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Left:  Here's  a  simple  trick  that  sets  the 
stage  for  your  most  elegant  buffet. 
The  eye-catching  awning  was  created 
of  yellow  window  shade  fabric  with 
fringe  trim.  The  three  cloth  strips 
are  supported  by  a  regal-looking 
bar  and  spears,  then  drop  from 
the  ceiling  down  the  wall,  forming 
a  colorful  background  for  the  teak 
buffet  table.  Add  a  touch  of  royal 
blue,  some  sparkling  whites,  and 
the  end  result  is  dining  at  its 
prettiest.  Glassware  and  napkins 
repeat  the  blue,  yellow,  and  green  theme. 


Right:  Decorating  with  one  color 

can  create  an  exciting  atmosphere. 

This  was  once  a  garden,  bounded  by 

the  house,  garage,  and  breezeway  (the 

latter  is  the  guest  room  seen  through 

door) .  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  de  Luccia, 

Oswego,  Oregon,  used  a  shimmering 

yellow-green  from  stem  to  stern — 

combining  it  with  the  texture  of  brick 

and  plants.  The  de  Luccias  added 

glass  on  the  outside  wall  and  flooded 

the  room  with  daylight  through 

generous  skylights. 


Left:  This  luxurious-looking  bedroom 
is  in  the  home  of  Mrs.  Esther  Parsons 
of  Los  Angeles,  but  its  ideas  could 
well  be  in  your  home.  The  use  of 
a  single  color  for  all  of  the  furnishings 
— with  no  distracting  small  patterns 
— makes  the  room  seem  much  larger 
than  it  really  is.  When  this 
development  house  was  remodeled, 
two  double-hung  windows  were 
replaced  by  the  eight-foot-wide  sliding 
glass  door  that  opens  on  the  new  patio.

\ich  have  been  bleached  and  reupholstered 

in  a  beige  fabric.  The  bright  feature  wall 

is  set  off  by  whites  and  neutrals. 


Far  right:  What  can  you  do  with  a  little 
leftover  piece  of  room'?  Give  it  some 
glamour,  that's  what!  The  George  Rehills, 
Darien,  Connecticut  used  damask 
wallpaper  in  shades  of  antique  gold  to 
turn  the  area  between  two  jutting  closets 
to  a  wonderful  background  for  the  white- 
and-brass  bed  heads.  Gold  pillows  repeat 
the  wall  color  to  unify  the  color  scheme. 


Right:  Can  you  top  the  colorful  ceiling 
in  this  kitchen  eating  area?  The  lace- 
patterned  wall  covering  overhead  repeats 
the  single  strong  color  of  the  brightly 
painted  stools  parked  under  the  counter. 
And  note  the  charming  antique  lantern. 
It  serves  as  a  cooky  jar,  and  pairs  with 
the  weather  vane  silhouetted  on  the  wall 
as  accent  for  the  walnut  and  white  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jack  Levand's  kitchen.

Multihued  carpet  yarn  is  one  of  this 
year's  favorite  color  scheme  starters. 
Here,  the  carpet  shimmers  with  dots  of 
color — like  an  Impressionist's  canvas. 

This  fioorf  ul  of  blended  blue  and  green 
tufts  might  inspire  you,  as  it  did  us,  to 
use  a  bold,  clear  green  in  the  chair  up- 
holstery and  cushions — and  brilliant 
blue  in  the  paneled  wall  and  bedspread. 


The  striped  rug  echoes  turquoise  and 
violet  variations  on  the  blue-green  rug 
theme  and  suggests  a  new  accent  color 
for  the  lounge  chair.  However,  one  color 
dominates.  The  carpet,  vinyl  floor,  and 
entry  way  are  all  in  the  blue-green  family.

Green  sprinkled  around  this  room 
becomes  jewellike  against  neutral  black, 
white,  and  warm  wood  tones. 

The  dressing  room  and  quilted  spread 
are  colored  like  the  floor  and  wood — a 
space-making  trick  that  can  unify  your 
small  room  while  creating  a  workable 
neutral  background  for  splashes  of  your 
favorite  accent  color. 


Red  sparks  new  life  into  the  mellow 
neutrals  of  this  cork  floor  and  provincial 
wood.  Use  of  a  vivid  accent  color  does 
wonders  for  white,  too. 

In  using  one  strong  hue,  you  should 
take  care  to  see  that  it  balances  through- 
out your  room.  Notice  how  the  cabinet 
and  stair  carpet  are  tied  together  by  the 
patterned  dining  room  rug.

MANY  people  tell  us,  "Our  home  lacks  in- 
terest and  brightness  simply  because  we  don't 
want  to  use  colors  that  will  shout  at  us  all  the 
time.  And  we  can't  seem  to  get  anywhere  with 
soft  colors.  We  end  up  with  the  same  flat,  drab 
look  we've  always  had." 

These  people  certainly  pinpoint  a  problem. 
Strong  colors  do  have  more  immediate  in- 
terest. And  yet  for  those  whose  taste  is  more 
subdued,  there's  a  wonderful  color  lesson  in 
this  home.  Its  scheme  is  just  vivid  enough  to 
command  notice  and  compliments  from  guests 
— yet  comfortable  to  live  with. 

The  coming-home  view  (above)  is  pleasant — 
even  cooling  on  warm  days — in  the  green  sea- 
sons. In  wintry  snowscapes,  it  is  equally  wel- 
coming against  the  ground's  whiteness. 

The  secret?  There  isn't  any,  really — it  is  just 
good-taste,  good-sense  color  scheming.  The  de- 
sign helps,  of  course.  (The  low-pitched  roof 
isn't  visible,  so  it  has  no  effect  on  the  color 
choice.)  The  soft  green  of  the  large  areas  is 
sparked  by  the  yellow  accents;  simple  white 
trim  defines  the  two  colors. 

At  the  entry  (left) ,  the  plywood  siding  brings 
you  right  inside.  And  from  the  privacy  of  the 
back  lawn  (right),  the  glass  end  shows  that 
living  here  means  a  blend  of  indoors  and  out, 
no  matter  where  you  happen  to  be. 
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Lower  Level 


The  upper  level  is  a  complete  1,187-square-foot 
home  with  excellent  zoning  and  traffic  patterns. 
Lower  level  can  be  developed  as  shown  or  to  suit 
your  needs.  Over-all  dimensions  are  47Mx25  feet. 
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Using  only  one  basic  color  lets  the  entire  living  space  flow 
together,  but  subtle  changes  in  color  accents  give  each  area 
a  definite  mood  of  its  own. 

The  formal  seating  area  is  restful  and  sophisticated.  The 
adjoining  family  area  is  much  more  casual  and  stimulating 
because  of  the  color  shift.  Glass  rear  wall  lets  outdoor  spaces 
add  depth  and  richness  to  both  areas. 

Yellow  moves  into  the  kitchen,  too,  but  look  at  it  here! 
Bright  appliances  and  walnut  cabinets  are  a  rich  com- 
bination— they  make  work  here  pleasant  and  efficient. 
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Movement  from  formal  to  informal  to  kitch- 
en areas,  and  from  inside  to  outside,  is  easy 
and  natural.  Each  area  borrows  space  from 
the  others,  and  all  borrow  from  the  out-of- 
doors  to  make  the  whole  house  seem  bigger 
than  it  really  is. 

Kitchen  cabinets,  hall,  and  stairway  ef- 
fectively block  noise  from  bedrooms.

Now  is  the  time  to  plan  ahead 
for  color  that  only  mums  can  add  to 
your  garden.  By  planting  some  of 
the  exciting  new  varieties, 
you'll  have  the  brightest  fall 
garden  in  town.  Here  are  two  new 
ones  that  are  sure  to  command 
attention.  The  brilliant  yellow  of 
Star  Trail's  spidery  flowers 
(top)  will  light  up  any  garden 
— and  they'll  bloom  before 
frost.  Knock-out  (bottom)  is  an 
All- America  Mum  Selection 
for  1962.  The  soft,  rose-pink 
blooms  completely  cover  this  low- 
growing,  cushion-type  mum,  for 
a  solid  mound  of  color.

A  real  show  stopper  is  Flameburst,  another  beautiful  All-America  for  1962.  This  early  bloomer  boasts  coral-red 
petals  which  shade  to  gold  toward  the  center  of  its  3  Yi  -inch  flowers.  Bushy  30-inch  plants  hold  the  long- 
lasting  flowers  erect.  Flameburst  will  flash  its  color  in  your  garden  for  seasons  to  come. 


A  well-prepared  bed  is  a  must  for  success  with  mums. 
Dig  the  area  a  foot  deep,  adding  plenty  of  peat  moss 
or  compost — mums  like  a  loose,  friable  soil.  Work 
fertilizer  into  the  soil  and  follow  up  with  light 
monthly  applications  until  buds  show  color. 


Set  your  new  plants,  or  divisions  of  your  old  ones, 
at  least  15  inches  apart  in  the  new  bed.  Group  sev- 
eral plants  of  same  variety  together  to  get  lovely 
drifts  of  color.  A  porous  mulch  will  help  insure 
adequate  moisture  and  minimize  disease  problems.

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The  strawberry  cluster  shown  full  size  at  the  top  of  the 
page  is  ready  for  you  to  trace  on  fabric  of  your  choice. 
It  was  designed  for  a  place  mat  but  would  be  charming 
embroidered   on   an   apron-towel-potholder   ensemble. 


Notice  how  well  the  stitches  express  the  textures  — 
smooth  satin-stitch  for  the  petals,  long-and-short  ones 
for  bumpy  berries.  Slanted  satin-stitch  gives  notched 
effect  to  leaves,  split-stitch  gives  sturdiness  to  stems. 
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Boxed  bedspread  with  herb  designs  on  drop  has  matching  pillow  sham  for  the  headboard.  Use  on  fashionable  low 
bed  or  over  a  dust  ruffle.  Top  of  spread  is  lightly  covered  with  widely  scattered  small  flower  sprigs. 


DRAWINGS  OF  FLOWERS  make  perfect  designs 
for  embroidery.  They  abound  in  books,  prints,  old 
herbals,  and  current  magazines — and  most  of  them 
need  very  little  pruning  and  rearranging.  To  arrive 
at  the  designs  here,  old  botanical  drawings  were 
traced.  First  the  roots  were  trimmed,  then  the  extra 
leaves  and  stems,  varying  their  curves  to  fit  the  area 
to  be  decorated.  You  can  make  flowers  larger,  or 
add  more  if  you  wish — even  change  the  colors. 

For  the  bedspread  and  pillow  sham  shown  above, 
a  group  of  herb  drawings  were  traced,  then  balanced 
for  size  and  shape.  Paper  drawings  were  pinned  onto 
the  fabric  to  form  a  rhythm  or  repeat. 

The  sampler-border  below  shows  how  the  same 
shape  (shown  by  the  dotted  lines)  can  be  varied  by 
stitches  used.  This  may  become  a  design  in  itself  to 
be  repeated  along  the  edge  of  a  place  mat  or  towel, 
or  used  in  staggered  rows  on  a  pillow  top.  The  leaf 
border,  as  well  as  the  strawberry  design,  is  full  size 
and  can  easily  be  traced  onto  fabric. 


If  you  prefer  to  make  your  own  design,  but  feel 
the  drawing  you  have  traced  is  too  small,  have  a 
photostatic  copy  made  and  enlarged  to  the  size  you 
wish.  This  is  not  an  expensive  service,  and  for  only 
a  little  more  money,  you  can  have  it  enlarged  from 
the  original  negative  to  several  different  sizes  to 
use  for  various  purposes. 

After  your  design  has  been  perfected  to  the  lines

Better  Homes  and  Gardens  made  history  in  1930 
when  we  introduced  the  first  ring-bound  cook 
book  ever  published.

In  1937,  Better  Homes 
and  Gardens  magazine  started  its  now-famous 
add-a-page  feature,  those  punched-hole  pages 
to  fit  the  Cook  Book.  (Today,  more  and  more 
readers  clip  and  file  the  Cook  Book  pages  of  new 
Prize  Tested  Recipes  that  appear  in  each  issue.) 

By  1939,  the  Cook  Book  wore  a  white  cover. 
The  news:  how  to  cook  frozen  vegetables,  fix-ups 
for  canned  vegetables,  special-event  meals. 

The  1941  edition  dressed  our  Cook  Book  in 
red-and- white  plaid.  Color  photographs  were  added, 
also  directions  for  making  cake  by  electric  mixer. 

A  decade  later,  we  included  pressure-pan 
recipes,  oven  meals,  quick-mix  cakes  and  chiffon 
cakes,  how  to  cook  for  the  crowd  or  a  few. 

In  1953,  the  Cook  Book  boasted  new  chapters  on 
jiffy  cooking  and  outdoor  barbecues. 

Now  the  1962  edition!  Your  trusted 
friend  in  the  red-and-white  cover  offers  many 
more  short-cut  recipes,  fun  foods,  gourmet  and 
family  dishes,  electric-appliance  helps.  And  the 
most  beautiful  color  pictures  yet!

.any  a  mother  of  a  preschooler  feels  that  if  she  can't  afford 
a  sitter  while  she's  shopping,  she  might  as  well  stay  home.  I  have 
found  that  it's  not  only  possible  to  go  shopping  with  a  small  child, 
it  can  actually  lie  fun  for  both  of  you.  There's  something  about  a 
youngster  which  makes  clerks  and  other  customers  helpful  and 
friendly.  And  the  companionship  of  a  son  or  daughter  reacting 
to  the  great  big  wonderful  world  of  stores  can  prove  a  delight 
instead  of  a  chore. 

I  don't  advise  trying  it  with  more  than  one  child  at  a  time.  But 
the  following  suggestions  should  work  beautifully  with  one ! 

Prepare  him  for  the  trip.  Explain  where  you're  going  and  why, 
and  that  he  can  go  along  if  he  promises  to  be  a  good  boy  and  not 
to  tease  for  things. 

Prepare  yourself  to  be  patient.  Schedule  the  trip  when  you're 
not  pressed  for  time  and  can  make  allowances  for  trips  to  the 
lavatory,   drinks   of  water,   and  just   plain   window-marveling. 


Don't  plan  to  stay  too  long,  or  do  too  many  things  at  this  tirn 

Don't  walk  too  fast  or  yank  him  along.  Remember,  little  le; 
get  tired. 

Don't  ignore  his  presence  in  preoccupation  with  your  mission 
Visit  with  him,  draw  him  into  the  experience  of  buying  shirts  lb 
Daddy  or  ;i  lamp  for  the  living  room.  Point  out  things  as  you 
along,  and  pay  attention  to  the  things  he  points  out  to  you. 

When  he's  beginning  to  weary,  pause  for  a  treat  and  a  toy.  A 
soda  will  perk  him  up,  and  something  to  cuddle  and  c;irr\  wi] 
keep  him  happy  for  the  next  stint. 

Don't  scold  if  he  sits  on  the  floor.  Clerks  don't  mind.  And  i 
there's  no  place  else,  why  not?  It  really  won't  hurt  him. 

Don't  take  out  on  him  your  own  frustrations  or  growing  exliaus 
tion.  Your  behavior  is  the  cue  to  his.  If  you  are  good-humorec 
and  gay,  the  youngster  is  far  more  likely  to  be. 

Don't  punish  if  he  wants  to  touch  and  examine  things.  He  see: 
you  doing  exactly  that,  doesn't  he? 

Have  your  purchases  delivered,  if  possible.  Carrying  large  pack 
ages  will  tire  you  and  will  make  it  more  difficult  to  shepherd  thi 
youngster  through  aisles,  on  and  off  elevators,  across  streets. 

Understand  that  your  child  may  be  frightened  by  elevator  o 
escalator  trips,  if  this  is  his  first  experience  with  these  devices.  Hole 
him  close  to  you  and  reassure  him  that  it's  a  wonderful  "new' 
ride. 

Praise  him  as  you  proceed.  "My,  aren't  you  being  a  good  boy 
It's  a  pleasure  to  have  you  along.  We'll  have  to  do  this  again.' 
Youngsters  bask  in  the  glow  of  adult  approval,  and  strive  to  livt 
up  to  it. 

Above  all  else,  however,  keep  an  eye  on  him.  A  child  who  get; 
lost  in  a  crowd  can  suffer  emotional  damage  for  life,  plus  possible 
physical  danger  from  revolving  doors  and  escalators.  If  the  chil 
is  very  young  or  very  frisky,  a  harness  is  a  wise  and  really  mercifu 
aid.  It  gives  him  a  sense  of  security,  and  you  peace  of  mind.

How  late  can  we  safely  prune  deciduous  fruit  and  nut 
trees  in  our  area?  M.J.,  Provo,  Utah 

In  the  Inter-mountain  areas  and  other  spots  at  high  ele- 
vations, pruning  can  still  be  done  early  this  month.  Spring- 
flowering  shrubs,  trees,  and  vines  should  be  pruned  as  soon 
as  they  finish  blooming.  It's  too  late  to  do  a  real  pruning 
job  on  these  items  in  milder  sections  of  the  West,  because 
most  of  them  have  already  budded  out. 

For  more  than  15  years,  we've  been  ardent  rhododendron 
collectors  in  our  Puget  Sound  garden.  Now  my  husband  is 
being  transferred  to  the  inland  California  city  of  Fresno. 
What  chance  will  we  have  with  rhododendrons  and  azal- 
eas in  the  hot,  dry  summers? 

Mrs.  H.N. A.,  Mt.  Vernon,  Washington 

In  the  past  10  years,  great  advances  have  been  made  in 
the  culture  of  rhododendrons  and  azaleas  in  these  hot,  dry 
areas.  No  longer  do  you  have  to  experiment — they  really 
can  be  grown  nicely.  The  secret  is  to  plant  them  in  raised 
beds  of  pure,  coarse  humus,  such  as  redwood  soil  condition- 
er, or  fir  bark.  Partial  shade  is  a  must.  While  such  items  as 
water,  humidity,  food,  and  shade  may  vary  from  one  neigh- 
borhood to  another,  the  main  thing  is  not  to  fight  the  exist- 
ing alkaline  soils  in  the  area,  but  to  go  to  raised  beds  to  pro- 
vide cool,  moist  root-zone  conditions.  Raised  beds  solve 
drainage  problems  very  simply. 

Wherever  possible,  install  a  set  of  fog  nozzles  about  8-10 
feet  apart.  Turn  them  on  all  day  during  hot  weather  periods. 
The  foglike  mist  raises  the  humidity,  although  it  does  not 
substitute  for  regular  watering.  The  Hayes  Experimental 
Gardens  in  Arcadia  experience  summertime  heat  spells  of 
115  to  118  degrees  for  several  days  in  a  row,  yet  Stan  Hayes 
has  consistently  grown  fine  rhododendrons. 

We'd  appreciate  your  suggestions  on  pruning  tropical 
hibiscus.  H.E.C.,  Riverside,  California 

In  most  parts  of  California  and  the  Southwest,  hibiscus 
can  be  pruned  safely  in  April.  Unless  they  are  trimmed  an- 
nually, they  get  tall  and  leggy.  Pruning  authorities  suggest 
they  be  treated  like  roses — regular  pruning  each  April,  fol- 
lowed up  with  generous  feeding.  Incidentally,  in  many  cold 
winter  spots,  tropical  hibiscus  can  be  handled  as  annuals. 
You  can  ship  in  the  plants  from  Southern  California  spe- 
cialists, enjoy  the  blooms  this  summer,  then  start  over  with 
new  plants  next  spring. 

When,  what  kind,  and  how  much  fertilizer  should  I  use  on 
my  Meyer  lemon  which  is  now  close  to  6  feet  high? 

D.H.,  San  Jose,  California 

Fertilize  in  April,  then  again  in  July,  with  a  good  com- 
plete liquid  fertilizer.  Instructions  as  to  proportions  will  be 
on  the  container.  A  mulch,  about  2  inches  thick,  of  aged 
steer  manure  also  helps.  Citrus  are  known  as  "hogs"  when 
it  comes  to  feeding. 
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Vm  eager  to  succeed  with  tuberous  begonias  this  ye< 
Past  results  have  not  been  as  rewarding  as  I  think  th 
coidd  be.  How  are  these  best  grown?

The  biggest  handicap  to  good  begonia  growth  is  improp 
soil.

And,  if  it's  impossible  to  fix  up  an  entire  bed,  then  gro 
your  begonias  in  9-inch  fern  pots,  sinking  them  in  tr 
ground  with  coarse  drainage  under  them.  When  you  set  oi 
started  begonias,  remember  that  the  flowers  will  alwaj 
face  the  way  the  leaves  point.

The  most  important  thing  is  to  feed  them  right  after  tb 
last  blooms  fade.  There  are  good  liquid  camellia  foods  o 
the  market  which  go  to  work  fast,  yet  safely.  Feed  lightl 
once  a  month  from  now  until  September,  rather  than  two  cj 
three  heavy  doses  during  the  whole  season.  Do  a  pruni 
job,  too — thinning  out  old  woody  branches  after  flowering 

Vm  afraid  our  violets  have  been  in  the  same  spot  too  lor, 
— mostly  leaves,  few  flowers.  When  is  the  best  time  to  < 
vide  them?

From  now  until  the  end  of  May  is  a  good  time  to  divid 
violet  clumps  and  still  be  sure  the  bloom  crop  won't  be  inj 
terrupted  next  season.  Actually,  it's  good  to  divide  then 
every  two  or  three  years.  Unless  you  want  to  save  some  o  | 
the  runners  to  make  other  plants,  trim  them  off.  Remov' 
some  of  the  old  leaves  on  each  of  the  divisions  to  encourage 
new  growth.  If  it  isn't  possible  to  move  them  to  a  new,  pa 
tially  shaded  bed  with  new  soil,  then  be  sure  to  thoroughly 
rework  the  soil  in  the  existing  bed,  adding  humus. 

When  is  the  best  time  to  divide  bamboo?

Usually  the  best  time  to  divide  clumps  is  just  before  the; 
new  seasonal  growth  starts.  Prune  back  some  of  the  talles 
canes  to  make  it  easier  to  handle  the  clumps.  Be  careful  no 
to  leave  any  jagged  stubs  that  will  decay  and  threaten  tb 
life  of  the  plant. 

What  causes  the  leaves  of  my  split-leaf  philodendrons  U ' 
turn  brown  and  dry  on  the  edges?

There  are  several  possible  causes:  if  the  plant  has  beer 
in  the  same  pot  and  in  the  same  earth  for  more  than  tw( 
seasons,  chances  are  there's  an  accumulation  of  salts  in  th( 
potting  medium.  The  remedy  is  to  repot  in  fresh  soil  oi 
one  of  the  packaged  soil  mixes.  It's  O.K.  to  do  this  now 
Overwatering,  as  well  as  underwatering,  can  cause  browr 
leaves.  Also,  mites  could  be  sucking  out  the  vital  planl 
juices.  Use  one  of  the  indoor  plant  aerosol  bombs.

Green  is  whai' 
you  make  it 


By  Donald  Wyman 

When  you're  planning  an  all-green  border,  be  sure  to 
sider  the  many  variations  in  hues — just  like  sele 
color  in  flowers.  Use  the  greens  as  your  basic  color, 
expand  into  the  grays  or  gray-greens — they're  the  ei 
to  find.  But  don't  stop  there;  also  consider  other  pi 
with  yellow-green,  red-green,  or  silvery  foliage  w] 
when  used  in  moderation,  will  set  off  an  entire  plan' 

Common  lavender,  for  instance,  is  a  very  useful 
shrub  for  the  border.  If  the  aromatic,  gray  foliage  is  cli] 
occasionally  to  encourage  dense  growth,  it  can  also  bl 
in  the  foundation  planting,  in  the  rockery,  or  used  as 
small  edging  along  a  garden  path. 

The  thorny  elaeagnus  (Elaeagnus  pungens  'fruitlandi 
is  a  10-  to  15-foot  evergreen,  especially  suited  for  plantii 
in  full  sun.  It  will  even  do  well  under  semiarid  conditior 
Undersides  of  the  leaves  are  silvery  and  glitter  like  frc 
when  the  wind  rustles  them.  Fragrant  white  flowers  appe 
in  October  followed  by  small  fruits  which  turn  red  as  thi 
mature  in  the  spring. 

Another  desirable  gray-green-leaved  plant  is  the  bui 
cinquefoil  (Potentilla  fruticosa)  and  its  many  varietu 
Since  they  usually  grow  to  less  than  four  feet  high  ai 
wide,  they  are  best  used  in  front  of  taller  shrubs.  i> 
serious  pests  bother  them,  so  they  require  little  care.  Th 
blooms,  varying  from  white  to  dark  yellow,  appear  co 
tinuously  through  the  summer. 

For  red-green  effect,  there  are  many  Japanese  mapl 
from  which   to  choose.  Acer  palmatum  'atropurpurew 
stays  reddish  all  summer.  Others  produce  red  leaves 
spring,  turning  red-green  in  summer,  back  to  red  in  fall. 

If  you  have  poor  soil  conditions,  plant  the  red-leavi 
Japanese  barberry.  It  is  a  dense  shrub  which  can  be  ke 
almost  any  size  under  seven  feet  by  pruning.  Leaves  are 
brilliant  red  at  first,  turning  to  a  red-green  later.  A  dwa 
variety,  sold  variously  as  Crimson  Pygmy,  Little  Gem, 
Little  Beauty,  grows  only  two  feet  high  in  eight  yeai 
time,  and  produces  a  mass  of  reddish-green  foliage. 

Shrubs  which  don't  need  much  water  are  great  assets 
many  West  Coast  gardens.  Mexican  orange  (Choisya  tt 
nata)  grows  six  to  eight  feet  tall  and  has  yellowish-gre< 
foliage.  Fragrant  white  flowers  appear  in  clusters,  near 
three  inches  wide,  from  late  winter  to  mid-April.  Glos 
aromatic  foliage  remains  on  the  plant  throughout  the  yee 

West  Coast  gardeners  can  supplement  these  plants  1 
choosing  many  succulents  that  will  add  a  great  variety 
color.  Perennials  and  some  of  the  grasses,  such  as  Festu 
ovina  'glauca,'  can  be  used  to  good  advantage  where  loi 
growing  plants  are  needed.  Just  a  few  of  these,  togeth 
with  one  or  two  of  the  shrubs,  will  go  a  long  way  to  mal 
any  garden  more  beautiful  and  interesting.

)utdoor  storage  is  a  must — for  patio 
urniture,  lawn  mower  and  garden  tools, 
ind  children's  toys  and  bicycles.  If  you 
lave  a  garage,  the  problem  is  not  so  great. 
Mostly,  it  is  a  matter  of  finding  a  suitable 
pot  for  everything.  Perforated  hard- 
>oard  with  hooks,  fastened  securely  to 
he  wall  studs,  is  one  quick  answer.  And 
lon't  overlook  the  possibility  of  over- 


head storage.  The  end  of  a  carport  is  an 
ideal  spot  for  a  storage  cabinet,  but  be 
sure  to  face  the  access  doors  away  from 
the  street,  to  help  hide  the  clutter.  A 
beveled  sill  beneath  the  doors  aids  in 
moving  wheeled  tools  and  toys  in  and  out. 
If  you  don't  have  a  carport  or  garage, 
build  a  storage  unit  into  a  fence  or  even 
against  a  building. 

Garden  steps  rising  from  one  level  to  an- 
other can  be  designed  for  both  comfort 
and  looks.  Like  indoor  steps,  the  treads 
and  risers  should  add  up  to  173^  inches 
for  each  step,  for  the  most  comfortable 
climbing.  In  any  case,  the  riser  should 
never  be  less  than  6  inches  nor  more  than 
1%  inches  high.  The  depth  of  the  tread 
should  be  in  proportion  to  the  riser.  If 
there's  enough  space,  plan  for  a  strategi- 
cally placed  landing  with  perhaps  a  small 
bench  for  relaxing  and  enjoying  the  beau- 
ty. Plantings  of  trees,  shrubs,  ground  cov- 
ers, and  flowers  will  complete  the  setting.

Then  make 
a  small  private  garden  on  the  inside  for 
your  own  enjoyment.  Don't  forget  to 
plant  a  few  shrubs  or  evergreens  on  the 
street  side.  You  can  really  dress  up 
your  home,  as  well  as  provide  privacy, 
with  the  various  screening  materials 
available  now,  such  as  waterproof  ply- 
wood, canvas,  perforated  or  plain  tem- 


4x4-inch  wood  posts  on  end,  holding 
them  in  place  with  horizontal  metal 
stripping  on  the  inside.  Sink  every  sixth 
post  into  the  ground  for  added  support. 
To  prevent  soil  and  water  seepage  through 
the  sides,  line  the  planter  with  polyethyl- 
ene plastic  film.  If  you  desire  a  more  nat- 
ural effect,  build  high  mounds  of  soil  and 
rock  to  accomplish  the  same  effect  as  the 
planter.  Ideal  for  planting  are  Alpine- 
type  plants,  as  well  as  collections  of  an- 
nuals, perennials,  and  shrubs.

Short  on  patio  seating  space?  It  is  not 
difficult  to  build  a  comfortable  bench  for 
your  guests — one  that  will  complement 
the  architecture  of  your  home.

— stone,  concrete,  wood,  steel,  aluminum, 
or  a  combination  of  these.  (You  can  prob- 
ably think  of  some  other  useful  mate- 
rials.) For  every  site,  there  are  many  de- 
signs, such  as  curved  benches  for  curved 
patios  and  flower  borders.  For  comfort, 
make  the  seats  16-18  inches  high. 
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LIGHTING  -WIRING 
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Any  living  room  does  its  job  better  with  this 
kind  of  light.  The  lighted  valance  (it  can  be 
dimmed)  softens  shadows  all  over  the  room; 
recessed  fixtures  brighten  the  other  walls.

If  wires  are  visible  and  the 
isulation  is  broken  or  brittle,  they  should 
e  replaced. 

Other  clues:  Do  fuses  blow  out  fre- 
uently?  Do  lights  flicker  when  you 
vitch  on  an  appliance?  Have  you  noticed 
lat  your  appliances  are  slow — or  seem 
labor  at  their  jobs?

i  your  living  room — and  in  your  family 

•om — take  a  fresh  look  at  your  lamps. 

ou  should  have  one  at  every  seating 

'oup — the  three-way  type  best  serves  a 

iriety  of  duties. 

For  reading  and  other  demanding  eye 
s,  make  sure  that  the  bottom  of  the 

mp  shade  (see  sketch  above)  is  about 
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the  same  level  as  your  eyes.  This  height 
averages  about  40  inches  for  women  (if 
it's  a  table  lamp,  include  the  height  of  the 
table,  too)  and  42  inches  for  men.  Risers 
— available  at  most  lamp  stores — can 
adjust  shades  of  the  lamps  you  have. 

The  general  over-all  illumination  of 
your  living  room  is  just  as  important  in 
creating  an  easy-to-live-in  atmosphere  as 
the  area  lighting  your  lamps  give.  By  in- 
stalling lighted  valances,  wall  brackets, 
or  recessed  fixtures,  you'll  cut  down  con- 
trasts and  soften  shadows  all  over  the 
room.  And,  you'll  make  your  furnishings 
look  better. 

Inexpensive  new  controls  will  let  you 
dim — or  brighten — lights  like  this,  as  the 
occasion  demands. 

In  the  kitchen,  take  a  bird's-eye  view 
of  the  plan.  First  of  all,  you  should  have 
a  diffusing  fixture  for  general  lighting, 
with  at  least  one  150-watt  incandescent 
bulb  or  two  4-foot  fluorescent  tubes. 

Then  look  at  each  spot  you  work: 
counter,  range,  sink,  and  desk.  The  jobs 
you  do  at  each  of  these  locations  require 
good  lighting.  Fluorescent  tubes  are  best 
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adapted  for  this  use — plan  a  wall  switch 
for  each  and  make  sure  that  the  tube  itself 
is  shielded  from  your  eyes. 

The  color  of  the  fluorescent  tubes  you 
choose  for  the  kitchen  is  important — 
most  experts  recommend  the  warm  white 
de  luxe.  You  may  want  to  experiment 
with  the  different  colors  available. 

If  you  have  an  eating  area  in  your 
kitchen,  you'll  want  a  separate  light  fix- 
ture for  it,  either  for  the  wall  or  the  ceil- 
ing. Pendent,  pull-down,  or  wall-mounted 
fixtures  will  do  this  part  of  the  job. 
Choose  a  fixture  that  directs  light  both 
upward  and  downward  and  that  also  ef- 
fectively shields  the  bulbs. 
Look  at  the  children's  study  areas  — 
these  are  particularly  important  because 
poor  light  here  will  cause  fatigue  and  eye- 
strain long  before  the  homework's  done. 

Study  desks  and  tables  are  simple  to 
light  correctly.  Desk  tops  should  be  light- 
colored  so  that  papers  and  books  do  not 
contrast  sharply  with  their  background. 
Also,  the  surface  should  have  a  dull  finish 
so  it  doesn't  produce  glare.  If  you  use  a 
table  lamp  or  a  pair  of  pin-up  lamps, 
place  them  as  shown  in  these  two  sketches. 


To  use  fluorescent  tubes,  buy  or  build  a 
unit  that  lets  light  go  both  upward  and 
down  to  the  desk  surface.  These  shelf-like 
fixtures  should  be  faced  with  an  opaque 
material  and  should  be  from  15  to  18 
inches  above  the  top  of  the  desk. 
Outdoor  lighting  with  the  many  inex- 
pensive fixtures  now  on  the  market  gives 


you  a  chance  to  exercise  your  creative 
ability.  A  good  way  to  get  started  is  to 
arrange  with  a  retailer  to  take  out  several 


of  each  type  of  fixture  and  return  those 
you  don't  need.  Use  extension  cords  for 
your  experimental  hookups. 

Start  with  area  lighting  using  outdoor 
floodlights  with  built-in  reflectors.  These 
bulbs  need  no  weather  protection  and  can 
be  mounted  almost  anywhere.  Hide  the 
bulbs  or  use  concealing  fixtures. 

Then  work  with  smaller  areas  and  ac- 
cent lights.  Choose  low  "mushroom"  fix- 
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tures  for  small  planting  areas.  Or,  for  a 
flower  border,  use  several  shielded  fix- 
tures with  25-  or  40-watt  bulbs. 

On  the  patio,  keep  light  levels  low  for 
relaxation — if  you  use  floods  here,  they 
should  be  well  shielded  to  avoid  glare. 
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FACE  LIFTING 


If  you're  adding  a  new  wing  to  your  home, 
it's  a  good  chance  to  give  the  whole  house 
a  new  face.  The  heavy  porch  and  unneces- 
sary roof  lines  were  removed — new  siding 
and  shutters  added — to  give  this  1920 
model  an  up-to-date  neatness. 


How  much  can  a  face  lifting  update  your 
house?  Look  at  this  example.  It  shows 
how  new,  contemporary  character  can 
be  added  to  an  old  house.  This  one  got 
bigger  windows  for  more  light,  and  sliding 
glass  doors  for  better  access  to  the  outside. 
Panels  and  battens  add  neatness. 


New  beams,  more  glass,  and  a  new 
deck  made  a  startling  improve- 
ment in  the  appearance  of  this 
home.  New  windows  made  the  in- 
terior space  bright  and  cheerful. 
The  new  deck  is  important,  both 
actually  and  visually,  in  easing  the 
abrupt  change  from  indoors  to  out- 
doors. It  gives  you  a  little  sense  of 
both — looking  either  way. 


The  changes  in  this  house  are  mod- 
est but  they  do  a  big  job.  The  pillar 
effect  of  shutters  flanking  the  door 
gives  the  entry  the  scale  and  im- 
portance it  needs. 

Framing  the  windows  and  using 
half  shutters  below  add  badly 
needed  individuality  to  plain  sub- 
division houses  like  this  one — 
with  a  minimum  of  expense. 


^V^ryw 
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Good  taste  and  good  design,  always 
important,  are  musts  when  you're  chang- 
ing the  face  of  a  house.  Without  them, 
your  exterior  face  lifting  will  be  only  a 
change— not  an  improvement.  And  this 
is  one  home  improvement  where  the 
whole  world  can  see  the  result.  Unless  you 
are  a  better  designer  or  architect  than 
most  people,  you  should  give  serious 
thought  to  letting  a  professional  plan  any 
major  change. 

A  rule  of  thumb  for  improving  the  ap- 
pearance of  almost  any  house  is:  simplify 
it.  The  older  the  home,  the  more  likely  it 
is  to  be  hidden  under  a  maze  of  excess 
trim,  pillars,  and  porches.  Too  often, 
these  were  out  of  proportion  when  the 
house  was  built.  Now  they  date  the  house 
as  left  over  from  a  day  when  ornateness 
was  its  own  excuse.  New  houses  can  be 
just  as  bad.  Too  many  window  sizes,  win- 
dows that  don't  line  up,  three  or  more 
siding  materials,  and  too  much  false  trim 
are  only  a  few  of  the  common  faults.  Get 
rid  of  as  much  excess  as  you  can. 

Poorly  proportioned  houses,  partic- 
ularly those  that  are  too  tall  or  stick  out  of 
the  ground  too  far,  are  a  common  prob- 
lem. Siding  with  a  strong  horizontal  line 
will  make  the  house  seem  lower.  Running 
the  siding  down  over  the  foundation,  or 
bringing  the  grade  up  to  the  siding,  will 
tie  the  house  down.  Painting  the  upper 
level  of  a  two-story  house  a  darker  shade 
than  the  lower  half  makes  it  seem  lower. 
Windows  should  all  be  the  same  height 
and  should  line  up  both  top  and  bottom. 
If  you  can't  avoid  two  heights,  be  sure 
they  all  line  up  on  the  top.  Windows  that 
are  too  narrow  or  too  widely  spaced  can 
be  improved  with  shutters.  But,  shutters 
must  be  in  proportion  to  the  windows. 
Shutters  also  widen  the  window  area  and 
help  create  a  strong  horizontal  line. 

The  entry  to  your  house  should  be  im- 
portant both  to  you  and  your  guests. 
Shutters  and  an  important  light  fixture 
flanking  the  entry  will  give  it  emphasis. 
The  door  itself  should  be  simple,  but 
paint  it  a  bright  color  so  it  will  stand  out 
and  further  emphasize  the  entry.  You 
can  update  your  old  door  by  refacing  it 
with  M  -inch  plywood.  (Use  both  glue  and 
nails.)  Garage  doors  are  a  different  story. 
They  are  not  a  visual  asset  and  should  be 
as  inconspicuous  as  possible.  Paint  them 
to  blend  with  the  garage. 

Paint  is  the  best  way  to  emphasize  or 
conceal  any  feature  of  your  home.  If  you 
want  emphasis,  paint  to  contrast  with  the 
surrounding  area.  To  conceal,  paint  to 
blend  with  the  background.  One  of  the 
best  applications  of  this  principle  is  the 
ugly  little  raised-eyebrow  dormer  that 
deforms  many  homes.  Paint  it  as  near  to 
the  roofing  color  as  you  can  and  use  the 
same  color  to  trim  an  accent  feature. 
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HEATING  AND  COOLIN 
AN  ADDITION 


-tleating  and  air  conditioning  are  as  much  a  part  of  your 
addition  as  the  roof  and  walls.  Complete  your  plans  be- 
fore you  break  ground.  These  are  not  plans  you  can  make 
by  yourself.  You  must  get  expert  help,  usually  from  a 
qualified  heating  and  air-conditioning  dealer. 

The  system  you  already  have  is  the  starting  point. 
There  are  three  choices:  You  can  extend,  supplement,  or 
replace  your  existing  equipment. 

Adding  to  your  existing  system  is  usually  the  cheap- 
est way  to  heat  an  addition.  Ask  a  local  dealer  to  make  a 
"heat  loss  survey"  to  determine  whether  your  present 
system  will  carry  the  extra  load. 

Forced-air  system  add-tos  will  generally  run  about  $25 
per  register.  A  typical  10xl3-foot  room  usually  will  re- 
quire one  register,  but  plan  for  two  if  it  has  three  outside 
walls.  If  the  addition  is  built  over  crawl  space,  you  should 
have  another  register  under  the  floor.  A  cold  air  return 
(highly  recommended)  adds  another  $25  or  so.  (See  the 
installation  drawing  below. ) 

If  your  furnace  won't  do  the  job,  you  may  be  able  to 
add  capacity  by  adding  larger  fuel  pipes  and  burners. 

A  hot-water  system  is  easily  expandable  unless  water 
pipes  are  buried  in  a  slab  floor.  Normally,  you  can  expect 
to  pay  about  $100  to  $150  per  average  room. 

A  radiant  electrical  heating  system  is  a  natural  to  ex- 
pand. Original  equipment  will  usually  handle  resistance 
cable  for  two  extra  130-square-foot  rooms. 
Costs  will  average  $175  to 
$225  for  a  single  10x13  room, 
about  $350  to  $425  for  two 
rooms  of  this  size. 

Replacing  your  furnace  is 
expensive,  but  this  may  be 
your  best  solution.  And  it 
may  not  be  as  costly  as  you 
think.  By  replacing  your 
furnace  when  you  add  extra 
living  area,  you  can  arrange 

for  blanket  financing,  perhaps  at  a  more  favorable  in- 
terest rate  and  pay-off  period.  For  the  average  home, 
plan  on  $800  to  $1,000  for  replacing  an  old  furnace  with  a 
new  forced-air  system.  (The  price  considers  that  much  of 
the  duct  work  can  be  salvaged.)  Add  the  cost  of  extend- 
ing the  system  to  the  new  room. 

New  central-heating  ideas  include:  electric  forced-air 
furnaces  that  make  possible  centralized  air  conditioning, 
and  new  oil  furnaces  with  mechanically  produced  draft 
which  eliminates  the  heat-stealing  chimney. 

Supplementing  your  present  equipment  with  room 
or  area  systems  is  often  the  best  way  to  heat  extra  rooms. 

Reliable,  thermostatically  controlled  gas-fired  units 
large  enough  to  heat  one  room  (or  two  if  joined  by  an 
archway  or  open  hall)  cost  from  $170  to  $220  installed. 

Electric  room-heating  units  use  about  as  much  current 
as  an  electric  stove  with  all  of  the  units  turned  "on."  If 
you  have  adequate  wiring,  thermostat-equipped  radiant 


electric  wall  units  will  cost  about  $100  to  $125  for  or 
room.  Radiant-convection  baseboard  heaters  cost  $75  t| 
$124  per  room  installed. 

Central  air  conditioning  usually  has  been  well  enoug 
planned  so  that  your  present  system  can  be  extended  t 
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your  addition.  If  you  don't  already  have  it,  this  may  we 
be  the  time  to  install  central  air  conditioning. 

The  Federal  Housing  Administration  has  taken  note  ( 
the  increasing  demand  in  a  directive  to  its  field  office: 
"Within  a  few  years,  any  house  that  is  not  air-condition 
will  probably  be  obsolescent,  so  FHA  should  start  e: 
couraging  the  inclusion  of  air  conditioning." 

Estimating  the  cost  of  adding  central  air  condition 
is  another  job  for  an  expert.  Size  of  the  home,  exist 
duct  work,  insulation,  and  local  labor  costs  are  only 
few  of  the  variables.  One  manufacturer  estimates  the  coi 
'of  installation  at  from  $750  to  $1,000  for  a  one-sto 
three-bedroom,  1,200-square-foot  home  where  substo 
tial  alterations  are  not  required.  This  is  based  on  one  to 
of  cooling  capacity  for  every  600  square  feet  of  floe 
space  in  a  well-insulated  home.  The  map  above  show 
approximate  costs  of  cooling  a  1,200-square-foot  home  f( 
one  season  (electricity  at  \XA  cent  per  kilowatt  hour) 

Room  air  conditioners  include  the  heat  pump,  (als 
available  as  a  central  unit)  which  both  heats  and  cooli 
but  is  suitable  for  heating  only  in  mild  climates  where  tr 
temperature  seldom  drops 
below  freezing. 

General  considerations 
in  heating  or  cooling  an  addi- 
tion are  the  same  as  for  a 
whole  house.  Insulation, 
double-pane  windows,  ade- 
quate venting,  cold  air  re- 
turns, and  registers  under  windows  or  in  the  floor  in  fror 
of  sliding  glass  doors — all  these  add  to  your'comfor 
Under-the-floor  units  (above)  make  installation  easy.  E 
sure  your  thermostat  is  located  away  from  windows  an 
fireplace,  so  it  will  give  a  true  reading  of  the  gener; 
room  temperature. 

Whatever  you  plan,  get  expert  help.  Heating  and  co 
ing  are  not  do-it-yourself  jobs.

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Think  back  to  the  days  when  you  first 
began  to  read.  How  did  you  choose  a  j 
book — and  who  aimed  you  in  the  right ! 
(or  wrong)  direction?  Now  ask  your- 
self who  is  guiding  your  child's  read- 
ing today?  If  no  one  is  providing  that 
guidance — or  if  it  is  simply  haphaz- 
ard— your  youngsters  may  miss  one 
of  their  most  vital  preparations  for  life.  In  this  article,  the  Chil- 
dren's Consultant  for  the  New  York  State  Public  Library  draws 
on  her  counseling  experience  with  both  children  and  parents  to 
give  you  important  advice  on  encouraging  young  people's  reading. 
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Behold  the  magic 
in  a  child's  book 
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By  Dorothy  M.  Broderick 

x\ny  parent  who  wants  to  broaden  his 
child's  reading  must  have  some  knowledge 
of  children's  books — not  as  they  were  in  his 
youth,  but  as  they  are  today.  An  apprecia- 
tion of  children's  books  can  best  be  acquired 
by  reading  them,  but  for  many  adults,  this 
prospect  is  an  alarming  one. 

"Me,  read  kids'  books?"  Absolutely,  yes. 
Try  it  and  you  will  find  yourself  enjoying 
them  immensely.  For  one  thing,  children's 
authors  must  provide  honest  character  de- 
velopment, rapidly  moving  plots,  and  gen- 
uinely funny  situations.  (They  cannot  drop 
in  a  bedroom  scene  to  boost  them  over  the 
dull  spots  in  the  manuscript!)  If,  as  a  par- 
ent, you  do  not  know  Mr.  Popper,  Homer 
Price,  Miss  Pickerell,  or  Uncle  Beazley, 
you  have  untold  joy  ahead  of  you. 

First  of  all,  you  will  enjoy  reading  the 
books  to  yourself.  And  then,  you  will  have 
twice  the  pleasure  reading  them  aloud  in  the 
family  circle.  Books  offer  a  wonderful  op- 
portunity for  you  and  your  child  to  have  the 
same  friends,  laugh  at  the  same  jokes,  and 
weep  for  the  same  sorrows — though,  ad- 
mittedly, on  different  levels. 

A  good  book  becomes  a  part  of  the  child, 
and  the  more  such  books  he  discovers,  the 
better  his  life  will  be.  He  may  not  be  articu- 
late about  the  books  he  reads  (and  we  should 
not  expect  him  to  be) ,  but  this  does  not  les- 
sen the  impact.  Just  as  he  understands  the 
spoken  language  long  before  he  learns  to 
speak,  so  he  gets  from  books  the  ideas,  atti- 
tudes, and  values  which  he  later  uncon- 
sciously takes  for  himself.  From  King  of  the 
Wind,  he  absorbs  the  idea  of  devotion;  Call 
It  Courage  teaches  him  that  the  truly  cour- 


ageous act  is  accompanied  by  fear— that 
only  fools  are  unafraid  in  danger.  And  in 
Edwin  Tunis'  Frontier  Living,  he  can  dis- 
cover for  himself  the  qualities  that  made 
America's  westward  movement  one  of  the 
stirring  achievements  of  man  over  nature. 

Your  enthusiasm  to  help  expand  your 
child's  reading  interests  must  be  combined 
with  knowledge  of  his  personality  and  the 
books  available.  More  than  one  children's 
librarian  has  wished  that  she  might  have  on 
the  library  door  a  sign  reading:  "Dogs  al- 
lowed, parents  keep  out."  Not  all  parents, 
of  course,  but  particular  types. 

There  is,  for  example,  the  meddler  or 
pusher.  That's  the  parent  who  finds  fault 
with  every  book  the  child  takes  from  the 
shelves  and  remarks  aloud  in  the  child's 
hearing,  "Honestly,  he  must  be  retarded. 
Here  he  is  eight  and  he  won't  read  Dickens, 
Clemens,  or  Stevenson." 

These  parents  are  victims  of  what  I  call 
the  Reverse  Law  of  Reading  Memory:  the  | 
older  an  adult  gets,  the  younger  he  was 
when  he  read  any  particular  book.  At  age 
25,  a  man  probably  recalls  that  he  hadn't 
really  enjoyed  Stevenson  or  Clemens  until 
his  teen  years,  but  as  a  father  of  35,  he  I 
believes  he  had  savored  all  the  world's  great 
literature  by  the  age  of  ten.  So,  if  you  want 
your  eight-year-old  to  experience  the  thrills 
of  Treasure  Island,  read  it  aloud  to  him.  And 
don't  be  crushed  if  he  does  not  find  it  the 
classic  you  know  it  to  be.  He  would  probably 
be  happier  with  Henry  Huggins,  Little  Eddie, 
or  Space  Cat. 

In  contrast  to  the  pushers,  there  are  the 
discouragers — the  victims  of  the  controlled-

vocabulary  school.  They  open  at 
random  the  books  selected  by  their 
children,  find  the  hardest  word  on 
the  page,  and  demand  to  be  told 
what  the  word  is  and  what  it 
means.  One  unknown  word  and 
the  book  is  returned  to  the  shelf. 
Yet  such  parents  forget  that  only 
by  encountering  new  words  does 
the  child  expand  his  reading  vo- 
cabulary. They  also  forget  the  en- 
chantment strange  words  have  for 
children,  as  demonstrated  by  the 
popularity  of  Edward  Lear's  Non- 
sense Book,  Odgen  Nash's  The  Moon 
Is  Shining  Bright  As  Day,  and  Kip- 
ling's Just  So  Stories. 

New  interests,  even  for  children, 
must  be  created.  Ten  years  ago,  if 
Herbert  Zim  had  walked  into  a 
juvenile  editor's  office  with  his 
easy-reading  book,  Dinosaurs,  he 
probably  would  have  been  told 
that  young  children  are  not  inter- 
ested in  prehistoric  animals.  To- 
day we  know  better,  and  now  there 
is  a  children's  book  on  practically 
anything  you  can  name — includ- 
ing science,  history,  foreign  lan- 
guages, and  mathematics — for  ev- 
ery age  level  from  preschoolers  up. 
Many  of  these  books  are  matter-of- 
fact  presentations,  but  a  healthy 
percentage  strive  to  challenge  and 
inspire  the  young  reader. 

In  the  world  of  creative  fiction, 
some  of  the  best  writing  being  done 
in  America  is  for  children.  The 
realism  of  William  O.  Steele's  stor- 
ies of  frontier  life;  the  imaginative 
adventures  of  The  Borrowers;  the 
family  tales  of  Eleanor  Estes — 
these  books  are  constant  sources  of 
joy  for  young  and  old  alike.  And 
there  is  the  delightful  Charlotte's 
Web,  probably  the  best  book  pub- 
lished in  our  lifetime,  bar  none. 

Almost  everyone  is  familiar  with 
The  Cat  in  the  Hat,  but  some  of  the 
best  easy-to-read  books  in  the 
country  are  the  Little  Bear  tales 
written  by  Else  Minarik  and  illus- 
trated by  Maurice  Sendak.  This 
combination  of  literate  prose  and 
distinguished  art  is  impossible  to 
beat  and  rarely  equaled. 

In  the  field  of  beautiful  picture 
books,  American  publishers  out- 
do themselves.  Learning  becomes 
all  pleasure  for  children  when  the 
alphabet  is  presented  as  excitingly 
as  in  Bruno  Munari's  A  BC,  or  man- 
ners as  humorously  as  in  What  Do 
You  Say,  Dear? 

For  rollicking  good  fun,  there 
are  the  stories  of  Virginia  Kahl, 
with  the  Austrian  touch,  and  tales 
of  Anatole,  the  cleverest  of  French 
mice.  And  the  oldest  of  the  fairy 
and  folk  tales  takes  on  added  di- 
mension when  illustrated  by  Paul 
Galdone,  Adrienne  Adams,  and 
Marcia  Brown. 

But  enough.  It  is  never  safe  to 
start  a  children's  librarian  talking 
about  books.  There  are  so  many 
good  ones,  and  so  few  can  be  men- 
tioned. Take  a  look  at  your  public 
library's  shelves  and  discover  for 
yourself  the  magic  of  modern  chil- 
dren's books.

H 
do  you  use  colors  in  combinations?  The  world  of  color  ( 
be  thrilling — but  confusing. 

We  have  selected  some  of  the  color  questions  asked  m 
often  by  our  readers  and  we  hope  our  answers  can  help  y 
in  choosing  colors  for  your  home. 


Q.  How  can  I  perk  up  my  present  color  scheme? 
A.  One  of  the  newest  ways  is  one  of  the  oldest — lightii 
It  can  change  the  colors  and  appearance  of  your  roo»* 
bringing  new  sparkle  and  drama.  Plan  your  lighting  1 
merely  to  chase  away  darkness  but  to  create  a  lovel 
room.  Use  small  spotlights  to  dramatize  an  attractive  fi 
place  or  show  off  a  handsome  picture  grouping.  Try  some 
the  colored  light  bulbs — the  pink  is  wonderfully  flatteri 
to  your  skin.  Test  yellow  lights  for  warmth — blue  or  grer 
for  coolness.  Both  warm  and  cool  tubes  are  available 
fluorescent  lighting  fixtures.

Q.  How  should  I  distribute  colors  in  a  room  for  the  best  eff( 
A.  If  you  were  to  use  all  colors  in  equal  amounts,  your  n> 
would  look  jumpy  and  cut  up.  Uneven  areas  are  much  mi 
interesting.  Use  the  big  area  background  color  as  a  rot 
organizer,  add  bright  contrasts  in  accessories  and  sir 
pieces  to  make  the  important  areas  pop  out  and  attract 
tention.  One  of  the  best  guides  for  a  well-balanced  rot 
is  this  little  rhyme,  "something  dark,  something  lig 
something  dull,  something  bright".  If  you  remember  t 
rhyme  and  use  these  elements  in  unequal  amounts,  y( 
room  should  have  an  effective  color  balance.

Q.  May  I  use  more  than  one  patterned  fabric  in  a  room? 
A.  Two  bold  patterns  will  make  your  room  look  cluttei 
and  confused,  but  you  can  combine  more  than  one  figui 
fabric,  if  the  size  of  the  patterns  differs.  For  instance 
large,  colorful  print  could  be  combined  with  a  small,  sim 
print,  like  a  shadowy  stripe.  When  you're  considering  p

)  change  the  shape  of  your  room. 

.  How  can  I  make  a  transition  from  one  color  scheme  to  an- 
ker when  the  colors  aren't  closely  related? 
'■ .  This  takes  some  figuring  and  is  highly  individual,  de- 
ending  on  where  you  start,  how  radical  the  color  change 
i ,  and  how  much  you  can  spend  immediately  on  new  fur- 
fishings.  Here  are  a  few  tips  to  help  you: 
Start  by  sorting  out  and  simplifying  your  present  color 
:heme.  Retain  the  colors  and  pattern  in  your  furniture 
tat  would  be  most  compatible  with  the  new  color  family 
pu've  selected.  Almost  all  colors  can  be  combined,  if  the 
»nes  of  the  materials  are  chosen  carefully. 
Pick  up  swatches  of  your  new  color  and  test  them  at  home 
nder  your  own  lighting  conditions.  See  what  will  blend 
ith  your  present  colors.  Big  areas  of  color  will  make  the 
ost  difference,  of  course.  Remember  that  paints  can  be 
latched;  carpeting  and  draperies  can't  be  changed  so  easily.

.  "Colorfast"  means  a  fabric  will  hold  its  color  for  the  nor- 
lal  life  of  the  article,  without  noticeable  change  in  shade, 
lut  remember,  the  dyes  of  the  fabric  you  buy  should  be 
plorfast  under  the  conditions  where  that  particular  fabric 
|ill  be  used.  Look  for  labels  that  read  "colorfast  to  light," 
polorfast  to  water,"  or  'colorfast  to  dry  cleaning."  Con- 
(der  the  possible  hazards  in  the  use  of  the  fabric  and  buy 
jicordingly.  Your  draperies  should  be  colorfast  to  sunlight,

Dye 
I  New  materials  and  methods  have  improved  dying  results, 
ow  you  can  just  drop  dye  and  material  into  your  auto- 
atic  washer.  It's  by  far  the  best  way  to  achieve  an  even 
lid  thorough  penetration  of  colors.  You  can  also  apply  the 
\re  with  a  paint  roller,  sponge,  or  over  a  stencil,  to  get  spe- 
■il  individual  fabrics  for  your  home.  The  tinting  of  uphol- 
fery  fabrics  is  also  possible,  but  this  is  still  a  tricky  pro- 
idure  and  requires  skill  and  patience.

tracing  of  it  on  thin  paper  with  a 
2H  pencil.  For  transferring  to  fab- 
ric, turn  penciled  drawing  face 
down  on  cloth;  drip  a  puddle  of 
ordinary  lighter  fluid  on  back. 
While  it  is  still  wet,  rub  over  it  with 
edge  of  a  spoon.  (Caution:  Use 
a  small  amount  at  a  time.  Avoid  in- 
haling fumes.  Do  not  use  under 
dry,  cold  conditions  where  static 
electricity  might  cause  a  spark.) 

Several  impressions  can  usually 
be  made  from  a  single  drawing  be- 
fore it  must  be  repenciled.  If  you 
wish  to  reverse  the  design,  simply 
trace  pencil  lines  on  other  side  of 
tracing  and  proceed  as  before. 

All  our  embroidery  was  done  by 
using  six-strand  embroidery  floss. 
If  you  prefer,  the  strands  can  be 
divided  for  finer  work. 

When  embroidering,  work  each 
stitch  in  separate  movements:  one 
up,  the  other  down,  rather  than 
both  at  the  same  time.  To  avoid 
knots  in  finished  work,  make  a 
knot  in  the  end  of  the  thread;  pass 
needle  down  through  fabric  about 
an  inch  away  from  where  you  in- 
tend to  start  embroidering.  Next, 
bring  it  up  to  starting  point  of 
stitches.  Knot;  cut  excess  thread 
after  stitches  are  started. 


OUTLINE-STITCH 
This  stitch  slants  from  left  to  right. 
The  slant  can   be   made   less   by 
stitching  more  nearly  parallel   to 
the  line  being  worked. 


SPLIT-STITCH 
Here  the  stitch  is  worked  right  on 
the    line.    Each    stitch    splits    the 
thread  of  the  stitch  before  it,  mak- 
ing it  look  like  a  tiny  chain. 


BACK-STITCH 
Unlike  those  above,  this  stitch  has 
its  long  stitch  forward  underneath, 
and   a  short  stitch   back  on   top.

The  American  elm,  so  thickly  planted  in 
the  past,  is  now  facing  possible  extinction. 
Disease  has  spread  rapidly  from  tree  to  tree 
until  entire  areas  are  completely  bare.  Many 
kinds  of  trees  must  be  used  in  replanting, 
so  the  failure  of  a  single  variety  will  not 
be  so  strongly  felt.  No  tree  is  free  from  in- 
sect or  disease  damage,  but  an  occasional 
spraying  will  control  most  troubles.  Here 
are  eight  desirable  shade  trees  that  have 
proven  their  worth. 

Ash.  A  beautiful,  fast-growing  tree  that 
resembles  the  elm.  Several  good  varieties  are 
available,  including  seedless  and  flowering 
kinds.  It  casts  comfortable  shade. 

Gingko.  A  fascinating  tree  which  has 
practically  no  disease  or  insect  pests.  Tough 
leaves  are  an  interesting  fan  shape.  Buy 
grafted  male  trees — the  female  tree  bears 
fruit  with  an  objectionable  odor  when  ripe. 

Linden.  One  of  our  best  foliage  trees,  es- 
pecially for  street  use.  Leaves  of  European 
varieties  tend  to  have  better  color  and  stay 
on  the  tree  later  into  the  fall.

Consider  whether  the  bank  you  deal  with — or  plan  to 
is  right  for  your  type  of  account  and  the  way  you  use 
Some  banks  charge  several  dollars  for  a  box  of  imprinti 
checks;  others  charge  nothing.  One  bank  may  allow  y\ 
twenty  checks  a  month  at  no  charge  if  your  balance  sta 
above  $200.  But  another  in  the  same  neighborhood  may 
allowing  unlimited  checks  in  the  same  circumstances. 

Limited  checking  plans  save  money  if  you  write  or 
a  few  checks  each  month — but  they  cost  more  than  a  norn 
account  if  you  write  many.  Limited  plans  can  be  awkwa 
and  costly  in  emergencies;  writing  more  checks  than  y 
have  arranged  for  may  subject  you  to  an  overdraft  charj 

Your  bank  may  permit  a  certain  number  of  free  che 
for  each  hundred  dollars  of  your  balance.   Just  a  liti 
money  added  to  your  account  to  keep  your  balance  hi 
enough  may  save  you  more  in  charges  than  it  would  dn 
in  interest  in  a  savings  account. 

Avoid  writing  unnecessary  checks.  When  you  spend 
dime  on  a  check  to  pay  a  $5  phone  bill,  you  add  2  per  ce 
to  the  cost — which  is  the  normal  savings  interest  for  hj 
a  year.  Thus  it  might  be  worth-while  to  take  all  utili 
bills  to  a  neighborhood  payment  center. 

Overdrafts  from  forgetfulness  or  bad  arithmetic  m. 
bring  costly  penalties — or  the  unpleasantness  of  bound 
checks.  It's  especially  expensive  to  be  charged  sevei 
penalties  (of  perhaps  $1.50  each)  for  a  series  of  small  ov< 
drawn  checks.

One  of  the  biggest  problems  in  many  of  to- 
day's homes  is  the  front  entry  that  opens 
directly  into  the  living  room.  This  entry 
divider  in  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David 
Dodd.

Are  there  advantages  to  joint  tenancy?

As  a  method  of  transferring  property  in 
case  of  your  death,  joint  tenancy  is  not  a 
proper  substitute  for  a  will.  But  for  small 
estates,  it  can  often  be  useful  because  it  is 
convenient,  easily  understood,  and  rapid 
in  execution. 

The  basic  fact  to  know  about  joint 
tenancy  is  that  your  joint  tenant  automati- 
cally and  immediately  takes  over  all  jointly 
held  property  regardless  of  what  your  will 
directs.  This  can  eliminate  red  tape,  but  it 
can  also  cause  confusion. 

Take  the  case  of  George  Rogers.  George 
decided  to  will  to  his  son  "his  half"  of  some 
securities  held  in  joint  tenancy  with  his 
wife.  But  when  he  checked  with  his  lawyer, 
George  was  surprised  to  find  he  could  not 
leave  jointly  held  property  to  someone  other 
than  his  joint  tenant.  What's  more,  the 
entire  value  of  the  securities  would  be  in- 
cluded in  George's  taxable  estate  if  he  died, 
because  his  wife  couldn't  show  she  had  con- 
tributed to  the  purchase  with  her  own  funds. 
Under    the    supervision    of   his    attorney,

George  was  able  to  take  care  of  all  the  n€ 
sary  corrections. 

Childless  couples  often  reason  that  if  thej 
hold  things  in  joint  tenancy,  the  death 
one  automatically  gives  full  and  immediat 
possession  of  all  property  to  the  other 
obvious    convenience  .    But    they    shoi 
also    face    the    possibility    of   death    in 
common  accident.  In  a  turnpike  crash  that 
killed  them  both,  a  wife  survived  her 
band  by  just  a  few  hours.  Thus  she  wa 
technically  in  possession  of  the  joint  prop 
erty:  when  she  died,  all  that  property  wail 
awarded  to  her  relatives.  They  had  planned 
to  divide  their  goods  between  the  two  fami-l 
lies,  but  joint  tenancy  and  the  absence 
wills  upset  their  intentions. 

Joint  tenancy  can,  under  certain  circum- 
stances, postpone  up  to  half  the  estate  taxes  t 
when  the  first  tenant  dies.

"Plastic"  describes  many  man-made  ma- 
terials that  look  alike  but  are  very  different 
in  composition.  Some  are  unusable  by  home 
craftsmen  because  they  are  dangerous  or 
require  elaborate  mechanical  treatment. 

Here,  we  have  explored  one  particular 
form  of  thermoplastic  that  is  nontoxic  and 
safe  to  use  at  home.  As  you  can  see  by  the 
decorative  and  useful  things  shown,  it  has 
endless  possibilities  as  a  craft  material. 

All  you  need  for  a  laboratory  is  plenty  of 
space  to  work  and  a  regular  kitchen  oven 
with  a  thermostat,  to  insure  a  constant 
temperature  of  375°.  Use  the  materials  and 
methods  we  describe. 

Except  for  the  plastic  pellets,  which  you 
must  send  for,  the  tools  and  colorants  are 
ones  you  can  find  in  your  own  home  or 
your  own  town.  Smooth  foil  pans  (rec- 
tangles, squares,  or  rounds),  copper  wire, 
colored  chalk,  colored  papers,  pebbles, 
and  glass  nuggets,  are  just  a  few  of  the 
items  you  can  use  successfully.

This  unit,  whi 
sleeps  four,  is  11  feet  wide  when  the  two  beds  i 
extended;  it  closes  to  4x8  feet  for  traveling.  Cam 
ing  trailers  usually  have  no  built-in  cooking  or  co^ 
storage  facilities;  you  take  along  a  gasoline  stc 
and  an  ice  chest.  Some  storage  space  is  availal 
under  the  bunks,  but  because  of  limited  dimensio: 
most  of  your  gear  must  ride  in  the  car.  Campi 
trailers  work  best  for  the  family  that  wants  a  te^ 
on-wheels  which  goes  up  with  minimum  fuss  a 
bother.  Prices  range  from  $400  to  about  $700  if  y 
buy  accessories  like  the  screen  enclosure. 
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You  can  have  the  facilities  of  a 
trailer  aboard  a  pickup  truck. 
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Nicknamed  "campers,"  units 
of  this  type  are  popular  with 
families  who  are  on  the  move 
a  lot.  You  buy  the  living  quar- 
ters separately,  to  mount  on  a  lA-  or  M-ton  truck. 
(The  "installation"  takes  only  about  half  an  hour, 
using  special  jacks.)  Model  shown  here  has  a  range 
and  lighting  system  operated  on  bottled  gas;  an  ice 
box  (gas  refrigerator  optional);  electric  lights,  in 
case  power  is  available;  a  12-gallon  water  tank 
serving  the  sink,  with  outside  water  connections 
also  provided;  one  4-foot-wide  bed  over  the  truck 
cab,  plus  dinette  seats  that  make  into  a  second  bed.

is  "self-contained" — that  is,

.11  through  the  sweltering  summer  of  175  years 
ago,  the  leaders  of  the  American  Revolution  toiled 
in  Philadelphia  to  create  mankind's  outstanding 
document  of  freedom — the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States.  They  had  fought  a  bitter  war  against 
the  British  to  make  possible  this  document;  and 
some  70  years  later,  their  descendants  were  yet  to 
fight  another  bitter  war,  in  which  brother  was  pitted 
against  brother,  to  preserve  the  union  of  free  men 
that  the  Constitution  guaranteed. 

During  our  country's  painful  birth  and  its  yet 
more  painful  confirmation,  the  small  triangle  of 
land  whose  corners  are  roughly  designated  by  Wash- 
ington, Gettysburg,  and  Philadelphia,  was  the 
scene  of  much  crucial  action.  Its  very  names  evoke 
nostalgia:  the  Delaware,  Potomac,  and  the  Shenan- 
doah, Antietam,  Harpers  Ferry,  Valley  Forge. 
Every  school  child,  sounding  these  words,  thrills 
with  recognition.  But  it  takes  more  than  school 
books  for  a  full  understanding  of  what  the  area 
means.  It  is  necessary  to  go  there,  to  see  the  place 
yourself. 

Such  a  trip  need  not  consist  of  endless  staring  at 
museums'  glass  cases.  It  is  lovely  country,  today  as 
then — a  land  of  broad  and  quiet  rivers,  of  rocky 
gorges,  wooded  hills,  and  softly  rolling  pasture.  In 
the  eight  days  it  took  us  to  cover  the  high  spots,  our 
interest  never  lagged.  Even  children  are  fascinated 
by  the  stimulating  attractions. 

Here  is  one  way  to  take  the  trip.  Hours,  unless 
otherwise  specified,  are  those  for  summer  months.

PHILADELPHIA 


First  Day:  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  axis  of  Washington  is  a  long  park,  The  Mall. 
On  a  gentle  hill  to  the  east  rises  the  Capitol.  Directly 
opposite,  the  Washington  Monument  stabs  555  feet 
into  the  sky.  Facing  The  Mall  from  the  north, 
about  halfway  between  these  landmarks,  is  the 
building  that  safeguards  our  country's  official 
records,  the  National  Archives.  This  is  probably 
where  you  should  take  your  children  first.  Enshrined 
here,  and  open  to  public  view,  are  the  signed  parch- 
ments of  the  Constitution  and  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  along  with  one  of  the  13  original 
copies  of  the  Bill  of  Rights.  Also  displayed  are  49 
other  documents  intimately  linked  with  the  birth 
of  our  country.  (Hours:  9  A.M.-10  P.M.  weekdays, 
1-10  Sundays  and  holidays.) 

From  the  Archives,  cross  Constitution  Avenue  to 
the  National  Gallery  of  Art,  one  of  the  country's 
finest  art  museums.  This  suggested  itinerary  won't 
allow  you  to  stay  long,  so  if  any  member  of  your 
family  is  particularly  interested  in  art,  make  sure 
to  return  for  a  more  leisurely  visit  before  you  leave 
Washington.  (Hours:  10-5,  Sunday  2-10.) 

From  the  gallery,  a  20-minute  stroll  (don't  drive; 
parking  spots  are  scarce)  will  take  you  to  the  Capi- 
tol. Capitol  tours  form  every  quarter  hour  from  9 
A.M.  to  3:55  P.M.  (adults,  25  cents;  children  under  10, 
free).  The  25-minute  visit  takes  you  briefly  into  the 
House  and  Senate,  which  may  be  in  session.  If  you 
want  to  make  a  longer  visit,  apply  to  the  office  of 
your  Congressman  or  Senator  for  passes. 


Across  First  Street,  directly  to  the  east  of  the 
Capitol,  is  the  Library  of  Congress,  which  houses 
more  than  41  million  items,  from  books  and  pam- 
phlets to  manuscripts,  maps,  and  motion  picture 
reels.  Some  of  its  many  exhibits  are  permanent 
(such  as  the  Gutenberg  Bible,  Thomas  Jefferson's 
rough  draft  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and 
Lincoln's  drafts  of  the  Gettysburg  Address);  some 
are  temporary  (such  as  the  Centennial  Exhibition  of 
the  American  Civil  War).  Take  your  family  to  the 
visitors  gallery  for  an  impressive  view  of  the  huge, 
domed  main  reading  room. 

By  then  it  will  probably  be  time  for  lunch.  You 
can  eat  in  the  cafeteria  of  the  Supreme  Court  Build- 
ing next  door.  Another  good  cafeteria  is  at  Metho- 
dist Building,  a  half-block  to  the  north.  There  are 
also  several  eating  places  along  Independence 
Avenue. 

The  males  in  your  family  may  well  insist  that 
you  devote  the  afternoon  to  the  Smithsonian  Insti- 
tution, for  it  not  only  offers  relics  of  the  past,  but 
looks  to  the  future  and  space  travel.  From  the  Capi- 
tol, walk  west  along  The  Mall  on  Independence 
Avenue.  To  your  right,  just  beyond  the  Smithsoni- 
an Arts  and  Industries  Building,  America's  con- 
tenders for  the  race  to  the  stars  stand  poised  in  their 
launching  positions.  Ranged  side  by  side  in  the 
open  (and  curiously  juxtaposed  to  an  antique-look- 
ing World  War  I  tank)  are  the  Jupiter  C,  Vanguard, 
Polaris,  and  Atlas.  A  few  feet  away  is  the  temporary 
National  Air  Museum,  which  will  engross  your  boy 
for  hours.  He  can  see  Commander  Shepard's  Free- 
dom 7  space  capsule,  with  a  wax  model  jammed 
against  the  tight  space  couch,  just  as  the  astronaut 
was  strapped  in  when  the  missile  hurled  him  out  over 
the  Atlantic.  Also  on  display:  the  Able-Baker  mon- 
key nose  cone,  the  Bell  X-l,  Wiley  Post's  old  high- 
altitude  plane.  John  Glenn's  space  capsule,  Friend- 
ship 7,  will  soon  be  on  display,  too. 

But  not  all  the  Smithsonian's  airplanes  are  in 
the  Air  Museum.  You  can  see  Lindbergh's  "Spirit 
of  St.  Louis"  and  the  Wright  Brothers'  pioneer  ship 
suspended  from  the  ceiling  in  the  Arts  and  Indus- 
tries Building.  The  men  in  your  family  will  also  en- 
joy examining  old  locomotives,  automobiles,  and 
stagecoaches  while  the  girls,  in  an  adjoining  room, 
can  admire  dresses  worn  by  our  First  Ladies.  You

THE  HOUSE 


If  you  already  have  a  family  room 
at  your  house,  you  know  what 
it's  worth  to  a  family  in  playful 
fun  and  easy  relaxation.  If  you 
don't  have  one  now,  cheer  up — 
there's  a  way  you  can  add  a 
family  room  to  any  house.  Here 
we  show  you  three  very  convinc- 
ing examples. 

In  the  basement 

This  room  belonged  to  the  whole  family  right 
from  the  start.  Everyone,  even  six-year-old 
Andy,  was  given  a  chance  to  express  his  ideas 
about  what  the  room  should  include.  Wendy, 
10,  wanted  a  place  where  she  could  play  house- 
wife and  cook  for  her  brothers;  she's  still 
pretty  young,  but  sometimes  she  is  allowed  to 
cook  hamburgers  on  the  barbecue  next  to  the 
fireplace.  Duke,  13,  wanted  a  place  to  show 
movies  and  slides  to  his  friends;  there's  a  pull- 
down screen  behind  the  papered  beam  (right) . 
John,  9,  wanted  a  place  for  music  and  games, 
the  louder  the  better.  Ceramic  and  asphalt 
tile,  plastic  laminate,  acoustical  tile,  and  dur- 
able furnishings  make  this  family  room  a  place 
where  an  active  family  can  enjoy  themselves 
without  fear  of  shattering  furniture — or  one 
another's  nerves.  The  clever  location  of  the 
counter  keeps  it  conveniently  close  to  the  stairs 
and  allows  complete  flexibility  for  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  rest  of  the  furniture. 
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Family  room— in  an  addition 

This  friendly  family  room  has  all  the  advantages  of  an  old-fashioned 
country  kitchen — plus  some  that  grandmother  never  dreamed  of.  The 
Thomas  Nelligans,  Deerfield,  Illinois,  added  a  family  room  and  re- 
modeled their  kitchen  at  the  same  time  to  get  this  winning  team. 
Fourteen-year-old  Patricia  (a  "great  seamstress"  says  her  mother) 
uses  the  eating  counter  as  a  sewing  center.  Margot,  11,  and  the  rest 
of  her  Girl  Scout  troop  use  the  room  to  rehearse  dramatic  skits.  The 
raised  hearth  provides  plenty  of  extra  seating  when  the  girls  enter- 
tain. Both  girls  do  their  homework  here 
and,  when  they  aren't  helping,  sit  here 
to  talk  to  their  mother  in  the  kitchen. 
The  kitchen  is  exactly  the  same  size  as 
before  remodeling,  but  seems  much 
bigger  because  it  is  open  to  the  family 
room.  Hanging  cabinets  above  the  sink 
open  both  ways  for  ease  in  getting  ready 
for  snacks  and  doing  dishes  afterward. 
Each  of  the  girls  has  her  own  storage 
cabinet  under  the  bookshelves.  (There 
is  a  unit  just  out  of  the  photograph  to 
the  right  of  the  fireplace.)

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Family  room— in  the  garage 

This  is  where  Dr.  Frank  Bigsby  and  his  family,  Evanston,  Illinois, 
do  most  of  their  relaxing  together.  It's  also  the  place  where  11-year- 
old  Mike  meets  with  14  other  boys  in  his  Y-club.  And  Mrs.  Bigsby 
uses  it  as  an  office.  Ten  years  ago,  this  family  room  was  a  one-car 
garage.  Then  the  Bigsby s  had  it  remodeled  into  a  den,  powder 
room,  and  screened  porch.  "The  porch  wasn't  the  joy  we  expected. 
It  was  cold,  it  was  dirty,  and  it  rained 
in,"  says  Mrs.  Bigsby.  And  the  den? 
"We  seemed  to  sit  on  top  of  each  other." 
The  Bigsbys  decided  to  remodel  again 
and  combine  den  and  porch.  This  room 
is  the  result.  Roof,  floor  levels,  and  ex- 
terior wall  dimensions  all  stayed  the 
same.  Low  ceiling  in  the  old  porch  be- 
came a  very  effective  dropped  ceiling 
denning  the  conversation  area.  Fluo- 
rescent lighting  behind  the  soffit  around 
this  ceiling  shows  off  its  unusual  lines. 
Three  shallow  steps  join  the  two  floor 
levels.  The  Bigsbys  wanted  an  eating 
spot,  so  they  angled  the  sofa  (below) 
enough  to  give  them  space  behind  it  for 
a  table  (not  shown).

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By  Martin  rAayer,  author  of  The  Schools,  one  of  the  most  important  books  on  education  in  recent  years 


At  a  time  when  Americans  are  really  agitated  about 
their  schools,  the  nation's  Parent-Teacher  Associa- 
tions have  lost  most  of  their  vitality.  While  this 
uniquely  American  force  for  educational  progress 
counts  more  xnembers  on  its  books  than  it  ever  has 
before — nearly  13  million — the  organization  has 
never  been  nationally  so  ineffectual  or  locally  so 
aimless.  In  most  schools,  the  PTA  is  a  formality,  an 
overearnest,  yet  purposeless,  talking  society.  In 
many,  it  is  a  mere  fund-raising  device.  In  some,  it 
has  become  an  arena  for  personal  politicking;  in 
many  more,  a  monthly  bore. 

This  collapse  does  not  mean  that  the  PTA  idea 
has  outlived  its  usefulness.  PTAs  are  important. 
They  assert,  by  their  very  existence,  that  schools  be- 
long to  the  people  who  use  them  and  not  to  a  remote 
government.  In  those  rare  communities  where 
PTAers  understand  their  function,  and  where  ag- 
gressive but  level-headed  local  leadership  has  seen 
something  that  really  needs  doing  and  has  gone 
ahead  to  do  it,  the  organization  still  succeeds  in 
moving  mountains. 

Since  its  foundation  in  1897  (as  the  National  Con- 
gress of  Mothers),  the  PTA  movement  has  forced 
American  schools  to  provide  hot-lunch  programs; 
free,  safe  transportation;  medical  examinations; 
sensible  home-economics  work;  day-care  centers; 
clean,  airy,  well-lighted  classrooms.  All  these  were 
radical  notions  when  PTA  first  endorsed  them,  and 
all  are  commonplace  today.  The  movement  has 
used  every  conceivable  approach  to  improving  the 
children's  welfare:  local  political  pressure,  nation- 
al political  lobbying,  publicity  and  propaganda, 
adult-education  programs  both  formal  and  infor- 
mal. But  PTA's  most  effective  weapon  has  been 
demonstration — setting  up  pilot  projects  at  indi- 
vidual schools  to  prove  that  a  kindergarten,  or  a 
lunch  program,  or  eye  examinations,  cost  less  or 
involve  smaller  problems  than  the  school  authorities 
once  believed. 

Unfortunately,  time  has  tarnished  these  tech- 
niques, partly  because  so  many  of  the  goals  have 
been  achieved.  Today  the  legislative  program, 
apart  from  federal  aid  to  education,  stresses  formal 


matters  like  setting  up  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education 
as  a  separate  agency  independent  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare ;  or  vague 
propositions  like  "strengthening  and  improving 
state  and  local  programs  for  the  diminution,  con- 
trol, and  treatment  of  juvenile  delinquency" ;  or 
nice-Nelly  matters  like  legislation  to  prohibit  beer 
ads  on  radio  and  television.  On  the  local  level,  PTA 
political  action  these  days  is  usually  reduced  to 
helping  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  "millage 
campaign"  to  raise  tax  revenues  for  schools.  By 
their  charters — and  for  good  reason — local  PTAs 
are  forbidden  to  support  candidates  in  elections: 
PTA  stands  for  principles,  not  people.  When  parent 
groups  wish  to  be  active  in  local  elections,  where 
principles  tend  to  be  embodied  in  persons,  they 
must  form  separate  organizations.  Thus,  for  exam- 
ple, members  of  the  Westport,  Connecticut,  PTA 
formed  a  separate  Association  for  Better  Education, 
to  campaign  for  candidates  who  promise  to  support 
adequate  school  taxes. 

The  PTA's  education  program,  busier  than  ever, 
has  become  one  of  the  great  bores  of  American  life. 
Every  month,  thousands  of  local  PTAs  gather  to  dis- 
cuss topics  outlined  in  advance  by  the  national  of- 
fice, on  the  basis  of  articles  and  "program  guides" 
published  in  The  PTA  Magazine.  Among  the  topics 
outlined  for  this  year  are  the  following:  "Love  is  a 
Powerful  Thing,"  "The  Child:  An  Unfinished  Mas- 
terpiece," "Does  Your  Child  have  a  Dual  Personal- 
ity?" and  "Must  Children  Bicker  and  Quarrel?" 

As  subjects  to  be  touched  on  in  a  dinner  conversa- 
tion, these  topics  are  potentially  stimulating.  As  cen- 
terpieces for  90-minute  PTA  meetings  involving  40 
to  400  people,  they  are  guaranteed  to  put  the  listen- 
er to  sleep.  Yet  they  drone  on,  and  are  even  regard- 
ed by  many  earnest  PTA  chairladies  as  ways  to 
draw  men  into  PTA  activities. 

PTA's  demonstration  programs,  alone,  are  still  ef- 
fective. Indeed,  virtuallv  every  successful,  energetic 
local  PTA  is  either  sponsoring  some  actual  pilot 
project  or  co-operating  with  its  school  in  introduc- 
ing some  new  subject,  teaching  method,  or  way  to 
organize  a  classroom.  [  Tarn  to  page  126

Windows  can  be  as  imaginative  as  the  people  who  live 
behind  them.  Try  new  materials  and  treatments — 
you  may  come  up  with  windows  like  these! 


Top  right — Caning  and  open-weave  drapery  attached  to  a  simple 

framework  cover  up  three  poorly  placed  windows,  a  radiator. 

and  a  bad  view.  To  create  diffused  lighting,  the  frame 

is  set  away  from  the  wall  the  depth  of  the  radiator.  You  coula 

use  extra  space  behind  the  framework  for  storage,  too." 

Loosely  woven  fabric  allows  free  circulation  of  heat  and  air. 


Left — Privacy  and  soft,  diffused  light  were  created  by  these 
colorful,  plastic  panels  cut  and  set  in  frames.

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Whipped  Gelatin  Dessert  and  roses,  1912 

Imagine  the  little  lady's  joy  when  she  discovered  she 
could  whip  a  gelatin  (partially  set)  and  come  up  with 
a  fluffy  new  texture!  She  happily  stacked  clear  and 
whipped  layers,  often  molded  in  a  loaf  pan  for  easy  slic- 
ing. How  fascinating  it  was  that  pineapple  would  sink  in 
gelatin,  and  banana  slices  float,  magically  self-layering! 

On  a  nice  warm  afternoon,  you  might  find  her  curled 
up  on  the  porch  swing,  nibbling  bonbons  and  reading 
"Daddy  Long  Legs."  Or  playing  a  game  of  Rook  with 
the  girls — you  may  be  sure  refreshments  would  be  ice* 
cream  sundaes  (very  new!)  and  that  the  table  would  be 
decked  with  a  tall  vase  of  American  Beauty  roses. 

She  danced  the  turkey  trot  to  the  strains  of  "Alex- 
ander's Ragtime  Band,"  went  to  silent  flickers. 


Chicken  Croquettes  and  bridge  in  1915 

These  were  the  three  favorites  that  went  into  the  fry 
kettle:  croquettes,  potato  chips,  and  doughnuts.  A  well- 
equipped  kitchen  boasted  croquette  forms  for  shaping 
cones.  If  in  a  hurry,  the  cook  would  shape  logs. 

This  was  a  time  when  oven  regulators  were  new,  as- 
suring greater  baking  success.  Women  took  pride  in 
white  cake,  marble  cake,  jelly  roll;  served  them  with 
grape  juice  or  ginger  ale  after  auction  bridge. 

Dainty  desserts  like  Strawberry  Sherbet  were  topped 
with  crystallized  violets  or  rose  petals,  perhaps  for 
Mother's  Day  (first  observed,  May  1914).  The  opening 
of  the  New  York-San  Francisco  telephone  line  made 
"Hello,  Frisco!"  the  big  song.  "Pollyanna"  was  the 
story-book  heroine;  Kewpie  dolls  perched  on  the  mantel. 


Eggs  Goldenrod,  K-K-K-Katy  in  1918 

The  boys  were  "over  there,"  and  the  girls  were  here* 
knitting  needles  flying.  These  were  meatless,  wheatless  J 
sugarless  days — and  eggs  stretched  farthest  in  a  sauce  I 

School  girls  donned  big  white  aprons  and  head  bands! 
for  cooking  class.  One  lesson  they  could  count  on  was 
Eggs  Goldenrod — this  was  the  teacher's  pet.  With  this] 
same  dish,  she  could  point  out  the  principles  of  white  I 
sauce  (for  velvety  smoothness),  of  egg  cookery  (foj| 
tender  hard -cooked  eggs),  and  of  toast-making. 

Oatmeal  and  corn  meal  were  served  as  porridge,  oj|

First  of  a  series  of  articles  for  men  who  cook  as  a 
hobby— or  would  like  to  start.  This  month,  our  chef- 
author  tells  how  to  make  a  sport  of  French  Omelettes. 


Perry  Knowlton,  our  guest  columnist 
and  vice-president  of  a  New  York  liter- 
ary agency,  first  became  interested  in 
cooking  several  years  ago  when  he  spent 
a  lot  of  time  on  boats.  The  galley  had 
only  two  burners,  so  he  decided  to  learn 
a  few  tricks.  Now  he  can  even  keep  two 
omelette  pans  busy  at  the  same  time! 

J? or  ease,  speed,  and  an  impres- 
sively tasty  meal,  it's  hard  to  beat 
the  omelette — especially  if  you're 
one  of  those  men  who,  like  me, 
want  to  cook  something  good  for 
your  family  or  a  guest  or  two,  but 
have  little  time  or  patience.  I'm 
talking  about  the  classic  omelette, 
not  the  flogged  kind  you  cook  in  a 
12-pound,  hinged  Iron  Maiden. 

The  true  omelette  can  be  made 
in  almost  any  kind  of  skillet,  but 
it's  far  easier,  and  the  results  are 
better,  if  you  have  a  seasoned 
omelette  pan — the  slope-sided  sort 
which  curves  gradually. 

For  individually  cooked  two- 
eggers,  it's  best  to  use  a  pan  about 
8  inches  across  the  top.  It  should 
be  seasoned,  too,  so  that  the  eggs 
won't  stick  at  crucial  moments. 
This  can  be  done  simply  by  heat- 
ing olive  oil  in  the  pan  over  low 
heat  for  30  minutes.  After  you've 
seasoned  a  pan,  don't  wash  it — 
don't  let  a  drop  of  water  even  touch 
it.  Just  wipe  out  with  paper  towels 
and  save  it  for  eggs.  Nothing  else. 

If  you're  cooking  for  several 
people,  you  can  make  one  of  these 
omelettes  after  another — each 
should  take  only  seconds,  not  min- 
utes— and  keep  them  hot  in  a  warm 
oven  until  supply  equals  demand. 

Plain  omelettes  are  fine  if  pre- 
pared and  laid  on  properly,  but  if 
you  turn  your  imagination  loose  on 
a  filled  omelette,  you  can  come  up 
with  something  which  will  make 
the  orneriest  kind  of  gourmet-nut 
pant  with  anticipation.  First, 
though,  the  plain  omelette. 

Add  a  pinch  of  salt  to  2  eggs  in 
small  mixing  bowl — use  no  liquid. 
With  fork,  beat  only  enough  to  mix 
whites  and  yolks  (not  frothy). 

Heat  a  teaspoon  of  butter  or 
olive  oil  in  your  skillet,  tilting  to 
grease  sides.  When  butter  stops 
sizzling  and  begins  to  brown,  or  oil 
forms  ripples,  pour  in  eggs. 

Use  high  heat.  Eggs  will  start  to 
solidify  at  once,  so  here's  where  you 
have  to  be  fast.  Quickly  and  contin- 
uously drag  cooked  portion  of  eggs 
from  sides  of  pan  to  center  with 
back  of  fork,  tines  up,  parallel  to 
skillet,  to  let  uncooked  part  flow 
to  the  outside.  Toward  the  end  of 
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the  cooking  (remember,  the  whole 
thing  is  a  matter  of  seconds), 
build  up  the  sides  by  swirling  the 
pan — lift  it  slightly  off  the  range. 

When  most  of  the  egg  is  firm,  but 
some  still  soft,  it's  ready  to  fold  and 
serve;  but  if  you're  going  to  fill  it, 
it's  time  to  place  the  hot  filling 
across  the  middle,  at  right  angles 
to  the  handle  of  the  pan.  If  filling 
is  runny,  spoon  only  the  solid  part 
on  at  this  point  or  you'll  need  to 
season  your  pan  again. 

Now  tilt  the  pan  toward  you, 
handle  down,  and  slide  the  ome- 
lette toward  the  handle  until  a  third 
of  it  can  be  easily  flipped  over  the 
filling — jerk  the  pan  to  do  this  or 
help  with  a  fork.  Now  change  your 
grasp  on  the  handle  to  palm  up, 
and  tilt  the  pan,  handle  up,  over  a 
warmed  plate  so  that  the  partly 
folded  omelette  slides  to  far  side  of 
pan.  Follow  through  by  tilting  the 
pan  over,  dropping  the  omelette 
neatly  on  the  plate  in  folded  thirds. 
Pour  more  filling  over,  and  there  it  is. 

Let  your  imagination  swing 
when  it  comes  to  the  filling.  For  a 
starter,  try  ground  beef  sauteed  in 
butter,  seasoned,  and  slightly 
dampened  with  two  or  three  fingers 
of  beer  or  red  cooking  wine;  or 
sauteed  chicken  livers  with  white 
cooking  wine  or  bouillon. 

Sauteed  mushrooms,  cheese,  or 
browned  onions — or  just  about 
anything  your  wife  has  in  the  re- 
frigerator— will  take  on  a  com- 
pletely new  character  with  an 
omelette  wrapped  around  it.  Rice, 
asparagus,  even  baked  beans  are 
fair  game.  Leftover  chicken,  diced 
or  shredded,  heated  in  a  little 
cooking  sherry  and  an  undiluted 
can  of  mushroom  soup  is  a  favorite. 

I've  had  omelettes  filled  with  kid- 
neys, calves'  brains,  sweetbreads — 
usually  combined  with  something 
special  like  truffles.  I've  had  them 
filled  with  curry  made  from  left- 
over lamb  or  lobster.  Caviar,  ap- 
ples, even  pumpkins  find  their  way 
into  very  respectable  omelettes. 

A  specialty  filling  of  mine  which 
defies  identification  actually  is  a 
canned  product  called  caponata  di 
melenzane.  (This  is  an  Italian  egg- 
plant relish  seasoned  with  tomato 
sauce,  vinegar,  capers,  onions, 
spices.)  One  small  can  of  caponata, 
heated  in  a  smidgen  of  beef  broth, 
supplies  enough  filling  for  two  in- 
dividual two-eggers.  Anyone  who 
sits  down  to  this  omelette  will  swear 
you've  spent  days  preparing  the 
filling.  Let  them  think  it.  Why  spoil 
a  good  thing?         — Perry  Knowlton

At  8 :30  P.M.,  Sunday  through  Fri- 
day, the  armed  services  bands  and 
a  symphony  orchestra  hold  free 
summer  "Watergate  Concerts" 
aboard  a  barge  anchored  in  the 
Potomac  just  off'  the  Lincoln 
Memorial.

The 
National  Park  Service  annually 
publishes  an  outdoor  program 
booklet  which  gives  day-by-day  in- 
formation on  these  and  other 
events.  The  new,  theater-in-the- 
round  Arena  Stage,  6th  and  M 
Streets,  SW,  specializes  in  serious, 
avant  garde  plays  (from  $2.75  to 
$3.95).  The  National  Theater,  E 
Street  between  13th  and  14th, 
N.W..  presents  Broadway  shows  in 
tryouts  and  on  tour. 

A  note  on  eating  and  accommo- 
dations: Many  Washington  hotels 
offer  family  rates  from  $4  to  $9  per 
person  daily,  two  persons  to  a  room, 
with  children  under  14  free  when 
they  sleep  in  the  same  room  with 
their  parents.

Occasionally, 
visitors  glimpse  the  President. 

From  the  White  House,  head 
down  Pennsylvania  Avenue.  If 
your  children  collect  stamps,  stop 
at  the  Post  Office  Building  (12th 
Street  entrance)  and  visit  the 
Philatelic  Sales  Agency  and  Ex- 
hibit (Monday  through  Saturday,  9-5). 
It  has  interesting  displays  on  stamp 
design  and  manufacture,  and  part 
of  the  department's  $5  million  in- 
ternational collection  of  stamps  is 
on  exhibit. 

Farther  down  Pennsylvania,  at 
9th  Street,  is  the  FBI,  high  light  of 
the  Washington  trip  for  many 
youngsters  (open  Monday-Friday, 
9: 15-4: 15).  The  free  one-hour  tour 
includes  peeks  at  lab  experts  ex- 
amining evidence,  and  views  of 
such  crime  collections  as  Dillinger's 
private  arsenal.  There  is  also  a 
shooting  gallery  where  G-men 
demonstrate  fast-fire  accuracy  with 
hand  guns  and  automatic  weapons. 

Two  blocks  up  10th  Street  from 
the  FBI  is  Ford's  Theater,  where 
Booth  shot  Lincoln.  The  building 
houses  the  fascinating  collection  of 
the  Lincoln  Museum  (admission  10 
cents),  but  it  may  be  closed  for  re- 
construction by  the  time  you  get  to 
Washington.  Check  with  the  Na- 
tional Parks  Service  to  learn  if 
and  where  the  collection  has  been 
moved — probably  somewhere  in 
the  immediate  neighborhood,  for 
directly  across  10th  Street  from 
Ford's  Theater  is  The  House 
Where  Lincoln  Died,  which  has 
been  refurnished  in  period  style 
(admission  10  cents).  The  deathbed 
pillow,  stained  with  the  great 
President's  blood,  is  still  in  the 
room  where  he  lay. 

Now  load  your  family  in  the  car 
and  drive  south  on  15th  Street  to- 
ward the  Tidal  Basin,  site  of  the 
annual  springtime  Cherry  Blossom 
Festival.  After  crossing  the  short 
bridge  between  the  Tidal  Basin 
and  Washington  Channel,  bear 
right  to  the  Jefferson  Memorial. 
This  shrine  is  less  popular  than 
Lincoln's,  but  equally  impressive. 

As  you  leave,  avoid  the  main 
stream  of  traffic  across  the  Poto- 
mac. Keep  to  your  right  and  cross  a 
short  bridge;  then,  bearing  left, 
follow  Ohio  Drive  past  the  Wa- 
tergate to  Lincoln  Memorial, 
Washington's  most  inspiring  site. 

You  will  undoubtedly  want  to 
taste  Washington's  exciting  inter- 
national atmosphere  and  catch  a 
touch  of  what  its  devoted  citizens 
call  "Potomac  fever."  Drive  north 
on  23rd  to  Constitution  Avenue, 
right  on  Constitution,  then  left 
again  on  17th  Street.  You  will  pass 
the  Pan  American  Union,  the 
Memorial  Continental  Hall  of  the 
D.A.R.,  and  the  American  Red 
Cross.  Turn  right  on  K  Street  and 
make  a  quick  left  on  16th.  In  the 
block  beyond  the  Statler  Hilton  is 
the  Russian  Embassy.  Go  around 
Scott  Circle  and  head  northwest  on 
Massachusetts  Avenue.  Now  you 
are  in  the  embassy  quarters.  First

you  pass  the  Philippine,  the  Chile- 
an, the  Canadian  embassies;  then, 
beyond  Dupont  Circle,  the  inter- 
national settlement  really  flourish- 
es. Help  your  kids  identify  the 
national  flags  fluttering  over  the 
entrances  of  these  foreign  outposts. 


Park  at  Massachusetts  and  Bel- 
mont Road  for  a  quick  visit  to  the 
Islamic  Mosque  (Monday-Wednes- 
day, 1-6;  Friday,  1-5;  Saturday  and 
Sunday,  10-5).  You  must  remove 
your  shoes  to  enter  this  exquisite 
[  Turn  to  next  page 
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shrine  of  Mohammed,  where  the 
walls  gleam  with  magnificent  tiles, 
and  the  floor  is  a  soft,  multicolored 
sea  of  oriental  carpeting. 

After  cruising  around  the  resi- 
dential embassy  area,  he, id  south 
on  Connecticut  to  Dupont  Circle 
and  turn  right  down  New  Hamp- 
shire Avenue  to  26th  Street  for  a 
visit  to  the  Wax  Museum  (hours,  9- 
9;  admission.  75  cents;  children  6-/2, 
50  cents).  The  museum's  life-size 
and  surprisingly  convincing  tab- 
leaux effectively  bring  American 
history  to  life.  Allow  the  rest  of  the 
afternoon  for  this  visit,  which  will 
make  the  remainder  of  your  trip 
more  meaningful. 

Third  Day:  Washington, 
Mount  Vernon,  Arlington 

Get  up  early,  park  near  the 
Washington  Monument,  and  visit 
the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Print- 
ing, 14th  and  C  Streets  (8-77, 
72:30-2,  Monday  througli  Friday).  On 
the  30-minute  tour,  you  will  learn 
how  money  is  made;  $29  million 
worth  of  folding  green  rolls  off  the 
presses  here  in  an  average  day. 

Then  cross  the  Potomac  on  the 
14th  Street  bridge  and  turn  onto 
Mount  Vernon  Memorial  High- 
way. A  lovely  1 5-mile  drive  along 
the  Potomac  takes  you  to  Mount 


Vernon,  the  plantation  where 
George  Washington  lived  on  and 
oil  lor  45  years  (/tours:  9-5:  October- 
February,  9- I;  admission  75  cents, 
teen-agers  W  cents).  You  can  lunch 
at  the  Tea  Room  where  waitresses 
in  18th  Century  costumes  serve 
until  3  P.M.  weekdays  and  4  P.M. 
Sundays  and  holidays  (average 
lunch,  S/.50),  then  continue  your 
visit  in  the  afternoon.  Mount  Ver- 
non can  also  be  reached  from 
Washington  by  excursion  steamer 
that  leaves  Wilson  Line  Pier  at 
10  A.M.  and  2  P.M.  A  one-way 
trip  takes  70  minutes.  (Round  trip: 
adults,  S2;  children  under  72,  S/.20.) 
If  your  family  is  still  in  the  mood 
for  old  mansions,  visit  the  Custis- 
Lee  Mansion  (25  cents)  in  Arling- 
ton National  Cemetery.  This  was 
the  home  of  Robert  E.  Lee  after 
his  marriage  to  Mary  Custis.  great- 
granddaughter  of  Martha  Wash- 
ington. Drive  through  the  ceme- 
tery to  watch  the  hourly  changing  of 
the  Honor  Guard  at  the  Tomb  of 
the  Unknown  Soldier.  ( The  ceme- 
tery closes  at  7  P.M.  in  the  summer,  the 
Custis-Lee  Mansion  at  6.)  North  of 
Arlington  Cemetery,  off  Ridge 
Road,  is  the  famed  Marine  Corps 
Memorial  showing  the  famous  flag- 
raising  at  Iwo  Jima — well  worth  a 
side  trip. 


Fourth  Day:  Washington, 
Frederick,  Harpers  Ferry, 
Antietam,  Gettysburg  (150 
miles) 

Leave  Washington  by  Massa- 
chusetts and  Wisconsin  Avenues 
(Highway  240)  to  reach  four-lane 
thoroughfare  240-70S  for  Fred- 
erick, home  of  Francis  Scott  Ki-v 
(45  miles).  In  this  little,  old-fash- 
ioned Maryland  town  you  can  also 
visit  the  house  of  Barbara  Frietchie, 
whose  defiance  of  Rebel  soldiers 
was  immortalized  in  a  Whitticr 
poem  (open  9-5,  admission  35  cents). 
Then  take  your  youngsters  to  a 
near-by  plaque  which  marks  the 
home  of  the  first  President  of  the 
United  States — not  George  Wash- 
ington, but  his  predecessor.  John 
Hanson,  who  presided  under  the 
Articles  of  Confederation  prior  to 
the  Constitution  and  Washington's 
election.  It  will  be  a  tricky  bit  of 
knowledge  for  the  kids  to  take  back 
to  school. 

Then  follow  Highway  340  west 
for  a  28-mile  drive  through  pleas- 
ant foothill  country  to  Harpers 
Ferry,  the  site  of  John  Brown's  dar- 
ing 1859  raid  on  the  Federal 
Armory.  Harpers  Ferry  nestles  on 
a  mountainside  where  the  Shenan- 
doah joins  the  Potomac,  and  you 
can  climb  this  slope  to  a  lookout 
point,  "Jefferson's  Rock."  where 
you  stand  on  West  Virginia  soil 
and  look  across  to  both  Maryland 
and  Virginia.  The  museum  in  the 
old  Paymaster's  House  is  open  8-7 
in  summer. 

Just    west    of    Harpers    Ferry, 


Highway  340  passes  the  "Civil 
War  Showcase."  probably  the 
high  light  of  this  part  of  the  trip  for 
youngsters  (summer  hours,  10-7;  ad- 
mission, $7,  children  50  cents).  The 
Showcase's  33  acres  cover  a  battle 
area  whose  earthwork  fortifica- 
tions are  still  intact.  Every  attempt 
is  made  to  bring  Civil  War  history 
to  life  for  youngsters;  there  are  ex- 
hibits, a  specially  made  26-minute 
movie,  and  a  mock  Civil  War  bat- 
tle every  Sunday  in  which  any- 
where from  40  to  1  50  men  partici- 
pate. There  are  demonstrations 
with  bull-whips  and  rifles,  too. 
and  youngsters  can  shoot  Civil  War 
muskets  loaded  with  blanks  (15 
cents).  On  weekends,  parents  can 
park  their  kids  with  "Johnny 
Rebel"  and  "Billy  Yank,"  school 
teachers  who  run  clubs  to  "train" 
youngsters  in  military  discipline 
and  drilling,  musketry,  camping, 
and  tent-pitching;  and  there  are. 
20-minute  burro  rides  for  25  cents. 
Reliving  the  Civil  War  at  the 
Showcase  is  fun,  but  the  tragic  as- 
pects of  this  conflict  are  brought 
home  at  Antietam  National  Battle- 
field near  Sharpsburg,  about  15 
miles  north.  The  battle  here  be- 
tween Lee's  and  McCIellan's 
troops,  on  September  17,  1862, 
marked  the  bloodiest  day  of  the 
Civil  War:  some  23,000  men  were 
killed  or  wounded.  You  can  make  a 
10-mile  car  tour  around  the  battle- 
field, starting  at  Park  Headquar- 
ters, where  maps  and  guides  are 
available.  The  tour  usually  takes 
more   than   an  hour,   but  can   be 


done  in  less  by  taking  in  only  the 
National  Cemetery,  the  Burnside 
Bridge,  and  the  area  of  Bloody 
Lane  and  Dunkar's  Church,  where 
Union  General  Sumner  lost  2,000 
men  in  20  minutes. 

To  reach  Gettysburg  from  An- 
tietam  (58  miles),  take  Highway  65 
to  Hagerstown,  then  Highway  11 
north  to  Highway  16,  right  on  16 
across  Blue  Ridge  Summit,  then 
left  on  116  into  Gettysburg,  which 
you  should  reach  just  in  time  for 
dinner. 

Fifth  Day:  Gettysburg  and 
toward  Valley  Forge  (up  to 
120  miles) 

Start  your  Gettysburg  day  at  the 
brand-new  National  Park  Service 
Visitor  Center  overlooking  the 
field  where,  on  July  3,  1863,  the 
third  day  of  the  Gettysburg  battle, 
Union  artillery  and  rifles  chewed 
up  General  Pickett's  magnificent, 
mile-wide  Rebel  infantry  charge. 
A  few  of  Pickett's  15,000  men  pene- 
trated the  Federal  lines,  and  the 
place  where  they  finally  fell  is  now 
called  the  "High  Water  Mark,"  for 
from  that  moment  the  South  was 
in  decline. 

At  the  Visitor  Center  {open  8-5), 
a  free  12-minute  slide  lecture  will 
immediately  orient  you  on  what  to 
do  and  see — first,  the  Center's 
museum,  with  its  30  exhibits,  in- 
cluding a  Civil  War  cannon  with 
all  equipment.  Then  take  your 
children  to  the  Center's  famous 
cyclorama  (fame  building;  50  cents, 
children  under  12,  free)  to  see  a  358- 


foot-long  painting,  whose  vivid 
battle  scenes  are  dramatized  in  a 
16-minute  narration  accompanied 
by  martial  music,  the  sounds  of 
battle,  and  special  lighting  effects. 

From  the  Visitor  Center,  go  di- 
rectly to  the  Gettysburg  National 
Museum  (admission  53  cents;  young- 
sters 12-15,  32  cents)  for  its  battle 
exhibits  and  half-hour  re-creation 
of  the  three-day  fight,  in  which 
colored  lights  mark  the  changing 
positions  of  the  forces  on  a  large 
relief  map. 

You  can  tour  the  battlefield  in 
your  car,  following  a  free  folder 
put  out  by  the  National  Park  Serv- 
ice (a  25-cent  handbook  explains 
even  more),  or  you  can  hire  a  gov- 
ernment-licensed guide  to  come 
along.  His  fee  is  $5  for  a  two-hour 
tour,  or  $3  for  the  one-hour,  ab- 
breviated version.  The  park  area  is 
essentially  unchanged  from  the  days 
of  the  Civil  War.  The  land  is  still 
farmed,  still  retains  its  character, 
and  the  exteriors  of  the  old  build- 
ings, all  of  which  played  a  part  in 
the  battle,  have  been  restored.  A 
monument  in  the  National  Ceme- 
tery marks  the  site  where  Lincoln 
gave  his  Gettysburg  Address.  The 
tour  also  takes  you  past  the  eastern 
boundary  of  President  Eisenhow- 
er's farm. 

If  your  day  started  at  9:00,  it 
should  be  after  3:00  by  now  and 
time  to  pack  the  family  car  and 
head  north  on  Highway  1 5  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Turnpike  (29  miles). 
It's  90  miles  farther  to  Valley 
Forge  (Exit  24),  where  there  are 


several  motels.  Or  interrupt  your 
trip  at  one  of  the  earlier  turnpike 
exits,  all  of  which  have  convenient 
motels. 

Sixth  Day:  Valley  Forge  and 
Philadelphia 

"Naked  and  starving  as  they 
are,"  George  Washington  wrote, 
"we  cannot  enough  admire  the  in- 
comparable patience  and  fidelity 
of  the  soldiery."  He  penned  this 
tribute  at  his  headquarters  at 
snowy  Valley  Forge,  where  his  ex- 
hausted Continental  Army  had  ar- 
rived on  December  19,  1777,  after 
retreating  from  the  Philadelphia 
area.  Of  Washington's  11,000  men, 
3,000  soon  died  of  disease  and  cold. 
For  six  months,  the  army  remained 
encamped  at  Valley  Forge,  waiting 
for  spring  to  thaw  the  frozen  ridges 
and  put  renewed  vigor  into  the 
soldiers'  tired  bones.  Today,  Valley 
Forge  is  a  Pennsylvania  State 
Park  (no  admission  charge).  The 
Washington  Headquarters  Build- 
ing is  in  almost  perfect  preserva- 
tion; forts  and  defensive  battle- 
ments are  still  intact.  Markers  and 
monuments  pinpoint  historical 
sites.  Trees  will  be  green  when  you 
arrive,  but  with  a  little  imagina- 
tion, an  hour's  tour  (buildings  open 
daily,  9-5)  may  give  your  family  a 
good  idea  of  what  life  must  have 
been  like  for  Washington's  men  as 
they  waited  out  the  winter  and 
readied  themselves  for  victory  over 
the  Redcoats. 

From  Valley  Forge,  a  45-min- 
ute  ride  along  expressways  brings 


you  into  downtown  Philadelphia 
for  a  visit  to  the  Franklin  Institute. 
The  museum  is  open  10-5  Tuesday 
through  Saturday;  12-5  on  Sun- 
day. We  suggest  you  immediately 
get  a  museum  map  for  a  listing  of 
special  show  times.  Admission  is  75 
cents,  students  50  cents,  and  in- 
cludes the  planetarium.  Most  of 
the  exhibits,  which  cover  every 
phase  of  technology  from  railroad- 
ing to  atomic  energy,  can  be  operat- 
ed by  visitors. 

Of  Philadelphia's  many  restau- 
rants, Old  Original  Bookbinders 
(sea  food)  is  probably  the  most 
famous.  For  accommodations, 
check  with  the  Philadelphia  Con- 
vention and  Visitors'  Bureau,  16th 
and  Pennsylvania  Boulevard,  as 
early  as  possible.  Most  leading 
hotels  feature  family  rate  plans, 
with  children  under  14  free  when 
accompanied  by  parents.  Mini- 
mum rates  for  a  double  usually  run 
from  $8  to  $12. 

Seventh  Day:  Philadelphia 
to  Bucks  County  (25  to  35 
miles) 

Old  Philadelphia  is  a  city  of  nar- 
row streets  and  traffic  jams,  so  park 
your  car  near  Independence 
Square  and  forget  it  until  you  are 
ready  to  leave.  In  late  spring  and 
summer,  a  free  50-minute  tour 
forms  every  half  hour  (from  9-5)  at 
Independence  Hall;  it  covers  the 
immediate  area,  which  is  the  cen- 
ter of  this  National  Historical 
Park.  The  high  point  of  your  tour 
[  Turn  to  next  page

After  a  guided  tour,  take  your 
family  lor  a  15-minute  walk  to  the 
fool  of  Chestnut  Street.  Lashed 
here  to  a  Delaware  River  pier  is 
the.  USS  Olympia,  Admiral  Dew- 
ey's 344-foot  flagship  in  the  1898 
Battle  of  Manila  Bay  (open  week- 
days 70-5,  Sundays  11-6;  50  cents, 
children  under  12.  25  cents).  Your 
children  can  prowl  through  most 
of  the  ship  and  see  the  big  guns  still 
in  position.  The  crew  deck  has 
been  turned  into  an  interesting 
military  museum. 

From  the  Olympia.  a  short  walk 
brings  you  to  Christ  Church,  where 
plaques  mark  the  pews  of  Benjamin 
Franklin.  George  Washington, 
William  Penn,  and  other  historic 
figures. 

Two  blocks  away  is  Elfreth's  Al- 
ley, the  oldest  still-inhabited  street 
in  the  United  States.  Its  brick 
houses  and  cobblestone  walk  date 
back  to  1690. 

Turning  west  on  Arch  Street, 
just  short  of  Elfreth's  Alley,  you 
will  see  an  American  flag  hanging 
over  a  door.  Most  appropriately,  it 
marks  the  Betsy  Ross  House  [open 
10-4:30;  free),  where  she  stitched 
the  flag  adopted  by  the  Continen- 
tal Congress  in  1777.  Two  blocks 
farther  down  Arch  Street  is  Ben- 
jamin Franklin's  grave. 

At  lunchtime,  you  may  want  to 
buy  some  sandwiches  and  take 
them  to  lovely  Washington  Square 
Park  for  a  picnic  under  the  trees.  It 
is  hard  to  realize  that  countless 
Americans — who  were  prisoners  of 
the  British — are  buried  here.  They 
died  in  Philadelphia  jails  the  same 
winter  Washington  camped  at 
Valley  Forge. 

After  lunch,  leave  town  by  way 
of  Fairmont  Park  to  visit  one  or 
more  of  the  perfectly  restored  and 
beautifully  furnished  Colonial 
houses  in  that  area.  Admission  to 
these  houses  is  usually  25  cents, 
children  15  cents,  though  some  are 
free.  Most  close  at  5:00. 

From  Fairmont  Park,  get  on 
Highway  1.  Follow  it  for  about  15 
miles  then  branch  left  on  Highway 
413.  In  Langhorn,  turn  right  onto 
432,  go  six  miles  to  Yardley,  and 
there  make  a  sharp  left  turn  at  the 
traffic  light  on  Upper  River  Road. 
If  it  is  Saturday  or  Sunday  and 
still  before  5  o'clock,  you  will  want 
to  stop  one  mile  north  of  Yardley, 
at  Edwin  P.  Alexander's  hobby 
Railroad  Museum  (free,  donations 
accepted).  Your  children  can  ride  a 
model  train  with  a  1.000-foot 
main-line  track,  two  engines,  and 
eight  cars,  each  car  large  enough 
to  hold  two  youngsters. 

Another  12  miles  and  you  come 
to  New'  'Hope,  the  picturesque 
artists'  capital  of  Bucks  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  a  favorite  week- 
end spot  for  New  Yorkers  and 
Philadelphians.  There  are  several 
motels  (average  rates,  $10  double)  and 
more  expensive  lodges;  on  week- 
ends phone  ahead  for  reservations

Music  Circus,  housed  in  a  huge 
tent,  offers  musical  comedies  and 
variety  programs  (Tuesday-Friday, 
8:30;  Saturday,  6  P.M.  and  9:30; 
Sunday,  7:30)  and  jazz  programs 
(Monday,  8:30)  from  the  end  of 
May  through  September  (from 
$1.25  to  $3.95). 

Eighth  Day:  New  Hope, 
Washington  Crossing 

Start  the  last  day  of  your  trip  by 
strolling  through  New  Hope  for  a 
look  at  its  interesting  houses  and 
shop  windows.

of  the  Memorial  Building;  a  L 
minute  taped  lecture  tells  the  stor 
of  the  picture  (auditorium  open  wee) 
days  9-5,  Sunday  10-6;  free).  Just 
few  steps  from  the  Memorial  is  th 
spot  where  Washington's  arm 
jumped  off  across  the  river  to  th 
attack.  It  took  Washington's  2,40 
soldiers  six  hours  to  ferry  across  th 
icy  Delaware  in  the  dark,  but  th 
crossing  put  them  into  a  tactic: 
position  from  which  they  could  fa 
on  the  British  and  Hessian  rear  an 
bottle  them  up  in  Trenton.

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Plastics  from  your  oven 


Molding  plastics  are  usually  sold 
only  to  industrial  users  and  are  not 
available  to  the  public.  We  have 
pinpointed  one  specific  form  suit- 
able for  craft  use,  however.  And,  it 
is  one  of  the  least  expensive. 

In  addition  to  the  things  we 
show  on  page  62,  you  might  make 
panels  for  lighting  fixtures,  acces- 
sories to  use  with  plants,  or  trays, 
small  window  panes,  or  any  other 
use  you  can  devise. 

The  plastic  comes  in  pellet  form 
and  looks  like  clear  little  crystal 
beads.  Depending  on  how  long 
they  are  heated  in  a  375°  oven 
(from  15  to  45  minutes),  they  can 
be  softened  to  barely  adhere  to- 
gether or  melted  to  form  a  nubbly 
or  even  a  completely  flat  surface. 

Melted  pieces  will  have  little 
bubbles  in  them  like  Venetian 
glass.  (Use  a  clock  or  timer  to  re- 
mind you  to  look  in  oven  every  ten 
minutes  while  a  piece  is  baking) .  A 
slight  chemical  but  nontoxic  odor 
is  given  off  during  heating  process. 

Plastic  is  flammable  like  animal 
fat,  so  do  not  expose  it  to  direct 
heat  such  as  from  a  broiler.  In  the 
oven,  it  is  as  safe  as  a  beef  roast. 

The  size  of  the  piece  you  make  is 
limited  only  by  the  size  of  your 
oven  and  molds.  Thickness  can  be 
varied  as  desired.  It  is  reworkable 
and  can  be  reheated  in  the  oven

with  more  pellets  or  color  added. 
Previously  shaped  pieces  may  be 
fused  together  just  by  letting  their 
edges  touch. 

Because  the  plastic  becomes  vis- 
cous rather  than  completely  liquid, 
and  in  order  to  insure  even  thick- 
ness, you  should  level  pellets  before 
placing  them  in  oven.  To  avoid  a 
sharp  edge,  bevel  them  away  from 
the  edge  slightly  with  a  pancake 
turner.  It  is  normal  for  the  plastic 
to  make  crackling  noises  as  it  cools. 
You  may  even  hasten  the  cooling 
process  with  water. 

Molds:  Because  it  does  not  adhere 
to  metal  when  cool,  the  plastic  can 
be  formed  in  thin,  flexible  cake 
pans  or  on  baking  sheets.  Or  you 
can  use  salad  molds,  tin  sandbox 
toys,  and  cooky-cutters  (placed  on 
pan  as  base).  Even  molds  you  form 
out  of  heavy  aluminum  foil  may  be 
used,  as  well  as  disposable  foil  pans 
that  have  had  embossing  smoothed 
out  with  a  hot  iron. 

Avoid  ring  molds.  Instead,  use  a 
smaller  mold  inside  a  larger  one  to 
make  a  hollow  circle.  Plastic  is 
hard  to  get  out  of  glass  dishes  be- 
cause they  do  not  flex  as  metal 
does.  So  if  used,  they  should  be 
lined  with  aluminum  foil. 

The  hot  plastic  will  be  soft  and 
malleable  when  taken  from  oven. 


If  it  has  been  softened  over  foil, 
and  you  work  quickly  with  gloves 
on,  it  can  be  bent  or  shaped. 

Thin  sheet  aluminum,  sold  in 
hardware  stores,  can  be  used  for 
forming  a  piece  too  big  for  a  pan. 
Or  use  a  makeshift  base  contrived 
by  completely  covering  corrugated 
paper  with  foil.  This  tends  to  give 
off  a  disagreeable  odor  if  heated 
too  long.  Do  not  use  fiberboard  in 
the  oven — it  is  toxic. 

Scraps  of  fiberglass  paneling, 
such  as  that  sold  for  screens  and 
windows,  can  also  be  used.  Fiber- 
glass is  a  thermosetting  plastic  and 
does  not  adhere  to  the  thermo- 
plastic pellets.  And  it  is  re-usable. 

If  sharp  edges  form  during  the 
molding  process,  they  can  be  filed 
off.  Or  the  piece  can  be  returned 
to  the  oven  on  a  metal  base — but 
without  its  mold — just  long  enough 
to  soften  sharp  edges. 

Frames:  Because  plastic  will  ad- 
here to  wood  (which  is  porous),  un- 
painted  picture  frames,  embroidery 
hoops  or  strips  of  wood  nailed  to- 
gether can  be  used  as  permanent 
frames.  Plastic  is  melted  directly 
into  frames,  with  metal  base  under- 
neath. Wood  will  darken  some- 
what in  oven  but  will  not  burn. 
Frames  should  be  weighted  down 
during  cooling  to  avoid  warping. 
Almost  anything — paper,  wire, 
glass  chips,  pebbles,  foil,  Christmas 
tree  icicles,  shells,  dried  leaves, 
seeds,  yarn,  or  butterflies — can  be 
embedded  in  pellets.  Any  embed- 
ment which  would  tend  to  scorch 


or  burn  should  be  protected  by  a 
complete  layer  of  pellets  about  3/1 6 
in.  thick,  both  under  and  over  it. 
Nonflammable  materials  do  not 
need  to  be  completely  covered. 

Colored  tissue  paper  produces 
translucent  stained  glass  effects; 
opaque  papers  make  silhouettes. 
Art  work  can  be  done  on  tissue 
with  chalk,  black  India  ink,  or 
some  liquid  water  colors  before 
embedding. 

Colorants:  Pellets  themselves  can 
be  dyed  inexpensively  before  mold- 
ing, by  using  brilliant  colors  of 
blackboard  chalk.  Into  enameled 
pan,  grate  about  J/£  inch  of  chalk 
stick  for  each  cup  of  pellets.  Add 
water  to  cover.  Bring  to  boil,  stir- 
ring frequently  until  nearly  dry 
(about  15  minutes).  Dump  pellets 
out  on  pad  of  newspaper  and 
spread  to  remove  excess  moisture. 
Partially  melted  pieces  can  also 
be  painted  with  the  special  dec- 
orative enamels  designed  for  plas- 
tics. This  enamel,  sold  in  hobby 
shops,  is  opaque  if  used  full 
strength,  translucent  if  sufficiently 
diluted  with  its  thinner.  It  does  not 
change  color  when  heated.  After 
enamel  dries,  more  pellets  can  be 
added,  and  piece  reprocessed  in 
oven  until  pellets  adhere.

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How  to  pick  just  a 
PLAIN  MUTT 


By  Kellar  Breland 

When  you  choose  a  mongrel  pup- 
py, you  can  never  be  very  sure 
about  what  he  will  grow  up  to  be. 
However,  careful  observation  of  a 
few  general  rules  can  help  you 
avoid  the  pup  destined  to  be  a  huge 
shedding  beast  or  a  nervous  biter 
of  mailmen. 

An  examination  of  the  mother  of 
a  litter  of  mongrel  pups  can  give 
you  some  clues.  In  general,  female 
pups  in  a  litter  will  tend  to  be  about 
the  same  size  as  the  mother,  while 


males  probably  will  grow  up  to  be 
bigger. 

However,  if  the  mother  is  quite 
large,  her  pups  will  probably  be 
smaller  than  she  is.  The  opposite  is 
true  if  she  is  quite  small.  Pups  which 
have  physical  characteristics  that 
are  more  like  the  mother's  than 
their  brothers'  and  sisters'  will 
probably  have  personalities  that 
are  more  like  Mom's,  too. 

The  puppies  in  an  average  litter 
will  begin  to  show  size  differences 


al  about  six  or  eight  weeks.  You 
can  get  an  indication  of  adult  size- 
by  looking  at  their  feet.  Pups  with 
feet  that  seem  much  too  big  for 
them  will  soon  grow  up  to  fit  their 
feet,  you  can  be  assured.  You  can 
tell  about  their  hair  length  pretty 
well  at  this  age,  too.  The  little  ball 
of  fuzz  will  more  than  likely  grow 
up  to  be  a  woolly  fellow  who  will 
require  constant  grooming  to  keep 
him — and  your  home — neat. 

When  you  go  to  see  a  litter  of 
pups,  study  them  all  until  you  can 
tell  them  apart.  Watch  the  mother 
for  signs  of  overprotectiveness. 
Even  if  the  pups  are  asleep  when 
you  arrive,  they  should  wake  up 
and  be  ready  to  play  quickly.  The 
average  litter  of  pups  will  vary  con- 
siderably in  their  reaction  to  stran- 
gers. They  will  range  from  those 
who  bounce  up  without  hesitation 
and  jump  all  over  you,  to  those 
that  cower  in  a  corner,  looking 
scared.  It  is  better  to  avoid  both  ex- 
tremes of  behavior. 

After  you  have  watched  the  pup- 
pies for  a  while,  suddenly  clap  your 
hands.  The  pups  that  dash  away  in 
alarm  are  likely  to  be  oversensitive 
dogs.  The  normal  pup  may  jump, 
but  he  will  show  signs  of  alert  curi- 
osity about  the  sudden  noise. 

Make  sure  you  get  a  healthy  pup. 
Look  for  runny  eyes  or  nose, 
coughs,  or  signs  of  diarrhea,  all  of 
which  may  indicate  virus  infection 
or  worms.  Pot-bellied  pups,  thin 
across  the  ribs  and  hips,  are  pretty 
sure  to  have  a  bad  case  of  round- 
worms.   Look  also  for  skin   infec- 


tions, often  hard  lo  cure. 

If  your  pup  has  one  purebred 
parent,  you  can  expect  that  the 
characteristics  of  that  breed  will 
show  up,  but  not  as  strongly. 

Even  though  your  mutt  won't 
have  the  fine  points  of  physical  < on- 
formity  or  special  skills  of  a  pun- 
bred,  he  will  probably  have  a  com- 
fortable blend  of  talents  to  make 
him  a  good,  all-around  dog.  For  the 
family  who  simply  wants  a  dog  to 
share  their  lives  and  be  a  good  com- 
panion, a  mutt  is  a  good  bet.

Smallest?  Medium?

Does    he    show    alert    interest   in 

what's  going  on? 
Does  he  show  any  characteristics 

of  a  particular  breed?

The  far-famed  silver-trees,  originally  from  the  Tat 
Mountain  area  in  South  Africa,  are  O.K.  in  California 
coastal  sections  anywhere  from  San  Francisco  Bay  soi 
to  San  Diego.  The  actual  growing  belt  seems  to  be  limit 
to  a  narrow  strip  of  land  close  to  the  coast.  Elsewhere,  the 
tricky  subjects  are  short-lived.  They  hate  hot,  dry  wine 
frosts,  and  perhaps  most  of  all,  poor  drainage. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  small  group  of  these  shimmeri 
trees,  known  botanically  as  Leucadendron  argenteum,  arc 
real  sight  to  behold.

Jmost  anyone  nowadays  is 
glad  to  tell  you  his  pet  way  to 
lose  weight — whether  you  ask 
for  it  or  not.  But  sadly,  most 
of  the  popular  notions  about 
weight  reduction  are  either 
medically  unsound,  or  they 
just  plain  don't  work.  So  be- 
fore you  consider  any  slimming 
program,  take  a  look  at  some 
ways  nutrition  experts  control 
their  own  girths.  These  tips 
are  a  primer  for  getting — and 
keeping — your  waistline  with- 
in bounds. 

"I  never  diet,"  says  Dr.  Charles 
Best  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
the  codiscoverer  of  insulin.  "At 
least  not  in  the  conventional  sense. 
I  don't  cut  out  special  foods  or 
groups  of  foods — that's  a  sure  way 
to  defeat  the  purpose.  Fad  dieting 
creates  abnormal  hungers,  and  the 
body  regains  the  weight  as  fast  as 
it  lost  it. 

"So  I  eat  a  balanced  diet,  but 
with  a  little  less  of  everything.  I 
particularly  ignore  the  old  adage 
that  says  some  foods  are  'fattening' 
and  others  'nonfattening.'  All  foods 
can  make  you  gain  weight.  And  a 
failure  to  realize  this  fact  is  what 
dooms  most  weight-reducing." 

"I  eat  whatever  I  like,"  re- 
ports Dr.  Wendell  Griffith  of 
U.C.L.A.,  a  member  of  the 
American  Medical  Associa- 
tion's Council  on  Foods  and 
Nutrition.  "Most  of  us  gain 
weight  very  slowly;  we  eat  per- 
haps 50  calories  a  day  more 
than  we  burn.  I  find  it  easy  to 
trim  that  much  from  my  diet. 
By  eating  half  as  much  butter 
for  breakfast,  a  smaller  slice  of 
meat,  and  one  roll  instead  of 
two,  I'm  actually  losing  weight. 
This  sounds  slow,  and  it  is.  But 
it's  fairly  well  established  that 
no  one  should  try  to  lose  more 
than  10  or  12  pounds  a  year 
without  medical  advice. 

"The  beauty  of  this  meth- 
od," says  Dr.  Griffith,  "is  that 
it  soon  becomes  a  habit.  Now 
I  ask  for  a  small  slice  of  pie, 
and  I  savor  each  bite.  I  pay  at-

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tention  to  what  I  eat,  and 
realize  that  I  don't  really  want 
as  much  as  I  had  been  eating. 
For  me — and  for  most  people 
— the  proper  attitude  toward 
food  becomes  an  automatic 
weight  control  for  life." 

"I  always  eat  slowly,"  says 
Dr.  Frederick  Stare  of  Harvard, 
winner  of  the  coveted  Goldberger 
award  for  his  contributions  to  nu- 
trition. "Have  you  ever  noticed 
that  at  a  festive  dinner,  you  may 
eat  too  fast  and  then  suddenly  feel 
stuffed?  The  reason  is  simple.  It 
takes  lime  for  your  body's  blood- 
sugar  mechanism  to  signal  that 
your  hunger  is  satisfied — and  by 
then,  you  have  overeaten. 

"If  you  eat  slowly,  within  about 
thirty  minutes  your  blood  sugar 
rises;  you  feel  satisfied  before  you 
can  ask  for  the  second  helping  you 
don't  really  want  or  need.  It's  too 
bad  so  few  of  us  really  give  this 
built-in  safety  device  a  chance." 

"I  eat  before  meals,"  says 
Dr.  Norman  Jolliffe,  who  heads 
thi  New  York  City  Health  De- 
partment's Bureau  of  Nutri- 
tion. "Before  dinner,  I  eat  an 
orange  or  some  other  snack 
that's  not  too  high  in  calories. 
In  about  half  an  hour  I  get  par- 
tial hunger  satisfaction. 

"I  use  another  natural  body 
signal,  too,"  he  adds.  "In  a  res- 
taurant, for  example,  I  order  a 
salad  first,  in  order  to  consume 
a  good  deal  of  low-calorie  bulk. 
Half  an  hour  later  there  is  a 
certain  mechanical  satisfaction 
in  my  stomach — a  'full'  feel- 
ing. By  then  I  am  not  quite 
through  with  dinner,  and  I  can 
say,  without  suffering,  'Just  a 
small  dessert,  thank  you.'  " 

"I  snack,"  says  Dr.  Lucien  A. 
Bavetla,  professor  of  nutrition  at  the 
University  of  Southern  California. 
"It's  my  favorite  secret  of  weight 
control.  I  know  I'm  the  eat-be- 
tween-meals  type,  so  I  save  a  little 
food  for  snacking.  For  example,  I 
omit  my  orange  juice  at  breakfast, 
and  then  drink  it  during  midmorn-

ing.  At  dinner,  1  don't  eat  dessei 
because  I'd  rather  enjoy  my  ctk 
or  pie  as  a  nighttime  snack. 

"Most  of  us,  by  the  way,  ovcrea 
if  we  confine  our  eating  to  ihrc 
big  meals.  We  consume  leu  b 
eating  often,  a  little  at  a  time." 

"I  keep  moving,"  says  Dr 
Herbert  Pollack,  chairman  o 
the  American  Heart  Associa 
tion's  Committee  on  Nutrit 
tion.  "I  know  I  can  burn  10( 
calories  with  just  twenty  min 
utes  of  walking.  So  I  alway 
get  off  a  bus  one  stop  early  anc 
walk  home,  or  I  walk  one  stoj 
before  I  get  on  the  bus. 

"I  choose  evening  activitie 
that  don't  keep  me  sitting  al 
the  time.  Even  while  I'n 
standing,  I  burn  about  50  cal 
ories  an  hour  more  than  whei 
seated.  If  I  dance  instead  o 
watching  television,  I'm  burni 
ing  almost  300  extra  calorie, 
an  hour.  One  extra  'active 
evening  a  week  can  be  enougl 
to  consume  the  food  value  tha 
causes  overweight. 

"On  the  other  hand,  violen 
exercise  like  tennis — or  exer 
cise  that  comes  in  spurts,  sucl 
as  in  bowling — may  raise  th< 
appetite  more  than  it  con 
sumes  the  extra  calories." 


"I  try  not  to  think  abou 
my  weight,"  says  Dr.  Horao 
Getz,  senior  member  of  the  Amei  i 
can  Academy  of  Nutrition.  "I 
weight  control  becomes  a  painfu 
nuisance,  it  probably  won't  work 
A  dieter  should  change  the  patten 
of  his  life — by  trimming  some  of  th 
fuel  taken  in  or  by  adding  a  littl 
to  the  amount  burned — so  tha 
habits  control  the  poundage. 

"I  do  keep  an  eye  on  my  scale 
however,  to  see  if  some  change  ha 
crept  into  my  life  which  affects  m 
weight.  Then  I  eat  a  little  less  o 
stay  active  a  little  more. 

"Changing  one's  habits  may  no 
be  easy  at  first.  But  in  a  month  o 
two,  most  people  can  succeed.  Th 
reward,  our  statistics  show,  is  a  lif 
much  less  plagued  by  disease  am 
fatigue — and  much  longer."

Is  PTA  doing  anything?

Suburban  PTAs  have  heralded 
foreign  language  programs  in  ele- 
mentary schools  by  setting  up  and 
financing  French  lessons  to  be  given 
outside  school  hours.  In  Georgia, 
Iowa,  and  ( )hio,  with  the  help  of 
State  PTA  Congresses,  local  units 
are  sponsoring  programs  of  regular 
school  \isits  by  doctors.  Through- 
out the  country,  but  especially  in 
big  cities  with  pre-World  War  II 
school  buildings,  PTAs  arc  install- 
ing elementary  school  libraries  by 
altering  rooms  and  buying  and 
cataloguing  books.  In  Pittsburgh's 
Taylor  Allerdice  High  School,  the 
PTA  supplies  volunteers  to  take 
over  study  halls,  library  assistance, 
and  assembly  duty,  freeing  teach- 
ers for  more  careful  lesson  prepara- 
tion or  for  work  with  small  groups 
of  students  who  have  special  prob- 
lems. In  a  handful  of  New  York 
elementary  schools,  parent  volun- 
teers are  working  individually  with 
children — especially  on  reading- 
problems — at  desks  set  up  in  school 
hallways  or  in  classroom  corners. 

But  these  are  exceptions.  Most 
current  PTA  "projects"  are  just 
fund-raising  exercises,  to  buy 
"things  the  school  needs."  Such 
activity  takes  a  disproportionate 
share  of  time  and  often  creates  nag- 
ging arguments  about  the  relative 
merits  of  cake  sales,  book  fairs, 
card  parties,  and  bazaars.  And 
even  fiercer  arguments  may  ex- 
plode when  a  decision  must  be 
made  about  how  to  spend  the  mon- 
ey. In  a  city  in  the  mountain  states, 
a  high-school  PTA  almost  broke 
up  after  the  Board  of  Education 
forbade  it  to  use  its  considerable 
funds  to  build  a  new  grandstand  so 
parents  could  be  more  comfortable 
at  basketball  games.  Such  trivial 
political  battles  mock  the  PTA's 
stated  purpose:  "the  welfare  of 
the  child." 

-I  etilion-signing,  letters  to  legis- 
lators, scheduled  "discussion  pro- 
grams," fund-raising  drives — these 
are  treadmill  activities  enough  to 
keep  a  PTA  alive  if  the  right  per- 
sonalities are  active  and  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  school  helps  to  recruit 
parents.  But  if  this  is  nil  a  PTA  is 
good  for.  its  meetings  are  a  painful 
waste  of  time.  And  it  is  not  surpris- 
ing, then,  that  today's  huge  PTA 
membership  is,  by  and  large,  far 
less  effective  than  the  2,000,000 
PTAers  were  25  years  ago;  they 
knew  why  they  belonged  and  what 
they  hoped  to  do. 

Here  is  the  crux  of  the  problem. 
Most  PTAs  today  desperately  lack 
a  sense  of  purpose  and  an  internal 
organization  directed  toward  its 
accomplishment.  Just  what  the 
purpose  should  be  depends,  of 
course,  on  the  school,  since  all 
schools  have  their  individual  prob- 
lems. It  is  impossible  to  draw  a 
blueprint  that  would  apply  to  all 
schools,  including  your  own.  But 
no  matter  what  the  needs  of  vour 
school,  your  PTA  would  probably 
be  better  equipped  to  cope  with 
them  if  you  and  the  other  members 
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consistend)   kept  up  with  the  fol- 
lowing activities: 

A.  Finding  out  about  your  own 
school.  In  1958,  the  National  Con- 
gress published  a  booklet,  Looking 
In  On  Tour  School,  as  a  guide  for 
"PTA  Fact  Finders."  This  booklet 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  every 
local  PTA,  and  it  should  be  used. 
It  does,  however,  have  serious 
faults,  and  cannot  be  followed  slav- 
ishly. The  questions  it  asks  are  too 
general  and  too  numerous,  and 
the)  are  phrased  in  educator  jar- 
gon. Some  even  suggest  inaccurate 
opinions — for  example,  that  a  big 
turnover  among  teachers  is  auto- 
matically bad,  which  may  not  be 
true.  (In  university  towns  or  in 
cities  with  many  branch  offices  of 
national  businesses,  wives  of  grad- 
uate students  and  of  young  execu- 
tives often  make  excellent  teach- 
ers, even  if  the  school  can  hold 
them  only  a  few  years.) 

The  booklet  omits  one  impor- 
tant question  that  should  certainly 
be  asked:  How  does  your  school's 
average  score  on  standardized  tests 
compare  with  that  of  other  schools 
in  comparable  districts?  Your 
school's  scores  should  always  be 
compared  with  scores  from  similar 
neighborhoods,  with  similar  IQs, 
rather  than  against  "the  national 
norm."  Such  tests  do  not  measure 
everything  your  school  may  be 
trying  to  do  for  your  children,  but 
any  school  that  uses  them  must  be- 
lieve that  they  measure  something 
important. 

Where  your  school  shows  up 
poorly,  committees  of  parents  and 
teachers  should  get  together,  prob- 
ably with  someone  from  the  super- 
intendent's office,  to  find  weakness- 
es and  correct  them.  Assistant  Su- 
perintendent Samuel  Shepard  fol- 
lowed this  pattern  when  he  sought 
to  revitalize  schools  in  the  slum 
districts  of  St.  Louis.  He  formed 
PTAs  where  none  had  ever  existed, 
showed  them  charts  of  test  scores 
demonstrating  how  bad  their 
schools  were  by  comparison  with  slum 
schools  vlsewhere,  and  persuaded  par- 
ents to  buy  inexpensive  diction- 
aries and  other  home  reference 
books.  He  also  convinced  teachers 
that  if  they  asked  more  from  their 
students,  they  would  get  more.  In 
five  years,  the  average  eighth-grade 
test  score  climbed  from  5.5  to  8.0. 

B.  Finding  out  about  other 
schools.  Americans  are  a  wander- 
ing folk,  and  roughly  ten  per  cent 
of  all  parents  move  from  one  school 
district  to  another  during  an  aver- 
age year.  As  part  of  the  process  of 
getting  to  feel  at  home  in  a  new 
neighborhood,  they  join  the  PTA 
of  their  children's  new  school,  and 
they  are  usually  warmly  welcomed. 
But  only  rarely  are  they  asked  to 
contribute  from  their  past  experi- 
ence, and  this  is  unfortunate.  One 
of  the  great  advantages  of  the  PTA 
system  should  be  its  capacity  for 
carrying  information  from  one 
school  to  another.  One  PTA  meet- 
ing each  year  should  be  devoted  to 
a  frank  discussion  bv  newcomers  of

lot 
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practices  that  might  be  borrowed 
from  their  old  schools  or  old  PTAs. 
Teachers,  too,  are  fairly  mobile, 
and  can  earn  similar  information. 

Liaison  among  neighboring 
school  districts  is  often  poor  in 
American  education,  where  the 
principle  of  local  control  can  easily 
lie  perverted  for  purposes  of  local 
empire.  Many  school  administra- 
tors do  not  know — and  do  not  want 
to  know — what  is  happening  in  the 
next  town  or  county.  But  PTAs 
have  no  empires  to  defend,  and 
can  easily  join  in  "councils"  to 
share  common  problems  and  solu- 
tions. The  Greater  Cleveland 
Council,  an  organization  of  schools 
and  school  officers  in  most  of  the 
suburbs  of  that  city,  was  created 
for  just  such  a  purpose:  to  share 
the  burdens  of  research  and  experi- 
ment, and  avoid  duplicating  each 
other's  eflorts.  This  particular 
council  was  started  by  a  memo 
from  a  school  employee,  but  PTA 
help  and  occasional  pressure  were 
vital  to  its  growth. 

C.  Helping  teachers.  PTAs 
have  fought  for  higher  teacher 
salaries  and  stiller  certification  re- 
quirements to  protect  teachers' 
professional  standings.  Most  PTAs 
also  go  out  of  their  way  to  welcome 
new  teachers  to  a  community.  But 
the  area  where  teachers  need  help 
most  desperately — in  maintaining 
physical  conditions  suitable  for  pro- 
fessional work — is  an  area  PTAs 
generally  neglect.  Indeed,  some 
PTAs  add  to  the  teacher's  burden 
by  demanding  that  schools  partic- 


ipate  iti  local  fund-raising  drives, 
stimulate  little  savings  accounts,  or 
push  accident-insurance  programs. 
Collecting  money  from  children 
and  keeping  books  on  charity  cam- 
paigns are  needless  burdens  on  a 
teacher's  time. 

The  teacher's  efficiency  is  also 
gravely  affected  by  certain  bar- 
barities in  her  condition  of  work. 
In  most  American  schools,  for  in- 
stance, there  is  no  decent  lounge 
for  teachers,  and  even  if  there  is  a 
lounge,  elementary  teachers  often 
have  no  time  to  use  it;  they  are 
frequently  on  duty  from  before 
nine  until  after  three,  supervising 
playgrounds  or  lunchrooms  when 
children  are  not  actually  in  class. 
Perhaps  the  first  responsibility  of 
any  group  of  parents  is  to  make 
sure  that  the  teachers  into  whose 
hands  they  send  their  children  re- 
ceive at  least  the  coffee  breaks  and 
lunch  hours  given  as  a  matter  of 
course  to  factory  workers.  PTA 
volunteers  can  handle  playground 
supervision  and  lunchrooms.  Lack- 
ing such  volunteers,  the  PTA  should 
pay  people  for  the  job. 

D.  Helping  children.  Officially 
— and  actually — this  is  the  aim  of 
all  PTA  activities.  Yet  there  is  al- 
ways more  to  be  done.  Does  the 
PTA  have  a  mother  at  school  all 
day  to  help  in  an  emergency?  Are 
all  street  crossings  guarded?  Is 
scholarship  money  available  for 
high-school  graduates  who  should 
go  to  college — and  does  the  PTA 
do  anything  to  help  find  jobs  for 
drop-outs  and  high-school  gradu- 


ates who  aren't  going  on  to  college? 
Is  career  guidance  left  wholly  in 
the  hands  of  school  counselors 
(whose  practical  experience  is  in- 
evitably somewhat  limited),  or  are 
PTA  members  helping  children  to 
learn  something  of  what  the  real 
world  is  like? 

Of  course,  "helping  children"' 
can  be  carried  to  damaging  ex- 
tremes. Parents  should  not,  for 
example,  try  to  use  the  PTA  mech- 
anism to  seek  special  help  for  their 
own  children.  Discussions  of  in- 
dividual problems  at  PTA  meet- 
ings are  wholly  out  of  order;  it  is 
hard  enough  to  get  a  candid  con- 
versation going  between  a  teacher 
and  a  parent  in  private.  On  the 
high-school  level,  the  danger  is  that 
PTAs  will  baby  students  who 
shouldn't  be  babied.  A  recent  press 
release  from  the  National  Congress 
praised  a  midwestern  PTA  for 
surveying  the  streets  around  the 
high  school  and  distributing  to 
students  a  map  of  possible  parking 
places.  But  surely  no  adolescent 
should  drive  a  car  until  he  has  the 
initiative — and  the  sense — to  find 
his  own  parking  place. 

E.  Improving  school  facilities. 
Most  PTA  funds  are  spent  on  some- 
thing tangible  for  one  particular 
school — library  books,  television 
sets,  water  fountains,  football  uni- 
forms, musical  instruments,  tape 
recorders,  sound  movie  projectors, 
and  so  on.  From  a  public  point  of 
view,  this  is  often  unfortunate.  It 
tends  to  mean  that  schools  in 
neighborhoods  where  the  parents 


are  well-to-do-  schools  that  al- 
ready enjoy  great  natural  advan- 
tages— will  have  better  equipment 
than  st  hools  in  poorer  districts.  If 
such  equipment  is  important  to 
education,  it  should  be  supplied  to 
all  schools,  through  the  local  Board 
of  Education,  not  only  to  those 
schools  where  parents  can  afford  to 
buy  it.  The  National  Congress  has 
taken  a  strong  stand  on  this  matter, 
urging,  for  example,  that  once  a 
school  library  has  been  established 
as  a  pilot  project,  the  Board  of 
Education  should  take  over  its 
expenses  and  expansion.  Nothing 
saddens  national  PTA  field  repre- 
sentatives quite  so  much  as  the 
pride  of  a  local  PTA  that  has 
bought  every  gimmick  in  sight  for 
its  own  school,  while  other  schools 
in  the  same  town  have  only  prim- 
itive equipment. 

In  many  schools,  physical  facil- 
ities are  demonstrably  inadequate. 
Classes  are  overcrowded,  children 
are  on  half-session,  washrooms  are 
antiquated,  safety  is  endangered. 
PTAs  should  be  in  touch  with  the 
health  and  fire  departments,  as 
well  as  with  the  school  board,  to 
assure  regular  inspections,  and 
where  bad  conditions  exist,  PTAs 
should  unceasingly  and  publicly 
demand  correction. 

Unfortunately,  many  school 
boards  have  ready-made  excuses  to 
explain  why  nothing  can  be  done. 
Sometimes  these  excuses  are  valid : 
budgets  are  limited,  everywhere, 
and  priorities  are  real.  But  some-

Is  PTA  doing  anything? 


times  the  excuse  is  just  handy.  One 
PTA  campaigning  for  added  class- 
rooms to  relieve  overcrowding  was 
informed  by  city  headquarters  that 
the  building  was  in  the  flight  path 
from  the  airport,  and  air  safety 
would  not  permit  enlarging  the 
school.  An  energetic  committee 
member  checked  with  the  manager 
of  the  airport,  however,  and  found 
that  there  was  no  such  problem — 
at  which  point  the  superintendent 
of  schools  and  his  aides  agreed  to 
sit  down  and  discuss  with  the  PTA 
the  possibility  of  a  prefabricated 
addition. 

F.  Encouraging  experiment 
and  reform.  No  technique  that  is 
radically  new — for  example,  pro- 
grammed learning,  which  some- 
times uses  so-called  "teaching  ma- 
chines"— can  hope  to  succeed  in  a 
school  unless  parents  sympathize 
with  the  reasons  for  its  introduc- 
tion and  help  their  children  take  it 
seriously.  In  Denver,  a  new  pro- 
gram for  the  teaching  of  reading  to 
kindergarten  children  has  relied 
heavily  on  PTA  help.  Local  PTAs, 
however,  should  not  try  to  push  re- 
forms or  novelties  down  teachers' 
throats.  Interest  in  educational 
programs  should  be  expressed 
through  city-wide  or  even  state- 
wide councils;  in  this  way,  PTAs 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  ex- 
plored the  possibilities  of  "group- 
ing" children  according  to  aca- 
demic ability,  and  PTAs  in  Michi- 
gan performed  a  thorough  study 
of  the  state's  public-school  curricu- 
lum. It  is  certainly  not  true  that  all 
questions  of  education  or  teaching 
method  should  be  left  to  educators 
— they  are  too  often  bureaucrats, 
running  in  the  rut  of  what  was 
done  last  year,  not  interested  in 
hearing  about  anything  that  might 
upset  their  machinery.  But  local 
PTAs  by  themselves  are  simply  not 
equipped  to  reach  conclusions  on 
educational  matters.  The  best  they 
can  do  is  to  participate  actively  in 
PTA  councils  and  insist  that  these 
councils  keep  investigating  (and 
publicizing)  the  chances  for  reform 
in  instruction,  whether  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  likes  the  idea 
or  not. 

G.  Spreading  the  word.  PTA 
membership  did  not  just  grow: 
people  made  it  grow.  Back  in  the 
1920s,  the  National  Congress  sent 
field  workers  to  rural  districts  to 
organize  PTAs  in  backwoods 
schools.  Today  the  problem  is  to 
organize  or  stimulate  PTAs  in  the 
center  of  city  slums.  In  her  book, 
Education  and  Income,  Patricia  Sex- 
ton illustrates  this  point  with  figures 
on  PTA  membership  in  the  city  of 
Detroit.  In  elementary  schools 
where  the  average  income  of  par- 
ents is  under  $5,000,  each  100 
students  supplies  only  10.1  PTA 
members;  in  schools  where  the 
average  income  of  parents  is  over 
$9,000,  each  100  students  supplies 
73.8  PTA  members.  This  startling 
difference  has  nothing  to  do  with 
the  costs  of  joining.  PTA  dues  have 
remained  low — rarely  more  than  a 


dollar  a  year,  of  which  the  National 
Congress  takes  only  five  cents,  a 
figure  that  hasn't  changed  since 
1901. 

Weak  PTA  participation  in  the 
"poor"  schools,  of  course,  affects 
"other  people's  children."  But 
when  a  child  now  in  a  slum  school 
grows  up,  he  will  cast  a  vote  that 
counts  exactly  as  much  as  the  vote 
cast  by  someone  educated  in  a 
suburb.  In  short,  you  cannot  es- 
cape the  slum  school  by  moving  to 
a  suburb.  Politically,  economically, 
morally,  we  are  all  inextricably 
interconnected,  and  the  future  of 
the  child  now  in  a  slum  school  is 
everybody's  business,  not  just  that 
of  his  parents. 

Here  again,  the  basic  work  must 
be  done  by  a  PTA  council,  through 
which  strong  local  groups  can  help 
weaker  ones.  But  it  might  be  pos- 
sible for  suburban  local  PTAs  to 
"adopt"  PTAs  from  impoverished 
neighborhoods,  the  way  suburban 
boy-scout  troops  help  troops  from 
slums.  Such  tactics  will  not  work 
all  the  time,  by  any  means.  Despite 
the  mythology  of  equality,  contact 
across  a  social  class  or  color  line  is 
difficult  in  mid-twentieth-century 
America.  But  slum  schools  cannot 
be  substantially  improved  until 
the  parents  of  the  children  who 
attend  them  become  monumental- 
ly dissatisfied  with  the  education 
offered  their  children.  In  a  very 
few  places — New  York  and  St. 
Louis  are  the  most  remarkable  ex- 
amples— educators  have  been  will- 
ing to  make  trouble  for  themselves 
by  stirring  up  such  dissatisfactions. 
In  most  cities  and  towns,  the  job 
will  require  strong  PTAs  to  push 
the  slum  schools.  PTA  is  not  a 
social  club;  it  is,  or  ought  to  be,  a 
crusade. 

-L  urpose  is  far  more  important 
than  procedure  in  strengthening  a 
PTA.  Meetings  with  a  purpose  are 
rarely  dull ;  meetings  without  a 
purpose  are  rarely  interesting.  No 
one  can  draw  a  sensible  "blue- 
print" for  a  good  PTA  meeting; 
everything  depends  on  the  meeting 
and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  on  the 
personalities  in  the  group.  But  the 
following  general  rules  would  seem 
to  make  sense  in  most  situations. 

1.  Hold  a  minimum  of  general  mem- 
bership meetings.  A  vigorous  PTA  at 
the  junior  high  school  in  Scarsdale, 
New  York,  holds  only  one  general 
meeting  a  year.  Few,  if  any,  PTAs 
should  hold  more  than  four:  one 
near  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year,  to  welcome  newcomers  and 
recruit  committees;  one  in  the  late 
fall,  to  hear  comments  from  the 
newcomers  and  reports  from  com- 
mittees, to  plan  the  fund-raising 
drive,  and  to  start  action  toward 
correcting  deficiencies  revealed  by 
the  committees;  one  in  the  winter, 
to  decide  the  use  of  the  funds 
raised  and  to  hear  reports  on  the 
work  of  the  PTA  councils,  plus 
perhaps  an  outside  speaker  who 
knows  something  about  some  as- 
pect   of  educational    experiment; 


and  one  in  the  spring  for  reports  of 
accomplishments,  congratulations, 
and  the  election  of  next  year's 
officers. 

Such  a  restricted  number  of  gen- 
eral meetings  need  not  curtail  any 
PTA  activities.  "Discussion  pro- 
grams," for  example,  can  be  car- 
ried on  easily,  under  PTA  auspices, 
as  a  committee  activity  for  people 
who  have  something  to  discuss. 
Other  people  can  skip  such  pro- 
grams without  any  feeling  of  guilt. 

2.  Use  parents'  interests  and  talents. 
No  committee  should  in  any  way 
be  restricted  as  to  its  membership. 
Parents  interested  in  sports  or  nu- 
trition or  dramatics  or  library 
should  automatically  join  whatever 
committees  deal  with  these  matters. 
People  with  hobbies,  from  carpen- 
try to  do-it-yourself  hi-fi  to  garden- 
ing, can  work  with  school  clubs. 
On  the  high-school  level,  virtually 
every  father  can  participate  in 
vocational  guidance  activities  by 
meeting  with  small  groups  of  stu- 
dents interested  in  the  kind  of  work 
he  does. 

3.  Organize  meetings  in  advance. 
The  agenda  is  only  the  beginning. 
It  is  folly  in  any  organization  to 
invite  volunteers  unless  you  have 
already  arranged  for  a  few  people 
to  step  forward.  Committee  chair- 
men who  will  be  presenting  reports 
should  take  the  elementary  pre- 
caution of  planting  a  few  questions 
from  the  floor.  Every  public  meet- 
ing is  basically  a  piece  of  theater. 
You  don't  want  to  write  a  script 
for  a  PTA  meeting,  but  you  always 
need  some  prearranged  stage 
effects. 

4.  Remember  that  the  work  is  done 
by  a  relatively  small  number  of  members 
meeting  with  relative  informality. 
Though  a  PTA  is  not  a  business 
corporation,  it  works  to  some  ex- 
tent along  the  same  lines.  Policy  is 
made  by  an  executive  committee 
and  executed  by  individual  mem- 
bers of  that  committee  who  call  on 
others  to  help  them.  The  general 
meeting  is  like  a  stockholders' 
meeting,  where  information  is 
given  out,  questions  answered,  and 
votes  taken  to  approve  or  reject 
management  personnel  and  deci- 
sions. The  great  difference  is  that 
the  PTA  "stockholders"  are  ex- 
pected to  provide  from  their  ranks 
both  the  executives  and  workers 
of  the  enterprise — and  that  effi- 
ciency here  is  always  less  impor- 
tant than  service. 

5.  Don't  take  attendance.  The  job 
of  PTA  leadership  is  not  to  get 
parents  to  come,  but  to  make  them 
want  to  come.  Fifty  genuinely  in- 
terested people  make  a  better  PTA 
meeting  than  500  who  have  been 
dragooned  into  attending,  just  as 
a  committee  of  five  eager  members 
may  accomplish  more  than  a  com- 
mittee of  20  who  were  flattered  to 
be  asked  by  a  popular  chairlady. 
Stimulating  an  interested  member- 
ship should  not  be  difficult.  If  the. 
PTA  activities  actually  touch  the 
lives  of  the  children  in  the  school, 
parents  will  want  to  come.

Travel  trailers 
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you've  got  to  drive  like  crazy  to  get 
to  a  motel  so  you're  sure  to  get 
space.  With  our  rig,  we  just  pull  off 
on  a  sheepherder's  trail  and  settle 
down  for  the  night.  And  we're  all 
together  to  see  the  sun  come  up 
again  in  the  morning." 

Keith  Brown  used  a  pickup- 
truck  "camper"  on  his  five-week 
jaunt.  He  had  the  five  youngest 
children  sleep  crosswise  on  the 
double  bed  that  juts  out  above  the 
truck's  cab.  His  two  oldest  young- 
sters slept  in  bunks  that  opened 
lengthwise  along  the  cabin,  well 
above  the  floor.  Then  the  dinette 
seats  converted  easily  into  a  double 
bed  for  Keith  and  his  wife.  "We 
didn't  have  any  trouble  sleeping 
the  seven  kids,"  he  says.  "But  we 
had  to  eat  in  shifts  because  we 
couldn't  fit  everybody  at  the  table 
at  once!" 

In  the  camper-coach,  the  pas- 
sengers can  ride  in  the  living  unit 
while  the  vehicle  is  in  motion.  (In 
travel  trailers,  they  cannot.)  An 
intercom  system  is  available  so  the 
driver  can  hear  everything  that's 
going  on  in  the  coach,  and  can  even 
carry  on  a  conversation.  "We 
could  put  the  youngest  children  in 
the  back  and  hear  them  breathing 
in  their  sleep  as  we  drove  along," 
says  Keith. 

In  many  cities,  it  is  possible  to 
rent  a  camper-coach.  Typical 
prices  in  the  Midwest:  $60  a  week 
if  you  rent  the  living  unit  alone; 
$75  a  week  if  you  rent  both  the 
truck  and  the  living  unit.  Some 
rental  agencies  add  on  a  mileage 
charge — for   instance,   six  cents  a 


mile  for  everything  over  100  miles. 

Travel  trailers,  too,  are  enor- 
mously popular;  more  than  250,000 
families  own  them,  and  at  least 
25,000  others  rented  them  last 
year.  There  are  now  a  number  of 
travel-trailer  clubs  that  you  can 
join  on  long,  leisurely  "travel- 
trailer  caravans."  Of  the  network 
of  travel-trailer  camps  all  over  the 
nation,  those  in  national  parks  are 
free,  while  those  privately  owned  or 
in  state  parks  charge  from  50  cents 
to  $2.50  a  day  (or  $2  to  $14  a 
week).  In  some  camps,  you  will 
find  not  only  connections  for  the 
trailer's  utilities — heat,  light,  wa- 
ter, gas — but  also  shower  rooms, 
laundries,  television  hookups,  even 
swimming  pools.  For  a  dollar,  the 
Mobile  Home  Manufacturers'  As- 
sociation (20  N.  Wacker  Dr., 
Chicago  6,  Illinois)  has  a  162-page 
booklet  listing  the  locations,  costs, 
and  facilities  of  975  privately 
owned  and  1 ,060  government  parks 
throughout  the  United  States, 
Canada,  and  Mexico. 

Trailers  range  in  cost  from  $900 
for  1 2-foot-long  units  without  much 
in  the  way  of  luxuries  to  about 
$7,000  for  30-foot  "self-contained" 
models  with  all  the  utilities  needed 
for  family  living.  The  average 
travel-trailer  price  is  about  $1,800. 

One  very  important  considera- 
tion: You  must  have  a  trailer 
hitch  for  your  car.  For  small  trail- 
ers, the  hitch  costs  $25  to  $35  to 
buy  (or  $3-$5  a  week  to  rent)  plus 
another  $5  to  $7  to  install.  For  the 
larger  trailers — those  weighing

In  some 
states,  you  will  also  need  trailer 
brakes  that  can  be  operated  from 
the  car. 

Here  are  some  other  tips  for 
home-on-wheels  vacationing: 

Speed.  These  trips  are  not  de- 
signed primarily  for  fast  driving. 
In  fact,  in  most  states  you  are 
barred  by  law  from  traveling  more 
than  45  mph  while  hauling  a  trail- 
er. If  you  live  in  Chicago  and  want 
to  squeeze,  say,  a  leisurely  ten-day 
trip  through  Rocky  Mountain  Na- 
tional Park  into  a  two-week  vaca- 
tion, you  would  do  better  to  fly  to 
Denver  and  rent  an  auto  and 
trailer  there,  rather  than  try  to 
make  a  2,000-mile  round  trip  be- 
tween Chicago  and  Denver,  driv- 
ing a  car  and  hauling  a  trailer. 

Food.  You  can  save  money  and 
a  good  deal  of  time  on  the  road  by 
planning  your  meals  ahead.  The 
canned  and  frozen  foods  available 
today  make  a  lively  diet  possible  at 
reasonable  cost.  (But  you  must  be 
sure  your  cooling  or  freezing  com- 
partment can  preserve  foods  at  the 
proper  temperature.)  Keith  Brown 
says  his  family  concentrated  on 
things  the  children  liked — such  as 


meal  loaf  and  casseroles. 

Clothing.  Most  homes-on- 
wheels  have  closet  space,  though 
not  a  great  deal.  Light  clothing, 
informal  and  suitable  for  camping 
out,  is  usually  recommended.  In 
many  towns  nowadays,  coin-op- 
erated laundries  are  open  day  and 
night,  so  you  can  get  your  clothes 
cleaned  without  much  fuss. 

Gas  consumption.  Hauling 
a  travel-trailer  will  cut  at  least  one- 
third  from  the  mileage  you  custom- 
arily get  in  your  auto;  a  common 
figure  is  about  10  miles  per  gallon. 
However,  the  camper-coach  on  the 
back  of  a  pickup  cuts  the  mileage 
of  the  truck  very  little. 

Repairs.  Contrary  to  popular 
belief,  a  travel-trailer  will  not  work 
any  undue  hardship  on  the  trans- 
mission of  your  car,  assuming  you 
drive  with  normal  precautions. 
The  rear  tires  on  your  auto  may 
wear  a  bit  faster  than  usual;  but 
the  tires  on  the  trailer  will  outwear 
your  auto  tires,  largely  because  you 
cannot  "corner"  on  them. 

Fallout  shelter.  Since  a 
trailer  or  camper  is  designed  for  ex- 
tended family  living,  it  makes  a 
good  basic  unit  for  a  home  fallout 
shelter.  A  combination  trailer  ga- 
rage and  radiation  (but  not  blast) 
shelter  made  of  concrete  blocks  has 
been  designed  by  the  Mobile  Home 
Manufacturers'  Association;  plans 
are  available  at  the  address  above. 
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Even  small  trailers  have  surprising  space. 

Most  compact  of  all  travel  trailers  is  the  basic  12-footer.  That 
figure  includes  the  front  frame  and  butane  tank;  the  body  meas- 
ures 93^2x6^2  feet  outside.  With  sleeping  accommodations  for 
four  persons  (including  two  on  a  double  overhead  bunk),  the 
trailer  provides  gas  cooking  and  lighting  facilities,  a  10-gallon 
water  storage  tank,  a  built-in  icebox,  and  a  removable  dining 
table  between  the  convertible  seat-beds.  Most  cars  can  tow  this 
size  trailer  without  trouble;  prices  for  12-footers  begin  at  about 
with  rentals  available  at  about  $35  a  week.

If  your  son 
plays 

baseball...

YOU  may  feel  a  certain  nostalgia  about  those  dusty  baseball 
afternoons  of  your  youth — that  one  lone  ball  that  continually 
got  lost,  tender  memories  of  long,  carefree  days.  But  that  kind 
of  baseball  isn't  played  much  anymore.  Youngsters  currently 
are  more  organized,  have  better  equipment — and  more  of 
them  are  playing  than  ever  before.  The  nostalgia  may  be  gone, 
but  the  quality  of  the  product  is  far  better. 

Obviously  there  are  disadvantages  in  organizing  anything 
too  much.  But  the  advantages  to  be  gained,  we  feel,  make  it  no 
contest.  So  Belter  Homes  &  Gardens  hereby  salutes  junior  base- 
ball everywhere ! 

There  are  many  aids  you  can  give  your  young  player,  both 
at  home  and  away,  if  you  want  to  help  him  improve  his  per- 
formance. This  strong  desire  of  parents  to  help  their  youngsters 
get  ahead  is  most  evident  in  the  growth  of  summer  baseball 
camps.  We  visited  recently  with  one  of  the  most  active  in  the 
country.  This  camp  is  the  Mickey  Owen  Baseball  School  in 
Miller,  Missouri,  where  sessions  begin  this  year  on  May  28  and 
last  until  August  26. 

Owen,  the  former  big-time  catching  star,  can  accommodate 
from  120  to  150  boys  at  one  time.  Most  of  them  stayed  last 
summer  for  about  three  weeks,  although  Owen  expects  to  move 
to  a  2-week  session  most  of  the  time  this  year. 

Mickey  has  much  to  say  to  the  boys  who  come  to  him.  He 
feels  that  it  is  not  necessarily  wrong,  for  example,  to  throw 
curves,  a  common  fear  of  most  coaches  of  young  players.  "It  is 
the  cold,  tired  arm  that  causes  the  damage,"  he  says.  He  recom- 
mends a  28-ounce  bat,  30  inches  long,  for  his  young  players. 

But  summer  baseball  camps  are  not  available  everywhere. 
Otto  Vogel,  veteran  coach  at  the  University  of  Iowa  points  out : 
"No  matter  how  available  a  training  camp  is  to  your  son,  he 
can  still  practice  the  fundamentals  that  are  the  same  every- 
where." He  has  covered  these  points  in  his  Baseball  Instructor's 
Guide,  written  with  Dick  Siebert,  head  coach  at  the  University 
of  Minnesota.  (Publisher:  The  Athletic  Institute,  209  South 
State  Street,  Chicago  4,  Illinois.) 

Throwing:  The  three-quarter  overhand  throw  gives  the 
young  pitcher,  especially,  maximum  power  and  control  (Up- 
per right.)  It  should  also  be  used  without  exception  by  out- 
fielders and  infielders.  Bobbie  Richardson  makes  the  double 
play  underhanded  and  from  a  prone  position,  but  this  takes 
practice,  skill,  and  strength.  Because  baseball  is  so  essentially  a 
throwing  game,  no  other  skill  can  be  more  important  to  a  win- 
ning team.  Unless  every  man  can  throw  accurately  and  with 
speed  enough  to  beat  a  runner,  his  team  will  be  definitely 
weakened  defensively.  [  Continued  on  page  7  /

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Running:  Your  boy  can  use  slid- 
ing and  running  as  powerful  offen- 
sive skills.  During  the  run  to 
first  base,  after  the  hit  is  made,  the 
runner  should  glance  quickly  over 
his  shoulder  to  see  the  possibility  of 
advancing  to  second.  He  should 
then  swing  out  to  the  right,  cut  the 
inside  corner  of  first  base,  continu- 
ing in  an  easy  curve  toward  second. 
There  are  three  basic  slides:  the 
straight-in  (above),  the  bent  leg, 
and  the  hook.  These  should  be 
practiced  carefully  at  all  times  un- 
der close  direction. 

Fielding:  The  good  fielder 
keeps  low,  close  to  the  ground, 
poised  and  ready,  eyes  on  the  ball. 
The  alert  defensive  man  thinks  at 
least  one  or  two  plays  ahead  of  his 
opponent. 

The  basic  fielding  position  should 
be  as  comfortable  as  possible.  On  a 
ground  ball  to  either  side,  the  field- 
er should  turn  in  the  direction  of 
the  ball  and  get  in  front  of  it  as 
soon  as  he  can.  After  he  has  done 
this,  he  should  check  his  momen- 
tum quickly,  making  the  throw  off 
the  right  foot  and  stepping  with  his 
left  in  the  direction  of  the  throw. 

In  the  general  fielding  position, 
your  youngster's  weight  should  be 
on  the  balls  of  his  feet,  knees  turned 
outward,  body  bent  forward.  This 
will  enable  him  to  move  to  either 
side  as  necessary. 


One  of  the  most  basic  and  impor- 
tant points  to  remember  in  fielding 
is  the  proper  position  of  the  hands. 
This  is  especially  true  with  the 
young  player.  Most  ground  balls 
will  be  fielded  below  the  belt,  fin- 
gers pointing  downward,  palms  fac- 
ing the  ball,  little  fingers  close  to- 
gether. On  a  fly  ball  (or  a  ground 
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ball  taking  a  high  hop),  fingers 
should  point  upward,  thumbs  close 
together. 

Hitting:  This  is  the  offensive 
weapon  that  your  boy  can  best 
master  to  make  him  most  valuable 
to  his  team.  We've  already  talked 
about  the  proper  size  bat  for  a 
beginner  to  use.  It  should  give  him 
control — heavy  enough  for  a  good, 
solid  swing,  but  not  so  heavy  that 
it  swings  him  instead  of  his  swing- 
ing it. 


For  the  most  powerful,  effective 
swing,  your  youngster's  arms  should 
be  comfortably  away  from  his 
body  and  bent  at  the  elbows.  The 
forward  arm  guides  the  swing,  so 
the  forearm  should  be  kept  parallel 
with  the  ground.  The  back  arm 
puts  power  into  the  swing.  Let  it 
drop  a  little  .  .  .  but  not  too  much 
or  the  swing  will  be  unlevel. 

As  your  youngster  swings  the 
bat,  his  wrists  and  hands  will  snap 
over.  Simultaneously  with  this 
wrist  snap,  his  back  hip  goes  into 
the  ball  and  his  forward  hip  is 
thrown  out  of  the  way.  Now  the 
ball  has  been  hit,  but  he  is  still 
swinging.  Don't  let  him  stop  until 
he  is  completely  through.  The 
swing  itself  is  a  controlled,  power- 
ful movement  of  all  muscles  to 
swing  the  bat  through  a  flat  arc :  a 
coiling  and  uncoiling  of  the  body 
and  arms,  building  up  power  to  be 
released  all  together  at  the  exact 
instant  the  bat  hits  the  ball.

If  your  son  plays  baseball 


As  a  beginning  player,  your  boy 
should  grip  the  bat  at  least  an 
inch-and-a-half  or  two  from  the 
knob.

Privacy  outdoors -here's  how 
to  get  it 

Less  expensive  than  you  think,  privacy  screens  added  to 
any  outdoor  area  will  let  you  get  more  use  from  it  than 
ever  before.  Planning  is  the  most  important  ingredient— 
a  couple  of  hours  with  pad  and  pencil  this  evening  can 
save  you  both  money  and  time. 

Where  to  build  it — Start  by  sketching  a  plan  of  your  house, 
patio,  and  back  yard;  include  neighboring  houses  and,  if 
you're  on  a  corner  lot,  the  street.  Neatness  doesn't  count, 
but  use  your  best  judgment  to  keep  everything  in  approxi- 
mate scale.  Then  draw  heavy  lines  where  you'd  most  like 
to  stop  an  outsider's  line  of  vision  and  those  places  where 
you'd  like  to  screen  out  an  unpleasant  view. 

Use  a  little  of  your  personality  here — don't  just  box  in 
your  patio  or  your  boundary  lines.  Long  straight  sections 
of  fence  are  often  weak  and  unattractive. 

The  four  drawings  here  show  how  four  different  problems 
were  solved — and  they  show  you  how  easy  it  is  to  plan  yours 
on  paper  before  you  start  to  work.  The  top  left  house  had 
an  angled  patio — a  natural  for  the  two  short  sections  of 
screens.  And,  although  it's  completely  private,  there's  no

hint  of  being  boxed  in.  The  top  right  drawing  shows  an 
unusual  solution.  The  right-angled  screens  stop  the  view 
from  the  outside.  The  other  screen  hides  an  unpleasant 
scene.  The  L-shaped  house  in  the  lower  left  drawing  is  a 
good  example  of  seclusion  without  cramping.  The  owners 
got  double  duty  out  of  a  new  storage  unit  on  the  patio 
itself.  In  the  lower  right  drawing,  the  house  was  connected 
to  a  side-street  garage  by  a  short  walkway.  The  garage,  the 
screen  parallel  to  the  walk,  and  the  angled  screen  make  the 
patio  completely  hidden  from  both  sides.  Both  the  house 
and  the  patio  can  still  enjoy  the  view  to  the  rear. 

With  the  paper  work  completed,  move  outside  to  make 
actual  measurements  and  establish  exact  locations;  do  this 
before  you  plan  construction  details.

Privacy  outdoors

This  drawing  shows  the  basic,  most  practical  size  for  any 
privacy  screen;  you  should  start  your  planning  in  terms  of 
these  measurements,  then  alter  them  to  fit  your  special 
needs.  The  four-foot  dimension  works  out  most  economically 

for  nearly  all  the  materials 
on  the  market.  And  the  eight- 
foot  length  saves  cutting. 
You  can  make  a  section 
shorter  in  length  wherever 
it  will  work  out  best  for  you 
— sections  longer  than  eight 
feet,  however,  often  tend  to 
become  weak. 
How  it  will  look.  Here's  where  you'll  want  to  take  your 
time  in  making  a  choice  of  materials.  Elsewhere  in  this 
month's  issue,  you'll  see  all  kinds  of  ideas — look  them  over 
carefully  and  imagine  how  they'll  look  in  your  own  situa- 
tion. With  sizes  and  location  already  planned,  you're  ready 
to  start  shopping  for  the  materials  that  will  look  best — and 
let  you  build  easiest — on  your  budget. 

How  to  go  about  building.  When  you  get  out  of  the  living 
room  and  into  the  yard,  your  first  problem  will  be  holes 
for  the  posts.  The  rental  charge  for  an 
electric  post-hole  digger  is  a  good  invest- 
ment. Set  the  posts  as  accurately  as  pos- 
sible; for  sections  that  line  up  with  each 
other,  stretch  a  line  to  make  sure  you  don't 
get  a  crook  in  your  work. 

If  you've  planned  a  continuous  length, 
set  the  posts  first,  add  the  rails,  then  fill  in 
the  other  members.  Building  on  a  slope  will 
be  easier  if  you  start  with  extra  long  posts, 
set  them  first,  and  then  trim  the  tops  to  the  exact  height.  If 
you've  planned  your  screens  so  they're  all  in  individual  sec- 
tions, consider  building  them  first,  then  simply  erecting  ani| 
entire  section  at  a  time. 

The  method  you  choose  to  set  your  posts  depends  on  th 
amount  of  strength  you  want.  No  matter  which  method  youi| 
use,  plan  to  set  all  the  posts  at  a  depth  equal  to  about  40% 
of  the  above-ground  measurement.  To  set  them  without  any 
extra  anchorage,  drill  the  holes  only  two  inches  bigger  in 
diameter  than  the  posts.  A  concrete  collar  system  will  give 
the  posts  additional  support.  Or,  use 
the  cleat  system  shown  in  the  small 
drawing  above. 

Two  of  the  easiest  ways  to  attach 
the  rails  to  the  posts  are  shown 
here.  These  go  the  fastest  and  re- 
quire only  a  hammer  and  nails. 
Other  methods  include  either  cutting 
a  dado  in  the  post  and  setting  the 
2x4  rail  on  its  side,  or  mortising  the 
post  to  receive  the  rail.  For  support- 
ing heavier-than-average  screening 
materials,  either  of  these  ways  will 
give  you  more  strength  than  the  two 
shown. 
Be  sure  to  discuss  your  wood  requirements  with  your  ; 
building-materials  dealer  before  you  buy.  Choose  either 
redwood  or  pressure-treated  wood  for  the  posts.  For  the 
other  parts,  he  can  advise  you  on  the  right  grade  of  wood 
to  use  and  whether  you  should  buy  lumber  pretreated  oi  | 
brush  on  the  preservative  yourself.

Take  advantage  of  a  steep-sloping  lot  by  building  a  woodlj 
deck  adjacent  to  indoor  living  areas.  A  place  to  relax  in  the 
sun  by  day  and  to  enjoy  cool  evening  breezes  is  offered  by  a  in 
deck  built  over  a  hillside.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ralph  Contrael  of' 
Crestwood,  Missouri,  designed  this  deck  to  fill  the  L-shapedlJ 
area  between  their  living  room  and  bedroom.  Space  is  al- 
most doubled  in  the  summer  when  the  deck  is  put  into  use. 

The  Contraels'  collection  of  tropical  and  hardy  specimen] 
plants  in  containers,  including  oleander,  azalea,  hibiscus, 
yew,  larch,  and  gardenia,  are  summered  outside  to  create  a  I 
garden  atmosphere  and  to  provide  contrast  for  the  all-wood! 
construction.  Colorful  accessories  and  fabrics  make  pleasing 
accents  that  complement  the  beautiful  plants. 

A  chaise  provides  a  comfortable  place  to  relax,  and  low 
stools  and  built-in  benches  add  more  seating  space  for  I 
guests.  Lights  concealed  under  the  eaves  of  the  house  add  to  ;

It  began  with  a 
simple  carport 


Simple  construction  with  good  design  made 
this  outdoor  addition  a  handsome  part  of 
the  house.  The  new  patio  is  both  convenient 
and  secluded — and  well-planned  storage 
keeps  all  the  outdoor  toys  out  of  sight. 

Even  before  their  brand-new  home  was 
completed,  the  owners  started  planning  for 
outdoor  living.  They  asked  their  builder  to 
add  the  barbecue  in  the  fireplace  and  to  de- 
lay building  the  carport  that  "came  with" 
their  home,  until  they  could  decide  exactly 
what  they  wanted.  Then  they  had  the  drive- 
way and  carport  located  so  they  could  add 
the  patio  and  storage  units  themselves. 

When  the  carport  was  finished,  they  en- 
closed it  to  make  a  garage.  The  garage  wall 
and  roof  members  were  extended  to  partially 
enclose  the  patio.  Now,  the  house  looks  big- 
ger and  better — and  it  is! 

The  patio  itself  is  open  only  to  the  back. 
Slats  across  some  of  the  openings  in  the 
overhead  grill  filter  most  of  the  hot  sun — 
yet  let  enough  light  through  to  keep  the  liv- 
ing room  (behind  the  tall  windows)  bright 
and  cheerful.

Get  more  out  of  outdoor  living- 
top  off  your  terrace! 

This  is  the  summer  to  build  yourself  the  shade  and  the 
privacy  that  will  stretch  your  enjoyment  of  the  outdoors. 

First,  the  support  system.  If  you  have  a  concrete  slab, 
it's  probably  strong  enough  for  you  to  set  the  upright  posts 
directly  on  it.  If  your  patio  has  a  soft  surface,  dig  below  the 
frost  line  and  pour  footings. 

Here's  how  with  wood.  The  drawing  shows  you  the  basics, 
no  matter  what  size  or  style  you  want  your  structure.  Beams 
are  all  2x8s;  upright  posts  are  4x4s.  Start  by  driving  lag 
screws  through  the  ledger,  siding,  and  into  wall  studs. 

Then  set  the  posts.  The  small  drawings  (below)  show  two 
ways  to  anchor  the  bottoms.  The  steel  rod  system  requires 
very  accurate  measuring  and  drilling.  The  metal  anchors 
have  a  built-in  adjustment  system  so  you  can  make  the 
posts  exactly  plumb  after  you  set  them. 

Next,  add  the  two  end  beams  perpendicular  to  your 
house,  and  then  the  beam  that  connects  the  two  posts.  As 
you  add  the  rest  of  the  full-length  beams,  space  them  equal-

ly.  You  can  simply  nail  the  beams  in  place  or  use  the  timber 
connectors  shown  in  the  drawing.  If  you  plan  a  solid  roof, 
use  heavy  joist  hangers  instead.  The  final  step  is  the  cross 
beams.  Stagger  them,  as  shown,  to  avoid  toenailing. 

A  word  about  slopes.  Match  the 
pitch  of  the  new  roof  to  the  rest 
of  your  house,  continue  the  roof 
line,  or  make  the  new  roof  flat 
with  just  enough  pitch  (one  inch 
.JV^rc  3ICCL  KUU  every  four  feet)  to  drain  water. 

" — h — -i  The  cost.  Prices  of  wood  vary 

according  to  your  locality,  but 
here's  how  you  get  an  estimate. 
The  structure  shown  is  12  feet 
square,  with  2x8  beams  spaced  on 
24-inch  centers  both  ways.  To 
build  it,  you  need  208  feet  of  2x8s, 
plus  two  4x4  posts. 

Call  your  building  materials 
dealer  and  ask  for  the  prices  for 
this  much  material  in  both  Doug- 
las fir  and  redwood.  Add  about  $4 
or  $5  for  hardware.  Adjust  the  es- 
timate to  your  patio  by  compar- 
ing the  square  footage  of  your

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planned  floor  space  to 
the  144  square  feet 
used  here. 

Build  it  with  pipe. 
Use  aluminum  or  steel 
pipe  for  a  quick,  light- 
duty  support  system. 
Threadless  fittings  av- 
erage about  $1.50  each 
for  Wz-  or  2-inch  pipe. 
Roofing  with  sheet  ma- 
terials. Any  of  three 
solid  materials  (below; 
will  give  you  long-time 
service  and  will  keep 
off  both  rain  and  sun. 
Before  you  build  the  supporting  structure,  select  the  alumi- 
num or  fiberglass  you  intend  to  use.  This  way,  you'll  be 
able  to  plan  the  lap  joints  so,  with  no  cutting,  they  fall  on 
the  beams. 

The  aluminum  is  corrugated  and  embossed  for  a  pleasant 
texture.  Some  manufacturers  offer  it  in  a  variety  of  colors. 
It  costs  from  about  20  to  28 
cents  per  square  foot. 

Fiberglass  will  work  well 
and  will  not  darken  win- 
dows that  face  your  terrace. 
Choose  your  colors  carefully 
so  that  you  get  one  that  lets 
the  right  amount  of  light 
through,  yet  stops  as  much 
heat  as  possible.  Costs  for 
this  material  start  at  about 
50  cents  per  square  foot,  but 
vary  substantially  according 

to  weight,  type,  and  tex- 
ture of  the  fiberglass. 

Plywood  is  easily  han- 
dled and  can  be  painted 
whatever  color  you  like 
— do  this  before  you  nail 
it  in  place  and  you'll 
save  a  lot  of  effort.  Spec- 
ify exterior  grade;  XA- 
inch  costs  23  cents  or  so 
per  square  foot,  M-inch, 
30  cents. 
Canvas  is  quick,  economical.  You  can  get  large  sheets  of 

canvas  in  a  wide  range  of  colors — and  qualities — at  a  tent 

and  awning  shop.  Your  dealer  will  hem  it  and  install  the 

grommets.  All  you  do  is  lash 

it  to  a  frame. 

There  are  budget-stretchers 

to  give  you  the  exact  effect 

you  want.  The  drawing  at 

right  shows  1x2s,  nailed  to 

top  of  the  beams.  You  can 

work    out    similar    patterns 

with   snow   fencing,    woven 

reed  or  match-stick  bamboo, 

grapestakes,  lattice  molding, 

or  laths.

A  secluded  patio 

with  little  cost  and  upkeep 

This  oasis  for  outdoor  living  is  like  a  built-in  health  resort  at 
home,  and  just  as  relaxing — perhaps  more  so,  because  you 
have  complete  control  over  your  privacy.  Day  or  night,  the 
area  can  be  enjoyed. 

To  achieve  this  attractive  and  relatively  inexpensive 
haven  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Philip  E.  Ringer,  Highland  Park, 
Illinois,  Landscape  Architect  Stephanie  Kramer  used  woven- 
reed  screen  to  outline  the  half-circle  area  outside  the  glass 
doors  of  the  master  bedroom. 

To  get  a  smooth  curve,  4x4-inch  posts  were  set  at  inter- 
vals of  6  feet.  Near  the  top  and  bottom,  grooved  joints,  or 
dadoes,  were  cut  in  the  front  of  the  posts,  deep  enough  to 
hold  the  lx2-inch  wood  strips  flush  with  the  posts.  The 
strips  were  bent  in  a  gentle  curve  and  nailed  securely.  The 
woven  reed  was  wrapped  around  the  first  post  and  stapled 
to  the  framework  of  the  fence.  Half-round  molding  strips 
add  strength  and  a  finished  look.  A  6-inch  space  was  left  at 
the  bottom  to  allow  for  air  circulation.  Other  screening  ma- 
terials which  would  create  the  same  effect  are  bamboo, 
grapestake,  wisteria-stem  matting,  and  flexible  split  cedar. 

A  metal  edging  sunk  in  the  ground  14  inches  from  the  base 
of  the  screen  accentuates  the  curve  and  defines  the  planting 
area — at  the  same  time  confining  the  washed  gravel  used 
for  the  patio  floor.  To  have  the  most  stable  surface,  use  fine 
washed  gravel  and  avoid  spreading  it  too  deep — not  much 
more  than  one  inch.  This  surface  is  easy  to  keep  neat  by 
raking  lightly  from  time  to  time.  The  flower  border  is  nar- 
row and  easy  to  maintain — an  occasional  watering  and  a 
little  weeding  are  all  that  is  necessary. 

Climbing  roses  add  pattern  and  color  to  the  sunny  side 
of  the  screen,  while  clematis  vines  planted  on  the  opposite 
side  spill  their  blooms  over  the  top.  The  vines  can  easily  be 
held  to  the  screen  with  plant  ties  slipped  between  the  reeds. 
Petunias  planted  just  inside  the  curve  of  the  screen  give  an 
added  splash  of  color  from  early  summer  until  fall.  Tubbed 
geraniums  afford  a  color  accent  that  can  be  moved  from  one 
spot  to  another. 

Rust-  and  weatherproof  outdoor  furnishings  are  light  and 
easy  to  rearrange  depending  on  the  situation — a  quiet  con- 
versation or  a  party.

Buildable  and  bugproof 

Here's  how  to  build  the  screen  house  shown  in  color  on 
page  48.  As  Owner-designer  Jack  Denst,  Chicago,  Illinois 
built  it,  the  house  measures  8x20  feet;  he  planned  it  on  a 
2 -foot  module,  so  the  length  is  easily  changed. 

Start  with  a  foundation  of  six  precast  concrete  posts  sunk 
below  the  frostline.  Then  build  the  framing  with  2x4s  and 
2x6s.  Use  floor  joists  every  two  feet  and  nail  2x6  blocking 
between  them  under  the  front  wall. 

Fasten  insect  screening  on  the  three  open  walls  with 
rough  laths.  Extra  laths  on  a  frame  at  the  sides  of  the 
house  will  create  shade.  Storage  cabinets  are  plywood.

If  you're  planning  a  remodeling  of  any  kind — and  you 
;rave  a  spot  for  peace  and  quiet  outside — consider  this  kind 
)f  outdoor  living  for  the  corner  of  an  "L"  or  a  breezeway 
>pace.  The  louvered  doors  are  an  easy  way  to  get  privacy, 
yet  allow  you  to  open  the  area  for  a  party. 

An  important  ingredient  is  the  amount  of  glass  you  plan. 
In  general,  the  more  glass  areas  that  look  out  to  it,  the  more 
enjoyment  you'll  get  from  this  kind  of  "room."  You  can 
:hoose  large  operable  windows,  fixed  glass  panels,  or  an 
arrangement  of  sliding  glass  doors. 

Don't  forget  to  plan  convenient  doors  from  all  inside 
rooms  to  an  area  like  this.  Important,  too,  is  good  access 
from  it  to  the  yard  outside.  Good  lighting  and  plenty  of 
well-placed  electrical  outlets  will  pay  off  handsomely  in 
many  extra  usable  nighttime  hours.

Inconspicuous  floor  drains, 
carefully  placed  in  the  corners  and  hidden 
by  potted  plants,  let  water  run  off.

Privacy  and  protection  make 
a  patio  more  usable 

To  relax  on  the  patio  in  complete  privacy  is  a  privilege 
everyone  should  have.  Whether  sunning  yourself  in  solitude 
or  entertaining  a  group  of  friends,  privacy  is  the  element 
that  can  often  make  the  difference  in  complete  enjoyment. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Howard  Pfister  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  reclaimed 
this  area  for  outdoor  living  by  screening  out  the  street  and 
front-entrance  view  with  a  slat  fence.  Landscape  Designer 
Charles  Perin  planned  the  patio  and  designed  the  fence. 

The  fence  slats  are  fitted  tightly  together  for  complete 
privacy  and  to  muffle  street  noises.  4x4-inch  posts  support 
the  7-foot-high  fence  which  is  braced  at  top,  center,  and 
bottom  by  2x4-inch  runners  to  which  the  slats  are  nailed. 
The  entire  fence  is  painted  white.  The  patio  floor  is  built 
of  brick  set  in  concrete  for  permanence  and  color  contrast. 

Part  of  the  area  is  covered  by  a  roof  which  offers  protec- 
tion both  to  occupants  and  furniture.  The  interesting 
brass  try-topped  table  is  ringed  with  short-legged  Mex- 
ican chairs  which  are  given  added  height  and  made  more 
comfortable  with  thick,  colorful  cushions — making  this  a 
perfect  spot  for  serving  light  refreshments  or  for  having  an 
informal  chat  with  friends.  The  play  of  water  in  the  small 
fountain  creates  music  to  relax  by,  setting  a  pleasant  pace 
for  the  entire  terrace.  A  chaise  longue  is  a  must  for  outdoor 
comfort  at  its  best,  and  can  be  moved  into  sun  or  shade  de- 
pending on  the  desire  of  the  moment. 

Potted  plants  and  vines  soften  the  brick  patio  and  long 
privacy  screen,  while  creating  a  setting  for  the  fountain. 
Potted  plants  are  replaced  according  to  season,  giving  an 
opportunity  for  refreshing  changes  in  the  color  scheme.

A  summer's  day  can  ring  with  the  sound  of 
peace  and  quiet — a  pleasant  conversation,  a 
good  book,  an  afternoon  nap,  set  to  the  soft 
background  of  birds  singing,  children  at  play, 
the  faraway  hum  of  a  lawn  mower.  These  are 
the  sounds  of  inner  tranquillity,  a  better  way  of 
life  for  you  and  everyone  around  you. 

The  first  step  is  privacy — a  wall,  or  sugges- 
tion of  one,  touches  of  greenery  or  flowers,  a 
few  spots  of  color  that  harmonize  with  them- 
selves and  your  particular  temperament. 

The  barbecue  area  at  left  would  be  any  man's 
paradise.  Here,  he  can  relax  and  forget  the  wor- 
ries of  the  working  day.  What  he  puts  on  the 
.grill  may  be  for  his  family  or  for  guests,  but 
most  important  is  the  quiet  he  regains  within 
himself,  turning  the  steak  or  chicken  while 
troubles  go  up  in  smoke.  He  gets  help,  of  course, 
from  the  white  brick  wall  and  rustic  beams — so 
reminiscent  of  a  sleepy  Mexican  village. 

The  patio  on  the  right  is  comfortable  enough 
for  a  host  of  friends.  And  it's  located  so  that 
you  can  be  alone  with  yourself  or  the  family. 
This  is  privacy  with  space;  distant  plants  fence 
out  the  world.  Fiberglass  screening,  airy  rattan 
furniture,  and  a  colorful  rug  provide  carefree 
comfort. 

Turn  slowly  through  the  next  14  pages.  Be 
lazy  about  it — and  listen.  You'll  hear  nothing 
but  the  wonderful  sounds  of  peace  and  quiet.

Left — there's  complete  relaxation  for 
the  Allyn  Harper  family  behind  their 
Saint  Louis,  Missouri,  subdivision 
house.  When  they  moved  in,  it  had  only 
a  bare  concrete  slab—  in  full  view  of 
their  neighbors.  They  did  all  the  new 
work  themselves.  Their  careful  use  of 
materials  and  plants  that  need  mini- 
mum upkeep  pays  off  in  leisure  time. 


Right — wood  slats  at  the  ends  of  this 
screened  area  cut  the  view  from'  out- 
side, then  continue  all  across  the  top 
to  break  the  sun's  glare  without  shut- 
ting it  out  completely.  Rear  side  has 
screening  without  the  slats,  so  the  view 
to  the  back  yard  is  unbroken.  Awning 
provides  full  shade  for  the  counter — 
makes  eating  here  pleasant  any  time. 


Right  center — a  sunny  deck  may  be 
your  answer  for  many  pleasant  hours 
of  outdoor  living.  It's  the  perfect  solu- 
tion to  a  wasted,  unusable  slope.  And 
any  handyman  can  construct  one. 
This  well-planned  example  combines 
colors  of  paint  and  plants  to  invite 
you  out  into  the  fresh  air.  Potted  plants 
are  placed  to  complement  the  perma- 
nent plantings. 


Left — any  house  is  bigger  and  better 
when  the  outdoors  is  made  part  of  it 
with  a  screened-in  area.  This  one  is  at 
the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph 
Steinmetz,  Sarasota,  Florida.  The  part 
nearest  the  house  is  roofed  for  shade 
and  shelter;  the  part  at  the  rear  is  open 
to  sun  and  sky.  Privacy  fence  (rear)  is 
outside  the  screened  area  itself. 


Below  right — don't  overlook  a  square 
inch  of  enjoyable  space.  For  instance, 
this  tiny  garden  (7x12  feet)  off  a  family 
room  is  a  real  bonus-for-living  area. 
It  was  taken  from  a  side  yard — space 
generally  left  unused.  Potted  plants  of 
geranium,  echeveria,  and  bromeliad 
add  spots  of  color;  stephanotis  vine 
traces  a  light  pattern  on  the  fence.

Picture  yourself  any  place  on  this  patio  and  draw  a  straight 
line  in  any  direction.  You'll  encounter  a  fence,  planting, 
or  both — assurance  of  privacy. 

It's  easy  to  see  that  outdoor  living  was  a  major  consid- 
eration in  planning  the  house  itself;  all  rooms  face  the  patio. 
Sliding  glass  doors  in  the  family  room  and  dining  room 
make  the  patio  easy  to  reach  from  anywhere  downstairs. 
Serving  kitchen-cooked  meals  outdoors  is  easy,  too.  And, 
there's  an  entrance  to  the  garage  so  the  grill  and  furniture 
can  be  whisked  inside  at  the  first  drop  of  rain. 

There's  privacy  inside  this  house  too.  The  fireplace  wall 


on  one  end  and  the  garage  on  the  other  effectively  screen 
the  home  from  near-by  neighbors.  The  dining  room  and 
kitchen  serve  as  a  buffer  zone  to  separate  the  noisy  family- 
room  activities  from  the  more  formal  living  room.  The 
kitchen  is  handy  to  both  family  room  and  dining  room.

In  this  new  Better  Homes  &  Gardens  series,  Family 
Features  Editor  Neil  Kuehnl  will  talk  with  leading 
authorities  about  many  of  the  challenging  family 
problems  of  our  times.  This  month's  discussion  is 
with  Dr.  Nelson  Bradley,  chief  of  psychiatric  studies 
at  Lutheran  General   Hospital,  Park  Ridge,  Illinois. 

Neil  Kuehnl.  Is  it  possible,  Doctor,  for  a  man  to  become 
addicted  to  work  in  much  the  same  way  as  he  might 
develop  an  addiction  to  drugs  or  alcohol? 
Dr.  Nelson  Bradley.  What  I  am  going  to  call  "work  ad- 
diction" is  one  of  the  amazing  phenomenons  of  20th 
Century  American  life.  Our  traditional  definition  of 
"addiction"  requires  three  things:  An  addict  craves 
something;  he  develops  a  tolerance  to  it  so  that  the 
doses  must  grow  ever  larger;  and  he  experiences  with- 
drawal symptoms  upon  discontinuance.  People  who  are 
addicted  to  work  exhibit  all  those  symptoms. 
Kuehnl.  But  surely  a  man  isn't  a  work  addict  simply  be- 
cause he  works  hard  at  a  job  he  enjoys? 
Dr.  Bradley.  That's  one  of  the  unusual  aspects  of  this 
problem.  Unlike  drugs  or  alcohol,  work  is  approved  of 
in  our  society.  After  all,  this  country  was  built  on  plenty 
of  hard  work;  it's  part  of  our  way  of  life.  And  no  one 
denies  that  to  be  really  happy  and  satisfied  with  life,  a 
man  must  enjoy  his  job. 

Kuehnl.  Well,  then,  what  is  the  difference  between  an 
honest  day's  work  and  what  you  term  work  addiction? 
Dr.  Bradley.  The  work  addict,  you  might  say,  does  the 
right  thing  for  the  wrong  reasons.  He  works — not  really 
for  the  pleasure  of  accomplishment  or  even  for  the 
material  rewards —  but  because  of  the  fears  and  anxieties 
within  him.  He  often  becomes  a  driven  man,  working 
harder  and  longer  hours  in  an  attempt  to  solve  his 
personal  problems. 

Kuehnl.  How  can  we  recognize  a  work  addict,  Doctor? 
Dr.  Bradley.  With  alcoholism,  it  is  difficult  to  draw  any 
clear  line  between  a  few  social  drinks  and  the  beginnings 
of  a  serious  situation.  Work  addiction  is  even  harder  to 
define  precisely.  But  we  ought  to  become  suspicious  if 
a  man  habitually  works  long  hours — compared  to  others 
in  similar  positions — at  an  intense  pace,  and  with  few 
breaks.  If  he  seems  forever  preoccupied  with  his  job 
("always  brings  it  home  with  him")  our  suspicions 
approach  certainty. 

Kuehnl.  It  seems  to  me  that  some  men  might  be  labeled 
"work  addicts"  without  really  deserving  that  name. 
Their  wives  become  very  upset  when  they  go  down  to 
the  office  one  Saturday  morning  in  a  month — or  bring  a 
brief  case  home  occasionally — or  at  times  are  wrought- 
up  about  their  jobs. 

Dr.  Bradley.  You  have  put  your  finger  on  a  key  question 
for  any  kind  of  addiction — the  matter  of  degree.  The 
alcoholic  is  the  man  who  can't  drink  moderately;  for 
him,  there's  no  middle  ground  between  one  drink  and 
20  drinks.  It  may  be  that  with  a  man's  job,  an  occasional 
period  of  "homework"  is  necessary  for  both  his  success 
and  his  happiness.  On  the  other  hand,  the  man  who 
cannot  be  occasional  or  moderate  about  his  work  at 
home  is  almost  certainly  a  work  addict. 
Kuehnl.  As  in  the  other  addictions,  I  should  think  the 
family  would  often  be  more  severely  affected  than  the 
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work  addict  himself.  Do  you  think  that  is  generally  true? 
Dr.  Bradley.  I've  found  it  is  usually  the  spouse  of  the 
work  addict  who  is  unable  to  bear  the  strain.  The  addict 
manages  to  build  up  a  staggering  tolerance  for  work 
until  he  has  a  coronary  (I've  seen  many  in  men  under 
40,  and  a  few  in  men  under  30!),  or  he  may  even  turn  to 
another  addiction  like  alcohol. 

Kuehnl.  Then  work  addiction  becomes  even  more  of  a 
family  problem  than  a  personal  one,  doesn't  it? 
Dr.  Bradley.  Quite  right.  An  alcoholic  probably  realizes 
he  is  killing  himself  with  his  addiction,  but  the  work 
addict  often  slaves  on,  oblivious  to  all  the  threats  to  his 
own  health  and  to  the  happiness  of  his  family.  That 
last  aspect  is  particularly  important.  A  work  addict 
(even  though  on  the  surface  he  may  appear  to  be  a 
model  husband  and  father)  almost  never  pays  full 
attention  to  his  family  unless  they  practically  demand 
it  from  him  for  short  periods  of  time.  For  example, 
many  work  addicts  come  home  from  their  jobs  and 
plunge  right  into  the  evening  newspaper — not  from  a 
real  desire  to  know  the  day's  events,  but  because  read- 
ing the  paper  has  become  part  of  the  day's  business. 
Perhaps  the  family  objects  to  Dad's  prompt  mental 
withdrawal  at  home,  and  maybe  he  will  put  down  the 
paper  briefly  to  converse  with  his  wife  or  play  with  his 
youngsters.  But  in  a  few  minutes,  Dad  is  right  back  at 
the  paper;  he  can't  help  himself. 

Kuehnl.  Are  there  specific  danger  signs  which  warn  a 
man,  or  his  family,  that  he's  becoming  a  work  addict? 
Dr.  Bradley.  The  best  clues  are  to  be  found  not  by 
watching  a  man  at  his  job,  but  by  examining  what  he 
does  in  his  "leisure"  hours.  After  5  P.M.  (or  whenever 
he  finally  leaves  for  home),  the  work  addict  quickly 
begins  to  feel  rather  ill  at  ease.  If  he  drives  home,  he 
often  treats  the  highway  as  a  battlefield,  with  his  car  as 
a  personal  tank  and  all  other  drivers  as  the  enemy.  On 
weekends  or  vacations,  he  soon  starts  acting  like  a 
caged  bear,  forever  hunting  for  "things  to  do."  Around 
the  house,  he  may  be  a  busybody,  poking  into  his  wife's 
household  affairs  and  telling  her  how  inefficient  she  is 
with  the  cooking  and  house  cleaning.  If  he  has  a  hobby, 
the  work  addict  will  "hobby  hard" — his  stamp  col- 
lecting or  woodworking  projects  are  all  crash  programs. 
If  he's  a  golfer,  9  holes  are  for  softies;  he  regularly  plays 
18  a  day,  or  even  36. 

Kuehnl.  I  know  men  who  seem  to  fit  your  description  of 
the  work  addict,  Doctor.  Yet  many  of  them  complain 
constantly  about  their  jobs,  and  claim  they  hate  work. 
Dr.  Bradley.  The  standard  reaction  of  a  certain  type  of 
work  addict  is  to  sound  off  about  how  he  dreads  going 
back  to  his  job  every  morning.  And  he  may  well  believe 
it,  just  as  most  alcoholics  say  they  actually  dislike 
liquor.  But  the  work  addict  couldn't  stay  away  from 
that  "hated"  job  any  more  than  the  confirmed  alcoholic 
could  spurn  his  bottle. 

Kuehnl.  So  far  we've  talked  about  work-addicted  hus- 
bands. Do  women  ever  become  work  addicts? 
Dr.  Bradley.  They  certainly  do.  The  career  woman,  for 
example,  should  be  judged  as  in  French  law — guilty  un- 
til proved  innocent.  That  doesn't  apply  to  most  working 
wives,  however.  Wives  usually  are  employed  to  help 
shore  up  the  family  budget,  and  when  they  leave  their 
jobs  at  night,  they  forget  them. 

Kuehnl.  Would  it  be  accurate  to  think  of  some  house- 
wives— even  though  they  are  not  technically  employed 
by  anyone — as  potential  work  addicts? 
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Dr.  Bradley.  This  is  a  little  more  speculative,  but  I 
suspect  that  many  American  housewives  are  seriously 
work  addicted.  Admittedly,  a  great  deal  of  work  must 
be  done  around  most  homes,  especially  when  there  are 
children.  But  some  housewives  run  themselves  complete- 
ly ragged.  I  know  one  wife  who  rushes  from  one  daytime 
project  to  another  (never  quite  finishing  any),  and  then 
to  her  husband's  dismay,  does  things  like  waxing  all  the 
floors  at  night.  And  it's  hardly  necessary  to  comment  on 
the  woman  who  tops  off  a  heavy  schedule  at  home  with 
an  unreasonable  amount  of  club  work,  bowling,  and 
bridge — and  then  wonders  why  she  never  gets  any  rest. 
Kuehnl.  I  have  a  feeling  from  what  you've  said  so  far 
that  the  work  addict  consciously  or  unconsciously  makes 
his  job  more  difficult  than  it  really  should  be. 
Dr.  Bradley.  That's  very  true.  Although  our  society 
offers  the  work  addict  some  tangible  rewards — like  high- 
er income,  job  promotions,  and  greater  prestige — work 
addiction  is  one  of  the  least  successful  of  all  addictions. 
To  a  man  who  has  problems,  his  excessive  work  isn't 
even  a  sedative — it's  just  a  distraction.  And  a  work 
addict  quite  often  acts  exactly  as  you  would  expect  a 
distracted  man  to  act. 

Kuehnl.  You  mean  that  the  work  addict  isn't  really  as 
efficient  as  he  thinks  he  is? 

Dr.  Bradley.  The  typical  work  addict,  for  all  of  his 
supercharged  activity  and  his  air  of  getting  things  done, 
frequently  will  spend  two  hours  doing  a  job  that  ought 
to  take  15  minutes.  Naturally,  he  always  has  convincing 
reasons  why  he  has  to  work  so  hard.  "Want  the  job 
done  right,  got  to  do  it  myself,"  he  may  say.  Or  "Using 
a  new  technique  at  the  plant,  would  go  all  haywire  if  I 
didn't  watch  it  every  minute."  I  remember  one  sales- 
man who  was  forever  calling  up  his  wife  just  before 
dinnertime  to  complain  about  being  held  up  by  an 
emergency  meeting  with  the  boss.  It  turned  out  that 
the  salesman,  a  true  work  addict,  was  going  in  to  the 
boss  late  in  the  day  and  setting  up  the  meetings  him- 
self. He  was  simply  unable  to  organize  his  work,  and 
as  a  result  created  many  hardships  for  himself  and  his 
boss,  plus  both  their  families. 

Kuehnl.  Doctor,  now  that  you  have  described  him  so 
well,  could  you  say  something  about  how  the  work 
addict  might  be  able  to  help  himself? 
Dr.  Bradley.  As  I  mentioned  earlier,  work  addiction  is 
basically  an  attempt  to  deal  with  inner  stresses  and 
anxieties.  The  first  step  in  any  treatment  must  be  a 
frank  admission  by  the  work  addict  that  he  is  one,  with 
an  understanding  of  the  reasons  why.  As  with  other 
kinds  of  addiction,  this  is  often  the  hardest  step. 
Kuehnl.  Assuming  he  can  go  that  far  in  recognizing  his 
problem,  does  he  then  have  any  way  out? 
Dr.  Bradley.  Work  addiction  is  an  intensely  individual 
matter.  Each  case  arises  from  different  causes,  and 
therefore  each  solution  will  be  unique.  But  one  general 
approach  has  seemed  valid  in  the  many  cases  I've  dealt 
with.  The  work  addict  must  ask  himself  what  he  is 
really  striving  for.  Is  it  greater  social  status,  or  an 
adequate  salary,  or  a  more  creative  life?  Are  his  goals 
reasonable  ones,  or  are  they  likely  to  remain  forever 
just  beyond  his  reach?  In  short,  the  work  addict  must 
look  deeply  into  everything  in  his  existence  that  could 
be  causing  him  to  substitute  violent  activity  for  gen- 
uine enjoyment  of  living.  Very  likely,  he  will  eventually 
change  his  entire  outlook  toward  job,  family,  friends, 
entertaining,   and  even  minor  things  like  how  many 


times  a  day  he  looks  at  that  little  symbol  of  work 
addiction — the  wrist  watch. 

Kuehnl.  Are  you  implying  that  many  of  the  factors  be- 
hind work  addiction  are  more  imagined  than  real? 
Dr.  Bradley.  Well,  any  anxiety  or  fear  is  real  to  the 
person  who  has  it.  But  it  certainly  is  true  that  most  of 
the  work  addict's  anxieties  are  entirely  unnecessary— 
and  he  usually  recognizes  that  fact  the  day  he  analyzes 
how  he  is  ruining  his  life.  For  example,  the  work  addict 
may  be  chasing  a  job  promotion  "rainbow"  that  he 
doesn't  really  want,  or  that  wouldn't  satisfy  him  if  he 
did  capture  it.  Or  he  may  be  trying  to  maintain  a 
standard  of  living  for  his  wife  that  she  doesn't  really 
want — at  least,  not  at  such  a  cost.  Or  he  may  be  com- 
peting with  other  work  addicts  for  reasons  none  of 
them  has  ever  bothered  to  add  up. 
Kuehnl.  Completely  changing  one's  outlook  toward  life 
is  quite  a  drastic  step  for  anyone  to  take,  Dr.  Bradley. 
Is  it  the  only  possible  answer? 

Dr.  Bradley.  I  can  illustrate  that  best  by  asking  you 
to  picture  in  your  mind  the  funeral  of  an  alcoholic. 
There  beside  the  grave  stand  the  wife  and  children,  a 
pathetic  sight.  You  may  even  find  yourself  muttering 
something  about  "that  drunken  bum"  who  deserted 
them  for  the  bottle.  All  right,  now  imagine  another  sad 
funeral — this  one  for  a  work  addict  who  died  of  a  heart 
attack.  "Too  bad,"  you  say.  "Joe's  gone  just  in  the 
prime  of  his  life,  and  after  he  worked  so  hard  for  Mary 
and  the  kids."  Yet  the  truth  very  likely  is  that  Joe 
ignored  the  repeated  advice  of  his  doctor — and  the 
pleadings  of  his  family — to  slow  down  and  live.  His 
tragedy  may  be  every  bit  as  great  as  that  of  the  alco- 
holic who  killed  himself  with  drink. 
Kuehnl.  Are  there  any  ways  in  which  a  wife  or  husband 
can  help  a  work  addict? 

Dr.  Bradley.  Well,  let's  start  by  ruling  out  any  kind 
of  nagging  or  recrimination.  The  work  addict  already 
is  unsure  of  himself,  and  the  last  thing  he  needs  is  to 
be  torn  down  some  more.  In  fact,  he  needs  to  under- 
stand that  his  spouse  is  actively  on  his  side.  In  cases 
where  a  husband  and  wife  have  difficulty  in  talking 
over  problems  together,  it  is  especially  important  to 
establish  that  "Fm-with-you-not-against-you"  bond. 
Then,  the  man  and  his  wife  should  set  up  some  concrete 
objectives — for  their  family  and  for  each  of  them  in- 
dividually. They  might  work  out  a  Ten  Year  Plan,  for 
example,  incorporating  the  things  they  really  want  to 
achieve  in  that  time,  given  the  assets  and  liabilities  they 
know  they  have.  How  much  salary  will  be  enough? 
Should  he  shoot  for  the  top  job?  (We  can't  all  become 
company  presidents,  and  when  the  chips  are  down,  most 
of  us  wouldn't  want  to  be.)  Is  the  marriage  itself  built 
on  a  solid  foundation  of  love  and  mutual  respect  that 
will  last  through  those  ten  years  and  beyond? 
Kuehnl.  What  if  the  husband  and  wife  are  not  able  to 
resolve  the  problems  that  cause  work  addiction? 
Dr.  Bradley.  A  neutral  third  party — perhaps  an  under- 
standing friend,  a  clergyman,  or  the  family  doctor — 
may  be  able  to  reach  the  work  addict  through  calm 
logic  and  reason.  In  severe  cases,  the  couple  can  seek 
help  from  a  marriage  counselor,  a  psychologist,  or  a  psy- 
chiatrist. But  whoever  wants  to  help  the  work  addict 
should  hit  hard  on  one  surprising  truth:  Any  man  or 
woman  who  manages  to  break  work  addiction  will  very 
likely  accomplish  more — in  less  time  and  with  less 
struggle — than  before.  END 
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Monotonous  tables  shouldn't  be! 

Nowadays  there's  no  excuse  for 

them.  China  and  pottery — never 

more  colorful  or  more  varied — run  a 

gamut  of  rainbow  hues,  exotic  borders, 

and  floral  prints.

At  the  sign 

of  the  lazy  lion  (below  left)  a  fantasy 

table  setting  for  the  young  in  heart, 

dramatized  by  a  jungle-dark  background, 

unexpected  touches  of  turquoise  in  the  napkin 

and  Mosaic  plastic  cup  and  saucer.  Far-East 

opulence  (above  left)  uses  an  all-pink  color 

scheme  with  primitive  Siamese  motif  on  plate 

and  mat.  Classique  silver  adds  an  exquisite  finale. 
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Restrained  and  dramatic  color 

blends  add  sheer  enchantment 

to  the  simplest  table  setting. 

These  four  tables  offer  a 

lesson  in  the  skillful  use  of 

color — at  times  muted,  at  times 

accented  by  bold  and  beautiful 

masses  of  flowers.  Beside  the 

delighted  dog,  an  emerald-green 

background  brings  out  the 

sparkling  aqua  tones  of  Cypress 

earthenware.  Try  a  hint  of  glossy 

brass  in  a  sugar  and  creamer;  add 

white  snaps  and  daisies.  Below,  a 

cascade  of  pirate  golds,  oranges,  and 

copper  hues  combine  to  form  a  bold  and 

balanced  composition.  Brilliant  tones  in 

the  flowered  plate  find  an  echo  somewhere 

in  the  table  setting,  with  the  same  strong  colors 

repeated  in  the  gold  and  orange  flowers. 
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By  the  cheerful  cat,  a  vividly 
striped  cloth  launches  a  taupe, 
mustard,  and  amber  color  scheme 
carried  out  by  each  table 
accessory.  Delicate  Lynnfield 
pattern  china  has  a  restrained 
border  of  stylized  wheat  sprays 
which  harmonize  subtly  with 
the  background.  Vivant  pattern 
silver  carries  out  the  slender 
striped  effect  of  the  cloth. 
Here,  we  used  a  multitude 
of  carmine  flowers  and  a  melon- 
colored  fruit  dish  as  opposite 
accents.  Try  a  like  color  scheme 
in  shades  of  bright  green  with 
massed  purple  flowers  to  offset  it. 
Below,  a  lovely  combination  of  cool 
green  and  gold.  The  Sampan  tableware 
in  mellow  celadon  green,  teams 
with  a  yellow  textured  cloth  to  provide  an 
unexpected  color  note  for  summer  indoor 
and  outdoor  dining.  Complete  the  elegant 
scheme  with  a  dash  of  brilliant,  contrasting 
color — ruby  goblet  and  stalks  of  persimmon 
gladiolus.  Orange  blooms  would  be  equally  good. 
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Tables  set  with  ingenious,  under- 
stated colors  are  timeless,  classic,  and 
elegant.  Their  impact  depends 
upon  attention  to  small  detail — the 
skillful  choice  of  an  accessory, 
the  proper  blending  of  both  muted 
and  dramatic  flower  tones.  When 
you're  using  place  mats,  it's 
important,  as  well,  to  pay 
attention  to  the  color  of  your 
table  top,  dark  or  light  wood, 
which  becomes  your  background 
color  in  place  of  cloth.  Above 
is  a  study  in  soft  woodland 
shades.  The  setting  utilizes 
earth  tones  in  the  Coquette 
pattern  plate  with  its  wreath  of 
shadow  roses.  The  tones  appear  in 
the  textured  place  mat  and  lighter 
colored  napkin.  The  glint  of  gold 
along  the  fluted  rim  is  repeated 
in  the  gold  flatware,  rose  napkin 
clip,  and  individual  salt  and  pepper. 
Sun-yellow  roses  intensify  the  cream- 
colored  table  top.  Pictured  below  is  a 
rich  mosaic  study  in  muted  green,  beige, 
and  Pompeian  red  against  a  dark-grained 
wood  table.  The  warm  red  accents  are 
carried  out  in  the  goblet,  napkin  clips,  and 
carnations.  For  a  surprise  note,  pink  flowers. 
Vision  silver  complements  the  Tableau  china 
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By  the  pretty  pink  lass  with  the 

delicate  air,  a  light  and  gay 

table  array  in  pastel  shades. 

All  tones  of  the  Arcadia  pattern 

china  are  repeated  in  the  color 

scheme.  Angelique  silver  carries 

out  the  Victorian  country -life 

theme.  For  a  period  setting 

like  this,  try  a  quaint  horn-of- 

plenty  folded  napkin,  a  lacy 

place  mat,  the  palest  of  blush-pink 

in  a  goblet.  And  for  the  centerpiece, 

a  garden  group  of  multicolored  blooms. 

Below,  a  study  in  gold  and  white 

uses  First  Love  china,  with  a  restrained 

fleur-de-lis  gold  motif,  to  show  off  to  full 

advantage  an  elaborately  embroidered 

place  mat  of  gold  butterflies.  For  the  right 

contrast,  try  a  sea-foam  green  goblet  and  a 

touch  of  Venetian  red  with  formal  white  flowers.

All  you  need  for  a  fabric  collage  are 
scissors,  fabric,  dry-mounting  paper,  pressed  board,  and  fabric  glue.

A  long,  long  pussy  cat  has  been  applied  to  a  velveteen  bolster  and  propped  on  a  wall-hung  bench. 
An  even  longer  fellow — with  some  selected  bird  friends  perched  on  his  back  and  head — has  been  used 
as  a  wall  hanging.  Heads  are  half  circles;  bodies  and  legs  are  from  rectangles;  ears,  toenails, 
and  bird  friends  are  triangles.  Shop  remnant  counters  for  colorful,  inexpensive  fabric.

To  copy  the  designs  pictured  here,  or  to  do  your  own,  first 
determine  the  size  you  want  the  wall  hanging  to  be,  and  have 
your  lumber  dealer  cut  any  pressed  board  to  the  exact 
measurement.  Cut  background  fabric  the  same  size,  making 
sure  patterned  material  is  straight  all  around.  Apply  an  inch  of 
fabric  glue  to  the  board  at  the  top.  Anchor  background  evenly 
to  board  and  allow  to  dry.  For  easy  handling  of  the  remaining 
fabric,  fold  it  straight  back  from  the  glued  edge.  It  is  then 
simple  to  keep  smooth  as  you  roll  it  forward  to  attach.  Glue 
only  about  four  inches  of  board  at  a  time,  smooth  the  finish 
with  a  clean  cloth  or  roller.  Next  comes  the  fun  part — 


Lay  the  wrong  side  of  your  design  fabric  on 
dry-mount  paper;  rub  lightly  with  palm  of 
hand,  to  stick.  Then,  as  you  cut  the  decorative 
shapes,  the  scissors  action  will  bond  the  edges, 
to  prevent  fraying.  (Buy  dry-mount  at  an  art 
or  photo  shop.)  Lay  cut  design  on  background 
and  cover  with  tissue  paper  to  avoid  direct 
contact  of  heat  while  pressing.  Move  a  warm 
iron  slowly  over  the  surface,  using  extra 
pressure  on  edges.  To  hang,  attach  wire  on 
board.  Also  try  cushions,  draperies,  and  curtains.

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The  major  change  was  made  with  red  corduroy,  a  sewing  ma- 
chine, and  patience.  Mrs.  Cuttler  sewed  the  cafe  curtains,  table 
skirt,  bedspread,  and  rugs.  The  wall  panel  was  glued  in  place, 
and  the  canopy  dropped  from  a  curtain  rod  on  the  ceiling.

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.1  is  said  that  no  American  ever  makes  his 
first  trip  to  New  England,  for  we  have  all 
been  there  before.  This  is  where  we  came 
from.  This  is  where,  in  pain  and  in  anger,  we 
presided  at  our  own  birth. 

For  a  long  time,  England  had  been  under 
the  impression  that  our  periodic  rumbling 
inside  her  stomach  was  only  mild  indiges- 
tion, but  at  last  she  winced  in  recognition 
when  we  started  tossing  tea  into  Boston  Har- 
bor, and  before  long,  a  rider  came  pounding 
through  the  night  to  tell  us  the  hour  was  at 
hand.  By  dawn,  we  waited  nervously  at  Lex- 
ington and  Concord.  Finally,  someone  ran 
out  of  patience,  squeezed  his  trigger,  re- 
ceived an  answer,  and  the  labor  pains  start- 
ed in  earnest.  Quickly  they  spread  to  Fort 
Ticonderoga,  to  Bunker  Hill,  Harlem 
Heights,  Bennington.  With  great  shrieks  of 
agony  rising  in  their  wake,  they  moved  on 
to  Brandywine  and  Saratoga,  to  Valley 
Forge  and  Cowpens.  The  suffering  seemed 
to  be  endless.  Then,  on  a  fine  October  eve- 
ning, the  bells  of  Boston's  Old  North  Church 
rang  out  in  exaltation.  Cornwallis  had  quit 
at  Yorktown,  and  there  we  were,  just  like 
that :  a  new  baby  born  to  the  family  of  na- 
tions, screaming,  naked,  independent,  ig- 
norant of  what  might  lie  ahead,  but  un- 
afraid to  face  any  challenge  so  long  as  we 
held  our  freedom. 

Time  has  had  its  usual  effect  on  the  coun- 
tryside of  our  childhood — concrete  snakes 
swarm  over  the  hills  now,  and  commerce 
darkens  the  sky — but  the  past  has  not  been 
evicted.  On  the  new  New  England  Heritage 
Trail,  a  2,000-mile  itinerary  on  the  scenic 
roads  of  six  states,  several  hundred  national 
shrines  stand  open  to  help  impress  on  your 
children  the  traditions  we  were  born  to.  You 
could  probably  spend  a  lifetime  at  it  and 
still  leave  much  unseen.  Or  you  could  do  as 
we  did  recently  and  touch  the  high  spots  in 
barely  two  weeks. 

In  planning  your  tour,  try  to  keep  in  mind 
that  the  Trail  was  designed  to  be  helpful, 
not  rigid.  By  changing  its  routing  now  and 
then,  by  wandering  off  on  side  trips  of  your 
own,  you  are  using  it  properly. 

In  the  following  outline  of  one  family's 
trip,  the  listed  hours  are  for  summer  months 
only;  they  frequently  change  in  October. 
When  one  price  is  given,  it  applies  to  every- 
one; when  two  are  included,  the  second  is 
for  children,  usually  age  12  and  under. 

Boston  and  environs  (2  days) 

Boston  Common,  the  city's  green  center 
and  the  oldest  public  park  in  America,  is  a 
suitable  starting  point.  The  British  army 
mustered  here  for  their  march  to  Bunker 
Hill.  So  did  local  regiments  bound  for  the 
Civil  War.  Emerson,  in  more  peaceful  times, 
brought  his  mother's  cows  here  for  grazing. 

Today,  the  glittering  dome  of  the  State 
House  shines  above  the  park's  north  corner 
(inside  the  building  are  historic  paintings,  statues, 
flags,  and  relics;  Monday-Friday  9-3;  free),  and 
behind  the  Common,  in  Public  Garden, 
swan  boats  carry  summer  tourists  on  a  large 
pond  set  among  flowers.  From  the  Common 
at  the  corner  of  Tremont  and  Park  Streets,

HERITAGE  TRAIL 


Another 
trip  you  owe 
your  f amily 


Nature  and  history  have  collaborated  to 
make  certain  sections  of  America  nearly 
perfect  vacation  spots.  Last  month  we  took 
you  to  one  of  these  areas — the  small, 
historic  triangle  marked  by  Washington, 
Gettysburg,  and  Philadelphia.  This  month 
we  visit  another — New  England — by  using 
a  newly  devised  circle  route  and  less  than 
two  weeks'  time.  In  future  issues,  our 
travel  editors  will  outline  several  other 
trips  each  American  family  should  take.

a  city-size  version  of  the  Heritage  Trail — 
Boston  calls  hers  the  Freedom  Trail — heads 
north  for  about  a  mile  and  a  half  through 
three  centuries  of  history.  Walk  the  trail; 
don't  drive  it.  The  only  thing  harder  than 
driving  in  Boston  is  finding  a  parking  space. 
Slightly  beyond  the  Park  Street  Church, 
where  "America"  was  sung  for  the  first  time 
in  public  in  1831,  the  trail  reaches  Gran- 
ary Burying  Ground  (daily  8-4).  Time- 
eroded  stones  mark  the  graves  of  Samuel 
Adams,  Paul  Revere,  Benjamin  Franklin's 
parents,  John  Hancock,  and  two  of  his  fel- 
low signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 


dence. Mary  Goose,  thought  to  be  Mother 
Goose,  also  lies  buried  there. 

The  trail  then  goes  east  to  King's  Chapel 
(daily  9-4;  Sunday  morning  services  at  11),  on 
past  the  site  of  our  first  public  school,  where 
Hancock,  Emerson,  Samuel  Adams,  and 
Cotton  Mather  studied,  to  the  statue  of 
Benjamin  Franklin  on  the  lawn  of  City  Hall. 
Near  by  is  the  Old  Corner  Book  Store,  used 
as  a  club  and  meeting  place  by  Longfellow, 
Hawthorne,  Whittier,  Holmes,  Emerson, 
and  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe.  Just  around  the 
corner  is  Old  South  Meeting  House,  where 
the  Boston  Tea   Party  was  planned.   This 
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building  was  once  a  church;  now  it  houses 
relics  (Monday-Friday  9-5,  Saturday  9-4;  25 
cents,  free) .  And  across  the  street,  a  plaque 
marks  the  site  of  Benjamin  Franklin's  birth. 
Boston  is  where  he  went  to  school  and  where 
he  learned  to  fly  kites — long  before  he 
moved  to  Philadelphia. 

Farther  on  stands  the  Old  State  House, 
where  royal  British  governors  ruled.  Later, 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  read 
to  the  public  from  the  east  balcony,  and  still 
later,  John  Hancock  was  inaugurated  here 
as  Massachusetts'  first  governor.  Now  re- 
stored, it  contains  a  maritime  museum  and 


a  collection  of  historic  objects  (Monday-Sat- 
urday 9-4;  free).  In  front  of  the  house,  a  cob- 
blestone circle  marks  the  site  of  the  Boston 
Massacre,  where  the  British,  in  1770,  fired 
on  and  killed  five  members  of  a  mob  that 
protested  the  quartering  of  troops  in  the 
town — the  first  bloodshed  of  the  smoldering 
Revolution. 

Then  the  trail  reaches  Faneuil  Hall  (pro- 
nounced "flannel"  without  the  first  "1"), 
nicknamed  "The  Cradle  of  Liberty"  for  its 
role  as  the  scene  of  public  meetings  that 
fanned  the  uprising.  Its  first-floor  market 
still  flourishes,  but  the  meeting  hall  on  the 


upper  floor  is  now  used  to  hold  historic 
paintings  and  a  military  museum  (Monday- 
Friday  10-4). 

Behind  Faneuil  Hall — not  part  of  the 
trail,  but  a  pleasant  interruption — is  Dur- 
gin-Park  restaurant.  New  England  abounds 
in  fine  eating  places.  Their  number  is  so 
enormous,  in  fact,  that  after  this,  none  will 
be  mentioned.  But  Durgin-Park's  famed 
Yankee  cooking  (Indian  pudding,  apple 
pandowdy,  Boston  baked  beans,  and  chow- 
der, for  example),  its  pleasantly  modest 
prices  (95  cents- $3.95),  and  its  informality 
(the  place  looks  like  a  vast  kitchen)  combine 
to  make  it  uniquely  attractive  to  wandering 
and  hungry  families  (Monday-Saturday  10:30- 
8: 30,  closed  Sunday) . 

Northward,  the  trail  then  hits  Paul  Re- 
vere country.  His  house,  built  in  1670,  a  cen- 
tury before  he  lived  there — it's  the  oldest 
house  in  Boston — is  restored  to  resemble  its 
probable  appearance  on  that  April  night 
when  he  looked  out  the  window,  saw  the 
lanterns,  and  dashed  to  Lexington  (Monday- 
Saturday  10-4;  25  cents,  free).  A  handsome 
statue  of  the  rider  on  horseback  dominates 
Paul  Revere  Mall,  near  by,  and  at  Old 
North  Church  the  trail  ends.  The  steeple 
from  which  the  lanterns  hung  was  blown 
down  in  1954,  but  replaced  a  few  months 
later.  This  is  Boston's  oldest  church  (daily 
10-4;  Sunday  services  at  11  and  4:30),  and  its 
bells  are  the  same  ones  that  rang  out  the 
news  of  Cornwallis'  surrender. 

For  families  that  have  some  time  left  over 
after  finishing  the  trail,  two  more  attractions 
lie  across  the  river  in  Charlestown,  a  mile 
or  so  away.  One  is  Bunker  Hill  Monument 
(daily  9-5;  10  cents  to  the  top — 294  steps,  no 
elevator),  a  221 -foot  obelisk  marking  the 
scene  of  that  battle  (on  Breed's  Hill,  not 
Bunker  Hill).  The  other  is  the  U.S.S.  Consti- 
tution, more  familiarly  known  as  "Old  Iron- 
sides," the  battered  veteran  of  40  engage- 
ments, most  notably  against  the  British  in 
the  War  of  1812.  Now  restored  and  sea- 
worthy, she  stands  at  the  U.S.  Naval  Ship- 
yard, Wapping  and  Chelsea  Streets,  where 
sailors  conduct  tours  on  board  (daily  9:30-4; 
free).  For  children,  in  particular,  the  ship 
serves  to  climax  the  day. 

Boston's  abundance  of  evening  entertain- 
ment is  too  large  to  enumerate  here.  News- 
paper listings  and  hotel  pamphlets  provide 
the  best  source  of  information  on  sports 
events,  art  shows,  theatrical  productions, 
lectures,  festivals,  motion  pictures,  and  eve- 
ning museum  exhibits.  For  families  fond  of 
well-played  music,  performances  by  the 
Boston  "Pops"  often  hold  the  strongest  ap- 
peal. Concerts  are  held  in  Symphony  Hall 
during  May  and  June  (nightly  except  Monday 
plus  Sunday  matinees  through  June  3,  then  nightly 
including  Monday  but  no  Sunday  performances; 
S1-S3.50).  After  that,  they  move  outdoors  to 
Hatch  Memorial  Shell,  on  the  bank  of  the 
Charles  River  Basin  (nightly  July  2-21;  free). 

A  second  day  in  the  Boston  area  allows 
time  for  making  the  short  excursion  across 
the  river  and  west  through  Cambridge — 
stopping  for  a  tour  of  Harvard  (morning  and 
afternoon  tours  on  week-  [Continued  on  page  114

He  learned  to  chef  in  the  days  when  he  led  pack 
trains  into  the  mountains  for  fishing  and  hunting. 

Dutch-oven  cookery  was  almost  a  necessity  on 
those  trips  into  the  back  country.  When  chow  was 
navy  beans  and  ham,  baked  some  12  hours  under- 
ground, his  ranch  guests  said  they  never  had  it  so 
good!  Try  his  out- West  recipe,  and  we  bet  you'll 
agree.  The  flavor  is  plain,  honest,  meaty. 
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Burgundy  Beefburgers — dreamed 
up  by  William  Merkelbach,  North 
Merrick,  New  York.  He  adds  sliced 
scallions  to  the  beef,  along  with  a 
couple  fingers  of  red  cooking  wine. 
Spring  'em  on  the  boss,  and  we 
predict  you'll  be  one  more  step  up 
the  ladder  (at  least  as  a  gourmet) . 


Easy  Pickin's.  That's  what  Fred 
Rosenkoff,  a  Miami  Beach  service- 
station  operator,  calls  these  ribs. 
The  glaze  blends  soy  sauce  and 
brown  sugar,  garlic  and  crystallized 
ginger.

Rolled  Rib  Roast,  Reshan.  You  might  think  that  no  one 
could  improve  on  plain  barbecued  roast  beef,  crusty  and 
brown  outside,  nice  and  pink  within.  But  meet  a  guy  who 
has:  Robert  Reshan  from  Racine,  Wisconsin. 

Before  it's  rolled,  the  roast  is  spread  with  minced  garlic 
and  prepared  horseradish;  then  on  the  spit,  it's  given  a 
rubdown  of  the  same!  Contrary  to  what  you  might  expect, 
the  beef  flavor  is  not  covered  up,  but  enhanced. 


Hickory  Smoked  Turkey  turns  out  about  as  brown  as 
the  hickory  bark,  but  that's  part  of  the  kick  of  chefing  it. 
The  bird  gets  a  salt  plaster  inside,  a  peppery  basting. 

When  you  come  to  gnawing  a  drumstick,  you'll  find  the 
meat  succulent  with  just  a  subtle  smoke  flavor — or  some- 
thing to  that  effect  is  what  Bob  Smith  of  St.  Louis  is  telling 
daughter  Lori.  Sliced  very  thin,  smoked  turkey  makes  a 
great  do-ahead-and-chill  appetizer  for  a  big  party. 


Peanut -buttered  Pork  Loin.  As  horticulturist  and  man- 
ager of  a  fruit  farm  in  La  Crescent,  Minnesota,  Wilburt 
Vollenweider  spends  all  seasons  outdoors — and  likes  it 
that  way.  So,  he  naturally  cottons  to  the  idea  of  cooking 
and  eating  in  the  fresh  air  (well,  in  summer,  anyhow). 

Although  his  youngsters  were  the  inspiration  for  basting 
a  pork  roast  with  peanut  butter  and  orange  juice,  the  fla- 
vor is  quite  grown-up — and  pleasantly  Southern.

FISH  for  trie  grill 


Late  Season  Trout 

Even  if  your  sea  food  is  store  bought,  this 
recipe's  "  worth  fishing  for"!  From  Brad- 
ford Angier,  Cambria,  California — 

Beat  to  blend  2  eggs,  1  tablespoon 
cream  or  milk,  1  teaspoon  dried  parsley 
flakes,  1  clove  garlic,  minced,  and  XA 


teaspoon  allspice.  Coat  8  cleaned  brook 
trout  inside  and  out  with  the  mixture. 
Put  1  or  2  strips  grilled  bacon  in  each 
trout  and  place  in  a  greased  wire  broil 
basket  or  on  a  greased  hot  grill.  Cook 
over  hot  coals  20  minutes  or  till  fish 
flakes  with  fork — turn  once.  Serve  with 
lemon  wedges.  Makes  8  servings. 


;    Fish  in  Corn  Husks 


Pan  fish  skip  the  pan  this  time.  William 
Davis,  Jamesville,  North  Carolina,  sug- 
gests seasoning  with  lemon;  Bemus  Coop- 
er, Maitland,  Florida,  places  bacon  on 
each  fish  before  wrapping  in  husks — 

In  the  cavity  of  each  cleaned  fish 
place  a  lump  of  butter  (cut  chunks  1- 
inch  wide  from  a  14,  -pound  stick)  and 
give  fish  a  generous  squirt  of  lemon 
juice.  Sprinkle  with  salt  and  fresh- 
ground  or  cracked  pepper. 

Wrap  each  in  a  whole  de-silked  corn 
husk,*  and  tie  with  string  at  the  silk 
end.  Place  on  bed  of  hot  coals;  cover 
top  with  more  coals.  Cook  about  15 
minutes  or  till  fish  flakes  when  tested 
with  fork.  Pass  extra  butter. 

*If  husks  are  quite  dry,  first  soak  in 
water  about  5  minutes. 

Fish  and  Bacon  variation:  Sprin- 
kle fish  cavity  with  salt  and  fresh- 
ground  pepper.  Place  a  bacon  strip 
down  each  side  of  fish  when  wrapping 
in  corn  husks.  Continue  as  above. 

Simple  Simon  Fish  Grill 

Smoldering  herbs  flavor  the  broiling  fish 
in  this  recipe  from  Robert  Bowens  of 
West  Seneca,  New  York.  When  the  big 
ones  are  biting,  remember  this  recipe! — 

Salt  a  cleaned  Wi-  to  2-pound  fish 
(whitefish,  trout,  or  similar  fresh-water 
fish).  Melt  XA  cup  butter  and  mix  in  1 
teaspoon  salt,  1  teaspoon  coriander 
seed,  crushed,  Y\  teaspoon  cardamom, 
a  dash  pepper,  2  tablespoons  lemon 
juice,  and  1  cup  yoghurt.  Coat  fish  in- 
side and  out  with  this  mixture.  Place  in 
wire  broil  basket  and  cook  over  coals 
till  fish  browns  on  both  sides  and  flakes 
when  tested  with  a  fork  (about  25  to  30 
minutes) — brush  often  with  the  sauce. 

Ten  minutes  before  end  of  cooking 
time,  make  a  bed  of  a  bunch  of  fennel, 
dill,  or  other  leafy  herb  on  grill  top  and 
lay  fish  on  the  greens.  Grill  till  herbs 
smolder  and  flavor  the  fish,  turning 
once.  Heat  remaining  sauce  to  pass  in 
bowl.  Makes  4  to  6  servings.

The  "frills" 
are  Bologna  "packages"  of  cheese  or

For  each  appetizer:  Spread  a 
big  Bologna  slice  with  prepared 
mustard  and  center  with  ^-inch 
cube  of  sharp  process  American 
cheese.  Enclose  cheese  by  barely 
overlapping  two  opposite  sides  of 
meat;  repeat  with  the  two  remain- 
ing sides  to  make  "frill."

Center  pineapple  on  spit — you  may 
need  to  pull  out  a  few  spikes  from 
center  and  "blaze  the  trail"  with  a 
small  skewer.

Let 
rotate  over  hot  coals  45  minutes  to 
1  hour,  basting  frequently  with 
mixture  of  ]/&  cup  maple-flavored 
syrup  and  3^  teaspoon  cinnamon.

Shrimp    cocktail    takes    on    delicious

1  teaspoon  dill  weed 

1  pound  large  shrimp,  peeled  and 
deveined 

Combine  first  four  ingredients  for 
marinade  and  pour  over  shrimp; 
cover  and  let  stand  6  hours  or  over- 
night in  refrigerator,  stirring  oc- 
casionally. Cook  shrimp  on  fine 
wire  grill  over  hot  coals  6  to  8  min- 
utes or  till  done,  turning  once  and 
brushing  often  with  marinade. 
Don't  overcook!  Heat  remaining 
marinade  and  serve  with  the 
shrimp.  Makes  3  to  4  servings. 

Hobo  Popcorn 

Foil  takes  this  All-American  favorite  to 
the  back-yard  barbecue.  The  idea  is 
from  L.  F.  Shinkel,  Tucson,  Arizona — 

For  4  servings,  cut  an  18-inch 
square  heavy-duty  foil  into  4 
squares.  In  center  of  each,  place  1 
teaspoon  salad  oil  and  1  tablespoon 
popcorn.  Bring  the  4  corners  of  foil 
to  center,  making  pouch  like  hobo 
knapsack.  Seal  edges  well.  With 
string,  tie  corners  of  each  pouch  to 
long-handled  barbecue  tool  or  green 
stick.  Place  pouch  directly  on  hot 
coals  and  shake  often  till  corn  is 
popped.  Open  pouch  and  season 
popcorn  with  melted  butterand  salt. 

Dolrny  Shrimp  Hip 

Just  the  thing  for  guests  to  enjoy  as  the 
meat  grills.  Robert  Malone,  Albion, 
Nezv  York,  is  the  winner.  Remember 
for  indoor  snacking,  too —

shrimp  soup 
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1  cup  shredded  sharp  process

1  envelope  strawberry-flavored

2  cups  sugar 

2  quarts  cold  water 

1    6-ounce  can  frozen  orange-juice 

concentrate 
1    6-ounce  can  frozen  lemonade 

concentrate 
1  quart  ice  cubes 

1  1-pint  12-ounce  bottle  ginger 
ale  (about  3j^  cups),  chilled 

Combine  drink  powders  and  sugar. 
Add  water  and  stir  to  dissolve.  Add 
frozen  concentrates.  Chill  till  serv- 
ing time.  Pour  over  ice  cubes.  Pour 
ginger  ale  slowly  down  side  of  bowl.

Shuck  oysters;  cut  in  thirds.  Divide 
oysters  among  12  half-shells.  Sea- 
son with  salt  and  pepper.  Blend 
butter,  onions,  and  parsley;  dot 
over  oysters.  Mix  crumbs  and 
cheese  and  sprinkle  over.  Pour  rock 
salt  into  large  foilware  pan  or  bak- 
ing dish  to  1  inch.

We  want  to  liven  up  our  sunny  initio  with  planters  filled 
with  colorful  and  easily  grown  (loners.  Suggestions, 
please.  F.A.,  San  Mateo,  California 

If  you  want  color  in  a  hurry,  go  heavily  to  annuals.  Try 
some  of  the  newer  originations,  such  as  zinnia  Old  Mexico 
with  its  fine  bronzy-orange  flowers  and  tough,  mildew-re- 
sistant foliage.  Rosie  O'Day  sweet  alyssum,  an  improved 
pink  form,  is  another  easy  one.  For  bold  masses  of  color,  use 
tetraploid  zinnia  State  Fair  which  has  huge  dahlia-flowered 
blooms  in  all  colors  and  is  hard  to  beat  for  fall  display. 
Started  plants  are  available  in  nurseries,  or  you  can  still 
plant  seed  for  effects  90  days  from  now. 

If  you  are  looking  for  something  more  permanent,  choose 
perennials  such  as  the  old-fashioned  feathery  asparagus 
fern  which  drapes  so  gracefully.  Ivy  geraniums — there  are 
many  colors  on  the  market  now — do  very  well  in  containers. 
Heavy-blooming  floribunda  roses  are  another  good  choice. 
Marguerites  are  dependable  old  stand-bys.  Besides  familiar 
white  and  yellow  forms,  consider  the  new  Pink  Champagne. 
I  brought  this  back  from  an  Australian  garden  tour,  shared 
it,  and  now  it's  quite  common  in  California  trade. 

Is  it  absolutely  necessary  to  prune  climbing  roses  this 
month?  Mrs.  M.G.,  Bellingham,  Washington 

For  continued  good  flowering  through  the  years — yes.  If 
climbers  have  not  been  pruned  for  many  years,  the  quality 
and  number  of  blooms  dwindle. 

W  hile  in  Italy  last  summer,  ive  saw  bougainvillea  used  as 
a  ground  cover  on  banks.  Could  ive  use  it  in  our  climate 
for  this  purpose?  U.K.,  Scottsdale,  Arizona 

Bougainvillea  revels  in  your  warm  climate  and  will  grow 
well  as  a  ground  cover.  It's  a  real  sun  lover,  but  some 
afternoon  shade  keeps  the  blooms  from  fading.  The  most 
spectacular  variety  for  your  region  is  Barbara  Karst,  which 
is  smothered  with  cherry-red  blossoms.  Another  good  plant 
in  the  bank-cover  category  is  lantana.  It  is  used  for  covering 
slopes  in  many  sections  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 

Coidd  you  tell  me  how  to  grow  the  ornamental  fountain- 
grass  and  hoiv  to  prepare  the  spikes  for  use  in  flower 
arrangements?  Mrs.  F.H.T.,  Bend,  Oregon 

Of  all  the  many  ornamental  grasses  available,  fountain- 
grass  (Pennisetum  ruppelii)  is  one  that  is  both  useful  and 
easy  to  grow.  The  round,  2-foot  clumps  are  topped  in  sum- 
mer with  shining,  coppery-purple  flower  spikes — ideal  for 
flower  arrangements,  especially  when  dried.  Foliage  dies 
down  in  wintertime  in  cold  areas  such  as  yours,  but  new 
growth  bounces  back  quickly  in  the  spring.  In  mild  climates, 
the  foliage  is  evergreen.  The  ornamental  spikes  should  be 
dried  carefully.  Cut  them  just  before  they're  full  blown 
and  hang  them  in  bunches  upside  down  in  a  cool,  airy  place 
for  a  couple  of  weeks  until  thoroughly  dry. 
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\\  e  leant  to  grow  tubbed  trees  on  our  roof  deck,  but  are 
concerned  with  their  weight.  Can  you  tell  us  about  light- 
weight C. C.  soil  mixes?  R.H.,  San  Francisco,  California 
This  phenomenal,  artificial  soil  mix,  developed  by  soil 
scientists  at  the  University  of  California,  has  revolution- 
ized culture  of  plants  in  containers.  All  "soil"  in  gardens 
atop  Kaiser  Center  in  Oakland  is  U.C.  mixture.  For  com- 
plete details,  send  for  Manual  23— The  U.C.  System  for  Pro- 
ducing Healthy  Container-Grown  Plants.

Are  crushed  volcanic  cinders  a  good  mulch  for  roses?  Our 
soaring  summer  temperatures  are  rough  on  theseflowers. 

F.P.,  Las  Vegas,  Nevada 
My  old  friend,  John  H.  van  Barneveld,  director  of  the 
Rose  Hills  Memorial  Park  Cemetery  at  Whittier,  California, 
says  he  couldn't  get  along  without  this  neat  red  mulch. 
The  park  is  the  site  of  one  of  the  official  test  gardens  of  the 
American  Rose  Society  and  contains  close  to  5,000  wonder- 
ful rose  plants.  Mr.  van  Barneveld  uses  a  one-inch  layer 
of  crushed  red  cinders.  His  experience  has  proved  the  H- 
to  XA  -inch  size  to  be  the  best  for  keeping  the  soil  beneath  it 
both  cool  and  moist. 

On  my  last  trip  to  Golden  Gate  Park  in  San  Francisco,  I 
saw  a  beautiful  pink-flowered  tree  called  the  Persian  silk- 
tree.  Would  it  thrive  this  far  north?  K.F.E.,  Salem,  Oregon 

I  know  of  several  specimens  at  the  Ballard  Locks  in 
Seattle,  as  well  as  one  growing  on  the  University  of  Utah 
campus  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Though  they  prefer  a  hotter, 
drier  climate,  I  believe  you  can  succeed  with  it. 

Their  habit  is  generally  graceful.  When  the  trees  are  ma- 
ture, they  assume  a  vase-shaped  appearance,  but  if  they're 
subject  to  any  wind  at  all,  chances  are  the  branches  will 
grow  horizontally  and  form  an  interesting  fernlike  canopy. 
Soft  puffs  of  pink-  to  apricot-colored  blossoms  in  June, 
July,  and  August  make  this  a  real  traffic  stopper.  To  be 
sure  of  getting  the  tree  you  want,  request  it  by  its  botanical 
name,  Albizzia  julibrissin. 

Fm  not  exactly  a  lazy  gardener,  but  I  am  interested  in 
annuals  which  reseed  themselves.  Any  suggestions? 

Mrs.  G.A.H.,  Idaho  Falls,  Idaho 

The  trick  is  not  to  disturb  the  soil  beneath  plants  once 
seed  pods  form.  Calendulas,  Virginian  stock,  larkspurs,  and 
Shirley  poppies,  just  to  name  four,  come  up  again.  Strains 
"run  out"  in  a  few  seasons  and  flowers  get  smaller  and 
colors  often  fade.  I'd  suggest,  for  the  few  cents  involved, 
sowing  new,  improved  varieties  each  season. 

W  ould  you  name  three  good  plants  for  slope  control — ones 
that  root  as  they  spread?        A.C.P.,  Modesto,  California 

Such  plants  are  worth  their  weight  in  gold  for  holding 
soil  and  acting  as  fire  stops.  Three  of  the  best  are  bugle- 
weed,  St.  JohnsWort  and  ice-plant.  The  latter  is  available 
in  a  wide  variety  of  low-growing  forms  and  colors.

days,  afternoon  tours  on  Sunday;  free) 
—to  Lexington  and  Concord. 

The  Battleground  at  Lexington, 
really  the  city's  Common,  is  a  rela- 
tively small  grass  triangle,  not 
physically  imposing.  But  this  is 
where  it  started.  As  400  British 
troops  marched  into  view,  75  Min- 
ute Men  assembled  on  the  green 
and  listened  to  their  captain,  John 
Parker.  His  words  are  inscribed  on 
a  boulder  there:  "Stand  your 
ground.  Don't  fire  unless  fired 
upon ;  but  if  they  mean  to  have  a 
war,  let  it  begin  here."  Eight  of  the 
Minute  Men  who  fell  there  shortly 
afterward  lie  buried  at  the  Old 
Monument,  at  the  west  end  of  the 
Common. 

Up  the  street,  at  the  Hancock- 
Clarke  House,  John  Hancock  and 
Sam  Adams  had  been  wakened 
late  the  previous  night  by  the 
knocking  of  Paul  Revere.  A  few 
hours  later,  at  Buckman  Tavern, 
across  from  the  village  green,  the 
militiamen  had  gathered  to  see 
what  history  had  in  store.  By  after- 
noon, the  British  had  set  up  a  tem- 
porary hospital  in  near-by  Munroe 
Tavern. 

All  three  buildings  are  much  the 
same  as  they  were  on  that  fateful 
morning.  Powder  horns  hang  in 
Buckman  Tavern,  and  bullet  holes 
puncture  its  door.  (Each  building  is 
open  Monday-Saturday  10-5,  Sunday 
1-5;  40  cents,   10  cents.) 


C 


oncord,  the  scene  of  that  day's 
second  battle,  later  acquired  a 
reputation  as  the  home  of  great  lit- 
erature. Emerson,  Hawthorne, 
Thoreau,  the  Alcotts — all  once 
lived  and  wrote  here;  and  their 
houses,  too,  remain  largely  un- 
changed. Overlooking  historic 
North  Bridge  and  the  famous  Min- 
ute Man  statue,  where  "the  shot 
heard  round  the  world"  was  fired, 
stands  one  of  Hawthorne's  homes, 
the  Old  Manse  [Monday-Saturday 
10-5,  Sunday  1-5;  50  cents,  20  cents). 
Past  Concord  Square  on  Lexington 
Road,  a  half  mile  beyond  Emer- 
son's house  ( Tuesday-Saturday  10- 1 1 
and  1:30-5:30,  Sunday  2:30-5:30; 
35  cents,  15  cents),  are  Orchard 
House  (Monday-Saturday  10-5,  Sun- 
day 2-6;  50  cents,  20  cents)  and  the 
Wayside  {by  appointment;  50  cents, 
30 cents).  In  the  latter,  Louisa  May 
Alcott  grew  up;  in  the  former,  she 
wrote  Little  Women.  Across  the 
street  from  Emerson's  home  is 
Antiquarian  House,  a  repository  of 
literary  and  early  war  mementos 
(Monday-Saturday  10-5,  Sunday  2-5; 
50  cents,  20  cents).  Included  among 
its  1 7  rooms,  all  furnished  with  an- 
tiques, are  a  replica  of  Emerson's 
study,  a  Thoreau  room,  and  a 
diorama  of  the  Battle  of  Concord. 

Of  course,  the  most  famous  writ- 
er's home — Thoreau's  small  hut  at 
Walden  Pond — vanished  many- 
years  ago  into  immortality.  The 
pond  has  since  been  taken  over  by 
fishermen  and  swimmers.  But  a 
man  could  still  make  his  peace  with 
nature  there.  Like  Thoreau,  he 
could  watch  the  breeze  on  the  wa- 


ter, "quick  as  a  kitten  playing  with 
dead  leaves,"  and  sit  beneath  the 
arrowy  pines  to  see  a  bluebird 
carry  the  sky  on  its  back.  In  time, 
he  might  even  come  to  concur  with 
Thoreau's  odd  theory  on  honor: 
that  the  most  distinguished  epaulet 
a  man  can  ever  wear  is  when  a 
sparrow  alights  on  his  shoulder. 

Up  the  coast  to  Bar 
Harbor  (2  days) 

This  summer,  most  of  the  Heri- 
tage Trail — and  next  summer,  all 
of  it — will  be  marked  by  road  signs 
that  carry  the  emblem  printed  at 
the  top  of  this  article.  From  Boston, 
they  go  north  on  U.S.  1  and  1A, 
with  occasional  digressions  on  by- 
roads nearer  the  coast.  This  choice 
of  a  shore  route  is  appropriate,  for 
the  ocean  is  a  dominant  force  in 
New  England.  Driving  north,  you 
first  see  its  influence  in  Marble- 
head,  then  in  Salem. 

For  a  long  time  during  the  18th 
century,  Salem  was  a  major  Ameri- 
can port,  made  rich  by  the  China 
trade,  and  stately  homes  of  that 
period  still  stand  on  Chestnut 
Street.  Near  the  harbor,  three  ad- 
ditional old  structures  compose  the 
Salem  Maritime  National  Historic 
Site:  Derby  Wharf,  a  base  for  pri- 
vateering and  later  for  the  China 
and  East  India  trade;  Derby  House 
(daily  9-5;  25  cents,  free),  the  oldest 
brick  house  in  Salem;  and  Custom 
House  (daily  9-5;  free),  where  Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne  once  worked. 
Hawthorne  was  born  just  a  short 
walk  away,  not  far  from  the  House 
of  the  Seven  Gables  (daily  10-5; 
$1.25,  35  cents),  named  from  his 
famous  novel. 

Gloucester,  at  the  southern  end 
of  Cape  Ann,  also  takes  its  living 
from  the  sea,  but  by  fishing  rather 
than  commerce.  And  the  sea  has 
exacted  its  price:  a  reported 
10,000  fishermen  who,  since  the 
city's  settlement  in  1623,  have  left 
port  without  returning.  A  statue 
to  their  memory  now  stands  near 
the  harbor.

lIso  in  Gloucester,  you  can  pick 
up  a  map  of  the  scenic  Cape  Ann 
Trail,  a  road  that  circles  this  small 
jut  of  land  within  a  few  feet  of  the 
water.  Here  and  there,  a  sandy 
beach  decorates  the  shore,  but 
more  typical  are  the  high  thrusts  of 
rock  dressed  in  fancy  ruffles  of  sea- 
foam.  There  is  no  need  to  ask  why 
dozens  of  artists  flock  here  every 
summer  setting  up  their  colonies 
among  a  cluster  of  historic  houses. 

New  Hampshire's  seacoast,  18 
miles  long,  is  dominated  by  Hamp- 
ton Beach,  a  broad  and  lovely 
stretch  of  sand  that  includes  a  large 
state  park.  An  hour  or  so  spent 
swimming  in  its  surf  can  refresh 
families  weary  from  travel. 

Then  the  Heritage  Trail  enters 
Maine,  with  its  "stern  and  rock- 
bound  coast."  If  there  exists  such  a 
thing  as  visual  crescendo,  the  sea 
road  north  from  Kittery  supplies  a 
good  example  of  it  as  it  mounts 
from  York  Village  to  Bald  Head 
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Cliff  to  Ogunquit,  Wells  Beach, 
and,  ultimately,  Kennebunkport, 
Cape  Porpoise,  and  Goose  Rocks 
Beach,  clustered  omCape  Arundel. 
By  the  time  they  reach  the  out- 
skirts of  Portland,  most  tourists  are 
exhausted  from  looking  at  sea- 
scapes, and  start  looking  instead 
for  a  lobster  dinner  and  lodgings 
for  the  night.  The  lobster  is  easily 
come  by,  but  for  those  who  haven't 
made  reservations,  lodgings  some- 
times aren't.  This  always  poses  a 
problem.  On  the  one  hand,  a  trip 
can  become  too  rigid  if  you  plan  it 
all  weeks  in  advance.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  you  wait  too  long — and 
many  motels  are  filled  by  noon — 
you  might  have  to  sleep  in  your  car. 
Perhaps  the  most  serviceable  com- 
promise is  to  plot  your  route  day  by 
day,  deciding  each  morning  where 
you'll  want  to  spend  that  night, 
then  wiring  or  phoning  ahead. 
(Some  motel  and  hotel  chains  will 
do  this  wiring  for  you.)  Through- 
out New  England,  accommoda- 
tions are  consistently  clean  and  at- 
tractive, and  you'll  rarely  get  stuck 
with  something  distasteful. 

An  the  morning,  any  young  sail- 
ors traveling  in  your  car  will  prob- 
ably persuade  you  to  stop  in  Port- 
land, or  beyond  that  at  Boothbay 
Harbor,  for  a  boat  ride  on  the 
ocean.  Leaving  from  Portland's 
Custom  House  Wharf,  there  are 
daylight  tours  (at  10  and  2),  a  sun- 
set cruise  (at  5:30),  and  a  moon- 
light ride  on  the  bay  (at  9).  Each 
trip  takes  from  two  to  three  hours 
($2-$4,  S1.20-S3).  From  Boothbay 
Harbor,  there  are  40  excursions 
daily,  one  a  tour  to  Monhegan 
Island,  10  miles  off  the  coast.  A 
round  trip  occupies  six  and  a  half 
hours,  three  of  them  spent  on  the 
island  (from  Pier  5  daily  at  10,  Sun- 
day at  11,  June  24-September  10; 
$6,  S3,  children  under  5 free).  At  Wis- 
casset,  on  the  road  to  Boothbay 
Harbor,  you'll  see  the  hulks  of  two 
cargo  ships,  the  Hesper  and  the 
Luther  Little,  lying  grounded  at  the 
picturesque  wharf,  rotting  ghosts 
of  an  earlier  day  when  this  was  one 
of  Maine's  chief  seaports.  Reputed- 
ly, the  two  old  schooners  are  the 
state's  most  photographed  objects. 
But  New  England  has  a  number 
of  scenic  old  seaports,  many  fine 
beaches,  hundreds  of  mountains, 
dozens  of  rebuilt  shrines.  Its  Na- 
tional Park — Acadia,  on  Maine's 
Mount  Desert  Island — is  the  only 
one  of  its  kind.  Frequently,  tourists 
arrive  at  Bar  Harbor,  the  gateway 
to  the  park,  seeking  directions  to 
the  roller  coasters  and  the  cages 
where  camels  are  kept.  This  is  ur- 
ban confusion.  Acadia  Park  isn't 
like  Coney  Island,  and  neither  is  it 
a  zoo.  Its  charms  have  a  softer  ap- 
peal: wildlife  roaming  unmolested 
through  the  trees  of  Cadillac 
Mountain;  granite  peaks,  fes- 
tooned in  season  with  500  species  of 
flowers;  pounding  surf  and  quiet 
coves  backed  by  nature  trails  and 
camp  sites.  Some  families  find  it

boring.  After  glancing  around  for 
an  hour  or  so,  they  drive  off  glum- 
ly, disappointed,  looking  for  live- 
lier action.  Others  could  stay  here 
forever.  Ours,  because  of  a  perfect 
moment  on  the  side  of  Cadillac 
Mountain,  will  always  hold  it  in 
special  affection. 

We  were  standing  up  there  in 
the  dark  one  morning,  waiting  to 
be  the  first  family  in  the  country  to 
see  the  sun  that  day,  when  two 
deer — a  doe  and  a  wobbly  fawn — 
deciding  to  share  the  distinction, 
wandered  out  of  the  woods  to  join 
us  just  as  the  light  hit  the  water. 
Not  an  arm's  length  apart,  we 
stood  for  five  minutes  watching  the 
ocean  catch  fire — the  deer,  who 
saw  it  every  day,  no  less  impressed 
than  we  were.  An  old  Yankee  farm- 
er had  made  the  climb  with  us.  and 
someone  said  in  open  envy  that  it 
must  be  a  privilege  to  live  in  a 
place  where  a  man  can  rest  his  eyes 
on  such  beauty  and  his  hand  on  the 
neck  of  a  fawn.  "Ayeh,"  he  con- 
ceded. "Guess  you  could  say  that 
God  thinks  highly  of  us." 

Westward  to  Lake 
Champlain  (2-3  days) 

Mark  Twain  once  claimed  to 
have  counted  1 36  different  kinds  of 
weather  inside  of  24  hours  in  New 
England.  Few  visitors  note  so  ex- 
travagant a  variety,  but  most  of 
them  experience  at  least  a  little 
rain,  especially  in  the  spring  and 
fall.  For  us,  it  began  as  we  left  Bat- 
Harbor  and  continued  till  we 
reached  New  Hampshire.  It 
drowned  out  any  plans  we  might 
have  had  for  following  the  side 
trail  north  to  Aroostook  County, 
where  those  big  potatoes  grow,  and 
prevented  us  from  testing  for  our- 
selves the  fishing  on  Maine's  inland 
lakes,  so  highly  recommended. 

But  even  viewed  through  a  car's 
rainy  windows.  Maine  is  pleasant 
country.  We  passed  an  enjoyable 
afternoon  just  looking  at  scenery, 
counting  road  signs  (our  unofficial 
tabulation  shows  that  four  appear 
most  often:  "Fried  Clams,"  "Fresh 
Lobsters,"  "Antiques,"  and  "Hon- 
ey"), making  up  songs  of  commis- 
eration ("The  Rain  in  Maine  Falls 
Mainly  on  the  Tourists"),  and 
sharing  items  from  the  swoppers' 
column  of  a  regional  magazine 
called  Yankee  ("Will  construct  1 
set  of  artificial  dentures  in  swop  for 
1928-31  Ford  roadster  or  coupe  in 
reasonably  good  condition" ) .  Then, 
at  Gorham,  New  Hampshire,  the 
sun  was  waiting  for  us. 

Gorham  lies  at  the  turnoff  point 
for  the  first  of  three  major  north- 
south  notches  that  cut  through 
New  Hampshire's  White  Moun- 
tains. Each  of  the  notches — Pink- 
ham,  Crawford,  and  Franconia, 
taking  them  east  to  west — is 
blessed  with  first-rate  attractions, 


and  the  problem  is  seeing  them  all. 
We  solved  it  simply  by  staying  an 
extra  day,  one  we  hadn't  planned 
on.  Other  families,  depending  on 
the  season,  have  evolved  two  dif- 
ferent techniques.  In  the  fall,  they 
drive  south  through  Pinkham 
Notch  (or,  alternatively,  through 
Crawford  Notch,  if  they  want  to 
climb  Mt.  Washington  by  railway 
rather  than  car),  then  west  on  the 
new  Kancamagus  Highway  and 
through  some  of  New  England's 
most  gorgeous  foliage  in  the  White 
Mountain  National  Forest,  and  up 
Franconia  Notch.  In  other  seasons, 
they  descend  Pinkham  Notch,  go 
up  Crawford  Notch,  then  dip  back 
into  Franconia  Notch  to  see  the 
Old  Man  of  the  Mountain. 

lVxt.  Washington,  by  whatever 
road  you  get  there,  is  the  high  spot 
of  the  area — quite  literally,  in  fact, 
the  highest  spot  in  New  England. 
It  rises  6,288  feet  into  the  clouds, 
topped  by  a  U.S.  weather  station 
and  a  Summit  House  for  tourists, 
where  food  and  gifts  are  sold. 

From  Pinkham  Notch,  eight 
miles  south  of  Gorham,  you  can 
ride  to  the  top  on  the  toll  road.  If 
you  wish,  you  can  drive  your  own 
car  up  {car  and  driver  $5,  passengers 
$1  each),  but  it  isn't  an  easy  job — 
eight  winding  miles  on  a  thin 
gravel  road,  never  shifting  out  of 
low  gear.  Or  you  can  relax  in  a  sta- 
tion wagon  chauffered  by  an  expert 
(daily  8-8;  $4).  A  slower  but  more 
intriguing  way  to  get  there  is  by 
riding  the  world's  first  cog  railway, 
built  in  1869,  from  its  base  at  the 
west  side  of  the  mountain,  near 
Bretton  Woods,  in  Crawford  Notch 
(hourly  trips  each  day  from  July  through 
Labor  Day,  daily  trips  at  11  and  2: 15 
from  mid-June  to  July  and  from  Labor 
Day  to  mid-October;  3-to-4-hour  round- 
trip  $4.95). 

All  through  the  mountains,  there 
are  other  conveyances — ski  lifts, 
tramways,  airborne  gondolas — 
that  rise  to  less  lofty  lookouts.  In 
each  case  the  ride  is  enjoyable,  and 
in  each  case  the  view  is  superb. 
Among  the  best  is  the  Skimobile, 
just  outside  North  Conway  (daily 
9-8  July  through  Labor  Day,  other 
times  daily  9-5;  $1.50,  75  cents, 
children  under  6 free). 

Another  of  the  state's  major 
tourist  attractions,  the  famous  Old 
Man  of  the  Mountain,  stands  near 
the  top  of  Franconia  Notch,  1,200 
feet  above  Profile  Lake.  Rarely 
does  anyone  visit  the  state  without 
stopping  to  look  at  the  craggy  old 
face  and  wondering  by  what 
strange  process  of  nature  it  ever 
came  to  be  carved  there. 

According  to  legend,  you  don't 
need  a  map  to  tell  you  when  you've 
entered  Vermont.  Immediately, 
nature  calms  down.  In  New 
Hampshire,     the    mountains    are

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high  and  rugged ;  in  Vermont, 
they're  lower  and  soft.  Vermont  is 
the  only  New  England  state  that 
doesn't  touch  the  ocean,  but  its 
hills  seem  to  carry  a  nautical  roll, 
as  if  the  spirit  of  the  sea  had  some- 
how moved  westward  and  imposed 
its  shape  on  the  land. 

Yet  beneath  their  soft  contours, 
Vermont's,  hills  hold  granite — just 
as  do  the  Yankees  who  live  there, 
"trained  by  bitter  experience  to 
the  wisdom  of  suspicion,"  as  Dr. 
John  M.  Thomas  once  put  it.  In- 
deed, the  world's  largest  granite 
quarry  is  located  outside  Bane 
{daily  8:30-5;  free  guided  tours  and 
exhibit  hall).  Sugaring  is  another  in- 
dustry centered  in  Vermont,  and 
in  Barre.  at  Ayers  and  West  Pat- 
terson Streets,  the  Maple  Museum 
offers  tours  of  its  plant  and  free 
samples  of  maple  candy  (Monday- 
Saturday  8-5,  plus  Sundays  in  July 
and  August;  free}. 

The  Stowe-Mount  Mansfield 
area  is  New  England's  foremost 
skiing  center,  and  in  summer  a 
haven  from  sweltering  cities.  You 
can  drive  to  the  summit  on  the  toll 
road  (daily  8-6;  $2 for  cars  with  fewer 
than  three  people,  otherwise  S3),  or  ride 
the  aerial  chair  lift  (daily  8:30-5, 
June  23-October  12;  $1.50,  7 5  cents). 

Then,  after  passing  through 
Smugglers'  Noteh,  the  Heritage 
Trail  slides  down  the  mountain  to 
Lake  Champiain  and  the  Shel- 
burne  Museum,  seven  miles  south 
of  Burlington.  Here,  spread  over 
40  acres,  are  three  centuries  of 
Americana,  including  an  old  coun- 
try store  and  apothecary  shop,  a 
horseshoe  barn,  a  covered  bridge, 
even  the  last  of  the  side-wheel 
steamers,  .  the  .  S.S.  Ticonderoga, 
moored  on  dry  land  near  a  trans- 
planted lighthouse.  Cigar  store  In- 
dians and  weather  vanes  are  dis- 
played in  the  Stagecoach  Inn,  and 
in  Beach  Hunting  Lodge,  new  this 
year,  there  are  North  American 
big  game  trophies.  As  a  hint  of  how 
much  time  to  allow,  museum  tick- 
ets are  good  for  two  days  (daily  9-5; 
$2.50,  50  cents). 

Shelburiie  to 
Sturbridge  (2-3  days) 

Families  foresighted  enough  to 
carry  a  lunch  basket  with  them, 
either  as  a  means  of  saving  time 
and  money  or  simply  because  they 
like  picnics,  will  find  all  six  New 
England  states  amenable  to  their 
plan,  but  Vermont  in  particular. 
Sprinkled  with  large  parks,  public 
campgrounds,  and  roadside  picnic 
tables,  "every  American's  second 
state,'"  as  it  likes  to  call  itself,  has 
apparently  figured,  quite  reason- 
ably, that  no  one  who  can  have 
such  scenery  with  his  meals  ever 
wants  to  eat  indoors.  Especially 
when  the  leaves  are  turning  color, 
Vermont  by  itself  could  supply  the 
settings  for  all  the  world's  picture 
postcards,  and  travelers  on  the 
Heritage  Trail  bear  witness  to 
much  of  this  grandeur. 

Past  Rutland — there's  a  second 
marble    exhibit    about    six    miles

away  (daily  9-5;  free) — the  Trail 
heads  south  on  the  Ethan  Allen 
Highway,  named  for  the  leader  of 
the  Green  Mountain  Boys,  who 
captured  Fort  Ticonderoga  with- 
out the  loss  of  a  man.  Then,  at  the 
foot  of  the  state,  at  Bennington, 
where  a  206-foot  Battle  Monument 
(daily  9-5;  50  cents,  25  cents)  com- 
memorates the  decisive  Revolu- 
tionary fight  in  which  the  Yankees 
beat  Burgoyne,  the  Trail  turns  east 
through  Green  Mountain  National 
Forest.  The  commander  of  the 
Yankee  troops  that  day  was  Gen-' 
eral  John  Stark,  and  the  road 
through  the  forest  is  named,  for  his 
wife,  the  Molly  Stark  Trail.  Slight- 
ly beyond  the  forest's  east  bound- 
ary is  the  Molly  Stark  State  Park, 
and  past  that,  Hogback  Mountain 
and  its  awesome  splash  of  nature. 
At  Brattleboro,  some  tourists 
turn  south  and  head  for  Massachu- 
setts. Others,  with  more  time  at 
their  disposal,  keep  driving  east 
through  southwest  New  Hamp- 
shire to  the  Cathedral  of  the  Pines, 
near  Rindge.  Erected  in  1946,  tu.'s 
outdoor  in  terdenominationalshrii.e 
stands  as  a  memorial  to  all  Amer- 
ica's war  dead  (organ  meditations 
daily  11-12:30  and  2-4:30). 

in  Massachusetts,  the  first  attrac- 
tion is  the  fine  old  town  of  Deer- 
field.  Twice  wiped  out  by  Indians, 
it  now  lays  claim  to  America's 
prettiest  street,  quaint  and  love- 
ly Old  Deerfield  Street,  whose 
houses,  some  of  them  open  to  the 
public,  date  from  the  1 7th  and  1 8th 
centuries. 

A  few  miles  north  is  the  starting 
point  of  the  storied  Mohawk  Trail, 
which  now  cuts  through  50,000 
acres  devoted  to  recreation:  nine 
state  forests  and  reservations.  Its  63 
miles  are  further  recommended  by 
the  Bridge  of  Flowers,  near  Shel- 
burne  Falls,  by  countless  summits 
and  lookout  points,  and  by  the  Na- 
tural Bridge,  near  North  Adams. 

In  wintertime,  the  Berkshire 
Hills,  which  enfold  this  old  Indian 
horse  trail,  are  a  thriving  ski  re- 
sort; in  summer,  they  nurture  the 
arts.  The  Berkshire  Playhouse,  in 
Stockbridge  (Monday-Saturday  eve- 
nings plus  Wednesday  and  Saturday 
matinees,  June  25-September  15;  $2- 
$4),  is  among  the  best  in  New 
England,  and  the  Berkshire  Music 
Festival,  in  Lenox,  is  among  the 
best  in  the  world.  The  Festival  is 
held  annually  at  Tanglewood,  the 
huge  estate  on  Hawthorne  Road 
where  the  Boston  Symphony  Or- 
chestra makes  its  summer  home 
(symphony  concerts  Friday  and  Satur- 
day at  8,  Sunday  at  2:30,  July  6- 
August  26;  S2.50-S6.50). 

From  the  Berkshires,  the  Heri- 
tage Trail  goes  south  all  the  way  to 
Norwalk,  Connecticut,  before  re- 
turning to  Old  Sturbridge  Village 
by  way  of  Hartford  and  Spring- 
field. Some  families  choose  to  save 
a  day  by  driving  directly  to  Stur- 
bridge from  Lenox  on  the  Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike.  Frequently,

their  explanation  is  that  New  York 
suburbs  don't  really  count  as  a 
genuine  part  of  New  England. 

Those  who  reason  otherwise  can 
enjoy  this  southern  loop.  It  carries 
them  through  the  Litchfield  Hills, 
as  soothing  as  the  Berkshires,  then 
to  such  Connecticut  towns  as  Strat- 
ford and  New  Haven.  At  New 
Haven,  there  are  tours  of  Yale 
{Monday-Saturday  at  10:30,  1:30, 
and  3,  Sunday  at  1:30  and  3;  free), 
and  Stratford  offers  the  rousing 
plays  of  the  American  Shakespeare 
Festival  (Tuesday-Saturday  evenings 
plus  matinees  at  3  on  Wednesday,  Sat- 


urday, and  Sunday; 


25). 


The  problem  ultimately  posed 
by  Old  Sturbridge,  in  south  central 
Massachusetts,  is  how  to  pull  your- 
self away.  One  of  the  world's  most 
renowned  restorations,  its  200 
acres  hold  39  buildings  laid  out  as 
a  typical  New  England  village  of  a 
century  and  a  half  ago  (daily  9:30- 
5:30;  $2.50,  $1  for  children  12-77, 
others  60  cents).  Nothing  has  been 
overlooked.  Workmen  dressed  in 
authentic  costumes  skillfully  turn 
their  hand  to  such  crafts  as  candle- 
dipping,  spinning,  metal  forging, 
and  printing  newspapers  by  hand. 
A  troubadour  on  the  village  green 
laces  the  air  with  folk  songs,  while 
kids  put  their  heads  in  the  pillory 
to  have  their  pictures  taken,  then 
rush  off  to  ride  the  horse-pulled 
wagon  through  a  covered  bridge 
past  an  old  grist  mill.  As  an  exer- 
cise in  living  history,  New  England 
has  nothing  better.  Plan  on  spend- 
ing the  day. 

The  Southern 
Coast  (2-3  days) 

The  fervor  with  which  New 
Englanders  guard  the  past  is  some- 
times said  to  grow  more  intense  the 
farther  north  you  travel,  then  to 
wane  when  you  drop  south  of  Bos- 
ton, where  the  hum  of  modern  life 
gets  louder.  To  a  point,  this  view 
may  be  accurate,  but  along  the 
southern  coast,  as  elsewhere,  pock- 
ets of  history  have  been  fiercely 
protected  from  the  ravishments  of 
time.  A  case  in  point  on  the  Heri- 
tage Trail  is  the  ivy-covered,  for- 
tresslike castle  of  William  Gillette, 
the  late  actor,  in  East  Haddam, 
Connecticut. 

Gillette,  to  insure  the  perpetua- 
tion of  this  sumptuous,  sprawling 
retirement  mansion,  firmly  in- 
structed his  executors  "to  see  to  it 
that  the  property  did  not  fall  into 
the  hands  of  some  blithering  sap- 
head  who  has  no  conception  of 
where  he  is  or  with  what  surround- 
ed." And  indeed  his  wishes  pre- 
vailed. The  amazing  structure  still 
exists  in  all  its  medieval  splendor, 
and  around  it  now  is  a  pleasant 
state  park,  overlooking  the  Con- 
necticut River.  In  the  24  rooms  of 
the  castle  itself  (daily  11-5;  30  cents) 
are  rare  and  intricate  furnishings 
and  mementos  of  the  actor's  ca- 
reer, much  of  it  spent  playing  Sher- 
lock Holmes. 

Farther  south  on  the  river,  at 
Essex,  nostalgic  old  sea  captains' 


houses  line  Main  Street,  and  east 
of  that,  straddling  the  Thames,  are 
the  seaport  towns  of  New  London 
and  Groton,  where  the  past  and 
the  present  coexist. 

As  early  as  1646,  Pilgrims  had 
settled  this  deep-water  harbor,  and 
during  the  Revolutionary  War, 
privateers  made  their  rendezvous 
here — which  led  the  British,  under 
Benedict  Arnold,  to  burn  both 
towns  in  1781.  After  the  war,  the 
whaling  industry  accounted  for 
their  revival,  and  the  sea  is  still 
the  main  interest.  In  New  London, 
the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  Academy 
has  its  home  on  the  river's  west 
bank  (grounds  open  daily  9-6),  and  in 
Groton,  on  the  opposite  shore,  is 
the  U.S.  Naval  Submarine  Base 
(not  open  to  the  public).  Through  a 
periscope  at  the  Submarine  Li- 
brary (Monday-Saturday  9-5;  free), 
tourists  can  see  where  the  Nautilus, 
America's  first  atomic-powered 
submarine,  was  launched  eight 
years  ago. 
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Lcross  from  the  Coast  Guard 
Academy,  at  the  Lyman  Allyn 
Museum,  18th  century  furniture 
and  paintings  are  on  display  ( Tues- 
day-Saturday 1-5,  Sunday  2-5;  free), 
and  in  Groton,  the  past  is  well 
remembered  by  a  135-foot  monu- 
ment on  a  hilltop  near  Fort  Gris- 
wold,  a  tribute  to  the  84  American 
soldiers  slain  here  by  Benedict 
Arnold. 

But  the  most  engrossing  remnant 
of  history  along  the  Connecticut 
shore  is  re-created  Mystic  Seaport 
(daily  9-5;  $2,  50 cents).  Mystic  was 
a  leading  shipbuilding  center  of  a 
century  ago,  and  along  the  Sea- 
port's several  streets  are  the  usual 
community  centers  of  that  time: 
counting  house,  chapel,  school 
building,  clock  shop,  meeting 
house,  tavern,  and  period  homes. 
Maritime  exhibits  are  housed  in 
more  formal  museum  buildings. 
Proudly  berthed  at  the  waterfront 
are  the  Charles  W.  Morgan,  the 
featured  exhibit,  the  only  wooden 
sailing  whaleship  in  existence;  the 
Joseph  Conrad,  a  square-rigged 
training  ship;  and  various  smaller 
vessels.  You  can  and  should  climb 
aboard  to  examine  these  reminders 
of  our  venturesome  past. 

A  gaudier  sort  of  history  is  well 
preserved  at  Newport,  Rhode 
Island.  Directly  south  of  Provi- 
dence, where  numerous  houses  and 
churches  remain  from  Revolution- 
ary times,  Newport  is  the  opulent 
summer  resort  to  which  America's 
richest  families  brought  fame  and, 
occasionally,  ridicule.  Lavish  par- 
ties were  given  here,  sometimes  in 
honor  of  distinguished  people, 
sometimes  in  honor  of  dogs  and 
monkeys,  at  phenomenal  expense; 
more  than  one  family  had  an 
entertainment  budget,  if  budget  is 
the  proper  word,  of  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  for  an 
eight-week  summer  season. 

Such  parties  are  over,  but  their 
memory  lingers  on,  particularly  in 
the  grandiose  homes  that  decorate 
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Cliff  Walk,  a  three-mile  path  along 
the  coastline.  The  most  magnificent 
building  of  all  is  "The  Breakers," 
the  70-room,  Italian  Renaissance 
home  built  for  Cornelius  Vander- 
bilt  in  1895  (daily  10-5,  plus  Sunday 
10-9  in  July  and  August;  $1.75,  60 
cents  for  children  6-16).  Near  by,  in 
"The  Breakers"  stable,  (daily  10-5; 
50  cents,  25  cents),  carriages  and 
harnesses  of  the  Vanderbilt  estate, 
the  largest  such  collection  in  the 
world,  hint  at  the  good  life  as  they 
lived  it  in  Newport  at  the  turn  of 
the  century.  Other  fine  mansions 
dot  Ocean  Drive,  a  10-mile  road 
along  the  tip  of  land  where  Presi- 
dents spend  their  vacations. 

A  shipbuilding  center  since  be- 
fore the  Revolution,  Newport  also 
has  a  large  Navy  base  and  a  harbor 
teeming  with  yachts.  The  famous 
Newport  to  Bermuda  Yacht  Race 
starts  here  on  June  16.  Another 
highly  publicized  event,  the  New- 
port Jazz  Festival,  has  been  suc- 
ceeded by  Music  at  Newport, 
tentatively  scheduled,  as  this  goes 
to  press,  for  the  last  day  in  June 
and  the  first  two  days  in  July. 

Then,  as  it  re-enters  Massachu- 
setts, the  Heritage  Trail  nears  its 
end.  If  you  plan  on  completing  the 
circle  tour,  you  can  visit  Cape 
Cod,  then  see  Plymouth  Rock  on 
your  way  back  up  to  Boston.  A 
popular  alternative  is  to  digress 
slightly  and  visit  Plymouth  first, 
then  spend  whatever  time  remains 
relaxing  out  on  the  Cape. 

An  any  event,  the  stop  at  Ply- 
mouth is  a  high  light  of  the  trip. 
The  famous  rock  where  the  Pil- 
grims landed  is  on  view  beneath  a 
large  portico,  and  near  it  is  moored 
the  Mayflower  II,  a  replica  of  the 
ship  that  brought  them  here  in 
December,  1 620.  The  Mayflower  II 
made  its  own  Atlantic  crossing  in 
1957  under  conditions  simulating 
those  of  the  Pilgrims.  You  can  best 
appreciate  the  extent  of  their  hard- 
ships by  boarding  the  ship  yourself 
(daily  9-8;   75  cents,  50  cents). 

A  pair  of  reconstructed  Pilgrim 
houses  stand  near  Mayflower  II  l\ 
(daily  9-7;  10  cents),  but  a  much 
more  elaborate  re-creation  lies  two 
miles  south  of  town,  at  Plimoth 
Plantation's  Pilgrim  Village  (daily 
9-7;  75  cents,  50  cents).  Like  two 
other  New  England  restorations — 
those  at  Sturbridge  and  Mystic — 
the  Village  presents  an  entire  com-  ■ 
munity  resurrected  from  history — 
in  this  case,  1627.  As  is  also  true  of  I 
the  other  restorations,  there  are  in- 
teresting historical  exhibits  and 
authentically  costumed  demon- 
strators to  help  make  the  past 
come  alive. 

Before  the  Pilgrims  landed  at 
Plymouth,  they  stopped  briefly  at 
what  is  now  Provincetown,  on  the 
northern  tip  of  Cape  Cod.  A  bronze 
tablet  marks  where  they  stepped 
ashore,  and  near  by,  a  252-foot 
tower,  the  Cape's  most  familiar 
landmark,  commemorates  the 
event  (daily  9-5;  50  cents,  25  cents); 
relics  of  that  period  are  on  display

Museum  {Monday-Saturday  9-5,  Sun- 
day 10-5;  50cents,  25cents).
